The Scotch Greys have their circle ot 


admirers 1n the north, itis true, but there 


we come to an end, Some enthusiasts 
have tried to boom cuckoo Dorkings, 


others cuckoo Cochins, some cuckoo Leg- 


horns, and cuckoo Bantams, both feath- 
ered and clean- -legged. All their en- 
deavors have apparently been futile, 
however, for the color is not in- ‘the 
fashion. We wonder why? Cuckoo 
colored birds are easy to breed. Mrs. M. 
A. Hayne wrote us last week only that 
she had once mated a White Dorking 
cock with a colored Dorking hen, and 
that all the produce which were not 
white were cuckoo-colored, and that she 
was so afraid of the latter commingling 
with her own old strain of two scores of 
years standing that she killed the lot.” 


The above is very much so. The 
popularity of the Plymouth Rock how- 
ever, is due to circumstances not enjoyed 
by other so-called cuckoo breeds. Being 
an American production enjoying a name 
highly honored in New England and 
possessing excellent market qualities, the 
Plymouth Rock fowl was a ‘‘sure go” 
from the start. It commenced its exist- 
ence as a cuckoo plumaged fowl, but 
to-day is really avery different bird. The 
exquisite parallel barring of the feathers 
on a modern Plymouth Rock cannot be 
found on any other cuckoo plumaged 
variety.

for the past four years, L -vish to enter 
my disapproval of such awards as pre- 
vailed in the adult class of the Buff 
Cochins at the late New York show. _ 

For some years back, as the fancy is 
well aware, the Cochin Breeders have 
advocated, and have bred for length of 
feather and for fullness of fluff, paying 
strict attention to shape and color as far 
as possible. As the Cochin is essentially 
a bird of feathers, a bird without them 
has lost part of its Cochin characteristics, 
and as such, must be relegated to a back 
seat. 

As I did not show any birds in the 
Cochin class at New York, I am fully/ 
qualified to express an opinion in regard 
to this exhibit without fear of having my 
words misconstrued as being in the in- 
terest of self. 

Those Cochin Breeders who visited 
Madison Square Garden this year were 
astonished at the award of first on cock, 
given to a bird entirely unworthy of the 
honor. An award that was in such 
marked contrast to those in the cockerel 
class, and also to the awards of the year 
previous. This bird was dull in color, 
with no richness and life, he was lacking 
in shape, with a poor ‘comb, bare in 
shank, with little or no feathers on hock 
either in front or rear, a tall, ungainly 
bird of a past type, having nothing 


/ whatever in common with the advanced. 


type of to-day. Heis said, however, to 
have been solid buff to the to the skin, 
even this I deny, as his hackle, in under 
color, was pure white for fully three 
quarters of its length, a fault, as any 
breeder of the variety will admit is 
equally as bad here, as if ithad appeared 
in the flights. Reo: 

Let us see what Mr. Butterfield’s 
opinion is as to what should, constitute 
the leg, and shank feathering of a Cochin. 
He says in a recent essay: ‘‘The legs 
and feet should be very heavily feather- 


ted. The hock should belarge and full 


in feather, projecting as much in front 
of hock as they do in the rear.” Did he 
have this greatly desired quality in mind 
when he made this award? No! He 
simply looked at the color and ignored 
everything else that ¢ 3 to make up the 
type of Cochin we have been breeding 
for; ancl in so doing he also ignored the 
awards which he had previously placed 
in the cockerel class. The second cock 
in the class fully deserved the honors of. 
the ‘“‘blue.” Hewasa magnificent: bird 
in every way, and so far superior was he 
to the other that there was absolutely no 
comparison, no fault could be found 
with his feathering, color or shape, the 
latter was grand. in addition he had 
the best comb in the whole Buff Cochin 
exhibit. 
Sharp on this before the awards were 


placed, and said that I considered him 


the finest and most typical Cochin on ex- 
hibition. I saw no reason to change my 
opinion afterwards. 

Again the hen awarded first was bare. 
of feathers on shank and hock, and there 
were at least five that were her superiors 
in true Cochin quality. It is claimed 
that color alone was the reason for these 
two awards. If such be the case, then 
there must be- something ‘‘rotton in 


Denmark” to allow such a thing. In 


1894. Mr. Butterfield, who judged the 
the same class, ignored color, and 
awarded for what he considered to be 
the best shape.

LONG FACED TUMBLERS. 


This interesting and every way attrac- 
tive variety of the family Columbaria 
derive their name from the taculty the 
variety generally possess of turning 
somersaults while flying, thus adding 
what may be termed a practical feature 
to the alluring qualities of form and 
feather. Probably no other members of 
this great family are such general 1avor- 
ites nor more widely disseminated than 
the Long Faced Tumbler, and no other 
variety has so many sub-varieties all 
beautiful in their way, but all having 
their admirers. Wherever pigeons are 
known, and that means all over the civ- 
ilized world, the little Tumbler finds a 
home and friends. The docility, good 
breeding qualities and pretty ways, as 
well as their generally low price make 
them the especial favorite of the novice 
who thinks he must have fancy pigeons, 
but whose enthusiasm has not reached 
such a pitch that he is ready to exchange 
the coat from his back to obtain an ideal 
pair of the variety he admires. Conse- 
quently in breeding the modest Tumbler 
he gets his preparatory lessons in 
rearing and perfecting the higher grades 
of fancy pigeons, an attempt he is sure 
to make if he continues long a fancier. 
Tumblers are found both plain legged 
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Shelton Poultry Association, | and booted or muffed, but the following 


standard is applicable to all. 
Szze.—Below the medium. 
Carriage —Upright, bold and active. 
ffead.—Small, round with high fore- 
-head, not too broad. 
Beak.—Medium length, not spindling, 


straight, upper and lower mandibles 


fitting neatly together, the upper a trifle 
heavier than the lower. 

fyes.—Prominent and pearl in color, 
cere small, fine and dark. 

Neck.—Short and tapering neatly from 
shoulders to the head. 

BLreast.—Full, round and prominent. 

BLody.—Short, and tapering sharply to 
the tail. 

Back.—Short and straight. : 

Wings.—Quite broad, and strong at 
the butts, flights short and broad, and 
carried on a level with the tail. 

Zad.—Medium in length, and closely 
folded. 

Legs.—Short, feet small and neat and 
all coral red in color and free from 
feathers in plain legged varieties. In 
mufted or booted varieties, they may be 
covered with short feathers, when they 
are known as grouse feathered or they 
may have feathers 3 to 4 inchesin length 
when they are known as heavily booted. 

Color.—In the clean legged class we 
find what aré known as solid: or self- 
colored in which all of the colors known 
to pigeons are usually found, such as 
red, yellow, Black, dun, blue and silver 
and these need to be deep, glossy and 
rich in coloring. Washy or faded colors 
are not desirabie. 

Batps.—This variety derives its name 
from the reason that the whole head, 
from a line running around the head 
just below the eye, is white. The ten 
wing primaries are also white asis the 
tail, thighs and under parts to a line 
running across the lower part of the 
breast or keel. The rump and lower 
part of the back are also white. The 
wing bows, upper portion of back, neck, 
breast to the line mentioned are all 
colored either black, blue, dun, red, 
yellow or silver and, according to this 
color, the birds are known as a Black 
Baldhead, etc. Blues and Silvers should 
have black wing bars and flesh colored 
bills. 

Brarps.—Are so called from a small 
crescent shaped patch of white under the 
lower mandible of the bill. The wing 
flights are also white as well as the rump, 
tail and thighs and under parts of the 
body to aline across the keel. All the 
rest of the body is colored. In Bluesand 
Silvers there should be two distinct 


| black bars across the wing. According 


to the color so the bird is known as a 
Blue Beard, Red Beard, etc. Upper 
mandible of beak should be dark, lower 
flesh colored. 

MottLes.—These are solid or self-color- 
ed, (embracing all the known colors) 
with the exception that ou the shoulder 
or wing bow there is a collection of 10 to 
15 small white feathers known as the 
rose and an equal number arranged ina 
triangular shape between the shoulders. 
The point of the triangle pointed. toward 
the tail, the base toward the neck. 
Beaks in Biacks and Blues dark, in Reds 
Yellows and Dun, flesh colored. 

Rost Wincs.—These are also self- 
colored, with. a collection of small white 
feathers on each wing bow as in mottles, 
but without the collection between the 
shoulders, beaks same as in Mottles. 

WHITE SipEs.—With this sub-variety 
the neck, breast, body and tail are color- 
ed, while the wings (with the exception 
of the ten flight feathers, which should 
be of same color as the body) should be 
white. There should also be a narrow 
band of white extending across the back 
from one wing bow to the other. Beaks, 
as in Mottles and Rose Wings. 

SPLASHED, — This sub-variety should 
have the ground or main color of black, 
blue, red, yellow or dun and this inter- 
spersed with white feathers all over the 
whole bird. _Beaks same as in Mottles. 

SPANGLES or ERMINES.—In these the 
main color is white, evenly interspersed 
with colored feathers. The flights and 
tail composed , of colored feathers. 
Beaks flesh colored.

Homing Gossip and Echoes 
From the Flying Fancu.

On more than one occasion I have 
been in receipt of letters from flying fan- 
ciers approaching me for advice and _ in- 
formation touching upon certain od7ec- 
tzonable tndzvzduals in the flying sport, 
resident in their particular locality or 
section, who, by the endorsement of a 
single member, and the payment of the 
one dollar fee, have become members of 
the ‘‘National Federation of American 
Homing Pigeon Fanciers,” according to 
its by-laws, and who zz¢end taking part 
in the uuzted competetion of the district 
for zatzonal honors,or first class diplomas. 
The advice sought is how best to exclude 
this objectionable material of the district 
from the united competition, for objec- 
tionable it unquestionably appears to be 
to the large majority of the members of 
the district, and not without some reason, 
for the offending party has at some period 
either been detected in unfair practice, 
and his moral and personal reputation not 
of the best, or his mental and social 
status is so far below the requirements or 
standard of the district, that to accept 
him to membership, would serve to mar 
the progress and unity of the section, as 
well as to materially lessen the good 
feeling and enjoyments of its sport, and 
its loyalty to the National Association. 
Such is the text of the several communica- 
tions 1 have received.

I have pondered long and thoughtfully 


over this Zoser, for poser it certainly is, © 


and it would be idle for me to disclaim 
any knowledge as to the possible exist- 
ence of such objectionable material in 
the flying fancy, for I doubt if any sec- 
tion exists but what has its share of it, 
more or less, and yet were it not for the 
existence of this so called odbjectzonable 
materzal in the flying fancy.

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Now as to the means of excluding any 
objectionable material in a dzstrec¢ from 
competing for first class national honors 
of the National organization, it must not 
be forgotten that the mere membership 
in the National organization does not 
carry with it indisportable title or right 
to district united competition also, merely 
upon the endorsement by a single mem- 
ber. Each district of the National 
organization has full power to frame its 
own laws for self government, provid- 
ing such do not conflict with the general 
laws of the organization, which apply 
mainly ot course to the protection of the 
records. Consequently each district can 
embody in its by-laws relating to member- 
sh p, such restrictions and qualifications 
as they may see fit, and my correspon- 
dents who have written me can readily 
see that any objectionable individnal in 
their midst can be refused membership 
by their district if the great majority 
wish it, and their by-laws’ permit it. 
The remedy is in their own hands.

In my long and varied experience in

lofts engaged, and for this reason would 
be inclined to-view favorably any applica- 
tion for membership in my pigeon flying 
club or district even if the applicant was 
deemed tricky and needed watching. 

I would be rather proud of being able to 
successfully check such an individual 
against fraud and keep him tothe straicht 
line, and furthermore it would speak 
volumes for the efficiency of our super- 
vision, and serve as an incentive and in- 
structor to other sections less ably 


: managed, to say nothing of the healthful 


effect upon him of fraudulent intent 
bent. My remarks of course merely 
apply to such objectionable material 
which comes under the head of ‘‘wzewed 
with suspiczon,” and ‘‘not proven,” or 
parties with whom any of the member- 
ship may have personal differences, but 
when once a gross case of fraud should 
crop up and zs proven, instant dismissal 


from the association should be in order.

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It has tor many seasons been the con- 
stant wail of the flying fancier that the 
racing season is of too short duration, 
and that there should be more races flown, 
and I think very reasonably. The Em- 
pire City Flying club of New York and 
vicinity, whose race schedule for the 
1895 season is now published, has 
arranged five additional flights with 
young birds which of course means much 
extra sport, even if it entails much extra 
expense and labor for the secretary and 
race committee. A series of five races 
with old birds, during May and June, is 
about all that can be practically adopted, 
or should be, from 100 to 500 miles. But 
the young bird racing season affords a 
wider scope, and the adoption of a second 
serzes of flights, should I think recom- 
mend itself to all clubs. The majority of 
flying fanciers so often carry over many 
young of May and June hatch, and even 
July hatch, without any road experience 
as youngsters, that this second series of 
young bird flights during October will no 
doubt become extremely popular and the 
later hatched birds thus utilized. The 
plan was adopted by the Kings County 
Homing club of Brooklyn, some years 
ago, during my secretaryship in the club, 
and was both enjoyable and successful, 
and I am pleased to see the system again 
revived by the Empire City club mem- 
bers.

From Homing News of recent~issue I 
learn of the progress of the flying sport in 
Australia. Things there in the Homing 
world have been going ahead by leaps 
and bounds, and numerous attempts, in 
south Australia especially, have been 
made to get birds to home long distances, 
but fate was against such, and the birds 
were not up toit, thatisin good racing 
time. The number of birds lost in 
attempting even a 300 miles distance has 
been very great, and it seems that these 
large losses are more attributable to the 
abundance of gunners and hawks which 
infest each and every spot along the 
training route, than to the quality of the 
birds engaged. A correspondent who 
writes f/loming iVews from Australia, 
remarks that ‘‘no doubt the want of 
proper training, and the age at which 
some of those connected with the sport 
expect their birds to manipulate long 
stages is also much to do with failure.” 
I am quite sure that this non success of 
our Antipodean bretheren is more directly 
attributable to want of proper training 
and age of their birds and lack of knowil- 
edge and experience in handling racing 
Homers, than to hawks andgunners. It 
is the old story of those young in the sport 
attempting too much during their appren- 
ticeship.

That first-class flying stock has been 
sent out to Australia is beyond question, 
tor I know of many splendid exportations 
which have gone and reached there in 
good condition, otherwise the bird of 
Mi. John- Wright in a race from Mel- 
bourne to Sydney, which covered the 450 
miles’ distance in 32 hours, the start at 
5:25 A. M., would never have made such 
arecord. Mr. Wright’s bird arrived at 
1:30 Pp. M. the following day, followed by 
one three hours later. These constituted 
the only second day returns, 54 birds 
competing. At 6p. M. the following day 
another arrival was recorded. This is 
the best long distance work recorded, I 
believe, for that section. The winner 
was bred from imported Logan stock.

The writer of Homing notesin Poultry 


of recent issue states that ‘‘before many 


days have passed the subject of pairing 
will be uppermost in the minds of the 
majority of fanciers. Special care should 
be taken in formulating the crosses to be 
effected, in order to produce youngsters 
which it is hoped will maintain and 
further the reputation of the loft. In 
order to accomplish this, the selection of 
stock must be judiciously performed, and 
we most strongly advise the ambitious 
admirer of flyers to seek for blood. Many 
good men and true own valuable strains 
of tried merit, and it is to such that the 
novice should apply, otherwise all his 
labors are likely to be in vain.” Exactly 
so, and I would further advise the novice 
that obtaining a matured and splendid 
flying record cock from one celebrated 
loft as a mate to an equally well bred 
and smart hen from another is by no 
means a guarantee that the youngsters 
from such a pair will eclipse or equal 
the flying work accomplished by either 
sire or dam. The chances ‘are they 
won't. 


* 
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It is not my purpose now to write an 
article upon the subject of consanguinity, 
for I have in former notes clearly and 
fully set forth the benefits accruing from 
such practice, the result of my own ex- 
perience and that of many of our best 
authorities. I will, however, repeat for 
the benefit of the novice in Homing 
pigeon keeping that without more or less 
in-breeding from perfect and proper 
subjects his chances of 
himself a reliable and speedy strain of 
racing birds in the future are exceedingly 
remote. The mere purchase of a well- 
bred and correct youngster from any 
celebrated loft affords the novice merely 
the opportunity of successfully competing 
in the races against his more advanced 
brethren with that particular bird at 
various stages of its progress towards 
maturity, and providing his care and 
handling has been correct. In case this 
particular bird of established quality 
should be lost in the concours, or die, 
and without the fancier being protected 
by the possession of its issue, established 
on correct lines, the flying strength of 
the loft has been broken, and can only 
be regained by fresh purchases. Now, 
such is. not the mission of the true 
Homing pigeon fancier. While it is, of 
course, perfectly legitimate to gain flying 
er- exhibition honors with purchased 
Specimens, yet such can but afford a 
meagre satisfaction to the true fancier, 
and until such honors are gained by 
birds-of his own breeding and handling 
entirely, the goal of successful pigeon 
keeping will never have been reached. 
I caution the novice therefore against 
dabbling in too many violent crosses, 
and when purchasing birds from the loft 
of a responsible and successful flying 
fancier always solicit his aid and counsel 
as to reproduction, and by all means 
make the test of breeding and flying 
each particular strain distinct and in- 
dependent of each other.

A simple and correct and valuable rule 
for the novice to follow is that whenever 
he has-a pair of birds which have stood 
the test of successful distance racing, and 
also ‘‘hit” together in reproduction, never 
to risk either of the pair on the road 
until he has in the loft a number of 
sound and smart subjects from them, nor 
to unpair them until he can bring to each 
a young mate which can claim to be of 
one-eighth or one quarter of the same 
blood, and of proven flying quality as the 
parent strain. He need not necessarily 
breed z7-and-zn, which is the closest 
possible kind of in-breeding, by mating 
brother and sister together, but he can 
judiciously introduce some _ desirable

of young, whose reproduction he can 
bring back to the parent straingand first 
and second generation, and so on.

Meridian Musings. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 

The severe winter weather has had an 
unfavorable influence upon the early 
fertility of eggs. One of the members 
of the Meridian Poultry Club has filled 
his Monarch incubator twice and run it 
carefully and with perfect success so far 
as controlling the heat, etc., was con- 
cerned, and yet with very discouraging 
results in the number of chicks hatched. 
The first hatch consisted of just three 
chicks. Many of the other eggs contained 
dead chicks in all stages of development; 
some died apparently at the end of. the 
first week and others at all stages from 
that on to the fully developed chick, 
showing a lack of vigor in the germinal 
elements of the eggs. The eggs were 
from the yards of several different 
members. The second hatch was not 
much better, eleven chicks being the 
sum total of the living chicks. To 
explain this, it may be said that the 
ground has been continuously covered 
with snow since Christmas and the 
weather steadily cold. The fowls have 
had ground raw meat and bone, cabbage, 
and a variety of grain food, with warmed 
water several times a day. Another 
member ran his incubator (the Von Culin) 
with no better results, although last fall 
he brought out two successfui hatches 
with the same machine. The Meridian 
Vouitry C.ub meets the first Monday 
night of each month. and the meetings 
are well attended and much enthusiasm 
is manifested. The dues have been fixed 
in

dry loft, and hope to hold a show late 1n 
1895, when we expect to see all those 
who exhibited with us in 1894 and many 
more. Some of the exhibitors at our 
last show failed to see the report of the 
secretary as published in ‘THE AMERICAN 
FANCIER at the time, and to such I would 
say that the weather was _ atrocious 
during the week, and on that account 
the attendance was small, but enough 
was taken in at the door to enable us to 
pay all expenses and have the coops left 
free of debt.

a American Breeds of Poultry. 


There are fourteen varieties of pure 


bred fowls that are classed as distinctly 
American. 


The Barred Plymouth Rocks 
head the list in popularity and are more 


generally bred than any of the others, 


and doubtless possess more real utility. 
The Barred Rocks: when well bred are 
exceedingly handsome. ‘There is con- 
siderable difference, however, in the 
plumage of strains. Some are quite dark 
and the feathers present ou the fowls 
_ what fanciers term a ‘“‘smutty” or ‘‘smoky” 
appearance. The barring of the feathers 
on close examination show that the two 
colors intermingle and that neither the 
light nor dark bars are clear. Another 
style of marking shows the white 
barring too broad in comparison 
to the dark. This gives the fowls 
an appearance of being too light in 
color, and, like the first named, 
never show that shade of blue 
tinge that properly barred birds 
do. Occasionally there are fowls 
that have the plumage quite prop- 
erly barred, yet present a ‘‘measly” 
appearance. This is caused by each 
feather ending with a minute spot 
of white. The true barring is as 
‘even a division in the width of the 
light and dark bars as_ possible, 
and having them run _ straight 
across the feather.. The barring: of 
the neck and saddle hackle of the 
males should be finer—that is, 
narrower stripes or bars—than is the 
~~ cease on the body feathers. An ideal 
bird is of about the same shade 
throughout, though such a bird is, 
indeed, rare, as few are found whose 
neck and saddle hackle are not a 
trifle lighter than the body plumage. 
The females are bred more uniform 
in this respect. A majority of 
breeders have two yards to breed 
their exhibition birds—one for each 
sex, claiming that it is impossible to 
breed the two sexes of standard © 
color with one mating. There are 
other breeders who, however, 
- secure satisfactory show stock of 
both sexes trom one mating. 
When the fowls are _ properly 


barred they present somewhat of a 


ringed or zebra striped appearance.

The Golden variety simply differs from 


‘the Silvers by the center of the feathers. 
being a rich golden bay, laced with 


black. The Golden have generally ap- 
peared somewhat heavier and a trifle 
ungainly in shape in comparison with the 
Silvers, but at the fall and winter shows 
this season this variety shows a most 
marked improvement. 


The White Wyandotte, when it is of 
true typical symmetry, is a very hand- 
some fowl. The Buff is a new candidate 
for public favor, and every indication now 
points to its becoming a formidable rival 
of the older well established members of 
the same family. The Blacks are but 
little knewn—not as much as should be 
the case. Some claim their lack of appre- 
ciation is owing to their similarity with 
the Black Hamburgs. Good specimens 
of these breeds, however, are very dis- 
similar. All the Wyandottes have rose 
combs and yellow legs except the Blacks, 
which are black, or black shading into

The breed possesses excellent qualities 
for a general market fowl, and, with 
proper handling, would soon become a 
great favorite on its utility merit. Its 
points of worth would show up well where 
dressed specimens come in competition. 
Had the same attention been given the 
Jersey Blues some other varieties have 
had, there would be no more popular 
breed to- -day in existence. 

When all requirements for which poul- 
try is generally kept are duly considered, 
the American breeds more than hold 
their own with those of other countries. 
Their general purpose qualities excel, 
and they are more built, 1t would seem, 
for business than dress parade, though 
when they come out in full dress they 
have as many admirers as thé foreigners.

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It is never a pleasant task to speakina 
depreciatory way of the institutions of 
one’s own country, but if we effete east- 
erners have a defect of» character, it is 
conservative slowness in adopting 
advanced ideas, thereby furnishing a 
striking contrast with the stirring enter- 
prise common to the great west. I have 
realized this truth by a couple years of 
life upon the frontier, where I learned to 
estimate highly the westerners’ superior 
breadth of mind and aptness in turning 
disadvantages into ultimate advantage. 
In general enlightenment and true 
progress, as is evinced by their rapidly 
adopting improved methods in all indus- 
trial lines, the west is far in advance of 
the east. This truth finds application 
among other directions in the fancy. 
Where western people have had a short 
acquaintance with the score card it has 
generaliy been effective in setting them 
against it, so quickly does their native 
sagacity enable them to see through its 
shams, while we see the slow going New 
New Englander plodding along in the 
same humdrum fashion, his befogged 
intellect toiling along in the ruts, content 
if he remembers next morning as much 
as he knows to-day, his old witch burning 
superstition alive in the form of a belief 
that cutting for defects is one of the exact 


sciences. 


* 
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Superstition is a great thing. It 
enables a man to take an advanced 
course of study, which 1s supposed to 
develop the reasoning powers, and at 
the end we find him still cherishing fond 
delusions, tor no other earthly reason 
than because he imbibed them before 
arriving at areasoning period of life— 
things that if first brought to his atten- 
tion atam&ture age would have chal- 
lenged well deserved ridicule. A couple 
of generations or so ago a wave of super- 
stition went over New England which 
may be termed the phrenology craze. It 
may be described as the score card 
applied to determining mental capacities 
by means oi the comparative develop- 
ment of the several lobes of the brain. 
As ameans of arriving at any definite 
conclusion as to a person’s mentality it 
was agreat fake, but as a commercial 
venture to the ‘‘professors” who went 
about manipulating the cards, it was a 
pronounced success. The skillful phren- 
ologist would call into his aid any means 
of arriving at his estimate of his subject’s 
mental status, intuitive perception of 
human nature, andthe use of the more 
exact science of physiognomy, and then 
attribute his conclusions wholly to 
analysis of the ‘‘bumps.” Just as the 
score card priest of to-day forms his 
estimate of a specimen apart from what 
the footing up to the cuts would indicate, 


auditing, so that his reputation may not 
get entangled, casting duobts against the 
best specimens, and in favor of the poor- 
er ones, bringing comparison of the 
several competing specimens to his aid, 
but finally seeking to impress the public 
with a belief that the cutsdo all the work, 
cuts made according to percentage 
estimates of departure from perfect sec- 
tions. Of course it is to be expected 
that a score card judge will stand up for 
his system, just as even the honest 


lawyer must look out for his client how- | 


ever unworthy. Todo otherwise would 
be dishonesty upon his own part, accord- 
ing to the legalcode, and subject him to 
the liability of being debarred. The 


score card judge depends largely upon } 


comparison in arriving at his decisions, 
and justifies the extent of his cuts by the 


apparent average excellence of the speci- 


men, but to admit this would be to 
back upon his clientage. aes 


* 
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The parallel between. the phrenological 
chart and the defect cutting score card is 
complete. After quite a protracted be- 
liet in phrenology as an infallible ex- 
ponent of human characters, it finally 
struck some of the most rapid of New 
England people to investigate the 
scheme a bit, and they found that some 
of the finest heads were lacking 1n brains 
altogether, as in the fable of the fox and 
the mask. And lo! the disguise fell off, 
and phrenology stood revealed a fraud 
run in the interest of the judges. History 
is ever repeating itself, and to-day the 
scales are falling from the eyes of score 
card advocates. 

* x *% 

The phrenological charts now grace 
the top shelves in our attics where the 
score card promises soon to be laid to 
rest in their company. A few who 
realize its true nature still advocate it 
upon the ground of its availability. 
Keep up the superstition as it makes 
business good for those who are not 
above profiting by it. But there is a 
higher ground to be considered than 
mere financial prosperity, especially as 
to prosper the few reacts disadvantage- 
ously upon the many. The welfare of 
the fancy requires that it be conducted 
upon amoral level that will endow the 
undertaking with the approbation of 
honest, self-respecting men. Score card 
fallacy and humbuggery are constantly 
driving out this class, while putting a 
premium upon the business ef the poul- 
try huckster who knows no fancy but 
ereed, for the score card becomes in the 
hands of such a potent promoter of sales. 
Will the Boston show committee ignore 
this moral consideration in determining 
their policy of judging, the demand 
that the ultimate welfare of the fancy be 
regarded, as well as immediate business 
interests? I consider that the con- 
fidence of the public 1s a much more 
telling factor of suecess than the adop- 
tion of any particular method of making 
the awards. The character of the 
gentlemen constituting the management 
at Boston, their business capacity is in 
itself a guarantee of success.

As a rule, buyers

‘superior quality that every fowl called 
by that same name is to this day equal 
in merit. In the first place, strains 


- deteriorate, and in the second place, the 


name of one strain is often applied to 
fowls of another or of no strain at all. 
Buyers should know just what they want, 
describe what they must have, and accept 
nothing else, regardless of name. It is 


a mistaken idea that old breeders neces- 


sarily have better stock than those less 
experienced. This rule is an unreliable 
one, and can’t be followed with any 
assurange of success. I make it a point 
to buy from breeders who can give 
authentic accounts of their stock and the 
source from which it came to them. | 
never buy from breeders whose yeracity 
is questionable. If a breeder has good 
stock he should be willing to help you 
trace its origin back to the fountain 
source. If he refuses or can’t, let him 
alone. :

In speaking of breeding Game fowls, 
Will J. Davisinthe Game Fowl Monthly 
remarks: 

‘Aside from their use for sporting pur- 
poses there is more real pleasure and 
satisfaction in raising pure Game fowls 
than any other breed, and for profit and 
general utility they are equal to any. 
Their plump, solid bodies, full, broad 
breast and flavor place them in the 
front rank as a table fowl, while their 
close, hard feathering, upright carriage 
and brilliant plumage make them an or- 
nament to any lawn or farm yard. I 
know of no more beautiful sight than a 
Pit Game cock, in full feather, as he 
proudly struts among his admiring 
harem. As egg producers, the hens are 
only excelled by the Leghorn family, 
and as mothers they take better care of 
their brood than any dunghill can 
possibly do. The Games are naturally 
foragers, and when allowed their liberty 
make their own living tor the greater 
part of the year, while they more than 
pay for feed given them by the worms 
and insects they destroy. They thrive 


as wellin confinement as other breeds, 


but, in my opinion, can only be brought 
to their best development when given 
the run of the orchard and open fields.” 
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‘Ten years ago a somewhat rare strain 
‘of Pit Game fowls were left in this 
neighborhood (Viroqua, Wis.) by a band 
of gypsies. The writer of these notes 
being interested in Game fowls secured 
some of the best specimens and preserved 
the stock, and by careful breeding and 
with limited infusions of other blood 
perfected a very superior race of fowls. 
These I called ‘‘Gypsies.” They were 
never advertised and not a word regard- 
ing them was ever mentioned in print 
until three years ago, five years after the 
original stock was left here, when I 
furnished to the poultry press a series of 
articles on ‘‘Gypsy Games.” Since the 
er, “Gypsy” 
Games have cropped out in various 
sections of the country, notwithstanding 
the fact that I never have sold one of the 
pure fowls. I have sold only cross-bred 
fowls, and none of these are in the hands 
of the parties who advertise ‘‘Gypsies,” 
for I have kept a record of the few 
grades sold and know just where they 
are located. I have no pure ones to sell 
and probably never will haye, so I am

- areasonable way back. When breeders 
_ refuse to give satisfactory information 
regarding their stock they cannot be

At least I wilf not trust them, 
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breeder who advertised Aseeis, stating 
that I wished to purchase a stock bird 
‘if of proper type and of satisfactory 
blood, asking to what strain (there are 
several strains in America) his fowls 
belonged. I was informed that his fowls 
were not quite like the description I had 
given him of the type I desired and that 
his fowls were of several strains of the 
best Indian blood. But he’ couldn’t 
remember the names of any of the 
strains which, comhined, made up his 
very superior stock. His cock had a 
‘very long tail and full feathers,” but 
was a ‘“‘fighter from way back.” I was 
curious to know more of his long tailed 
Aseels (2) and wrote again, interrogating 
him regarding their source, to which he 
replied that the ‘‘party” from whom he 
got them used to live in India, but 
subsequently moved to 4zs city, bringing 
the fowls with him. The gentleman, 
whose name he did not remember, had 
unfortunately moved away and he could 
not advise me as to his whereabouts. 


Dressed Fowlis at Poultry 
Shows. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 


Seldom, if ever, we see fanciers raising 
their fowls with the intention of making 
their market qualities of a high degree. 
All that they seem to think necessary is 
to have their birds correspond as nearly 
as is possible with the American Standard 
of Perfection. That is all right, but how 
often do we see a large, robust looking 
specimen sacrificed for a much ,weaker 
one simply because the latter conforms 
more closely with the Standard in some 
minor point. ‘True, some of our fanciers 
are beginning to advertise the laying 
properties or the great size and quick 
growth of the fowls they keep, but how 
is it we so seldom see these specimens 
exhibited at our shows as ‘‘dressed 
poultry?” ‘There are hundreds who visit 
poultry shows who don’t know a good 
bird from a bad one in the show pen, 
but they ‘‘reckon” they know a good 
fowl when it is dressed. Many of these 
same people would willingly re-stock 


| their yards with some good breed 1f they 


knew how they looked when dressed, or 
what kind and how many eggs they 
would lay per year. Now, if there were 
dressed specimens of the larger varieties 
on exhibition these people could easily 
see for themselves, or if a dozen or two 
of eggs from the greater laying varieties 
were shown, with a placard on them 
testifying how many of. this quality 
would be laid by acertain number during 
a year, it would be plainly evident to 
spectators what variety would suit them, 


The real thing can make a far greater 


impression than any amount of talking. 

The late Port Hope poultry show had 
a grand display of dressed fowls—in 
fact, ahead of anything seen along that 
line in Canada before. It was a credit 
to the exhibitors, to the show, and to the 
whole Province. The specimens of 
chickens, turkeys, ducks. geese, &c., 
were very large, well fattened, and extra 
well dressed. It is not always the 
largest birds that attract the most 
attention. It is the most ex?tczng to the 
‘‘gourmand.” It is almost useless trying 
to describe any of these specimens, but 
special mention might be made ot some 
chicks of the Indian Game-B. P. Rock 
cross that weighed 1334 pounds per pair. 
The manner in whitch they were dressed 
would make anyone feel hungry. Now, 
fanciers, do you suppose our farmers, 
who want something with market 
qualities, would care any more for your 
94 point birds than these cross breeds, if 
they don’t weigh as much or won’t dress 
as nice? We know that every one likes 
a thing as near perfection as possible, 
and therefore, won't the farmers feel 
more interested in our 94 ‘‘pointer” if he 


will dress up as nice or nicer than any 


cross-breed? Fanciers could find good 
customers in farmers for their surplus 
stock if they would take more pains to 
cultivate and breed more for useful 
properties. _ Jno.

a great length in Pouters, that acommon 
failing in human nature is a love for the 
wonderful Tather than the beautiful, 
which is very true, but we cannot lose 
sight of the fact that no matter how well 
proportioned and.finely drawn a Pouter 
may be if at all small or undersized, heat 
once loses half his charm, but a Pouter of 
fine form and really up on all the proper- 
ties and of gigantic proportions, he at 
once sets the Pouter fancy aglow, as it 
were, with wonderment. There are ten 
Pouters of the small type near perfection 
bred to one of the large type.. I do not 
want the wonderful at the expense of the 
beautiful. I want the beautiful and the 
wonderful. Shape I consider above all, 
because he may have good long legs, 
good crop, slender body and well marked, 
and yet be an ugly brute with all. Of 
course good shape means everything in 
harmony, lines of beauty flowing from 
every point of view, a combination of all 
the properties. Length of leg is the 
property most sought after and consid- 
ered first in the list bv all modern writers 
and all fanciers I ever met, and it is the 
most difficult to obtain. Next, according 
to my notion, comes size and shape of 
crop, and when a real good crop is pro- 
duced, it is extremely troublesome to 
keepin good shape. Next comes slender- 
ness of girth. No observant man ever 
saw a very slender Pouter without being 
struck with its genteelappearance. ‘The 
very slender body is a sure sign of fine 
breeding. It is usually accompanied 
with other good points, viz: I have never 
seen a very slender bodied bird with legs 
set wide apart or starting from the body 
bent or bow shapr d, avery ugly and com- 
mon fault in some long legged birds. 
Length of feather comes next, a property 


considered easy to obtain, but I find it is. 


harder than 11 is represented, when of 
vood quality, and to my notion nothing 
spoils the looks of a Pouter (otherwise 
good) so quickly as a short, thick, dumpy 
tail, bolstered up underneath with a mass 
of feather like rolls of sausages stuffed at 
the back of the thigh and down under the 
tail. I like a tail closely folded and 
small, I don’t like tails like. a half bred 
Fan. When a Pouter plays up, he 
should taper all the way down to the end 
of the tail. Next comes color and mark- 
ings. I like plain wings rather than have 
bishoping. I like a large bib, that is I 
like the crescent to be low on_ the crop, 
not quite one-third the way down and 
about 1% wide 1n front, the horns taper- 
ing under the eyes, legs white and a 
clean line of demarcation across the 
breast. Now a good deal depends on the 
kind of action a Pouterdisplays. A very 
quick action I don’t hke, but a slow easy 
action, slowly lifting the feet and in set- 
ting them down again to thrust them out 
from the body as far as possible, which 
shows their length. When a Pouter 
moves slowly he stays in position long 
enough to see his shape good, but when 
he is of the type that runs, jumps and 
flaps his wings and throws up the feathers 
of his back, I don’t like it. I find that it 
is a good idea to keep a bird of good slow 
motion on a shelf by himself because 
birds that move around like lightning, 


are usually of a pugnacious nature and’ 


the slow motioned fellows get knocked 
around from pillar to post, and it makes 
them afraid to show with their usual ease 
and grace. Now there is one point about 
the Pouter I have not mentioned, and 
that is the length of waist from the crop 
to the setting on of legs. It is a most 
desirable trait and helps a bird’s appear- 
ance wonderfuliy, in fact 1 would rather 
have a bird with a great length of waist 
and atrifle short in leg than an extra 
long leg and set on part under the crop. 

In regard to the quality or texture of 
the crop, I find that the large framed 
and strong birds have very often thick 
skins and do not conform to pressure of 
the wind when inflated, it seems to pull 
the skin of the breast out with it, ana you 
are unable to tell where the crop ends and 
the body begins. Now some Pouters 
have crops of very thin texture, like tissue 
paper; they are the ones who can blow a 
big round crop like a balioon,andit leaves 
the body at the top of the breast bone, as 
if it had a string tied around it, the wings 
are left behind clear and clean, forming 
the Hogarth line of beauty, and I like to 
see considerable of a curve at the back of 


the neck. I have heard some fanciers 
say they do not want any bulge at the

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back of the neck: but to me a Pouter 


with a straight neck is an ugly brute, as| 


bad as a straight necked horse. Pouters 
with crop of a thin texture are very 
troublesome to keep in shape and very 
easily ruined. Ithink there is a need 
for more care in breeding for better 
shaped crops. I have seen more birds 
with first class legs than I have with first 
class crops. It is hard to describe one’s 
idea of a Pouter, but will say that the 
illustration of a Pouter in the book of 
Richard Woods, page 103, a black bred 
by A. Towers, is almost my ideal. I 
would like a little more length of waist 
from crop to setting on of legs, then | 
would ask no more. - The curve~at the 
back of the neck is just enough, and the 
cropis simply perfectzon. 1 have re- 
frained from giving length, zcfual meas- 
urement as J hate the yard stick business 
as much as any one, and I can tella7 leg 
when Isee one (don’t see them often) | 
hear of them often, 7 1-4, etc., but have 
never seen one to measure that much 
fairly and squarely. 1 have seen them 
measured so that they showed 73, by 
letting the rule touch the breast of the 
bird and putting the leg and the bone 
above the thigh joint which couples on 
to the body good and tight. You can 
make most any bird measure 7% or 7%, 
but fairly measured from the thigh joint 
to the end of toe 7 is the exception. I 
measured a few birds at Cincinnati with 
Mr. Martin, andtheonlv 7 leg I meas- 
ured was on ‘‘Old Rix,” the Red cock, an 
old winner originally belonging to 
Heroux, who sold him to W. A. Muelig 
and now belongs to C. Wagner, and I 
will say that this Red cock, ‘‘Rex,” has 
the best pair of legs I ever saw long, 
strong, elegantly stockinged and booted, 
and well muscled. Aleg7 long, properly 
placed, viz: well back on the body and a 
long waist and neck, can carry well 19% 
of feather. 

I think we Pouter fanciers can come 


within an inch of each other as regards 


the length of a typical Pouter, and that 
is as near as the best authorities on Pout- 
erscan get. G. Ure says, ‘‘the limit is 
reached at 1g.” J.C. Lyell says, ‘‘a 7 
leg will carry 193.” R. Wood says, ‘‘7 
leg will carry 19 or 20.” L. Wright says, 
‘at required 7 leg to carry even 19 of 
feather.” Fulton also coincides with 
George Ure, that a 7 leg properly placed 
will carry well 18 to 19 of feather, but Il 
feel satisfied we need not fear, for there 
will not be many cases of a ‘‘dead heat” 
in birds of this type well balanced and 
fine style that the judge will have to re- 
sort to the tape line to decide. There 
will always be a trifle one way or another 
in a bird’s favor, and it is these trifles 
that make perfectzon, but perfection is 
no ¢frzfe. Inconclusion, I will say most 
emphatically, that a Pouter judge should 
be a Pouter breeder always.

Pigeon Fanciers 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: : San eee 
‘If you have not already given the loft _ 
a thorough spring cleaning, do not delay 
it any longer, but clean out all nest pans, 
thoroughly whitewash walls and nesting 


places, close up all holes with tin where — =< 


a-mouse or rat can get in, and when 
done, and the pigeons returned to the — 


loft, you, as wellas they, will be repaid — | 


for the trouble. : 

Many of your pigeons may be nesting, 
but they can be carefully removed at | 
night to a cage and not neglect their in- 
cubation. Even ifa few pairs of eggs 
have to be sacrificed, the cleaning should 
not be neglected. 
adds to the chances of greater loss. 

Last year’s birds, ifnot already paired, 
will, as the weather grows milder, be | 
looking for mates. Do not leave this 
work for them to do at their own, sweet 
will, but if you know their parentage, 
select a mate for them you think wiil 
improve the quality of your stock. A 
good breeder would have his plans all 
laid, and as fast as the young hens be- 
come salacious, and show a desire to 
mate they should be placed with the 
selected male.” ey 

The question of material for floor of 
the loft is an important one after the 
spring cleaning. Good pine sawdust 
mixed with sand is acheap and good 
one. The sand is likely to keep the 
sawdust from flying about and gather- — 
ing in ridges, and the sawdust helps to 
keep the sand moist and prevents it from 
flying about.as dust. A good raking 
every two or three days mixes droppings, ~ 
sand and sawdust together, and tends to 
keep the loft sweet and presentable. As 
soon as this covering becomes foul it 
should be removed, and fresh mixture 
applied. - 

While sawdust is a good material to 
place in the nest pans, pigeons like to 
build their own nests, and to permit them 
to do so if confined gives them exercise 
and serves to content them. For this 
purpose I would recommend fresh, sweet ~ 
hay cut in pieces about three or four 
inches long, and scattered about. It 
makes aclean sweet nest, ands easily 
disposed of when it becomes necessary 
to clean out the nest for asecond hatch- 
tS es : 
All fountains should be kept sweet and 
clean, and filled with fresh water every 
day. For foul water does more to cause 
disease than almost anything else. —

The Cate of Belgian Hares. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 


As the: interest in the breeding of 
Belgian hares is on the increase and 
quite a few amateurs have started in to 
breed them this spring, no doubt an 
article upon their care would be of 
interest to many readers of your enter- 
prising journal. The Belgian hare is a 
very sensitive animal and appreciates 
care and attention, and I do not know of 
any animal that shows the effects so 


quick as they do of good or bad care. 


Some who have started in to breed them 
have given up in despair on account of 
the intant mortalitv, but let me say 
right here that is the fault of the breeder 
and not the fault of the hare. The young 
when at a certain age, from six weeks to 
four months old, grow very fast, and 
need plenty of good, wholesome, and 
nutritious food. When they get to be 
over four months old they will stand 
almost any hardships, but I do notadvise 
anyone to neglect them at any time. 
When I first started in to breed them I 
was a greenhorn, and lost at least 4o per 
cent. of the young, but I did not get 
discouraged, and by close observation I 
learned to correct the fault, and now, 
barring accidents, I do not lose 1 per cent. 
A death in my rabbitry now is almost an 
unknown thing, and I now propose to 
give my experience to other beginners, 
so they may not pass through the same 
trouble I experienced when I first started 
to breed them. I have found that good 
sweet hay and grain (corn, oats, and 
wheat) are very essential, even in 
summer time when there is lots of green 
stuff. I found when the young were fed 
entirely upon green stuff and vegetables 
they would sicken-and die almost at a 
moment’s notice, but none of that trouble 
is experienced when you feed a regular 
rotation of hay and grain, which proves 


that food consisting entirely of green 


stuff and vegetables is not nutritious 
enough. Hay keeps their bowels in order 
and the grain helps to form bone and 
muscle, I mix my grain three-quarter

My rations are 
as follows: In the winter time the 
morning meal consists of turnips, beets, 
or carrots every other day, and the 
alternate day I feed a bran mash consist- 
ing of two parts wheat bran and one part 
ground corn and oats, and the evening 
meal the day I feed the vegetables in the 
morning I feed grain, and the day I feed 
the mash in the morning I feed hay at 
nixht. In the summer the morning meal 


consists of hay, grain, or bran mash |= 


(never let them eat the mash after it gets 
sour), and the evening meal what green 
stuff or vegetables I may have. ‘They 
will eat almost all kinds of weeds and all 
kinds of vegetables with a relish, but raw 
potatoes should be avoided, for some 
claim to have had ill effects from feeding 
them, but I have known hares to be fed 
almost entirely on raw potatoes and have 
seen no ill effects. Never let them get 
at any peach leaves, as they are almost 
sure death tothem. In regard to giving 
Belgian hares water, a question which 
the highest authorities are at variance 
upon, I would say, after a practical 
experience, I am a firm advocate of 
giving them fresh, pure water at least 
once a day. They may not require it 
and will live without it, but they relish 
it, and with water they will eat more and 
consequently grow larger, fatten more 
quickly, and be in better condition at all 
times. A party here who raised some 
for market could not understand why 
mine were in so much better condition 
than his. He fed all the gain they 
could eat, and yet he could not get them 
fat, for after they had been fed on grain 
a few days they would sicken of it and 
would not eat but little. He did not give 
any water and that was the trouble, and 
I trust that all who keep Belgian hares 
will give them a liberal supply of pure 
water. It only costs the trouble to 
supply it, and you will be repaid a 
hundredfold. Give the young plenty of 
fresh air and lots of room to exercise in; 
overcrowding often causes 
When they are eight weeks old they 
should have a run on the ground. My 
runs are 6 x 12, and that is*large enough 
for twelve or fifteen until they get old 
enough to separate, which should be 
when about four months old. ‘Then the 
young does and bucks should be kept 
separate. If you are breeding for market 
castrate all the bucks at that age. Thén 
you can keep any number together. It 
also improves their flavor and they are 
easier to raise. To raise strong, healthy 
stock Belgian hares should not be bred 
until they are eight or nine months old; 
also a doe should not be bred too often. 
When the young are four weeks old a 
doe may be served with the buck, and 
when six weeks old the young should be 
weaned and the doe given a chance to 
tone up before she has her next litter. 
Often the cause of the loss of so many 
young is due to breeding from im- 
matured stock or from does in a weakened 
condition by having been forced to breed 
too fast. A doe will have young thirty 
days from time of service. She will have 
from six to ten in a litter. To breed

But the Silver Wyandotte was 
the doctor’s first love in the chicken line, 
and notwithstanding his labors in build- 
ing up astrain of Plymouth Rocks that 
would please the average fancier, he 
- hardly speaks to the latter as he passes 
by. His eyes rest only on the Silver 
Wyandottes. So strong is his attach- 
ment for the latter that he has decided to 
breed them only in the future. He 
writes us that he will dispose of all his 
Plymouth Rocks, and hereafter the 
Salem Poultry Farm will be known as 
the home of the Silver Wyandotte.

This goes to show what we often con- 
tended, viz: Very few fanciers will ever 
be completely satisfied with more than 
one variety. Every breeder of fine fowls 
has some preference and the breed he 
likes best he will succeed best with.  E. 
B. Thompson started with several 

varieties, but now breeds Plymouth Rocks 
only. J. H. Thompson once had three or 
more varieties on his place, but sticks to 
Plymouth Rocks now; Wesley B. Barber 
will have nothing but Silver Wvandottes; 
Bradley Brothers think Plywouth Rocks 
the only fowl for them, Irving Crocker 
tried several times to get enthused over 
new breeds, but his Wyandotte education 
was too strong and he is back again with 
his old favorites; Ed. Kirby and Dr. F. 
M. Robinson are Langshan cranks from 
feet to crown; James Forsyth, although 
breeding four or more varieties on his 
extensive farms, still sticks to the Brown 
Leghorn as his particular pet; William 
Ellery Bright is the same Brown Leg- 
horn crank he ever was, even if he does 
breed Plymouth Rocks; A. C. Hawkins 
is more of a Plymouth Rock crank than 
ever; Philander Williams is a dyed-in-the- 
wool Light Brahma crank with George 


V. Fletcher a very close second on the 


same breed; Knapp Brothers and Ezra 
Cornell pin their faith on White Leg- 
horns and so on through the whole list of 
fanciers.

Success with one breed does not neces- 
sarily mean that a good fancier cannot be 
successful with others. He simply has 
an individual choice of what he does 
breed. We know that George Purdue, 
one of the most successful breeders of 
Light Brahmas in the country was equally 

_ successful in breeding Buff Cochins, but 


this mercurial fancier is still lamenting 


over the fact that he cannot breed Brah- 
mas. He sold his flock and good will. 

The latter expires in a few years and

When we reflect seriously over these 
individual preferences among fanciers, 
it must strike the thinking reader that 
only such men can be depended upon to 
improve the varieties of fowls they are 


prominently identified with. The breeder 


of thirty-seven varieties of fowls, more oy 
less, may be the personification of bust- 
ness integrity and thoroughly honest in 
his convictions and qualified to mate all 
the different breeds, but he can never 
expect to reach that high point ot excel- 
lence in al/ hzs vardetzes that the fancier 
and breeder of one variety will attain. 
It is a very safe wager to make that he 
not even attempts it.

This brings to mind what editor Curtiss 
has to say in regard to a multi-breeder of 
standard fowls in Quincy, Ill. We ex- 
tract the following from the Relzadble 
Poultry Journat: | 


‘We have at hand an elaborate 24 page 
catalogue, purporting to be that of the 
Excelsior Poultry Farm, located at 
Quincy, Ill., Frank S. Stahl, manager. 
On the attractive cover of this catalogue 
appear the figures, 1874—1895 (meant to 
convey the idea that the business of this 
farm has been established that long), and 
also these words: ‘Catalogue and 1 rice 
List of All the Leading Varieties of High 
Class Thoroughbred Poultry.’ 

Mr. Stahl, the manager of this mythical! 
‘Excelsior Poultry Farm,’ was born in 
1874. It may thus be seen that he got to 
work early. 

There exists in or near Quincy no such 
farm as the ‘Excelsior Poultry Harm.’ 
Mr. Stahlis not a breeder of thoroughbred 
poultry, nor has he ever been. He does 
not to-day own a solitary yard of thor- 
oughbred fowls, mated for breeding pur- 
poses, of one. 

In this catalogue we find listed eighteen 
varieties of poultry. Three years ago 
this same young man advertised himself 
as a breeder of ‘‘sixty leading varieties 
of land and water fowl.” Last year he 
dropped to ‘‘twenty-seven leading 
varieties.” He had the same number of 
breeders and breeding yards then that 
he has to-day, none at all. 

The R. P. J. would be an out-and-out 
hypocrite if it said nothing at all about 
this case. Its professed desire to see the 
poultry industry developed along legiti- 
mate lines, and the buying public pro- 
tected, would be mere pretense if we 
remained silent under the existing circum 
stances. 

Last August Mr. F.S. Stahl came to 
the Relzable Poultry Journal office and 


presented the copy for a 12-inch adver-. 


tisement of his pretended poultry farm. 
He tendered us the money for the ‘ad’ 
and demanded that the ‘ad’ be inserted. 
This was at the time that his brother, 
Geo. H. Stahl, the Excelsior and Simplex 
Incubator manufacturer, was engaged in 
an attempt to compel the R. P. J. to 


carry the advertisements of his goods. | 


F. S. Stahl’s copy for the 12-inch ‘‘ad” set

- Duck Fattening. 
In the new number of the Journal of — 
the board of Agriculture some inter- 
esting information is given as to the 
duck-ftattening industry in the Vale of 
Aylesbury.

We wanted a brooder house on our 
farm; at the same time the usual hot 
water pipe brooder house did not seem to 
be what we wanted. The hot water 
pipe brooder house is excellent—for a 
brooder serves that purpose most ad- 
mirably, but itis nothing else. What 
we wanted was a house that could be 
used for a surplus stock house in the fall 
and winter, and for market chickens in 
the late spring, as well as for the regula- 
tion brooder purposes. We also wanted 
an incubator cellar, having previously 


had the incubator in our house cellar; an 
_ arrangement 


convenient for some 
reasons, but inconvenient for others. 
Much study of the several problems 
brought us to the conclusion that the de- 
tached brooder house was the best: for 


our purpose, and we decided to build a 


house which should bea sequence of 


without going out of doors. 


those houses; practically sixteen small 
brooder houses in a row, under one roof. 
The house is one hundred and thirty 
reet long by ten feet wide, six feet high 
in front, four feet high at the back, and 
is divided by solid matched board ‘par- 
titions into fifteen rooms, of 8x1o feet 
each, and one (the first one, containing 
the main entrance) is 1oxIo feet. 

The partitions between the pens are of 
matched boards to the roof; a door two 


feet wide, reaching to the roof, hinged to 


the front stud so as to swing back 
against the front, gives access: through 
from one pen to another, so that we can 
go through the entire length of the house 
Each pen 


has a window, small slide door and en- 


trance door in the front, so we can go in- 
to any pen from tie outside if we-wish, 
and the door can be left open on pleasant 


- sunny days, to air and sun the pen, and 


give the chicks (or surplus stock) a run 
outdoors in the yards. Each pen has a 
yard 8x30 feet, the fences between the 
yards. being twenty inches high solid 
boards, then four feet of wire mesh. 
Small gates about eighteen inches wide 
are next to (hinged to) the front of the 
house, so we can go from one yard to an- 


‘other without going inside the house or 


out through the end gates. The fence 
along the front of the yards is laths, six 
feet high (a lath and a half high), a gate 
3x4 feet allowing a wheelbarrow to be 


- trundled through. 


An incubator cellar being part of the 


plan, we selected a site alongside the 


. farm road leading back into the field 
between the two long poultry houses. 


This road is along the easterly slope of a 


knoil, and by excavating a cellar ten feet 


wide and twenty-four feet deep into the 


knoll, we ‘‘filled” the space on each side 


so the brooder house is built level, be- 


ginning on top of the Ancubator cellar, 


and running west across top of the knoll. 
The floor of the first three pens of the 


_ brooder house, that part over.the in- 
-_ eubator cellar is boards, matched boards 
on 2x6 floor beams, set one and one-half 
feet apart; beyond the incubator cellar

knoll, covered with three or four inches 


of screened gravel. 

We use the ‘‘Peep o’ Day’ brooders, 
one brooder in each pen, the brooder 
being set into the ground about the 
middle of the rear half of the pen. To 
get to the lamp, and allow air to get to 
lamp chamber, a box ten inches wide 
and high, and fifteen inches long, issunk 
into the ground back of the lamp door, 
so the door can swing out and up. The 
top of this box is wire netting, one- 
eighth inch mesh tacked to a simple 
frame set into slots made for the purpose. 
This allows the air free access to the 
lamp chamber (through holes made for 
that purpose near the bottom of the 
lamp chamber door), and we have found 
that the lamp burned excellently, having 
an abundance of oxygen. The three pens 
over the incubator cellar have traps in 
the floor, which allow the brooders to set 
down almost to the sheet 1ron ceiling of 
the under side of the floor beams. 

Now for results. We found the house 
to be the greatest possible convenience 
tor surplus stock (cockerels, etc.), in the 
late fall and early winter. There were 
then no brooders in the pens, a roost and 
roost platform being close to the ground 
at the back, and we could house six to 
ten cockerels, or a dozen pullets, in each 
pen very conveniently for a few weeks. 
As shipments were constantly being 
made, the numbers in the pens were 
gradually reduced, then the birds con- 
centrated into the pens towards the west, 
as the eastern pens were wanted for 
chickens. 

The house is built of 2x4 sills, plates, 
and rafters, all the studding being 2x3, 
and the roof, back, and end walls are 
ceiled on the inside of rafters and studs 
with matched boards, making a three- 
inch air space around ends and back side 
and four-inch air space in roof. — | 

We house at this writing some five 
hundred chickens in about a dozen of 
those pens, and they are growing 
splendidly. During the ‘‘blizzard week,” 
the first week in February, the pens 
outside the brooders were rather too 
cold for little chicks, and we lost some 
from the resulting chill. This handicap 
we would overcome by burning a small 
“Florence” or ‘‘Gem” oil stove in each 


pen during the day, to take the chill off, | 


taking care to have enough fresh air 
come in to keep up the supply of oxygen. 
The extra warmth is only needed in the ex- 
treme cold days, and only in the daytime. 
At night there is ample warmth within 
the brooders where the chicks are con- 
fined. In talking of this difficulty with 
Judge May, hetold us that others had 
had the same experience and found the 
need of having extra pipes carried along 
the north wall of the1tr brooder houses, so 
the heat can be turned on in cold weather 
and take the chill out of the air. We 
may find that we need something similar. 


If we do it will be an easy matter to put 


a hot water heater in alittle heater house 
back of east end, and run a couple of 
pipes along the north wall inside, running 
a banked fire at night and a,brisker fire 
during the day in extremely cold weather 


only. We wouldn’t have the heat in 
ordinary weather, with the sun shining, | 
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as we believe chicks do better where not 
pampered or kept too warm. 

We like this plan of brooder house 
very much, sofar. It is the combination 
of brooder and surplus stock house, which 
can be made very useful all the year 
round. The plan of using individual 
brooders (as the ‘‘Peep 0’ Day”) has very 
much to recommend it. If we only want 
to use two, three or four, we only: light 
the lamps in the two, three or four. When 


the chicks are large enough to do without 


artificial heat, we’ll take the brooder out, 
leaving chicks in the pens, and use the 
brooders over again outdoors.. This can 
be done with such a brooder as the 
‘Peep 0’ Day,” it being a most complete 
indoor and outdoor brooder. 

This brooder house is built of common 
(cheapest) hemlock boards, the roof and 
walls being covered first with -black 
Neponset sheathing paper; and second, 
with Neponset red rope roofing and 
painted two coats. _We haven’t had time 
to go carefully over the figures of cost— 
but a hurried estimate makes it appear to 
be about $500 for this building, 130x10 
feet; about $30 per pen. This does not 
include the cost of the brooders, $10 each, 
but we had sixteen or seventeen of these 
on hand, having used them as outdoor 
brooders several seasons. One great 
advantage of this style of brooder house 
is that it can be built by installments, 
three or four (more or less) pens this year, 
and added to indefinitely as one’s business 
grows. It can be built in single (detached) 


houses. as shown on page 53, Feb. 15th. 


F, P., or in groups or three, four or five 
(or any number), as suits the lay of the 
land, the purse of the owner, or both. 
Defects (drawbacks) there are in all 
buildings. The plan which combines the 
most excellencies with fewest defects 
is what we are all looking for; and we 
believe that for its purpose, that of a 
combined brooder, chicken and surplus 
stock house, this has very many excellen- 
cies and very, very few defects:

Divorce and Re-~Mattiage. 


In breeding fancy pigeons it often 
becomes advisable to separate a pair 
which have proved disappointing and 
try another mating. This, while essential, 
is often difficult. Of course, if one has 
an abundance of mating pens out of 
sight and hearing from each other it can 
be done in that way, but the fancier is 
often a man whose space and time for 
the indulgence of his hobby is limited. 
I have two rooms only for my pigeons, 
and by shifting them from one to the 
other of these rooms I have effected a 
re-mating of fifteen pairs. All went well 
till I thought all had chosen mates 
deserving of my parental approval, and 
the day came for letting them all into 
the larger room, the breeding loft. Then 
the war began. Some were true to their 
new mates, but others could not stand 


~the sight of their former mistresses, from 
whom they had been so long separated, 


and immediately declared war on their 
rivals. As the only way out of the 
difficulty, I caught several of the most 


aggressive of the cocks and plucked one 


wing, thus keeping them on the floor 
away from the nests altogether, the 
disputed hen and-her new mate in each 
instance taking a box and not paying 
any attention to the poor defeated suitor 
on the floor, who only seems to care for 
his new mate and tries to persuade her 
that a nest on the floor is much better 
than one six feet higher. At this season 
itis best to sell or give away the breeders 
that have proven of no account in breed- 
ing good show birds. Better breed too 
few birds than to have a crowded loft

blow to Breed Short Faced 
Tumblers. 


The subject of the present essay is, 
no doubt, easier said than done; but, 
like everything else, is accomplished by 
those who are endowed with patience and 
perseverance, in spiteofa great many 
failures, which are indeed inseparable 
from the pursuit of this fascinating 
fancy. I take it that under the above 
heading are included the almond and 
its sub-varieties, beards, balds and 
mottles, and of these the almond stands 
first, as the possessor of those all import- 
ant properties, head and beak, toa far 
greater extent than the other varietes. 
And these and beards being the only 
ones I have bred, I will try to illustrate 
my article, and I trust to make myself 
clear to the readers of your paper. Their 
abode must be our first consideration, 
and some breeders advocate the employ- 
ment .of artificial heat in their aviaries. 
This I do not myself, asI believe they 
can be kept without, if the aviaries are 
not in an exposed position, and free from 
damp and draughts. But if breeding is 
to be commenced early in the year, I do 
not think it possible to do without, even 
with the best of feeders, as I have not 
found them’ capable of withstanding a 
great amount of cold as squabs, and 
when you come to consider the tiny, 
highly bred, delicate specimens we are 
treating of, this is not to be wondered at. 
To commence operations, a good staff of 
nurses, or feeders, are indispensable, 
and they must be reliable, used to plenty 


of handling, and the more the merrier, 


as the saying is. About two pairs to 
each pair of Short Faces kept 1s near the 
mark, but if you have room, and can 
afford to keep more, it will be all the 
better, and they should be kept in a 
separate loft from the Short Faces, as I 
once lost several valuable squabs through 
being scalped when first leaving the 
nest. _..April I consider plenty soon 
enough to’ pair up for breeding, and 
assume we are starting with three pairs, 
No. 1 consisting of an Almond cock, one 
year old, good head, fine beak and 
wattle, good ground color, if possible 
(this is generally accepted as the inside 
of the shell of the almond nut, but I 
have seen some Golden Sebrights with a 
ground color I should have liked to get). 
not well broken, faireye, good jaunty 
carriage, and smallin size. To him we 
will put the tavorite match, a kite hen, 
fair size, and not too good in head; andI 
lay stress upon this, as if birds too good 
in head are mated together, they are 
liable to throw birds almost white and 
bladder-eyed—in fact, the best shaped 
bird I ever possessed was an almédst 
white, blind young cock, that I tried, un- 
successfully to pair up, but failed, The 
hen must also be’ fine in beak and wattle, 
as any approach to coarseness in either 
of those points should not be tolerated 
for an instant; she should also be goodin 
eye, and with a good kite or fiery tinge 
showing through the feather. No. 2 
should be similar in build, but we can put 
an agate (red or yellow) cock with an 
almond hen. For No. 3 we will take an 
almond cock again, and put him with an 
agate hen; again should the cock be the 
smaller bird, for, as will be seen, I have 
advocated fair sized hens throughout, as 
I am convinced they will stand the strain 
of breeding better and give good results. 
From the above pairs we may reasonably 
expect to get something to hold their 
own; but as color in almond breeding is 
more or less a lottery, if you find a pair 
that throw almonds, no matter what 
color they may be, keep them up together, 
as you are bound to get plenty of kites 
and agates, and perhaps a dun—this, if 
showing a good yellow tinge through the 
feather, breeds good grounded almonds. 
I had hens, but never a cock of this color. 
Our birds being mated and care taken 
that the feeders have been put up at the 
same time—and I may here remark that 
the feeders may consist of Nuns, Flying 
Tumblers, Magpies, Archangels, or in 
tact any medium sized pigeons that. will 
feed well—we must keep an eye on our 


| hens, as at the time of laying some are 


very much distressed, and cannot reach 
the nest to deposit the egg, if any very 
great distance from the ground. Assist- 
ance should then be rendered by placing 


‘them in the nest, or in the event of egg

hot water and insert a little sweet oil on 
the end of a feather, when invariably 
relief will be given. Should no trouble 
occur, and both eggs be laid, if the feed- 
ers have laid at the same time, the eggs 
should be transferred to them, and their 
eggs to the Short-faces; and if all goes 
well at the end of eighteen days we may 
expect to see the little goggle-eyed 
creatures in the nest, and very tiny mites 
they are. If they hatch out allright they 
generally go on for about a week or so, 
until the soft food begins to change; 
some will thrive, others die off, when 
every attention has been paid them. I 
am unable to state what the reason 1s, as 
Ihave found them dead at all stages 
before leaving the nest, with their crop 
full, and to all appearance strong, healthy 
squabs, My opinion 1s, it is their ina- 
bility to properly assimilate the food at 
the time of change. After they have 
left the nest I have not had much trouble. 
It is a good plan to shift the young birds, 
after having fed off the soft food, from 
one pair of feeders to another that has 
just hatched common ones, and that is 
where the value of a good staff of nurses 
comes in, as you must always be pre- 
pared to shift the young Short-faces if 
necessary; and I have myself allowed the 
Short-faces to sit and hatch their own 
and feed for a day or so, when I have 
had no feeders available, then shifted 
them as the feeders were due to hatch, 


and have been successful, as feeding off 


their soft food did them good; and I 
should always allow them to feed the 
common squabs as long as they will, and 
then destroy them, as the birds will be 
all the: better for it, and will prevent 
them being upset through having foul 
crop. I have endeavored to make myself 
as plain as possible, and anyone follow- 
ing my instructions I trust will find them 
useful. In conclusion, I may add that I 
do not believe these little beauties have 
ever recovered the blow their reputation 
suffered by the statement that the heads 
of the best show specimens were made 
by artificial means when in the nest. 
This I may stigmatize as utter rot ! And 
as a breeder also of Short-faced Toy 
Spaniels—and I have bred as short-faced 
and good skulled specimens as ever liyed 
—I can safely assert that the best headed 
dogs, as well as birds, throw what I may 
term plain-faced ones. These are valu- 
able for stock, and I have seen some re- 
markably good ones bred from them 
when mated to good headed ones. And 
that is the reason I have advocated using 
good headed birds on one side and not 
so good on theother; but they must show 
quality, and the blood must be there. I 
have no doubt this illusion arose from the 
fact that the writer had some connection 
with bull dogs, and to make the face of 
these animals, instruments called the 
jacks were used; but they required to be 


worn constantly, and were not counten-. 


anced by any respectable breeder. I 
also have heard that some tribe in Asia 
strap a board across the forehead of their 
infants to give them a flat shape. But, 
as I have said before, continuous pressure 
must be used, and to do this with such 
delicate mites as Short-faced Tumblers 
is entirely out of the question. I have 
referred to this matter at some length, as 
I entirely disagree with the statement, 
and if these remarks tend to induce more 
readers of the Fanczers’ Gazette to take 
up this most beautiful variety of the 
Columbarian tribe, I shall consider these 
lines have not been penned in vain.—B.

To THe AMERICAN FANCIER: 


Why do we always say the great New 
York show, and omit the adjective when 
of nearly all the other shows? 
Is not this an admission on the part of 


_ everyone, that no other show in America 
- can quite complete with this one? 


Many 
were the remarks of dismay, even 1n this 
little village, which has never before 
been represented by its birds, when 
the report was current, last fall, that 
there was a liability of failure to secure 
the Garden. At the time of the state 
fair, at Syracuse, the inadequate accom- 
modations of the poultry building were 
very generally commented upon. Since 
that time I have not seen any agitation 
of the subject; is it not about the time of 
the year that the State Agricultural 
Society takes action on allsuch questions? 
Thenthe accommodations for the pigeons 
must be provided if there is ever an ex- 
The idea of 
compelling exhibitors to furnishing ab- 
solutely no place for the coops to be seen. 
If a little building like a miniature poul- 
try building could be erected, say just 
east of the present poultry building with 
coops and fittings for the pigeons alone, 
then inducements in the way of low 
entry fees and liberal premiums, with, 
perhaps, single bird entries, I am sure 
we could secure an entry of pigeons that 
would astonish those who imagine they 
see fair sampies of the best birds yearly 
at the New York State Fair. I have 
said I would never again show my birds 


at any show which does not furnish its. 


own coops, but in 1893 I had ten exhi- 
bition pens built and left in the state fair 
building, I used then in 1894, and may 
do soin 1895, but for the majority of 


exhibitors this plan is not feasible.

Pidgeon Flying. 
Homing Gossip and Echoes 
From thé Flying Fancy. 


BY ‘‘FRITZ.”’ 


There is no warmer advocate in the 
flying fancy for cleanliness in the loft zz 


season than Iam, yet during the legit- 


imate breeding time the less fussing done 
around the coop with scraper and broom 
the better the youngsters will thrive and 
come up satisfactorily. Many a choice 
nest of young has been fatally checked 
in maturing, and many a youngster has 
never left its shell by this too frequent 
intrusion by the fancier to his loft, either 
from inquisitiveness to mark the progress 
of the sitting, or from an extreme desire 
for cleanliness in the loft, or a habit of 
exhibiting his pans of young to admiring 
friends and members of the family. I 
warn the novice in breeding against this 
common error in the fancy, and also 
against the raising of too many young 
birds. 
%  * 

In the Homing Exchange for April, 
“R. B. C.” has an excellent and readable 
little article upon ‘‘Suggestions for the 
Season,” in which he says: ‘‘You reaa 
now about the number of birds such and 
such a fancier will startinthe spring. In 
some instances the number is forty or 
sixty. It is quantitv, not quality that 
such a fancier depends upon. To my 
way of thinking it shows a weak loft. 
Ten birds, well bred, well cared for and 
well handled, will give better results 
than 40 or 60 birds, fairly bred, half 
cared for and carelessly handled. No 
one man can give any amount of attention 
to each and every bird where the number 
is forty or sixty. It only takes one bird 
to win and the ratio of success is larger 
in a select kit often than in a flock of 
fifty.” Exactly so, and what ‘‘R. B. C.” 
here advances 1s well worth remembering 
by the young aspirant for flying honors. 


*

‘“Well bred, well cared for and well 
handled,” that is the great secret of suc- 
cessful pigeon racing, and where the 
stock of birds is swzaZ/, it stands to reason 
that the novice is better able, and with 
less trouble and labor, to care for his 
birds in a rational and correct way, his 
hobby also becomes less of a labor. It 
is remarkable how averse the novice is to 
proceed with a few birds. He seems to 
regard it as a confession of weakness, 
and is always fearful of having nothing 
left for the races of importance if he 
starts with a little handful. Very often 
such reasoning is correct, but such re- 
sults are usually because the birds are 
not well bred, well cared for and well 
handled, In launching out into the 
fancy he has usually secured a mixed lot 
from various sources, and pursued a 
course that nine times out of ten scores 
more misses than hits. 


* 
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Well bred pigeons are now obtainable 
for little money, and we have many 
excellent fanciers to supply the novice 
with a foundation for his. loft, but the 


trouble is, the novice 1s averse to confine 


himself to the stock of a couple of good 
flying men, and too frequently in his 
breeding at once starts in fo undo what 
the older tancier has taken seasons to 


|aecomplish, by mixing up his birds into 


pairs. He is innocently preparing a 
“chowder” as it were, of the many 
different strains and blood in his loft 
secured from here, there and everywhere 


that may occasionaliy, after considerable 
sifting, yield a fair to middling racer, 


but the odds are dead against successful 
colombopholism upon sucha basis. Such 
reproduction does not come under the 
head of well bred, but chance bred. 
Better by far for the novice to first learn 
to care for and handle racing pigeons 
successfully, before embarking in the 
serious business of dreeding pigeons 
successfully, for this is a game that calls 
into play considerable thought, judg- 
ment, experiment and patience. 

Z ‘e | 
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me to renew my advice to the novice in 
pigeon racing, how tocare tor and handle 
his birdsintended forthe concours. Many 
seem to think the simple tossing at slowly 
increasing distances, say from 5, 10, 20 
and 4o miles, and so on, renders the 
education of the bird complete, and his 
physical condition as 7#¢ for the opening 
race of his club or section schedule, which 
usually commences at the i1oo miles 
station. Butthisisagross mistake. We 
have too many fanciers, I regret to say, 
who breed their birds up to within a 
week or two of the first race and then 
rush them into the training baskets for 
these short stage tosses, deeming such 
handling (?) sufficient, and this 1s where 
their greatest error comesin. How un- 
reasonable to suppose that birds which 
have been on a liberal diet of corn, etc., 
during the winter months, and with only 
occasional exercise as the weather per- 
mitted, and continued during the Feb- 
ruary, March and April breeding, should 
be in a fit condition to a/¢ once go into the 
training baskets for tossing away from 
home, even at 20, 4o and 60 miles dis- 
tances. This explains why many never 
return. They are simply unable and 
unfit, and often fly aimlessly around the 
point of toss and low. ‘They are entirely 
too fat, too stiff in the joints, and lack 
the necessary wind and strength of 
muscle to home any distance. 


* 
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The first step to correct handling isto 
exercise your birds around home each 
morning, termed by many the pre/zm- 
inary training, for there is much winter 
fat, stiffness, and above all /azzness, to 
work out of the racing Homer during 
April, to render him fit to be put into a 
training basket from any distance. For 
at least two or three weeks the racing 
team should be worked on the wing 
around home every morning, and yet 
with judgment, for there is such a thing 
as overworking them. All good flying 
fanciers select their racing team long 
before the breeding season opens, and 
these birds are carefully watched and 
handled, both for broken or damaged 
flights, and permitted to raise but asingle 
pair of young at the utmost. An eye is 
also to be kept on anyrank, hard, driving 
cocks, for such can soon be rendered unfit 
for concours work, the fretful, persistent 
and tireless driver literally wearing him- 
self out, if so permitted. 

* = bad 

These tosses from the lesser distances 
to fit them for the 100 miles station are 
not so much to give the birds aknowledge 
of the surrounding country, as it is to 
teach them of the work in hand, ¢o home 
guickly and straight. 'The novice thus 
sees that it is absolutely essential for him 
by a course of home exercise to condition 
his birds before putting into the baskets, 
and I strongly urge upon all young 
fanciers, to take advantage of all the 
good flying days they can catch between 
this and the latter part of April, to exer- 
cise and toss their birds, and not depend 
upon certain dates they may have mapped 
out for the purpose. On the very dates 
thus scheduled, the weather may be very 
unfit and stormy, and the firstrace catches 
you with unprepared birds.

I am often’/asked by young fanciers 


how best to distinguish the cock from the 
hen 1n young Homing pigeons, and this 
week have other inquiries upon the 
subject from correspondents. It is my 
custom. invariably when banding. the 
young squeakers in the nest pans to 
observe which is the stoutest, thickest in 
leg and head, and at once mark same in 
my breeding notebook as the cock. Of 
course, the rule is not infallible, and I 
am occasionally in error, but it is a good 
and safe method, and helpsme amazingly 
as a check and guide when the birds are 
more matured and on the floor. The 
cock is also more aggressive when in the 
nest pan, and you approach it. The 


most experienced fancier can err 1n this 
selection and judgment of the sex, but’ 


as the bird develops the sex speedily 
shows itself. The following, which I 
take from that celebrated old time 
authority, Moore, 1n his ‘‘Columbarian,” 
says: ‘“The hen has generally a shorter 
breast bone than the cock. Her vent 
and the os-sacrum, or bone near the 
vent, is more open than in the cock. 
Her head and cheeks are thinner, and 
she does not look so bold as the cock. 
Her coo is shorter and nothing near so 
loud and masculine as the cock’s; besides 
the cock frequently makes a half round 
in his playing, which the hen does not, 
though a merry, rank hen willsometimes 
show and play almost like a cock, and if 
very solacious will sometimes tread 
another pigeon; and, lastly, in young 
pigeons, that which squeaks longest in 
the nest is generally reputed to be a hen. 
To this may be added that hens have 
generally flatter skulls than cocks.” |

Boston’s Great Show. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 


The Executive Committee elected at 
the meeting of breeders held in Boston, 
February 27th,‘ 1895, has taken the 
necessary steps to have the Boston 
Poultry Association incorporated. The 
list of officers adopted at that meeting 
has been made permanent, and 1s as 
follows: President, F. H. Appleton, of 
Lynnfield; vice-presidents, Augustus 
Hemenway, of Canton, Oliver Ames 2nd, 
of North Easton, Edward Brooks, of 
Milton; secretary, C. Minot Weld, of 
Readville; treasurer, Walter C. Baylies, 
of Taunton; superintendent, A. R. Sharp, 
of Taunton; executive committee, A. R. 
Sharp, C. M. Weld, W. C. Baylies, W. E. 
Bright, F. Tudor, Jr.; and the following 
board of governors: Philander Williams, 
A. C. Hawkins, C. E. Gilchrist; C. G. 
Warren, G. N. Crockett, C. J. Nesmith, 
H. W. Weeks, J. B. Felt, A. J. Rowan, 
H. H. Bumford, C. J. Fogg, C. F. Haven, 
Col. R. J. Hamilton, A. M. Ingram, J. C. 
Norris, G. W. Mitchell, Jesse Rutter, 
G, W. Cromack, Col. E. C. Benton, John 
Loweil, Jr., J. W. Shaw, A. G. Duston. 
The board of governors, when completed, 
will consist of thirty members. 

The executive committee, to which was 
referred the dates and all matters 
pertaining to a Boston show next year, 
has decided upon the following pro- 
gramme: 

The exhibition will be held in 
Mechanics’ hall, Boston, January 14th, 
15th, 16th, and 17th, 1896. ; 

The judging of fowl and pigeons will 
be by the comparison method, and all 
classes will be weighed where the 
Standard provides for disqualification for 
weight. The judges will, as far as 
possible, be chosen from lists submitted 
by the specialty clubs, and will be 
selected for their known integrity and 
familiarity with the classes they are 
invited to judge. The judges wiil report 
at the hall at 8 A. mM. on the morning of 
January 14th. The aisles in which any 
judge is at work will be barred off and 
no one will be admitted to the aisle until 
the judging is completed, except the 
judge and his clerk. Each judge will be 
provided with lunch in the hall, and will 
be under absolute orders to have no 
communication with any exhibitor until 
his work has been completed. 

All reasonable protests will be con- 
sidered by the executive committee, but 
they must be made within one half-day 
of the time when the awards are placed 
on the coops. This regulation 1s made 
in order that, if possible, the judge 
making the award may be present. 

We have come to the above conclusions 
after the most careful consideration for 
the following reasons: In order to secure 
the permanency of an annual exhibition 
in Boston it is absolutely necessary that 
the first show be a financial success and 
that the subscribed guarantee fund be 
returned in full to subscribers, for by a 
successful annual show alone can we 
hope to give the prizes won at our 
exhibition the same importance and 
value for advertising purposes as those 
won at New York and other large shows. 
This is our aim, and we hope to give our 
home breeders who cannot afford the 
expense of sending their exhibits to 
Madison Square Garden the same 
advantages for disposing of their stock 
as enjoyed by those living near New 
York. 

It is not 1n any way our purpose to 
have the Boston show take the place of 
any of our local shows. Should the 
annual show in Boston prove a financial 
success, it is our intention to encourage 
our local shows by the offer of special 
prizes and by every other means in our 
power. 3 

The local shows can always be run 
under the score card method, and will 
afford ample opportunity for all breeders 
desiring score cards to secure them. 

While we appreciate the value of a 
score card we realize that in a show of 
this magnitude the public demands that 
the prizes be designated as early as 
practicable. The necessary expenses in 
running a large show in Boston are so 
great that it is necessary to rely to a 
great extent on the public to pay a large 
part of the expenses, and the pubiic will 
only be satisfied by having the prize rib- 


_ | bons awarded at an early hour and thus 
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very much enhancing the beauty and 
interest of the show. It must be borne 
in mind that no show in Boston has ever 
paid expenses and we consider that his 
justifies us in making this departure. 
The executive committee will have on 
hand a supply of the various score cards 
for use of jndges if they desire. ‘The 


prizes will be 1st, 2d, 3d, v hc, reservedy 


and as many highly commended,.and 
commended as there are birds of sufficient 
merit to deserve the award. ; 

We can assure the public it is our inten- 
tion to run this show for the best interests 
of the fanciers without fear or favor, and 
we shall make a strenuous effort to have

The Buff Cochin Controversy 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 

The last few numbers of THE AMERICAN 
FANCIER are running over with the for and 
against the winners at the late New 
York show. Why not consider these 
points for future advantage and not to 
pull down or destroy any points gained ? 

In February 16th number of THE 
AMERICAN , gee I said: ‘‘As to the 
awards, if the form and color of first 
prize cock and hen is correct, then the 
award of second on cockerel and first on 
pullet was an error. If the color of the 
winning old birds’ is correct. then the 
color of the winners in the younger class 
was wrong. If the form of second prize 
cock and cockerel is correct, then the 
other awards on male birds were not 
correct, for either one form or the other 
is right, both cannot be.” My reason 
for saying this was that either one or the 
other was right, as per the Standard. 

Let us consider which 1s correct. Don’t 
the Standard describe in color a fowl 
more like the first cock and hen at the 
New York show than like the second 
cockerel or any one of the winning 
pullets? When the Standard describes 
the color, it speaks of a deep color. 
Could anyone call the pullets that won a 
deep buff color? Also, if the color of the 
hen is proper, how can the color of the 
pullets be correct, for the hen was much 
deeper in color than the pullets, and we 
all know that color fades with age? So, 
if the color of the pullets was the proper 
shade, then the second hen was the best. 
in color, but if the color ot the hen is 
right then the pullets were far from 
correct. 

Now, the point to decide as to color is, 

which of these two colors is correct? and 
when this point is decided, then so record 
it in the Standard. 
. Astothe color of the hackle feather, 
if you had before you feathers from the 
hackle of the two cock birds in question 
and would look at them, the comparison 
of the outer and under color of the 
darker bird with one from the lighter 
colored bird would be against the former. 
Cut the darker part from the former and 
then compare it wifh the other and see 
the difference. I think you will find how 
easy the eye can be deceived. It is usual 
to lift the outer feathers of a deep toned 
Buff and conclude he is bad under color. 
The only true way is to cut the under 
color from the teathers of the several 
and compare them. 

Being a member of the Committee on 
Shape for Cochins, I decline to say 
anything at this time on the form of 
these two birds, only that my opinion is 
that the Standard, as I understand it, 
does not describe a Buff Cochin like 
many of us seem to think it does,

Tr. Hare Replies to Mr.

To THE AMERICAN FANCIER : 

In my previous letter, I endeavored to 
direct Mr. Tooker’s mind and conscience 
to certain statements made respecting 
first prize cock, intimating that they were 
not only untair, but untrue. Were such 
a charge made against me I am inclined 
to think that I would minutely scrutinize 
the charge, and answer each one 
separately, leaving the readers of THE 
AMERICAN FAncispr to judge whether or 
not I had established my case.

makes me tired to hear the Stock-Keepfer 
man say his color was dull.” Those who 
have seen the bird in my yards have pro- 
nounced him the most perfect colored 
bird they ever saw. 

Respecting the color of the hackle, it 
is amusing to see how Mr. Tooker tries 
to escape from the effects of his former 
statement. When once under the influ- 
ence of the ‘‘green-eyed monster,” so 
ably depicted by Mr. Butterfield, nothing 
pertaining to the bird was any good. 
Mustering up courage to assert his ‘‘in- 
alienable rights as an American citizen” 
he stated. ‘‘He is said, however, to have 
been solid buff to the skin. Even this I 
deny as his hackle in under \color was 
pure white for fully three quarters of its 
length.” I am willing to put this sen- 
tence in the hands of any English 
scholar, and the only meaning that can 
be given it. is that the hackle was fudly 
three-fourths of its length white. It 
might be more, but it was fwd/y that 
amount. The word ‘‘undercolor’’* as 
used in the sentence indicates that the 
white appeared in the under color and 
not in the surface color, but it does not 
modify the impression made respecting 
the length of the white. In Mr. Tooker’s 
last letter he quotes from the Mew 
Lnugland Fancter, in which the state- 
ment is made that ‘‘the hackle shows 33 
per cent. white from the root,” and then 
asserts with the simplicity of a child 
‘‘which is surely three-quarters of the 


under color.” This explanation puts Mr. 


Tooker in a still more pitiable plight, as 
it holds him up as a public deceiver. 
He used language that he knew every- 
one would interpret in a certain way to 
the detriment of the bird he was 
criticizing, and now when cornered and 
unable to prove his statement, he 
pretends he meant only three-fourths of 
the under color. Mr. Tooker may be a 
small man, but notwithstanding his 
smallness, he will find himself unable to 
wriggle out of this loophole. The whole 
hackle measures six inches; 33 per cent.

In Mr. Tooker’s last letter he states by 
implication that tail feathers were pulled 
from first prize cock. This 1s a direct 
falsehood. Every tail feather was 
present, and I appeal to Mr. Butterfield, 
Mr. McGrew, Mr. Peer, or any other 
competent person who handled the bird, 
if such was the case. Before sending the 
bird to New York I saw how his tail 
might be improved in shape by the 
removal of two feathers, but such was 
not done. One of the judges of the New 
York show, not Mr. Butterfield, wrote 
me respecting the cock, ‘‘If his tail had 
been fixed a little, as all the others 
were, he might have looked a little 
better, but he won all O. K.” I leave 
Mr. Tooker with his own conscience, and 
shall make no further comment. 


Mr. Tooker finds fault because I dis- 
closed his criticism of ‘‘Helston.” Had 
this been a purely personal matter, such 
as the exchange of cockerels that he has 
referred to, I certainly would not have 
mentioned it, but seeing that it throws 


light upon Mr. Tooker’s ideas of ‘‘pro- | 


gressive breeding,” it would be an 
injustice to him and the country 
generally to withhold his ‘advanced 
ideas.” If he is honest in stating that he 
was impelled by interest in ‘‘progressive 
breeding” to ventilate his opinions 
respecting first prize cock through the 
columns of THE AMERICAN FANCIER, why 
did he not do the same _ respecting 
‘‘Helston?” The bird came to this 
country with a great flourish of trumpets 
as the winner of the highest honors of 
the Crystal Palace, as the embodiment 
of the most advanced ideas of English 
breeders, and yet this intellectual prodigy 
from Sag Harbor looked down upon him 
with utter contempt, criticised his color, 
shape, length of legs—in short, stating 
‘‘a worse looking bird I never saw.” 
Why did not Mr. Tooker assert ‘his 
inalienable rights as an American citizen”’ 
and criticise this bird in the American 
journals, and even send some notes to 
England setting forth the great sham 
and fraud that had been perpetrated on 
the American public? Why confine his 
attention to a Canadian bird, when go 
wide a field was before him and free 
advertising was possible on the two 
continents ? 


Mr. Tooker states that I offered him 


the first prize cock for ‘‘Atlanta.’”’ This 
is another fabrication. I offered him the 
4th prize cock for ‘‘Atlanta.” Should he 
attempt to contradict this statement, I 
have sufficient proof to establish it. 
Respecting the exchange of cockerel for 
‘‘Atlanta” at the recent New York show, 
I simply asked him to let me know 
beforehand if such an exchange would 
be desired, so that I could notify the 
secretary of the show to permit the 
exchange. If Mr. Tooker did not wish 
an exchange, I may add that a near 
relative of ‘‘Atlanta’s,” first prize cockerel 
at New York in 1894, is now in Canada 
and has been offered to me in exchange 
for one of my cockerels. 
_ The reterence to the half tone picture 
of the hen is the meanest criticism of the 
letter. I challenge the ‘‘member of the 
Brooklyn Academy of Photography,” 
with all his trickery and knowledge of 
the ‘‘inns and outs of the whole fad,” to 
produce a similar picture.

The White Fantail Pigeon. 
A Monograph. 


BY JESSE M. RUTTER.

When once an order is secured, then 
the proper shipping box is next sought 
for. Skeleton wooden frames covered 
with light canvas are used by some, but 
although of little weight, these frail pack- 
ages are in constant peril from heavier 
parcels that happen to occupy the same 
car. <A friend of mine recently received 
a crate of this gossamer-like class crushed 
into a chaotic heap, and containing the 
lifeless bodies of two Owl pigeons. The 
hapless victims of so needless a sacrifice 
might well offer up a mute protest against 
the mistaken economy that made a 
traveling case too fragile forsafety. The 
few ounces saved from the scales °in- 
directly ended the existence of two valu- 
able birds. Penny wise is in truth 
repeatedly tound foolish, even if an ex- 
press company has put high rates upon 
fancy stock. Furthermore, canvas sides 
offer but slight stand against a keen 
knife, which in roguish hands might rip 
apart the flimsy fabric, and afford easy 
access for unlawful fingers. As aforesaid, 
the model hamper would be a strong, 
elastic basket, capable of giving yielding 
resistance to considerable pressure, and 
of springing back into shape. when the 
stress was removed. No American firm

One famous breeder uses special boxes 
built of one-eighth inch pine, braced by.

For holding feed, I use ascrapof 
sheet tin, seven inches long and three ~ 
inches high, turning a narrow lap along 
the topmost margin to protect the pigeons 
from all risk of getting cut. This metal 
strip is bent into the section of a circle, 
and tacked across an inside corner of the 
box floor so as to form a bin with a ~ 
rounded front. Grain confined in this — 
snug pocket cannot easily become scat- _ 
tered and is sufficient in quantity to sup- — 
ply one pair with full rations for any 
ordinary distance. 1 END eee 
Feet and flights can be keptquiteclean 
by covering the hamper’sinteriorfooting = 
with coarse sawdust. Bran or shorts — 
does not serve so well, being rather apt 
to fly about, orto become caked in patches 
when wet and soiled.

Pets Brighten a Home. 


. 


If you have a particularly sunny little 

-. room that you can spare, ora bow win- 

dow, you must have a conservatory and, 

if you have a home at all, you must have 

pets. It keeps one young to have grow- 

ing things about, even if they are only 

plants or animals. In a home where 

there are children, pets teach them many 

lessons in natural history, and the respon- 

_ sibility of caring for a pot of flowers or a 

| bird will give a child more lasting enjoy- 

ment than a costly toy or a birthday 
party. 

If possible, arrange a stand painted 
green in your widest window. In this 
set pots of geranium and creeping vines 
are always pretty. Ivy will not grow in 
the sunshine, but there are many hardy 
plants which you can buy when they are 
mere sprigs fora few cents. They will 
grow very rapidly if watered every morn- 

ing before thesun has shone omthem. If 
they do not grow well loosen the earth 
_ around the roots and mix a little pow- 
dered charcoal with it. If you are not 


particularly fond of green a glory of. 


| scarlet geranium will transform your 
Bie window into a blazing mass of color, 
3 very pretty against a background of 
snowy curtains.

Canaries, bullfinches and parrots 
are all pretty, but birds are delicate and

t three are placed in one cage. Keep 
them in the sunlight and out of draughts. 
If the window where the cage hangs 
must be open, open it from the bottom 


further. Keep the cage clean and give 
the birds plenty of water, iced, a bit of 
cuttle fish tosharpen their bills and a 
morning plunge. Lettuce leaves, berries 
or bits of cake will be highly appreciated. 
x Never feed canaries with hemp seed, as 
it makes them fat and gives them heart 
_ disease. Some birds are subject to faint- 
ing spells and will die if prompt measures 
are not taken. Wet the bird’s head, 
‘pour water down the throat and pull out 
one of the tail feathers. This generally 
brings the feathery invalid around. If 
canaries droop and-look sick a couple of 
iron nails in the drinking water will act 
-. asatonic. To make birds sing place 
them in separate cages and give them a

have met sad deaths from hanging or 
broken legs. Parrots should be fed en- 
tirely on hemp seed, and to the oft-asked 
question, ‘‘How to makea parrot talk,” 
repeat over asd over again the sentence 
you wish it to learn. 

I visited a one-room zoological garden 
the other day. The owner is a young 
woman, and when she takes her after- 
noon walk a dog trots at her heels and a 
leaf-green chameleon attached to a gold 
chain clambers around her shoulder, 
changing hue like a kaleidoscope as it 
passes over purple cloth, gold braid or 
black feather boa.» The little creature 
invariably attracts attention, and the 
small boy has once or twice attempted 
his capture. Many Southern friends 
bring these delicate little creatures to 
Northern people, who have no idea how 
to treat them and they are generally 
cruelly treated. The ring attached to 
the gold chain should be placed around 
the body of the chameleon, just above 
the hind legs. It should be light and not 
very tight. Not long ago I saw a 
chameleon which a girl had been wearing 
for three days with a heavy gold ring 
around its neck. It could not eat and 
could hardly breathe, and when the 
galling fetters were removed its throat 
was so badly cut that it died. In winter 
chameleons should be fed on meal worms 
and in summer on flies. The worms can 
be kept in a box of sawdust dampened 
with beer, and must be given to the 
chameieons alive. The owner of the 
zoological garden spoken of before keeps 
her nine chameleons in a square glass 
box, with wire netting over the top. 

The bottom is covered with pebbles 
and a miniature castle occupies one 
corner. A big shell serves as a bathtub 
and drinking place. In a similar glass 
box six tiny brown lizards and three very 
small turtles made their home. This 
box is transformed into a perfect wood- 
land scene, with growing plants and 
hills and dales. A tiny arbor, covered 
with green leaves. and a wee table and 
chair placed near the shell« bath, doubt- 
less contribute greatly to the comfort 
and happiness of the inmates. The 
turtles are fed with raw meat every day, 
and the lizards have a meal of raw meat 
every two or three days. The turtles 
are funny, pretty pets, and become very 
tame. The chameleons have been taught 
several tricks, timid as they are naturaliy, 
and when spoken to will blink and turn 
their heads knowingly. The best way to 
train any creature, trom alizard to adog, 
is by firmness and patience. Keep them 


hungry until they have understood what |, 


you wish them to do, and then give them | 
something good toreward them. Always 
give the lesson before eating and in some 
quiet place, where nothing will distract 
their attention from the lesson. 

It is a trouble to take care of pets, but 
they are great company, teach one a 
great deal and are very grateful.— 
Baltimore Heradd.

I have always been more or less 
opposed to telegrams as a medium for 
checking arrivals in pigeon races, both | 
on account of the expense and great in- | 
convenience to the fancier, and the 
possibility of fraud in reporting, through 
either the ignorance or indifférence of an 
operator in pigeon matters in some out 
of the way place or small town or village, 
and the well known variation of country 
clocks, and even city ones, that often 
adorn the walls of branch telegraph 
offices. But I am keenly alive to the 
fact that next to a timer, watch in hand 
at the loft, the properly conducted certi- 
fied telegram is the next best medium of 
confirmation we have at present, and 
absolutely the only medium under certain 
conditions. The certified telegram is 
therefore a necessary adjunct to the 
pigeon racing sport, and in certain races 
our only medium of check, even if they 
have been a source of trouble more or 
ess in the past. Itis generally admitted 
by all intelligent flying men that many 
operators of the telegraph companies 
have a disinclination to certify returns 
according to our prescribed formula, and 
it cannot be denied that many pigeon 
flyers have often been more or less 


I saw a basket of Homing pigeons the 
other day in care of an express company 
that some fancier (?) was sending forward 
to a liberator for an early morning toss 
next day. ‘This I gathered from the tag 
on the basket. I felt very sorry for those 
poor birds, they were dacked ltke sar- 
dines, and two such baskets would not 
have been any too roomy for them, for 
birds in training, and three nearer the 
mark. - The poor creatures when huddled 
so closely together, naturally generate 


unnatural thirst, and not a vestige of a 
drinking tin was to be seen. Even had 
one been attached to the basket and 
contained water, or for use when in 
liberator’s care, but a very small per 
centage of the poor rmprisoned creatures 
could have reached it, owing to their 
being so closely packed. It was simply 
disgraceful. To make matters worse, I 
noticed a liberal supply of large common 
corn had been scattered among the straw 
in the basket, which was thus early in 
the stage becoming liberally bedraggled 
with filth, and which stuff of course when 
eaten by the birds simply added fuel to 
the already burning desire for a cool 
drink. I figured mentally that it would 
be five or six hours before these birds 
would reach the party to whom they) their return to race secretary, committee 
or club secretary by this disinclination of

tztle. Many fanciers themselves too 
have often been disqualified in a race 
through incorrect and incomplete report- 
ing by certified telegram, being not

arrivals in a race.

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For these reasons I have been endeavor- 
ing for some short time back to improve 
this section of our sport, for both the 
convenience’ of our flying fanciers and 
the better protection of the records.

mere dealers. We receive complaints 
against breeders and invariably investi- 
gate them, and when we do find a man 
that has done crooked work, his ‘ad’ 
goes out. Mr. Jacobs knows perfectly 
well that THe AMERICAN FANCIER will not 
carry the ‘‘ad” of a crook or fakir if the 


evidence against such is conclusive and 


convincing. Many complaints received 
border on misunderstandings. There is 
no evidence of fraud in most of them. 
We have often protected the ‘‘poor fellow

The Prazrze Farmer says: 


‘‘Muslin may be made to answer many 
purposes to poultrymen. It allows the 
heat of the sun to enter as readily as 
through glass, and does not radiate the 
heat away as rapidly as does glass. It 
is very cheap, and may be rendered 
waterproof in several ways. Fresh 


bullock’s. blood and freshly slaked lime’ 


make an excellent waterproof paint for 
such purpose, but pure linseed oil will 
probably answer nearly as well. If the 
muslin be drawn tightly in position it 
will turn the water without previous 
preparation. For covered runs for the 
chicken coops, as for shelter during the 
storms, or as protection against the heat 
during the middle of the day, it is the 
best material that can be used.” 


We can endorse the above, having 
used muslin extensively when we 
conducted a chicken farm. We first saw 
it used in Hammonton, New Jersey, by 
George W. Pressey. The latter preferred 
muslin to glass for his broiler houses. 
The excellent chickens he raised was 
ample proot of the value of the material. 
The winters in Hammonton are com- 
paratively mild, however, and while 
muslin may do in the place of glass in a 
roof and wall sash, it will hardly answer 
the same purpose in a cold country 
where heavy snowstorms prevail. 
it can be tacked on frames to be placed 
against the open side of a shed in 
stormy weather, for it makes an excellent 
wind break, : es

we ever used was the following: 
Thoroughly mix venetian red with one 
gallon of boiled linseed oil. It is better 
to use the venetian red ground in oil 
than,the dry article. Add to the mixture 


three to four gallons of crude petroleum, — 


and keep thoroughly stirred while apply- 
ing it. Although it will take some time 
for it to dry, it makes the most durable 


paint obtainable when it hardens.

Scientific poultry farming is what we 
are coming to. Here is an account of 
the latest in that line, which we clip 
from the Orange County Farmer: 


‘“Mr. O. W. Mapes, of Maple Dale, 
keeps about 1,000 hens. Every egg is 


stamped with the date upon which it is — 


laid. His place is called the Electric 
Poultry Yards. The hens never scratch 
in the barnyard, but have the run of the 
green fields. | 

He has thirty poultry houses scattered 
over his pasture fields. By pressing an 
electric button in his dining room Mr. 
Mapes scatters grain on the floors of all 
the houses simultaneously, and every 
hen runs to her own house for her 
supper. He also closes the doors in the 
same way at night after they have gone 
to roost. 

The nests have an automatic attach- 
ment by which the eggs are pressed into 
a pasteboard drawer beneath the nest as 


‘soon as the hen attempts to sit down on 


them. It is impossible for a hen to get 
the heat of her body upon the eggs and 


spoil them.” 
Mr. Mapes’ farm is located near 
Middletown, New York.

One of the most successful broiler 
raisers in Hammonton, when that town 
was the great Mecca for poultrymen, was 
GW, Pressey, * Mr. Pressey; sin 2 
recent lecture on feeding broiler chickens, 
Says: 


when given. Of course, the principal 
food must be the different grains. Corn 
alone will not make a good chicken; it is 
most valuable for its fattening and 
warming qualities. Wheat contains the 
material for bone, feathers, etc.; oats for 
muscle. So we feed corn, two parts; 
wheat, one part; oats, one part; and we 
have a fast growing chicken. Feed 
either of these grains alone and we have 
all kinds of monstrosities—weak legged, 
sore eyed, no feathers; and eve 

conceivable deformity. Add to these 
grains a quantity of meat to take the 
place of insects, which form a‘part of 
their natural food. oe 

See that they have plenty of sand or 
gravel. They have no teeth, and must 
have this gravel to grind the feed in the 
gizzard. Give oyster or clam _ shell 
ground or pounded as fine as wheat. 
Keep by them also powdered charcoal; 
it prevents the digestive organs from 
becoming clogged with soured food if 
they have eaten too much. 

If all the things are provided for them, 
the sheds kept clean, occasionally 
sprinkled with carbolic acid, and once a 
month give a thin coat of whitewash, 
the chicken should keepin perfect health. 


But if any signs of roup or other diseases - 
to which they are subject should appear, |

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Practica Pointers.

‘IT see the subject of increased size in 
Leghorns is being discussed through the 
columns of the poultry press. Thisisa 
move in the right direction, The three 
pound Leghorn cannot be said to be 
much of an all purpose fowl, but a five 
pound Leghorn is about as good for all 
around purposes as one can wish for. 

The size of the eggs should be con- 
sidered also; at the present time the 
carcass of the Browns lead in size, but 
the eggs are woefully lacking on the 
average in that point, the smallest of 
all Leghorns being accredited to them. 
On the other hand the Whites are rather 
smaller in size than the Black, Brown 
and Buffs, but oh ! what eggs. Give me 
large eggs and large sized Leghorns, and 
from the first days of spring till late in 
the autumn no family table could be in 
better hands. Idon’t say all Browns 
lay small eggs or all Whites large ones, 
for I know some Browns that lay 
enormously large eggs; as between hens 
and matured pullets there is little differ- 
ence. A Leghorn generally begins laying 

oung. If anyone expects a four months’ 
old pullet weighing less than three pounds 
to lay eggs six to the pound they will get 
left. A little more size and alittle longer 
in development will bring about very 


different results.

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The one great thing needed in poultry- 


dom is charity. Perhaps there is not a 
breed but what has very meritorious 


points to recommend it to the notice of 


It requires a great effort 
on our parts to be charitable to some 
breeds, for instance some of the older 
Mediterranean breeds, which lav eggs 
about the size of the average Bantam.

There is an egg farm near the home of 
my younger days which makes a specialty 
of market eggs of the highest class.

He has his houses scattered 
about the farm and for several years has 
been feeding and handling each flock by 
means of an electrical arrangment, run- 
ning to his dwelling. I now understand 
he has invented an arrangment whereby 
each egg is pressed into a pasteboard 
compartment as soon as laid, separated 
from its fellows and safe from being 
broken, soiled or eaten. : 


White Wyandottes. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 

In response to your request for an 
article trom me on the ‘‘origin, etc., of 
the White Wyandottes,” I will sit me 
down to write. It will only be a state- 
ment of facts as they appeared in other 
poultry journals years ago, but with 
which many of the present day poultry 
fanciers may not be conversant. It is 
no doubt true that many believe the 
statement from some of the writers of 
the present day thatthe White Wyandotte 
is the product of a cross between very 
light colored Laced Wyandottes and 
Hamburgs, ete. This same class of ink 


slingers scout the idea of the breed. 


originating as sports from the Laced 
Wyandottes. In the August, 1894, num- 
ber of the /anczers’ Review appeared 
an article from the pen of Mr. Davis, who 
like Goatiano, writes ‘‘an infinite deal, 
etc.,’’and one similar appeared in your 
columns from same writer I understand, 
in which he deals with Mr. Wallace’s 
statements concerning the White Wyan- 
dottes as found in the book entitled, 
‘‘Wyandottes,” published by the Ferris 
Publishing Company. He says, ‘the 
merely mentions the ‘sports’ and hurries 
away to the original text.” He also 
says, ‘the funny part of this ‘sport’ busi- 
ness is that Mr. G. H. Towle claims he 
was breeding White Wyandottes in 1872, 
and Mr. B. M, Briggs of Wyandale, N. 
Y., insists he was breeding them before 
that time, while the Silver Wvandotte 
was not recognized as a breed until 1883, 
and was in process of formation only in 
1876.” 

Let us for a moment examine Mr. 
Wallace’s statement on page 60 of his 
invaluable book and see where the 
versatile editor of the Revzew has mis- 
construed statements; it says, ‘‘the friend 
of Mr. Towle claims that he was breed- 
ing andimproving the White Wyandottes 
in 1872, while the friends of B. M. Briggs 
insist on his right of priority.” Mr. 
Wallace also states that others ‘‘modestly 
hint they had ‘white sports,’ etc.,” but 
that the credit is due either Mr. Towle or 
myself and that that was conceded to the 
originator of the Briggs strain. I con- 
sider Mr. Wallace’s statement fair and 
right, and surely it could not be so unless 
true. In 1887,the Poulter’s Profit, pub- 
lished at York, Pa., issued a ‘‘White 
Wyandotte” number and I furnished an 
article which gave the facts as they were 
and as I will briefly endeavortodo. Mr. 
Towle bred Wyandottes or American 


Sebrights as they were then called, long | 
before I ever saw them, and I presume. 


had ‘‘white sports” in the seventies, but 
when they were introduced in 1885 by 
me, Mr. Towle’s birds were in-a sad 
plight; this I know to be true for I tested 
them to my financial sorrow. I have no 
doubt but that Mr. Lowle had fine birds,

Very much food goes to waste because 
_ of the improper manner in which it is 


intended the quantity used and the 
adaptation of the kind of food to the 
- resylts sought to be produced. Too 
little study is given to this important 
subject, and the consequence is that 
- there 1s often a leak here which silently 
_ drains away the profits. | 
The knowledge which is needed is, 
first of all, what results are desired. It 
is quite obvious that fowls which are to 
be fattened for market require quite a 
different system of feeding from those 
that are expected to produce a large and 
regular yield of eggs, and that growing 
chicks require different food from adult 
fowls. And when this has been 
determined, the object which is sought 
to be effected, there is needed the 
knowledge of the kinds of grains and 
other foods» which will produce the 
several purposes, together with the 
- quantity of each that is required. 
It would be impossible, in the limits of 
an article, even if the writer possessed 
competent knowledge, to set forth all 
the facts that need to be known to secure 
the most effective and economical 
feeding of fowls—a book of respectable 
size would be required—hence this article 
has no such ambitious purpose. Its 
purpose is rather to call attention to the 
necessity of such knowledge, in order to 
stimulate inquiry and investigation, to 
the end that the profits of poultry keep- 
ing may be increased. 
Here are some of the things which 
need to be known: : | 
First.—A list of all the suitable articles 
of food for fowls, with an analvsis of 
their constituents and a clear statement 
of the digestible proportions of these 
elements, with the feeding values at 
market rates. Almost all the tables of 
foods are deficient in some of these 
particulars, and while they are valuable 
in their present form, their value would 
be vastly greater if they were rendered 
complete. Chemical analysis is not 
sufficient to give this completeness to 
the tables; it needs to be supplemented 
by actual experiments in feeding, con- 
ducted with the greatest possible care, 
and repeated and re-repeated until the 
results are beyond suspicion of error. 
This is not work for the ordinary 
poultryman. He may or may not have 
the necessary scientific training for this 
purpose, and if he does have he will 
probably lack the time and the necessary 
appliances for properly conducting these 
experiments. His business is to raise 
fowls, and he_cannot, without seriously 
interfering with his business, conduct 
such experiments. But this is legitimate 
trained experimenters and with all the 
needed conveniences for the labor; and 
if they would undertake such a work and 
provide such complete tables they would 
be doing a work of great benefit to the 
country at large. 
_ Second.—There needs to be determined

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Fowls do vary somewhat as their weight 
in the consumption of food, and yet this 
is not wholly accurate. — 
Plymouth Rocks weighing 100 Ibs. will 
eat more food per day than a pen of 
Indian Games weighing 100 lbs. This I 
know to be so from.a test made the past 
season. ‘To secure absolute accuracy 
there would be needed as many tests as 
there are breeds, with separate tables 
for each breed, but poultrymen would be 
tolerably well satisfied to have a table 
based upon the rate per pound as 
applicable to all breeds. . ~ 

But while all of the above is work to 
be performed by. scientific investigators, 
practical poultry raisers can be helpful 
to their brethren by setting forth their 
own methods of feeding. Suppose, for 
example, Mr. Brown wished to tell how 
he fed his laying. hens to secure eggs. 
He could give, as is usually done, the 
articles of food used, the number of eggs 
produced, the breed kept, and the like. 
But he could make his article of more 
value if he gave it in some such form as 
this: Ten hens kept. Breed, White 
Leghorn. Food, one quart of a mixture 
of wheat bran, corn meal, ground oats, 
and beef scraps, equal parts by measure, 
mixed with hot water, each morning. 
Cost of wheat 60 cents per bushel, meal 
$1 per hundred founds, oats 50 cents per

bushel, beef scraps 3 cents per pound. 
At night equal parts of whole corn and 
wheat, whole corn costing 50 cents per 
bushel. If he would then take the pains 
to weigh or measure the different 
ingredients and figure out the cost of 
each—not too much, is it, to ask—he 
could show what it cost to feed his fowls; 
and if he would give the statistics of 
their laying one could gain some idea of 
the profit or lack of profit they were 
yielding. And from a series of such 
articles one could draw much practical 
information, and might from _ this 
empirical method anticipate many of the 
results derived from the employment of 
a strictly scientific method. And isn’t 
this worth doing? Is not the pleasure 
of having helped a fellow poultryman a 
sufficient reward for a little extra care? 
And if it is, will not breeders do some- 
thing of this sort to help along the good 
work? — t edio Es =D. DABEOCK:

Feeding Fowl!s and Chicks. 
The poultry raiser who does not now 

feed his flocks with a definite idea or 

purpose is greatly behind the times. 

_ The days of hap-hazard feeding of 


poultry, and the lazy man’s method of 


throwing out corn to the flocks in quan- 
tity are fast becoming obsolete. 

The fact that the poultry interest more 
than equals in value that of any other 
one agricultural crop. begins to arouse 
many farmers. They are wondering 
why they do not receive.a greater share 
of the profit there is or should be in poul- 


try raising. The great number of poultry 


plants, or poultry farms, are opening the 
eyes of former easy-goersin poultry rais- 


ing. 


Raising poultry has attained that 


-. degree of importance that'it is no more 


sneered at as a trifling occupation. The 
feeding of poultry has now become al- 
most ascience. The main idea used to 


: be anything was good enough to feed to 


the poultry. Now the poultry are fed in 


a very rational and intelligent manner. 
‘They are given rationsthat are known 


will stimulate egg production without 


causing them to become too fat. When 


_ the object is to fatten the poultry quite a 
different kind of food is given. 


The fact 
has also become established that differ- 
ent breeds require dissimilar diet to pro- 
duce the same effects. The large breeds 


do not forage to any great extent, and 


would become too fat if fed on certain 
feed that can be allowed the active breeds 


- without any danger of imparing their 


laying qualities or making them too fat. 
The low price of wheat the past season 


has done more toconvince many farmers 


that there is a profit to be derived from 


_ feeding wheat to fowls than they could 


be induced before to believe. On many 
farms hereafter wheat will be fed to the 


poultry, no matter what the price. 


A recent experiment proved that green 


- cut bones so increased the production of 
<a eggs that it would pay to feed the bone 
_ if 20 cents per pound had to be paid for 
_ it. In the face of this there are plenty 


- of. people who doubt the advantage of 
feeding raw cut bone. 


__ In feeding fowls the best success is at- 
tained, where eggs are the object, by 


feeding as varied a diet as possible. 
During spring and summer, and until 
the heavy frosts of fall come, where the 
flock has a good range, two light meals a 
day are all thatis necessary to give fowls. 
The morning feed should be grouud oats 
and one third the quantity of wheat bran 
that is used of oats, and mix with sca/d- 
ing water. Alternate every other day 
with cornmeal and the ground oats, using 
the bran with each. ‘This is best for fall 
and spring breakfast. In the summer 
during the hot season, the cornmeal 
should be omitted. 

All potato and turnip parings, or the 
small potatoes and the whole turnips can 
be boiled until they are thoroughly done 
and then mash them and mix with the 
meal, ground oats and bran. ‘These 
cooked vegetables may be used at all 
times. ‘Table scraps are always in order 
to add to the rations of the poultry, old 
and young. 

During late fall and winter, of course, 
the fowls will require more liberal feed- 
ing of grain. Wheat, buckwheat and 
corn can all be used, remembering that 
if eggs are wanted more will be secured 
by liberal feeding of good sound wheat 
thancorn., To get eggsin winter animal 
food of some kind must be provided. 
Nothing has been found more available 
or that produces better results than cut 
green raw bone. Green food of some 
kind will be also essential, and turnips, 
cabbage, ruttabaga all answer well for 
this pupose. Cut clover hay steamed 
has also been found to be an excellent 
substitute for the green food. A portion 
of the food to insure perfect health should 
be of a bulky nature, and the cut clover 
hay answers well the purpose. 


the variety that is needed. There is a 
hominy-chop to be had in the Baltimore 
markets that is much more valuable than 
cornmeal for feeding either old or young 
poultry. This hominy-chop has less of 
fat producing qualities than cornmeal, 
and for both growing chicks and laying 
hens is a very excellent food. Where 
the chicks are feda varied diet there 
need be no fear of getting them too fat. 
It isa matter of astonishment to some 
how much food little chicks will get 
away withina day. They need a little 


j|at a time, but they require that little 


often, if they are to go ahead and grow. 
It pays tofeed them well, for stunted 
chickens will eat more food than the 
others in the same broods of the same 


‘age, and they will never do as well as 


they did before they were neglected. 
‘The first feed that the young chicks 
are given should be placed on a board 
over which clean sand has been scattered. 
Many chicks are lost from not having 
grit to properly grind their food with. 
Boiled lean meat chopped fine is a good 
ration once aday. Do not feed them as 
much of the meat as of other food at one 
time. Boiled wheat may be given as 
soon as they will eat it. Whole wheat, 
cracked corn, rolled oats and all grains 
can be induced to partake of them. If 
the mother hen is confined 1n a coop feed 
teed the chicks out in front of the coop. 
Do not have any food around after they 
have had all they require. 
should be given to the chicks where the 
hen is cooped at least once a day. In 
the spring, after the grass has started 
and the hens are allowed to run out each 
day with their broods they will find all 
the ‘‘greens” they need. Sloppy food,

such as cornmeal mixed up with cold 


The above refers to towls. Young 
chickens need more careful feeding. Until 
they are at least five weeks old they 
should be fed not less than five times a 
day. ‘The first meal should be as early 
as possible. Young chickens need no 
food for twenty-four hours after they are 
hatched.s Their first food can be dry 
bread crumbs.. If the bread is very stale 
it may be moistened with milk, but all 
surplus moisture must be squeezed out. 
A good feed is made by equal quantities 
cornmeal and ground oats, to which one- 
third of good wheat middlings has been 
added. Mixthem all thoroughly together 
while they are dry, then add a little lard, 
a little salt and soda, anegg and milk 
enough to make a dough the right con- 
sistency for baking as bread. Bake this 
in a slow oven untilitis thoroughly done, 
letting it become well browned on top 
before taking it out. The centre of such 
a loaf will be just right to crumble 
for the feeding of young chicks. ‘The 
top crust willbe a little too hard to 
crumble, but can be moistened as 
recommended with stale bread. Variety 
is needed in feeding the young chickens, 
and food of anature that will giye proper 
nourishment should be selected. The 
youngsters are compelled to grow flesh, 
bone, muscle and feathers all at the same 
time. This is a great strain on the 
system, and when you see a lot of 
scrawny young chickens in a brood you 
can safely conclude that their diet has 
been an improper one, has lacked some 
one of the essentials. .Table scraps may 
utilized for the chicks, and they contain 


water is apt to produce scours. The 
chicks that are given all they will eat of 
the cold water mixed meal, especially in 
the morning, will eat so much that when 
the meal commences to swell it will often 
sour in the craw, and scours is the 
naturalresult. Never give any damaged 
grain or impure food of any kind to the 
chicks, as in the end it will prove a ver 
expensive venture. Many poultry ail- 
ments can be traced to damaged food. 
The food should always be clean and 
wholesome. Slipshod or indifferent 
methods of feeding will invariably bring 
very unsatisfactory results. Rest assured 
neglect in feeding regularly and plenty 
of suitable food will give a great chance 
to complain about ‘‘poor luck.” Hf you 
are not successful raising young chickens 
interview yourself for the reason and do 
not lay the blame to ‘‘luck” orthe chik- 
ens.—Baltimore Sum. 


Heat in Brooders. 


I would like to say a few words regard- 
ing the brooding of young chicks, which 
I think has more to do with growing 
them strong and quickly than anything 
else. 

My experience has been costly and 
seemingly a failure up to this winter, 
and I can safely say now that I have 
solved the problem to my own satis- 
faction. For the past few seasons I have 
lost quite a number from bowel complaint 
and lice, and it was all due from not 
keeping them warm enough on the start. 


Green food 


I have a brooder house, too feet long, 
with a complete: Florida hot water 
heater, but in the night it was impossible 
to keep the heat up to the requirement. 
Last fall I purchased a Pineland sectional 


‘brooder and placed it in the large brooder 


house; for the first week or ten days the 
chicks were placed in it and kept warm 


at 100 degrees, with a chance for them - 


to go out in the building, which was kept 
at 80 to 90 degrees, and it is remarkable 
how the mortality has fallen off. They 
have grown stronger and are very lively. 
When placing young chicks in a brooder 
from an incubator that has a temperature 
of 102 degrees, I maintain the brooder 
should not be less than 100 degrees under 
the hovers, If they get chilled, bowel 
complaint sets in; they crowd together 
very closely, some get trampled upon, 
and the breath from the under ones 
dampens those above, and lice is the 
result every time. When one stops to 
think, it don’t seem reasonable to take a 
newly hatched chick from a machine 
registering 102 degrees and place it in a 
brooder only 80 to 90 degrees. I have 
read where poultrymen have raised them 
successfully at a temperature of 80 
degrees direct from the incubator; but I 
can’t and will not try 1t any more. 

From Mr. Seeley (Mr. Morton’s poultry- 
man) I learned that for bowel complaint 
white oak bark was a good preventive 
and cure for looseness. I have used it 
very advantageously by steeping it with 
hot water. I put it in water and heat it, 
but do not boil. 

I don’t wish anyone to think that the 
above is the only way but, from my 
point of view, it is the safest way, and I 
think will give better satisfaction. 

One can buy a brooder now that has a 
regulator attachment, and is as easily 
run as an incubator; in the end the 
regulator pays, as the old way is 
treacherous. My advice is, keep your 
chickens warm—good and warm tac the 
first ten days at least. Butas in every- 
thing else, so 1n raising chickens, use 
common sense.

These pigeons much resemble the 
Trumpeters, being of sd4me shape, and 
having rox shell and rose, together 


* with heavy booting, and are known with 


many fanciers by the name ot Shield 
But this is really a mis- 
nomer from the fact that they never 
trumpet. ‘They are smaller than the 
Russian Trimpeter, being out of size of 
the old English Trumpeter, and are one 
of the most attractive of fancy pigeons 
when of good quality. Standard qual- 
ilies are sis ioilows: 

Stze.—Siedium. 

Carriag é.—Low and crouching. 

Color.—Pure white throughout with 
exception ot shoulders, which should be 
colored with two white bars across cov- 
erts. Color of shoulders may be either 
black, blue, red, yellow, dun or silver. 


Head.—Rather long, high in front. 

Beak.—ULong, straight, moderately 
stout. Mandibles fitting closely together, 
flesh colored. 

Eyes.—Hazel or bull. 

Shell.—Composed: of short feathers, 
starting at base of skull and curving for- 
ward and upwards, reaching from ear to 
ear in an easy curve and well covering 
the back of the head. 

Rose.—Composed of Short feathers 
starting from a .common centre and 
epee in all directions, circular and 

at. ) 

Neck.—Short and thick. 

Breast.—Broad and full. : 

Back.—Broad, flat and straight, taper- 
ing to the tail. 

_ Wings.—Broad shoulders colored in 
any of the colors known to pigeons. 
Across the coverts two white bars, clear 
and distinct in markings, flights medium 
in length and carried on a level with the 


taal. 


7-az?.—Short and closely folded. 

Legs.—Quite long. Thethighs cover- 
ed with long feathers curving inwards 
and meeting at the tips. The Shanks 


and feet also covered with long feathers 
- reaching outward and backward, and 
- known as the booting. ee 


 Disgualificatzons. — Foul _ feathers, 


_ twisted beaks, lack of leg feathering and

THE SWIFT. 


This pigeon is of Asiatic origin, and 
derives its name from its close re- 
semblance in form to the Etropean bird 
of the Swallow family known as Swift, 
having short, round heads and long tails 
and flights like the Swift. They are a 
pigeon comparatively unknown in 
America, but few specimens ever having 
been imported, and these never have 
increased in numbers so as to become 
even slightly disseminated. Having but 
little 1n attractive teatures to recommend 
them, it is not likely that they will ever 
become popular. Standard description 
is as follows: 

Sz7ze.—Above medium. 

Carriage.— Low and rather horizontal. 

Color.—Various, as in Tumblers. 

Head.—Small and round (Owl shaped). 

Beak.—Short and thick, upper 
mandible slightly heavier than lower, 
both fitting neatly and closely together; 
dark in color. 

Eye.—Large, round and pale, yellow 
in color. 

Neck.—Short, tapering neatly to the 
head. peo 


Breast.—Longz, quite prominent and 


full. 

Back.—Narrow and straight. 

Body.—Long, the feathers loose, and 
thus making body appear larger than it 
really is. 

Wings.—Broad and long, flights 
meeting above the tail and crossing each 
other, ° 

Lazl.—Very long and closely folded 
and carried well up. 

Legs.—Short, feet small, and all coral 
red in color, nails dark. 

Disqualifications.—Long head and 
bill, eyes not matching in color, feathered 
legs, disease or deformity of any kind,

The Pigeon House in May. 


With the advent of May, the pleasing 
pastime of pigeon breeding may be said 
to be in full swing; for every person 
engaged in the pursuit throughout the 
length and breadth of the British Isles 
ought now to have his or her birds com- 
fortably settled for the season. and a 
number of squabs and squeakers about 
in various stages of development and 
growth. As inthe earlier months of the 
vear I cautioned my readers against the 
inadvisability of matching up their birds 
too soon, so would I now enjoin them to 
‘‘make hay while the sun shines,” so to 
speak, for April and May bred. pigeons 
invariably turn out the best. 
applies to nearly all breeds; in fact, 
exception may only be taken in the cases 
of those varieties, such as Short-faced 
Tumblers, Foreign Owls, and other sorts 
esteemed for their diminutive size. 

Coming to more minute particulars, I 
do not hesitate to say that a really good 
youngster of those wattled varieties, Car- 
riers and Dragons, is rarely bred after 
the current month is out. The breeding 
season for pigeons of this class should be 
short, sharp and decisive. March is plenty 
soon enough to begin, and the concluding 
days of May late enough for the last 
round of eggs to be laid, which carries 
the birth of the last lot of youngsters well 
on to mid-summer day, and if all goes 
well with these latest arrivals another 
month must elapse before they take to 
the wing. ‘This is reducing the limits 
of the breeding season with a vengeance,” 
I fancy I hear someone say. My re- 
joinder, ‘‘I am well aware of that.” 
Three nests or hatches of young are 
quite as many as any reasonable person 
ought to expect. Moreover, if a litile 
careful consideration be given to the 
subject, it will be found that future 
results are far more satisfactory whei 
the breeding season is limited to reason- 
able duration, than when itis lengthened 
to so long as the warm and bright summer 
days continue. So much for the wattled 
breeds. 

With such varieties as Jacobins, Fan- 
tails, Turbits, Owis, and the like, the 
so-called ‘‘merry month of May” is a 
grand time, for the temperature is now 
much higher than it was a month ago, 
and the days are nearly as long as they 


willbe. Light and warmth are important, 


considerations in pigeon breeding. 
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Most oi the disappointments and deaths 


occur during the prevalence of the cold 
and sunless days of early spring. Many 
parent birds which neglect their earlier 
rounds of young will often feed vigorously 
just now. | . 

A sharp watch should be kept at this 
season of the year for the first appearance 
of lice, fleas, and other insect pests. It 
is impossible to rear healthy youngsters 
if the parents. are troubled with insects, 
or the nests infested with fleas. I have 
known quite hearty and plump little 
pigeons to succumb twenty-four hours or 
so after their nest has been besieged bya 
colony of insects. Recently hatched 
squabs do not survive many hours, so 
intensely irritating are the tiny little 
mites, which breed with remarkable 
rapidity in ill yentilated and dirty lofts. 
Those of your readers who acted on my 
advice of a month or two ago and thor- 
oughly overhauled and lime-whited their 
lofts will now be reaping the fruits of 
their labor, and need scarcely fear any of 
the evils I have just pointed out. But it 
should be remembered that fleas, etc., 
sometimes make their appearance in the 
cleanest and best managed lofts and 
houses. However, their presence need 
not occasion any alarm, for if the nests 
and nest boxes be sprinkled freely with 
pyrethreum powder, insect life will soon 
become an unknown quantity. But as 
‘‘prevention is better than cure,” it is a 
good plan to keep the nests sweet and 
clean by using sawdust sprinkled with 
turpentine or Calvert’s carbolic acid. 
Jeyes’ sanitary sawdust is also most 
useful for keeping down insect life. This 
and the disinfecting fluid manufactured 
by the same firm ought to be freely used 
in every loft during the summer months, 
for they emit a much pleasanter odor 
than some of the old fashioned disin- 
fectants, and are quite as effectual. 

Now that the warm weather has set in, 
the windows and doors of the pigeon 
house should be left wide open through- 
out the day, and need not be quite closed 
at night. Pigeons love fresh air, in fact 
they cannot be kept in a healthy and 
vigorous state without it. Roup and 
kindred ailments are quite as likely to 
crop up during the month of May as in 
the damp and chilly days of autumn. 
Nothing tends to develop disease more 
quickly than the overheated and vitiated 
atmosphere of a crowded loft. 


Other troublesome affections besides 
roup may be brought on through neglect 
in ventilating the pigeon loft. That 
peculiar complaint termed ‘‘one eye 
cold” generally makes its appearance 
about this time of the year, and may be 
attributed to an overheated state of the 
system, which in turn is often produced 
in an unsanitary dwelling. This is a 
most mysterious disease, ana although 
youngsters of the wattled breeds are 
most liable to it, other pigeons*may also 
be affected. 1t will be observed that 
cases of this kind usually come on quite 
suddenly. One eye becomes inflamed 
and moist, the membranes around the 
eye, chiefly below, enlarging to twice 
their natural size. It is a remarkable 
fact that this inflammatory action gener- 
ally destroys the natural color of the eye. 
Whether the complaint is contagious or 
not, isolation of the patient is highly 
desirable. Slight cases may be easily 
cured by the daily administration of a 
pinch (between the finger and thumb) of 
Epsom salts, and the application of a 
small piece of zinc ointment by means of 
the quillend of a feather to the inner 
sides of the eyelids. The dosing with 
Epsom salts should be continued for a 
week, then omitted for three or four 
days, and afterwards resumed for another 
week or so. 

Yet another disease likely to crop up at 
this season of the year may be mentioned. 
It may almost be Called a ‘‘scourge,” for 
it usually plays sad havoc before taking 
its departure. Happily, visitations ot the 
fiend small-pox do not very often occur, 
for this is certainly he most highly con- 
tagious and remarkable disease affecting 
our feathered friends. Its origin or out- 
break is usually surrounded with much 
mystery, but there is no doubt but that 
overcrowding, especially during hot 
weather, is frequently the cause. In- 
efficient ventilation of the roosting 
quarters is also likely to cause this 
trouble. Then again, pollution of the 
atmosphere by a bad smelling drain in 


close proximity to the loft may produce 
small-pox. If none of these causes are 


to be traced a scrotulous taint may be © 


suspected. Among other reasons I may 
briefly men’ion the injudicious use of 
such fat-forming foods as Indian corn and 


hemp seed, as well as the want of an 


ample supply of salt, lime, or other con- 
stituents of the contents of the grit box. 
Small-pox, so called, in pigeons, is due to 
the reception into the blood of a specific 
poison which may lay dormant for atime. 
The first symptom of this malady is the 
appearance of asmall nodular swelling 
on either the wattle or about the jaw. 
Eruptions of this kind are liable to be 


mistaken fer sores, such as would be > 


caused by a peck from another bird; but 
the rapidity with which the swellings 
extend soon removes all doubt. So 
virulent and highly contagious is this 
disease that/a most complete system of 
isolation and quarantine must be observed 
The treatment of small-pox cases is 
beyond the scope of this article, and will 
be found fully dealt with in my treatise 
on the diseases of pigeons.—RICHARD

The dudicious Feeding of 
Pigeons. 


Judicious feeding 1s one of the most 
important details connected with success- 
ful pigeon culture, for no matter how 


much money be expended on getting 
together a stud of high class birds, ifthey 


are not kept in health and condition, 
they will be anything but a source of 
pleasure or pride to their owner; in 
addition to this, competition to-day is so 
keen that the very best birds’ cannot

afford to give condition away to their 


closely pressing opponents; the mere 
fact of exhibiting,too,takes so much out of 
a bird that, unless he be in robust health, 
he will never stand without probably 
permanent injury the hardships of a 
heavy show season, and the attendant 
railway journeys. . Then, again, how can 
we expect strong, healthy youngsters 
from birds injudiciously fed? They may 
produce birds nearly perfect on all 


standard points, but of what use will they — 


be if unsound in health? They will be © 


always ailing and unfit to endure the 
hardships of the show pen. 


I will preface my remarks on feeding | 


by saying that, whatever grain be given 
it should be the best that money can buy; 
it is far the cheapest in the end, for no 
good will ever be obtained from feeding 
birds on inferior corn. In one case you 
will have a team of birds that will always 
do you credit by their condition, and in 
the other a loft that will cause you end- 
less trouble and worry to keep the birds 
in presentable condition. 

The pigeon fancier’s first consideration 
should be the size and special features of 
the breed he goes in for, and to feed 
accordingly, for it is manifest to the 
veriest novice that that food which will 


\ 


develop the most highly cherished. prop- | 


erties of the Carrier will scarcely assist in 
the production of exhibition Short-faced 
Tumblers, or foreign Owls; indeed, a 


good bird may be ruined by such irra- — 


tional feeding. We must also consider 


that charming variety of temperature we © 


experience in this country, for pigeons, 
like human beings, naturally require 


different food on a very cold winter day — 


to that which will be best for them prob- 
ably, but a few days later, when it is 
more like summer weather. Again, a 
different dietary will be required when 
the birds are breeding to that which 
should be used in the show season, when 
there are no youngsters to be reared; a 
tight, hard condition is all that we want. 


We will now consider the properties of . 


the different grains; without doubt, peas 


stand first on the list, as being most — 
valuable, and in some proportion or — 


another they should form a part of the 
daily bill-of-fare for all breeds; they are 
rich in flesh and muscle forming material, 
and are indispensable to tight, hard con- 
dition, and strong, healthy youngsters; .

Paes “‘Tares are richest of all grain in flesh 
and muscle forming material, and contain 
a higher per centage of fat than peas or 

beans, they are most valuable as a daily: 

food, but special care should be taken in 

Ss buying this grain, as it is more capable 

of being faked with oiling, or by un- 

ee, corn dealers than probably 
any other kind. 
Wheat is another of the staple foods; 
it is rich in heat-giving material, and it 
is very easily digested, it is an important 
factor in the daily tood, while it is a 


- necessity during the breeding season. 


Dari is very easy of digestion, and sois 
useful during the breeding season in pro- 
viding a bountiful supply of the often 
ridiculed pigeon milk; itis not of much 
value during the show season, unless it 
be. as a morning ee for the very small 
varieties. 
Canary seed is a most suitable food for 
_ the breeding season, being easily digested 
and full of flesh forming material, it is 
also an excellent food for sick birds. 

Maize is full of fat-forming material, 
and so has but little in its composition to 
recommend it as a suitable food for 
pigeons; I think it should be used most 
sparingly, and only on rare occasions, 
viz: 

(1) In intensely cold weather a little 
may be given at the morning meal, its 
oily nature preventing the birds feeling 

the cold so much. 

(2) When birds are disinclined to feed 
their youngsters, a meal of maize will 
often cause them to go and give them a 
good feed, it swells so rapidly in the 
parents’ crop as to occasion them much 
discomfort, making them only too glad to 
be rid of the effects of dining, not wisely, 
but too well. 

(3) In cases of sickness a few grains 

: may often be given with advantage; 
pigeons are passionately fond of maize, 

- and will generally eat it when they would 
refuse almost all else; if the weather~be 
cold it helps keep them warmer, and 
makes them more cheerful, So often ex- 
pedites recovery. 

‘Barley 1s full of heat giving properties, 
but has far less fat in its composition 

than maize, its super-abundance of heat 
giving material scarcely makes it suitable 
for aviary-kept birds, whose lack of means 


of exercise causes their blood to be quite 


_ hot enough without i increasing it by heat 
x giving food. 


Hemp seed is an artificial stimulant, 


and as such, wants handling with great 
care; for healthy pigeons it is out of 
place, but a few grains will generally 
induce an ailing bird to feed, and when 
birds are very bare, in- moult, a little 
hemp seed will help them through. 


Having thus seen the nature of the 

different grains, we have now to select a 

dietary therefrom suitable for the differ- 
ent seasons of the year. 

During the breeding season the best 
food for the morning meal is amixture of 
tares, wheat and dari, in about equal 
= proportions, with the addition of a few 
peas for the large breeds; for Short-faced 
Tumblers or foreign Owls canary seed 
| for the 
- evening meal peas alone for the large 


-_-varieties, and peas, tares and wheat for 


the smaller ones, the mixture to consist 
of at least half peas. Beans are unsuit- 


i ‘= able for this season of the year. 


During the show season a moderate 
-meal of tares and wheat, with the addition 
of afew peas in very cold weather, is 


= best for the morning, and peas alone at 


night; inthe case of one of the large 
breeds, tick beans may be substituted for 

- peas. Unless the weather be intensely 
_ eold, I prefer giving but a light meal in 
_ the morning, for if a heavy feed be given, 
_ the birds will fly to their perches and sit 
_ there until their breakfast be digested, 
thus losing the short time for exercise 
At night 
_ lalways give as much as the birds care 
to eat, and having had but a light break- 


ae fast, they wil make a hearty meal, and 


thus be better able to withstand the long, 


sah cold nights. © 


Now for the question of ae and how 
they should be fed. In the show season 
I think there can be but one opinion 

: ot viz: as soon as it is light, and 

ee they go to roost; but opinions 
the besktimes and t mannet to 


feed aeeine the treating season. 
fanciers prefer to feed them by hopper, 

so that they may have a constant supply 
of food before them, others say that they 
should be fed twice a day, 
times, on the grounds that the birds get- 
ting hungry, will eat a more hearty meal, 

and will then go straight and feed their 
young ones. This is undoubtedly true, 
and for fanciers always at home with 
their birds, no better plan can be adopted, 
but for those who are not, it has one dis- 
advantage, viz: that the cocks and hens 
sitting until fixed times, one or the other 
will be on the nest at whatever time we 
feed, and some birds sit so closely that 
they will not come off even for food; this 
would necessitate our feeding twice, 


about three o’clock and five o’clock, so 


that both cocks and hens could get a 
proper meal. I adopt a medium course 
between the two. In the morning I give 
a moderate meal of tares and wheat, as 
much as the birds will eagerly pick up, 
then at mid-day I fill the hoppers with 
peas, or for small breeds, peas, tares and 
wheat,in the proportion stated previously, 
and let the hoppers remain in the pens 
until last thing at night, so that the birds 
can feed at will. 

For youngsters, just taken from their 
parents, it is best to adopt the same plan, 
so that they can feed when they like, for 
those that can scarcely peck might not 
eat at first in the rush for food if fed at 
fixed times, and so sustain a check which 
they could never afterwards make up. 


With flying birds less care as to diet is 
necessary; and, provided the corn be of 
good quality, the exercise they get will 
enable them.to thrive on almostany kind 
of grain, beans, peas, tares, wheat, and 
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‘The English Owl.Ruined. 


Recent observations tend to strengthen 
my previously conceived ideas that the 
Pigeon which now passes muster as an 
English Owl is but a wreck and ruin of 
the noble bird which fanciers of twenty 


or thirty years ago took such delight in 


breeding and exhibiting. Duty to the 
fancy, both at home and abroad,compels 
me to speak plainly on this subject. At 
the outset, let me assure your numerous 


readers that the ‘remarks I feel called 


upon to make are not pointed at any par- 
ticular breeder or his stock. ,As far as 
possible I wish to confine my ‘comments 
to the broad points at issue, ‘The title 
is, perhaps, somewhat alarming, and by 
some may be thought too sweeping 1n its 
meaning. Be that as it may, I have no 
hesitation in giving it as my individual 
opinion that the Owl Pigeon is being 
utterly ruined. To those who hold a 
contrary opinion I commend a careful 
review of Owl classes at any forthcoming 
large exhibition. 

Seeing is believing and if anyone will 
be brave enough to come forward and 
tell me that the majority of birds at pres- 
ent being exhibited in these classes @re 
tairly entitled to be cailed Owls, then I 
will say that’either I or they do not 
understand what an Owl Pigeon is nor 
what it should be. To-my mind the 
variety has been so much ‘‘mixed up and 
muddled” that it isin a most deplorable 
condition. Yes, mixed up with a ven- 
geance, for have not Owl breeders dur- 
ing the past decade or so introduced 
much alien blood into their lofts? In- 
deed, the mischief was begun longer ago 
than I care to recount, for I havea dis-

whit too much so I think, for it is plainly.

I trow not—at least, not 
according to my definition of the term, 
and what an Owl’s skull should be. 
Spherical would perhaps be a better 
term to use, for an Owl’s head should be 
perfectly globular in shape, and not 
round from front to back only, and flat 
or depressed between the eyes. Rotun-~ 
dity of skull is the most difficult property — 
to obtain in Owl breeding, and itis just — 
this important consideration that modern 
birds lack, for few, if any, exhibit a 
prominent and unbroken outline of 
semicircular shape from eye toeye. _ 
The beak of modern Owls 1s certainly — 
stout; but alas! what value canbeplaced — 
on stoutness of beak if the shape and set- 
ting are wrong? I have no hesitation in 
saying that the beak of ninety-nine out 
of every hundred modern Owls is much > 
too stout, and altogether at variance with 
the shape it ought to be. Do not run 


‘away, gentle reader, with the idea that I | 


do not approve of a stout-beaked Owl, 
for substance of beak always was and 
always will be an important property in. 
my estimation. But not the most im- 
portant—mark that please. An Owl’s 
beak should not be shaped like that of an 


| Antwerp, for it should shéw a strong © 


downward declension, and be Bis 
ing at the tip. : 


The wattle, both on the beak and 
around the eyes, of modern Owls is 
strangely at variance with the neat 
appearance so characteristic of the true 
Owl. The beak wattle should be small 
in size, fine in texture, and fit closely to 
the head, just filling up the natural in-

As actual food, the above are all that 
pigeons require, but we now have arti- 
ficial pigeon food, principally for use 
during the breeding season. It1is said to 
be highly nutritious, and easy of diges- 
tion, and so couducive to an abundant 
supply of soft food for the youngsters on 
emerging from eggdom. 


There are two other necessities to 
pigeons’ welfare—fresh water = “suit- 
able grit. 


Water should be always kept perfectly 
clean and cool, and put out of the sun’s 
rays. 

Grit of some kind must always be pro- 
vided, and is almost as necessary as the 
food they eat; a few ground oyster sheils 
are useful during the breeding season, 
for they provide material for shelling the 
eggs. Medicated grit there 1s now in 
plenty, and each one can use the kind he 
most fancies; I have used one kind with

I think birds fed thus will keen in 


health andl condition, and be able to 


endure without much injury the hard-

The Cate of Pet Stock. 


To THe AMERICAN FANCIER: - 


Any person who devotes afew minutes 
each day to the care of pet stock must 
certainly be comforted by the very 
knowledge of the fact that by so doing 


they have added to the comforts and} 


lessened the privations of some one of 
God’s creatures, barred as they are in 
domestication from enjoying the bent of 
their natural instincts. . Therefore, let 
us, one and all, see that otir pet stock is 
made as comfortable as possible and 
kept near as possible in their natural 
condition. 

Pet stock is generally regarded as 
being something ‘‘not much good,” upon 
which persons can squander their surplus 
time and money. In many cases the 
facts seem to bear’ out the impression. 
For this reason all the smaller quadrupeds 
and bipeds are gathered in one grand 
classification as pet stock. 38 

Without entering into-a_ detailed 
description of the several members of 
our large family, the assertion is made 
that many of so-called pet stock are very 


desirable from the utilitarian ‘point of 


view, and the aim will be to separate 


them from the ornamental or true pet | 


stock. é 
Many of usin our childhood were the 
proud possessors of a Rabbit or a 
Guinea Pig or some other small animal, 
upon which we lavished the greatest 
care, as we thought, always overdoing 
in every act of kindness and _ love. 
Finally, came loss of interest, neglect, 
and, in many instances, starvation was 
the fate of our unwilling pets. The 
usual method of procuring a new fancy 
was by swapping with another embryotic 
fancier, when the same routine was 
followed, until, as we became older, we 
became fanciers of poultry or dogs and 
perchance, 1f our finances would allow, 
horses. Almost invariably the influences 
bearing upon our earlier days are shown 
by love of thoroughbred stock. Now 
that we are grown gray and grizzled a 
very few of us have stuck to the fancy 
of our boyhood, having one, and only 
one, specialty in fancy stock, always 
striving to improve a variety already 
obtained rather than make a new one, 
studying them from everybody’s point of 
view, the ‘‘pocket book,” eventually 
proclaiming to the world that there is 
pet stock that can be recommended to 
the lover of pets, to the fancier of fine 
points, and to the utilitarian, for it is 
not generally known that some pet stock 
is as profitable as the most profitable 
fowls.

In this issue we reprint from the 
American Stock-Keeper Mr. Felch’s 
reply to Mr. Coeper. We do this in 
order to give our readers both sides of 
the question. Besides it places Mr. 
Felch squarely on record. While he 
declines Mr. Cooper’s challenge, he still 
insists that he can pick out the artificially 
hatched and reared chickens from those 
ushered into the world and their existence 
furthered by natural methods. There 


| are other statements made by Mr. Felch 


that certainly do him aninjustice. They 
not only libel his intelligence but 
seriously even if unwittingly affect his 
veracity. We will not answer Mr. Felch 
when he drags our name in to substan- 
tiate what he did seven years ago on 
this incubator question. He knows 
probably better than we do why he 
dropped the controversy. Neither will 
we answer the paragraph which we have 
placed in italics. There are hundreds 
of birds exhibited by the best tanciers in 
America that eloquently testify every 
year to the absurdity of this well worn 
statement of an old gentleman who fails 
to correctly read the minds of those that 
differ with him and who lamentably fails 
to grasp the changes the poultry fancy 


has undergone 1n the past ten years. 


* 
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_ We will, however, reply to the state- 
ment that incubator hatched pullets are 
apt to lay at 12 to 13 weeks of age andin 
consequence thereof their growth is 
checked. If our-memory serves us 
rightly, Mr. Felch learned that theory (?) 


while on a trip to Hammonton some 
seven or eight years ago. That magnifi- 
cent and fluent Demosthenes of chicken- 
dom, Squire Patrick Henry Jacobs, was 
responsible for Mr. Felch’s statement. 
It was not uncommon for pullets to lay 
at the age of three months 1n the town of 
Hammonton and Doctor Jacobs was very 
fonda of entertaining his many visitors 
with stories of this wonderful precocity. 
No one could blame him for telling the 
outside world of all this because it was 
the truth. But when an old chicken 
authority like I. K. Felch takes up this 
very same precocity and uses it as a club 
to injure incubators with, we must takea 
bushel full of exceptions. ‘The statement 
is too thin and what is more does not 
affect the question of artificial hatching’ 


for breeding and exhibition stock at all.

As Mr. Felch and hundreds of others 
are no doubt aware, the business in 
Hammonton was the production of 
broilers. That meansa forced growth of 
meat at the expense of feathers and 
subsequent development of size, muscle 
and stamina. A high temperature and 
rich food abnormally develop the genera- 
tive organs in growing chickens. That 
accounts for the early laying of the pullets 


referred to. 


x 
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We spent nearly a yearin Hammonton 
and are familiar with the conditions that 


surrounded chicken culture there. We 


also raised thoroughbred fowls there and 
by artificial means at that, but no such 
results as Mr. Felch gives ever came to 
our notice as far as our individual ex- 
perience 1s concerned. We well remem- 
ber acertain amateur broiler raiser saying 
tous that he could not raise Leghorns 
satisfactorily in the broiler pens. The 
chickens grew too fast and feathered 
poorly. Yet this same gentleman was 
surprised to learn that he could raise 
Leghorns just as well by artificial as by 
natural methods provided he followed 
the laws of nature that should guide the 
raising of breeding stock. He hatched 
sixteen White Leghorns in an incubator, 
gave them to a friend to place in a 
brooder. The latter was located near 
a clump of woods where the young Leg- 
horns had unlimited access to. almost 
from the day they were hatched, and a 
finer, healthier lot of chickens were never 
seen. . 
“A * * 

In our own experience we were more 
successful raising Hamburgs in brooders 
than under hens, and there are plenty of 
fanciers that will testify to the fact that 
Hamburgs are tender when first 
hatched. Had Mr. Felch condemned the 
unnatural methods after prevailing in 
rearing chickens in brooders he would. 
have struck nearer the mark. The in- 
cubator is too often blamed for what a 
poor brooder is responsible for. 

* ag * 

Another point: Has Mr. Felch ever 
read or heard of the great establishment 
of. M. Voiltelier? The latter is located at 
Mantes, France, and as is well known, 
thousands of chickens are hatched in 
incubators there annuaily. Small poultry 
farmers send eggs there to be hatched 
and the chickens are returned to them 
when only a few days old. French 
poulterers go in for meat and utility. 
Has the Houdan fowl! deterioated in size 
in France? We will wager a doughnut 
against a red apple’ that Houdans 
average larger in size in France than in 


this country, notwithstanding the use of 
| : 


artificial means of hatching and rearing 
in vogue there. But few Houdans have 
ever been hatched in incubators in this 


country. 


a 
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Now as to other breeds. Not long ago 
Mr. Cooper, of Prairie State incubator 
fame, saw a flock of Plymouth Rock 
chickens on a farm near this city. He 
was delighted with the birds, and did 
not know they had been hatched in an 
incubator and reared in a brooder. He 
was so well pleased with a few of them 
that he was willing enough to take them 
along to his home in Pennsylvania. 
These chickens were artificially hatched 
and reared, and we defy any living man’ 
to distinguish them from birds raised by 


the natural method. 


* 
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In conclusion we will add that we 


have known incubators condemned time 
and time again by some individuals and 
the same machines extolled by others. 
Some men will get good results from a 
cheap and cumbersome old box of an 
incubator, while others will fail with the 
best incubators on earth., Just so with 
hens. We have had good success with 


the latter some seasons and again found - 


them tantalizingly unreliable at other 
times. But we never had the control 
over the hens we had over an incubator. 
Notwithstanding Mr. Felch’s antipathy

Harrison Weir, a noted English 
authority on poultry, had a very readable 
article on Geese in 7he Sguzre recently.

Feeding Experiments With 
Laying Hens. 
@ Compatison of Rations Con, 
taining Moistened Ground 


Grain With Othets Con 
taining Dry Whole Grain. 


In Bulletin No. go, new series issued by 
the New York Agricultural Experiment 
Station, Professor W. P. Wheeler min- 
utely describes results and chronicles 
facts regarding the feeding of moistened 
and whole grains that we reprint below 
the greater part of his report. By ad- 
dressing a letter to New York Agricultural 
Experiment Station, Geneva, N. Y., with 
a request to send Bulletin No. 90, new 
series, any of our readers will receive the 
same free. Mr. Wheeler’s report is as 
follows: 

Among the very many unsettled ques- 
tions concerning the feeding of fowls, 
one of the frequently recurring ones is 
that in regard to the relative amounts of 
ground and whole grain that can be fed 
to best advantage. This question is in 
certain respects so broad that carefully 
kept records of a great many feeding 
trials in which the conditions have been 
under control must be available before it 
can be restricted to narrow limits. In 
the belief that they will be of use in con- 
sidering this question and that they may 
be added to the available facts relating to 
the general subject of poultry feeding, 
the results of one of a series of feeding 
experiments being made at this: station 
are published in this bulletin form. 

In this trial four lots of pullets were 
used, two of White Leghorns and two of 
Buff Cochins. For convenience they are 
referred to as pens I, 2,3 and 4. Pens1 
and 2 were Leghorns and pens 3 and 4 
were Cochins. The two pens of Leg- 
horns, each containing at the start six- 
teen pullets, were as nearly. alike as it 
was possible to select them, all the birds 
being from the same lot of chicks hatched 
and grown at thisstation. “Thetwo pens 
of Cochins were also alike, each contain- 
ing at the start nine pullets, which were 
selected from those hatched and reared 
under the same conditions. The Leg- 
horns were of a ‘‘strain” well recom- 
mended as layers, and were vigorous and 
healthy from the shell, so that any in- 
sufficient egg production can well be 
attributed to the conditions under which 
the birds were kept and to the food, 
rather than to inherent lack of laying 
capacity. During the spring months the 
Cochins, which became broody, were 
allowed to sit on nests or about the floor 
of the pen at will, no attempt being made 
to break up sitters. 

The records of feeding here given 
began Nov. 23d. The average date of 
hatching for the’Cochins was May ast, 
and the average date of hatching for the 
Leghorns was Junersth. ‘There was not 
opportunity to hatch the chicks earlierin 
the spring so that the pullets were hardly 
matured enough to lay well during the 
first part of the feeding trial. 

Pens No. 1 and No. 3 were given for 
the morning feed each day a mixture of 
ground grain moistened. Of this mixed 
grain which was moistened with hot 
water and fed warm during cold weather, 
and moistened with ordinary water dur- 
ing hot weather, all was offered that was 
readily eaten. Later in the day some 
kind of whole grain or cracked corn was 
fed, scattered in clean. straw to induce 
exercise. 

Pens 2 and 4 were fed whole grain of 
different kinds—the corn being cracked. 
This was scattered in the straw on tight 
floors and none was left uneaten. 

The fowls in all the pens were fed 
twice each week all the: cut bones they 
would eat. Skim milk was fed to all 
during part of the trial. Green alfalfa or 
corn silage or soaked, chopped hay was 
fed at noon, the moistened chopped hay 
being fed warm to pens rand 3. Plenty 
of limestone grit and oyster shells were 
kept always 1n each pen. — 

The pens were all im one house separ- 
ated by partitions, each pen having floor 
space of 1ox12 feet. The small, open 


-yards attached to Nos. 1 and 2 covered 
about 240 square feet each, and those for 
Nos. 3 and 4 about 160 square feet each,

Although at the start it was considered 
best to have a good number to average 
from, it is probable that the sixteen birds 
in each of pens 1 and 2 were too many for 
best results, for during the winter months 
they were. necessarily kept altogether 
indoors. The average floor space per 
fowl in these pens was less than eight 
square feet and the average space in the 
open yard about sixteen square feet. 
The only hens at this station that have 
laid from ten to twelve dozen eges each 
per year have had an average of twenty 
square feet floor space in the pen and 
seventy-five square feet yard space per 
fowl. It is probable that the best results 
in egg production cannot be secured 
where the space of open run available 
per hen is much less than seventy-five or 
one hundred square feet. For a feeding 
experiment, however, in which itis neces- 
sary to account for all food obtained, itis 


period, the total value of eggs laid per 


ration. The ground grain mixture No. 
1, fed until January 24th, consisted of 
equal parts by weight of wheat bran, 
wheat middlings, corn meal, ground oats 
and ground barley. The grain mixture 
No. 2, fed from January 24th to July 25th, 
contained the same grains used in No. 1 
with ground buckwheat added, equal 
parts of each. The mixture No. 3 con- 
sisted of three parts of ground flaxseed 
and one part each of wheat bran, wheat 
middlings, corn meal, ground oats, 
ground barley and ground buckwheat. 
The moisture in the grain mixtures varied 
somewhat according to the season, but 
the average per cent. of moisture in 
mixture No. 1 was 14.5 per cent., in No. 
2 until April 25th 15 per cent.; after April 


25th 9.9 per cent., and 1n mixture No 3

For the pen of Cochins, No. 3, having 
the moistened grain food, the average 
amount of water-free substance in the 
food consumed per day per fowl for the 
whole year was 3.28 ounces and for the* 
pen No. 4, having whole grain 3.70 ounces, 
an excess in consumption by the. latter 
over the former of 12.8 per cent. :

Somewhat more room than that given to 
the fowls 1n this feeding trial would be 
desirable, but no larger yards were avail- 
able. Under the conditions of continuous 
confinement necessary for the whole year, 
however, the egg yields were not too low, 
and as the conditions for all the pens 
were alike, except the one difference of 
food, the results are strictly comparable. 

‘he results from pens 2 and 4 having no 
grain except the dry and unground, can 
be directly compared with those from 
pens 1 and 3 having all the ground and 
moistened grain that would be eaten at 
one of two feedings each day. The only 
limitations necessary in ~ conclusions 


drawn from the comparison are those. 


always inherent in any conclusion from a 
single trial. 

As it was not. possible to give the 
benefit of grass runs, all green food had 
to be fed cut, in troughs. It is fed in 
this way to some disadvantage for, ex- 
cept at the risk of alarge proportion of 
waste, it is difficult to feed as liberally as 
would be desired at some times on 
account of rapid wilting and drying. 
Although all the cut bone was fed twice 
a week that the fowls would eat, the 
calculated nutritive ratios of the rations 
were wider than desired, but with the 
whole grains obtainable it was not pos- 
sible to make a narrow grain ration for 
pens 2and4. ‘The nutritive ratio of the 
ration for pens 1 and 3 was kept about 
that of the ration for pens 2 and 4, 
although it did usually run somewhat 
narrower. With the ordinarily available 
and indeed with almost any whole grain 
that can be obtained. it is not possible to 
feed a largely grain ration, having a 
nutritive ration so narrow as is by many 
considered necessary. 
very narrow ration it. becomes necessary 
to use an excessive amount of meat or to 
substitute some of the highly nitrogenous 
grain by-products for part of the whole 
grain. The necessity, however, for a 
ration so much more nitrogenous than 
can be had when using a good proportion 
of whole grain is not by any means 
established, although it seems probable 
that for laying hens a ration somewhat 
narrower than can be had from whole 
grain alone is essential. 

The mixed grain fed to pens 1 and 3 
was made to correspond closely to the 
combination of whole grain being fed at 
the same time to pens 2 and4. With the 
exception of using wheat bran and mid- 
dlings instead of ground wheat, the same 


grains were fed ground in the mixture.

The records of feeding and the results 
obtained, which follow in tabulated form 
are calculated, for comparison, to the 
average per fowl in periods of four and 
five weeks. The whole trial covered a 
period of 357 days, so nearly a year that 
in discussing the results as a whole they 
are referred to as those tor the year. 


The digestibility of the different con- 
stituents by fowls not being knawn, the 
nutrive ratios given are only approxi- 
mate but serve to show the relative com- 
position of the rations. The actual total 
amounts of the several classes of con- 
stituents existing in the rations fed at 
different periods through the year are 
also given. In determining the cost of 
the rations wheat was rated at .the 
average of 57.6 cents per bushel, corn at 
50.1 cents, oats at 37.9 cents, barley at 
61.4 cents and buckwheat at 56.1 cents 
per bushel. Wheat bran at $16 per ton, 
wheat middlings at $17, corn meal at 
$19.20, ground oats at $24, ground barley 
at $25.60, ground buckwheat at $23.36, 
alfalfa hay at $9.60, alfalfa forage at. $2, 
and corn silage at $3 per ton. Skim 
milk was rated at 24 cents per one hun- 
dred pounds, cut bone at 80 cents, oyster 
Shells at $1, and stone grit at $1 per one 
hundred pounds; flaxseed ground or un- 
ground at two and one-half cents per 
pound.

The mixed ground grain which was 
fed moistened to the two pens constituted 
on the average for the year 37.2 per cent. 
of the total food excepting skim-milk for 
pen No. 1, the Leghorns, and 37 per 
cent. for pen No. 3, the Cochins. 


The average amount of water-free sub- 
stance in the food taken per day per 
fowl for the whole year was 2.58 ounces 
with the pen of Leghorns, No. 1, having 
the moistened ground grain. For the 
pen No. 2, having only whole grain, the 
daily average was 2.98 ounces, an excess 
in consumpfion over that of the first lot 
of 15.5 per cent. 


For pen No. 1, the cost of food per hen 
for the vear was 72:11 cents. The 
average number of eggs was 85.95 and 
the average total weight of egos 173.45 
ounces, each pound of eggs being pro- 
duced at the cost for food of 6.66 cents. 
One pound of eggs was produced for 
every 5.31 pounds of water-free food 
consumed. The cost of food for every 
dozen eggs was 10.64 cents. Rating the 
eggs laid during each period at the 
saverage wholesale market price for the 


18.48 cents. The average wholesale 
market value of eggs produced was 84.7 
cents. 

For pen No. 4, the cost of food per 
hen for the year was 105.06 cents. The 
average number of eggs was 80.32 and 
the average total weight of eggs 155.69 
ounces, one pound of eggs for every 8.47 


‘pounds of water-free substance in the 


food. ‘The food cost of each pound of 
eggs was 10.79 cents, and the cost per 
dozen was 15.70 cents. The average 
wholesale market value of eggs laid was 
124-56 cents. 

Although all the pens were fed liber- 
ally, and had all that was needed to 
satisfy the appetite, the two pens fed the 
moistened ground grain were satisfied 
with a lesser amount of dry substance in 
the food than the two corresponding pens. 
The cost of the ration containing the 
ground grain was also less. With the 
Leghorns the cost of the whole grain 
ration was 14.7 per cent. the greater and 
with the Cochins 14.4 per cent. the 
greater. 

The egg yields for the pens of Leg- 
horns were practically alike but the 
average live weight was nearly all the 


time greater for the pen having whole 


grain, except at the start when the 
average weights were equal. This fairly 
constant difference in weight, however, 
was not enough to correspond to the 
difference in amount of dry matter in the 
food eaten and as it was the more 
efficient the indications were that the 
ground grain ration was more fully 
digested than that of whole grain. 


By pen No. 1 one pound of eggs was 
produced for every 5.31 pounds of water- 
free substance in the food on the average 
for the year, and by pen No. 2 one pound 
of eggs for 6.33 pounds of water-free 
substance in the food. For eight weeks 
during the best part of the laying season 
one pound of eggs was obtained from 
pen No. 1 for every 2.72 pounds of water- 
free food, and during the same time, one 
pound from pen No. 2 for every 3.57 
pounds of water-free food. During 119 
days, pen No. 1 produced eggs at the 
rate of one pound for every 3.12 pounds 
of water-free food consumed and pen No. 
2 at the rate of one pound for every 3.67 
pounds of water-free food. ‘There were 
small losses in live weight with each pen 
during these periods—about equal in 
amount. For the whole year, however, 
and during shorter periods when the egg 
yield was greatest, pen No. 1 produced 


eggs from less food than did pen No. 2. 


The market value of eggs for the year 
from pen No, 1 exceeded the cost of food 
by 61.9 per cent. and the value of eggs 


from pen No. 2 exceeded the cost of food - 


by 42.4 per cent. 

With the Cochins, pen No. 3, having 
the ground grain, gave much the poorer 
egg yield. The egg production for 
either pen, however, was so much below 
what is possible for the same consumption 
of food with the smaller breeds that the 
relation of food eaten to the weight of 
eggs produced by these two pens is a 
doubtful indication of the relative 
digestibility of the two rations. It is 


possible that the ration fed to No. 3 was 
a trifle too liberal in amount for fowls of 
a breed so inactive and liable to excessive 
fat. During the first two months, 
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_ although the dry substance in the ration 
-. for pen No. 3 was about 22 per cent. less 
_ than for pen No. 4, the average gain in 
live weight was considerably greater, 
The average live weight was alsogreater 
during most of the laying season, but 
toward the end of the year pen No. 4 
attained to the highest in average live 
weight. It appears probable that the 
better results from the Cochins having 
whole grain may be due to the fact that 
by, feeding the grain in straw it was 
possible to insure considerable exercise, 
while in feeding the ground grain ration 
less opportunity was afforded to induce 
any activity. The more rapid increase 
in weight at the beginning’, even on less 
food, seems to show this. 

On the average for the year there were 
10.22 pounds of water-free substance in 
the food eaten by pen*No. 3 for each 
pound of eggs laid, and in the food for 
No. 4, 8.47 pounds of water-free food for 
one pound of eggs. During the period 
when the yield of eggs for the food 
- consumption was the best, pen No. 3 
consumed 5.14 pounds of water-free food 
for each: pound of eggs produced, and 
pen No. 4, 4.61 pounds of water-free food 
for one pound of eggs.- For No. 3 the 
market value of the eggs laid was less 
than the cost of food. For No. 4 the 
market value of the eggs exceeded the 
cost of the food by 18.6 per cent. 


The Cochins are generally classed as 


indifferent layers, and with good reason... 


Narrow confinement, however, affects 
them less unfavorably than it does such 
breeds as the Leghorn, and possibly for 
this reason the one pen of Cochins No. 4 
nearly equalled in total average egg 
production the pens of Leghorns. The 
average product from the two pens of 
Cochins was considerably short of that 
from the Leghorns, but a comparison 
between the results from the better 
laying pen of Cochins and the pen of 
Leghorns which was fed a similar ration 
is of interest as showing the relative 
profits from hens of large and small 
breeds. when the egg. yields are about 


equal, and the egg yiela from the smaller | 


fowls does not exceed the usual yield 
from the larger. This comparison is 
made simply because of the opportunity 
of comparing the profit over food for 
large and small hens when the egg pro- 
ducts are equal and the rations alike, and 
not as a comparison between the breeds, 
for the necessary conditions were such 
as to much more unfavorably affect the 
Leghorns than the Cochins. The pen of 
Cochins also which layed the better is 
compared with the pen of Leghorns 
which gave the poorer egg yield. 

The pen of Cochins had on the average 
for the year 8.47 pounds of dry substance 
in the food tor each pound of eggs laid, 
while the Leghorns required only 6.33 
pounds of food. The best rate of pro- 
duction for any period made by the 
Cochins was one pound of eggs for every 
4.61 pounds of water-free food, and the 
best for any period made by the Leghorns 
was one pound of eggs for 3.29 pounds 
of food. The average cost per pound of 
eggs laid by the Cochins was 10.79 cents 
and of those laid by the Leghorns 7.84 
cents, the food cost of production being 
over 37.6. per cent. greater for. the 
Cochins. Although the egg yield was 
somewhat less from the Cochins than 
from the Leghorns, a greater proportion 
of the total product was obtained at the 
season when prices were better, so that 
the average market value of the product 
for the year was greater with the Cochins 
and the market value per dozen about 
41.4 per cent. higher. The excess of 
market value of eggs over the cost of 
food was 18.6 per cent. for the Cochins 
and 42.4 per cent. for the Leghorns. 

For the production of eges only— 


considering the cost of growing or the, 


purchase price per fowl! for two lots of 
pullets alike and the same as their 
market value, when hens, at the end of 
the year—the smaller fowls would show 
the greater profit over the cost of food. 
But taking into consideration the cost of 
growing and the poultry value of the 
fowls at the end of the year, the relation 
of profits would be different. The 
average net cost per Leghorn pullet 
grown in the ordinary way was a little 
over fourteen cents at the beginning of 
this feeding trial. The cost of eggs for 
hatching and of food for sitting hens 
Made the average cost of each chick 
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are probably related. I should, therefore, © 


when hatched 2.15 cents. The average 
cost of food, including the cost of hatch- 
ing, to grow one pullet and one cockerel 
(the sexes as a rule average about equal 
in number) until the time of separating 
them was 23.84 cents. The average 
wholesale market value per cockerel was 
24.72 cents. Deducting the market value 
of the cockerel and adding the cost of 
food per pullet from the time of separating 
the sexes until November 23d, made the 
net cost per pullet under the ordinary 
practical farm conditions 14.3 cents. 
The cost of food for the year made the 
average net outlay per hen 97 cents. 
The market value of eggs added to the 
poultry value per hen—three and one. 
fourth pounds average live weight at 
eight cents per pound—amounts to 143.7 
cents, which exceeds the total cost by 
48.2\per cent. 

The average cost per Cochin chick 
when hatched was 3.56 cents. The total 
cost, including hatching, for a pullet and 
a cockerel was 46.54 cents, and the 
average wholesale market value of the 
cockerel when the sexes were separated 
was 54.24 cents. The average total net 
cost per pullet November 23d was 12.9 
cents. The cost of food, for the year 
made the average net outlay per hen 
117.96 cents. The market value of the 
egos added to the poultry value per hen 
(six and three-fifths pounds average live 
weight at eight cents per pound) 
amounted to 177.4 cents, an excess over 
the total cost of 50.4 per cent. This 
makes the showing somewhat the more 
favorable to the larger fowls. In practice 
the cost of keeping through the few last 
months, including the molting season, 
would be saved and the final poultry 
value of the hens probably greater, for 
they would be sold earlier in the season. 


SUMMARY. 


1. Two lots of laying hens, of large’ 


and small breeds respectively, having 
their grain food only dry and whole, ate 
more food at greater cost per fowl and 
for the live weight than did two similar 
lots having about thirty-seven per cent. 
of their grain ground and moistened. 

2. A pen of Leghorns, which had for 
the year thirty-seven per cent. of their 
food ground and moistened grain pro- 
duced eggs at a greater profit than did 
an exactly similar pen fed whole grain. 

3. Of two like pens of Cochins, the 
one fed whole grain produced eggs at 
much less cost than did the pen having 
ground grain, which result is attributed 
partly to the exercise assured in feeding 
whole grain. 

4. With the kinds of whole grain 
ordinarily available it is not possible to 
feed a largely grain ration having as 
narrow a nutritive ratio, that is—contain- 
ing as large a proportion of the nitro- 
genous food constituents, as is perhaps 
necessary for best results from laying 
hens. 

5. By using some of the highly nitro- 
genous by-products with ground grain itis 
possible to teed a somewhat narrow 
ration without. feeding an excessive 
amount of meat. 

6. With hens fed similar rations, when 
the hens of smaller breeds give only the 
same egg yield as the hens of larger 
breeds, the eggs are more cheaply pro- 
duced by the smaller hens, but taking 
into consideration the cost of raising and 
the ultimate poultry value of the hens, 
the profits will be equaily or more favor- 
able for the larger hens. 


La Fleche. 


Fashion prevails far too much with 
poultry fanciers. It is true that certain 
old fashioned breeds hold their own, as 
they ought and probably ever will do, 
Many kinds, however, are tried and dis- 
carded without any fair trial, some of 
them doubtless because they do not 
answer the particular requirements of 
the breeder ; others because they have 
been unduly extolled, and being found 
not to come up to the character given 
them by some over enthusiastic admirer 
are thought good for nothing; others 
simply because their owner is fond of 
novelty, and only bought them as some- 
thing new and uncommon. Among 
breeds which I suspect have not: had a 
fair trial are La Fleche. Some thirty or 
so years have elapsed since French 
poultry came into vogue in England. 
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Creves had beeh known for some time 
before, but were only occasionally seen 
in the ‘‘Any variety” classes of poultry 
shows. Suddenly a regular furore for 
French poultry sprang up ; it was much 
stimulated, if I remember rightly, by 
the sight of the splendid birds, most of 
them imported, then shown by the long- 
since-defunct National Poultry Company, 
and by Coijonel Stuart Wortley. Classes 
were everywhere given for the three 
varieties,. Creves, Houdans, and La 
Fleche, and they took their place as 
recognized breeds. Houdans and Creves 
have held their own, though I learn that 
they, especially the former, have not 
been improved in utility by the very 
arbitrary standards of beauty which have 
been made for them. 


La Fleche have almost entirely dis- 
appeared from English shows; a few 
sometimes compete with Creves, and a 
few are found in ‘‘any variety” classes, 
but anything like a good collection of the 
breed could not, I believe, be made in 
the three kingdoms. Why 1s this? I 
have inquired much, and can get no 
satisfactory answer. I am told that they 
do not thrive in the English climate. 
This may be so, but I have great doubt 
about the truth of the assertion; there is 
much vagueness in 1t, too, for the climates 
of Yorkshire and of Devonshire are very 
dissimilar, and birds which do not thrive 
in one very probably might in the other. 
Certainly La Fleche are not beautiful, 
and probably they are susceptible of cold, 
and for these reasons I fancy no one has 
taken much pains with them. They are 
noble birds, however, when well grown 
and in fine condition, and though their 
horn-like combs perhaps look somewhat 
satanic, we cannot but admire their 
glossy black plumage. 


As they are eminently a breed for use 
and not for fancy, I shall not give any 
minute particulars as to their exhibition 
points. La Fleche is a large breed, 
somewhat long on the leg, but still not 
deficient in breast; their plumage is tight 
and ota glossy black throughout;. they 
have nocombin the ordinary sense of 
the term, but two fleshy horns; their legs 
are slate color; their flesh is white and 
very juicy. The famous poulades of the 
Parisian markets are almost always of 
this breed. ‘They are fair layers of large 
eggs, very like those of Spanish fowls, 
to which they are evidently related. 
There were immense and excellent 
classes of them at the Paris Exhibition, 
though few ot the birds individually 
equalled the finest specimens I have 
seen at Englishshows. Afew years ago 
very fine birds were exhibited by one or 
two Irish breeders, but the grandest 
specimens I have of late seen are those 
that were exhibited at the Crystal Palace, 
Liverpool and Jersey shows. The cock- 
erel which carried off the first prize.and 
a cup at the last Jersey show was a truly 
magnificent bird. I have since inquired 
the weight of a few specimens of various 
breeders, and one from Jersey, soon 
after a long voyage to an English show, 
from which he suffered much, weighed 
11 lbs. 10 ozs., and the hen which went 
with him io lbs. 2 ozs. The owner 
keeps all three French varieties, and 
therefore is an impartial judge of their 
merits. He wrote me in Aprii: ‘‘My 
La Fleche hens have laid all the winter, 
and 1 have not found anege unfertile, 
and yet the winter has been one of the 
coldest and most severe we have had for 
years, and I consider the breed one of 
the best either for laying or eating; I 
find them more hardy and better able to 
stand the cold than the Houdans or 
Creve Coeurs. I keep the three breeds, 
and have given them fair trials. The 
reason why many are discouraged with 
La Fleche in beginning is simply owing 
to the way they feed their birds. I find 
by experience that they must have a 
good and generous diet at all times, but 
above all a good warm mealin the morn- 
ing, and if confined a certain quantity of 
animal food.” 

Such being the opinion on the breed 
given by so good a judge, I should cer- 
tainly advise those who livein a good 
climate in the southern or western 
counties to try La Fleche. Table poul- 
try are terribly neglected in England, 
and any good addition to our breed 1s a 
boon. When a variety has been let 
down as this has it generally gets into 
the hands of a few fanciers whose stocks

recommend that a vigorous cock or two 
be procured froma good French yard 
from time to time. With-a little care I 
feel sure that the breed might succeed 
well inthe hands of a careful poultry- 
man. ea 

Perhaps a few breeders will give their 
opinions on the subject.—Rurus in Pou/-

Pile Leghorns. 


A breed that is steadily gaining ground 
in the public favor—especially with the 
exhibiting fancier—is the handsome and 
useful Pile Leghorn. First brought out, 
some years ago, by that champion variety 
Leghorn manufacturer, Mr. George 
Payne, they now count a goodly number 
of staunch supporters, and rightly so, for 
outside of the undoubted gorgeous 
plumage possessed by the male, as_ well 
as the exquisite harmony of coloring ina 
good exhibition specimen of the female, 
Pile Leghorns have just claims on the 
attentions of the utilitarian in search of a 
hardy and good layer. This variety, at 
least such is our experience, does not 
commence to lay at as early an age as 
either the Whites or the Browns, but it 
takes far more to check their laying 
when once they havestarted, than it does 
in the case of the Browns, or even the 
Whites. Not that we wish in any way to 
ignore the many useful qualities of either 
Browns or Whites; they are both good, 
and, for that matter, all varieties of Leg- 
horns. But if you carefully consider all 
the points of this question, you cannot 
but come to the conclusion that the Piles 
are, as an exhibition and useful breed of 
fowls combined, one of the very best 
varieties of Leghorns that you can keep 
as exhibition poultry. Compared with 
Browns, the Piies greatly excel them in 
hardiness, though they do not average 
quite as many eggs as either the Browns 
or the Whites; yet the number that they 
lay in the cold weather will compare 
most favorably with either the oneor the 
other. Pitted against the Whites as ex- 
hibition fowls, they possess the very 
great advantage that, unless they are 
kept in the very heart of some city, they 
require no washing before sending to a 
show, and this matter of being compelled, 
in most cases, to wash whites before ex- 
hibiting them without doubt deters many 
from ‘‘going in” for that variety. 
Another and very great advantage apper- 
taining to breeding Pile Leghorns in 
preference to either Browns or Whites, is 
that anyone can start {with really good 
stock birds at far less cost than would be 
possible in the case of the other ‘two. 


For the amateur who wishes to get well — 


into ‘‘the swim” as an exhibitor, Pile 
Leghorns offer him every facility... The 
number of exhibitors of this variety is, 
compared with the other, two kinds, but 


small, and hence competition is by no 


means so keen. Continuing the com- 
parison between Piles and the other 
numerous sub-varieties ot the Leghorn, 
we will merely say that Piles throw (if 
from good stock) a far greater percentage 
of exhibition specimens, and this too 
without the employment of across. ‘The 
bird that won first at Birmingham in 
1893, beating Duckwings and _ Buffs, 
besides his own variety, was produced 
from parents which, for six years, had 
been bred from Piles, and Piles only. If 
the novice has to puzzle his brains to 
know what breed of fowls he must put 
into his strain, in order to produce ex- 
hibition specimens, he will, in all prob- 
ability, throw up the variety in disgust; 
but with Piles there is no such necessity. 
Let him obtain really good specimens to 
start with, and we venture to assert he 
will produce as good, if not better, 
average of birds fit for the show pen than 
could be obtained from either of the two 
standard or the many sub-varieties of the 
Leghorn. 

To breed exhibition Pile Leghorns it is 
quite unnecessary to employ two pens (as 
is often the case with many breeds) in 


order to produce good show specimens of: 


either sex. Choose as good an exhibition 


cock as possible, and select the hens to— 


go with him in the following manner: 
For producing good show pullets, let the 
hens themselves be good exhibition 
specimens, that is to say elear from color 
on the wings, rich, deep colored breasts 
free from ticking rich golden striped 
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hackles, large in comb as possible, good 
white lobes, and Leghorn characteristics 
generally. But for producing cockerels, 
pullets should be supplied the exhibition 
male bird too dark for show purposes 
commonly termed ‘‘rosewings,” that is 
those that have a number of colored 
feathers on their shoulders. 
throw by far the richest colored cockerels, 
yet but few pullets worth much from a 
show point of view. These cockerel 
breeding pullets should not have large 
combs; select those with small combs, 
evenly serrated, and, if possible, erect, 
not drooping as in an exhibition pullet. 
But as regards the breeding for comb in 
the cockerels, Pile Leghorns are similar 
to any other breed of large combed fowls, 
inasmuch as the most important point for 
consideration is the comb possessed by 
the stock cock. Select a bird that has a 
thick base to his comb, evenly and well 
setrated, and a comb that, to use a com- 
mon expression, seems as firm as a rock. 
On the other hand, if the male bird is in 
other respects a good show specimen, 
but his comb is inclined to fall over, 
although he will not, as a rule, produce 
cockerels that will maintain their combs 
erect for any length of time, yet the pul- 
eye lets that he produces will, in all prob- 
ae ; ability, excel in comb qualities. As 
Bs chickens Pile Leghorns are one of the 
aa hardiest breeds we have ever reared. 
E - They grow and feather quickly, and if 
the weather is at all mild, are quite 
a capable of taking care of themselves ata 
month old. The wasters in thecockerels 
can usually be picked out at an early age 
and killed off. Those that show hardly 
: aa any color, or those that come brown all 
ae ! over, as some few do, throwing back to 
2 the Browns, may safely be condemned. 

But we would warn breeders of this 

variety from too quickly condemning 

either atoo heavily marked cockerel, or 

too light a colored pullet when in their 

chicken feather. We have known a 

cockerel which, when in his chicken 

feather, possessed as good a colored 

breast as anyone could wish for in a pul- 

let, to moult this out, and obtained in his 

adult plumage a perfectly white breast, 

without a single colored feather. Then, 
ae too, we have seen pullets quite white on 


se? into good colored breasted birds in their 
ey adult stage. Few breeds are more 
fe. attractive in appearance than a really 
2 good pen of Pile Leghorns, and we are 
ee confident they only require to be better 
known, their beauty seen, and their in- 
trinsic value as egy producers understood, 
to at once mount the ladder of fame and 
to become one of the most popular 
2 varieties of the show pen.—E. Cons in 
es feathered World, England.

Chicken Chat. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 


In your issue of July 13th, I see that 
Mr. H. S. Babcock has had a queer dis- 
ease affecting his fowls. Now I have 
had similar cases and could not find any 
cause for the complaint. The comb 
turned dark, the bird had diarrhoea and 
gradually lost strength, but unlike Mr. 
Babcock’s, mine had no cheesy matter 
around the eyes, but the eyes possessed a 
sleepy, far-away look. At last the bird 
failed to digest his food and so died. A 
few days another cock bird seemed to be 
going the same road, but before he got 
real bad I gave him two strong doses of 


their breasts in chickenhood, moult out | Hpsom salts, and in a day or two he was 


all right and now shows no signs of the 
complaint. I have lost several’ valuable 
birds by this disease and was feeling 
somewhat blue when the last one showed 
signs. The next one that shows any 
symptoms I will treat in the same way 
and await results, but I don’t want any 
more, for it seems to me that it is a 
“‘bound-to-die” disease. As Mr. Babcock 
is a scientific poultryman, I would like to 
hear from him in regard to my remedy. 


Again I have grown tired. This time 
it is because Mr. P. H. Jacobs, editor of 
the grand old Pouliry-Keeper, still de- 
clares it is ‘‘lice’ when anyone writes 
him that their chicks die. Now I have 
lost quite a few this year and I know it is 
not lice or the remedies I used on them 
that killed them. At first, although I 
cotild see no lice, I was almost sure they 
were there. I had them in the brooder, 
so I thoroughly cleaned it and then 
weut to work at the chicks until I was 
certain they were free from the pests, 
but those chicks would still die. The 
brooder was run just the same as it had 
been for previous hatches and they were 
fed almost exactly the same. 
I had a few hens setting, so I concluded 
to free them from any close companions 
they might have before the chicks 
hatched and then leave the chicks with 
the hens. I fed these chicks very care- 


fully and was particular to keep them] 


free from lice, but the first thing I knew, 
those began to sleep on their backs, and 
this knocked me clean out. I began 
dreaming about dead chickens at night, 
and in the morning I dreaded to go near 
them. My constant mental inquiry was 
what is the cause? Was it the dry 
weather? Was it the extreme heat in the 
day and the cool nights? Had the breed- 
ing stock strong vitality, or were they 
(the breeding stock) fed right, or—well 
{ thought of dozens of things, but still I 
think the real cause has not entered our 
thoughts yet, however, Iam getting over 
sorrowing for the late lamented, and am 
devoting my time to develop the re- 
mainder into first-class specimens.

aes Shape Make the Breed P 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 

In looking over some back numbers of 
THe AMERICAN FANCIER which have ac- 
cumulated during a short absence from 
home, I notice that Mr. Zimmer attempts 
to explain what is meant by the state- 
ment ‘‘shape makes the breed.” in 
asking for this information it was not my 
intention to call out any discussion of the 
proposition, although I can see no 
objection to ventilating the subject even 
in hot weather. - There is no occasion 
for those who do not accept as truth this 
statement, getting warm under the 
collar, whatever may be the danger to 
the other side, which Mr. Zimmer seems 
to apprehend. However, I should have 
nothing further to offer on the subject, 
were it not tor a few inconsistencies con- 
tained in Mr. Zimmer’s article. In 
calling attention to them I hope to be 
able to express my ideas in such a man- 
ner that the readers of THE AMERICAN 
FANCIER will not accuse me of ‘‘filling in 
between points with wind” or of writing 
for the purpose of ‘‘having something 
appear over my signature in a poultry 
journal.” In his explanation Mr. Zim- 
mer admits at the outset that shape is 
the result of breeding. Had he stopped 
there, there would have been no chance 
for an argument, but instead of doing so 
he re-asserts the original proposition. 
Now if ‘‘shape makes the breed” it 1s the 
cause, if itis the result of selection in 
breeding, then it is an effect, but it 
cannot be both cause and effect. 

Mr. Zimmer tells us that he places 
shape far above color, but he will have to. 
adiit that from the fancier’s standpoint, 
unless he has the correct color and mark- 
ings, that perfect shape does not cut 
much of a figure. Take his illustration 
of the White Langshan with Plymouth 
Rock shape but clear in color, he says he 
would cut that bird until its owner would 
not feel flattered over the score. Thatis 
perfectly right, such a bird should be 
taken to the block instead of the show 
room. But Mr. Zimmer does not tell us 
that he would have to disqualify the 
specimen if he had one black feather in 
his plumage even if his shape were _per- 
fect. The standard, in numerous 
instances disqualifies for color, but in no 
case for shape unless it is a deformity. 
Now I am not saying that this is as it 
should be, but it is the law. The fact is, 
that neither shape nor color make the 
breed, although both may indicate it, 
the latter with the greatest certainty. 
Shape like color is sure to follow careful 
selection, and a close study of the laws 
of breeding, and it is not necessary to 
sacrifice one for the other to any great 
extent. I notice that Mr. Sternberg says 
that the bred shape is found nowhere 
except in the breed. This may apply to 
Cochins but it does not apply to Wyan- 
dottes, orin my opinion to any of the 
American breeds. 

My neighbor has some black hens. In 
outline they are typical Wyandottes, and 
yet I do not suppose—in fact, I know— 
that they have not a drop of Wyandotte 
blood or the blood of any pure breed in 
their make up. They are simply hens. 
But if breed shape is only found in the 
breed, and ‘‘if shape makes the breed, 
and color the variety,” those hens are 
Black Wyandottes, although their 
progeny may show all the colors and all 
the combinations of colors common to 
chickendom. Everybody knows that 
this 1s nonsense, but itis the only con- 
clusion if this proposition is followed to 
its limits.

This is one of the old varieties of fancy 
pigeons mentioned by Moore, Brent and 
other old writers, but from their descrip- 
tion Icansee no difference between it 
and the fairy of to-day, it being described 
as of same shape as the Swallow, having 
a spot on its forehead, shell crowned, 
pure white body and wings with excep- 
tion of the flights, which arecolored same 
as spot of color on forehead, and with 
colored booting. This is exactly the 
description of a fairy, and so I conclude 
they are one and the same pigeon, 

masquerading under different names. 


GERMAN TOYS. 


Under the head of German Toys, are 


classed a great variety of beautiful 
pigeons originating in central and south- 
ern Europe, whose value consists alone 


in the acuracy of their markings and a 


proper distribution of coloring. Lacking 
these teatures they are little’ better than 
Mongrels, and lose all value as fancy 
pigeons. To breed them therefore in 


such amanneras to preserve the accuracy ~ 


of marking and coloring, calls into~ex- 
ercise the best skill of the fancier, and 
has doubtless taxed the faculties of the 
old breeders for hundreds of years. “he 
variety is so numerous that we can but 
wonder how they were ever originated, 
to savy nothing of being perpetuated. 
They are as varied in form and distribu- 
tion of feathers as they are in coloring, 
some being broad in body and low in 
stature like the Swallows and the Fairies, 
Shields, Crescents, Monks and _ Lieiz. 
Others slender in form and more 
upstanding like the Priest, Magpie, 
Helmet, Spot, Brunswick, Nuns, Arch- 
angel, Breaster and a host of kindred 
varieties. Some have feathered legs and 
feet, others plain legs or devoid of feath- 
ers. Some have shells or caps at the 
back of the head, others are peak or point 
headed, and still others plain or devoid of 
caps or peaks. But with all these 
variations of form, feathers and coloring, 


there still exists a law for a proper. 


arrangement of these several qualities 


|necessary to constitute a perfect bird, 


and theleast variation from this inflexible 


law consigns the subject to the plebian 


rank of a ‘‘scrub.” With such strict re- 
quirements to make a perfect bird, it can 
easily be seen how much care is needed 
in mating and matching for breeding. 
What a study it must be to so mingle the 
blood as to produce the desired results 
and how none but the most patient and 
persevering can ever become successful 
breeders. ‘To do this properly, requires 


years of experience, and this is no doubt. 


the true secret of success in the case of 
the German fancier.

Before filling any order, some care 
should be taken to find out the buyer’s 
option. Usually this task is by no means 
simple, as the natural query, ‘‘Do you 
want style or spread?” often evokes a 
hasty reply which tritely reads ‘‘both.” 
When the seller receives but $10 for two 
Fantails, such a demand is difficult to 
fully comply with. Would-be customers 
ought to bear in mind that specimens of 
typical style are not quite tailless. 
Neither do well-bred Fantails with extra 
large spreads generally have bodies 
totally devoid of standard symmetry. 
A frank expression of preference prevents 
much misunderstanding, and speedily 
paves the way to mutually satisfactory 
trade. State explicitly what you require. 

A deal of judgment is called for when 
the fancier singles out sale specimens 
and decides upon: the material to be left 
for future loft work. The best show 
Fantails are not always the most suitable 
to retain for further betterment. Those 
reserved should not only be strong on 
points where the strain is inclined to fail, 


but should also be fit to form a series of 


progressive matings. Almost every year 
one hears some thorough breeder say: 
“Although my Fantails are extra fine 
this season, they match badly for throw- 
ing better birds.” A loft full of prize 
pairs, or ‘‘premium winners,” if the term 
is preferred, may be but stubborn stock 
from which to produce pigeons of equal 
merit. ‘The same slight outs may mar 
the lot, and these common failings are 
about sure to wax glaring unless offset 
by crossing with distantly related in- 
dividuals of counter types. Being the 
result of long continued selection, the 
present show Fantail is bred to so fine a 
point that added excellence is hardly 
possible. Poised, as it were, on the apex 
of the standard pyramid, a_ finished 
specimen needs most scientific mating to 
duplicate its wonderful properties. Pair 
‘ta small Shaker with the largest possible 
spread” to another of the same stamp, 
and weedy youngsters carrying thin taiis 
are apt to be the chief crop. ‘Tiny flaws 
scarcely seen in the jaunty parents 
bristle with new vigor upon their frail 
offspring. Nature visibly protests against 
over-refinement, and plainiy calls for a 
dash of coarser blood to hold the strain 


‘at highest pitch. All capable breeders 


carry a certain per cent. of rugged stock 


birds to keep their annual output from 
falling off in virility and sound feather. 
“Among the main requisites for producing 


high class Fantails are solid centres, 
trailing wings, circular tails well rounded 
down at the lower sides, slender necks, 
Scottish shake and shape of body,, and 
hard plumage. Count is also quite 
important when so evenly placed as to 
augment that firm tail thickness which 
experts strive for. 

One exeellent selling plan consists in 
disposal 
specimens every fall. A careful estimate 


of fancy value is made for each bird, the 


figures being based upon both points and 
pedigree. The unseen inside ancestry 


_of blood has a certain commercial rating. 
‘The grand Fantail bred from parents of 


like merit is really worth far more money 


than any similar looking ‘‘accidental.” 


Truly ‘‘His Accidency” may win many 


_ blue cards, but his utility is usually 


bounded by the wires of a regulation 
show-pen. ‘‘Chance” Fantails at times 
may serve to pttsh some careless fancier 
into passing notoriety, but permanent 
success can only be assured by using 
pigeons whose points are fixed in the 
blood through steady line selection. 
When once prices are fixed, reductions 
better not be made unless specimens 
depreciate from accident or disease. All 
buyers thus get the same Fantails for 
the same figures. If a customer lives in 
California and orders by letter, ‘‘sight 
unseen,” or if he comes in person to 
pick from the loft, list prices ought to 
rule both trades. ‘'One price only,” and 
that a just one, is the golden rule for 
honest fanciers. 
CHAPTER K.—DISEASE AND ITS RESTRAINT. 


That dull old saw ‘‘an ounce of preven- 
tion 1s worth a pound of cure,” cuts pigeon 
medication to the core. Drugs able to 
produce dire effects upon a fancier are 
disposed of without visible effort by his 
feathered patients. Since dosing so 
seldom conquers Fantail ills, the thought- 
ful breeder ever relies upon space, sun- 
shine and pure air to keep his stock at 
physical par. The sanitary environs 
with which some collections are expected 
to thrive ought to be standing discredits 
to the heedless men who thus disgrace 
the name of fanciers. Blindly hugging 
the delusive idea that ‘‘blood will tell” 
anyhow, pigeons of purest pedigree are 
forced to drag out a crowded existence, 
penned in dark and filthy quarters. 
Meanwhile, their grumbling keeper 
wonders ‘‘why my birds are always going 
wrong.” No living animal stands stillin 
its bodily condition. Up or down with- 
out pause sways the balance of health. 
1o pin faith upon ‘‘blood,” poverty 
stricken by impure air, improper food, or 
unclean quarters is the acme of folly. 
How can an aristocratic pedigree confer 
the power of breeding wonders upon a 
pigeon - weakened by disease—laden 


‘accommodations? Animal vigor must be 


the basis for transmitting beauty, espec- 
ially when that beauty is partially an 
artificial quality, evolved by selective 
skill. Outward signs of this exuberant 
vitality are readily read. ‘The sparkling 
eye, the elastic step, the full-toned voice, 
the wax-like fit of feathering, all visibly 
declare the living energy that surges 
briskly through every vein. Permanent 
success with Fantails can be built upon 
no other basis than this electric, nervous 
stamina. R

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Samuel Cushman, manager of the 
poultry division of the Rhode, Island 
Experiment Station, sends us _ the 
following: 


“The R. I. Poultry Association, in an 
endeavor to increase the public value of 
its annual exhibition, is paying especial 


attention to securing exhibits that are of 


interest and value to the farmer and 
market poultry raiser. Exceedingly 
liberal premiums are offered on turkeys, 
geese, ducks, Guinea fowl (both on pure 
bred and crosses), on fowls other than 
pure bred, on dressed poultry of all 
kinds, on eggs and on incubators and 
brooders. 

This and other societies that have in 
the past offered prizes on eggs or dressed 
poultry have usually made the amount 
of the premium so small that no one 
would compete. When the prizes have 
been made larger usually no more 
entries are received, because the expert 
producers who would be able to exhibit 
have not heard of it in time or have not 
become interested until too late. By the 
time their attention is called to the 
matter they have engaged or sold their 
product and have nothing to exhibit. 

Exhibitors. of pure 
regularly prepare for the annual 
exhibitions and can exhibit on short 
notice, but they rarely compete in the 
dressed poultry or egg classes. This, we

believe, is the reason why attempts to 
secure exhibits otf eggs and _ poultry 
dressed by experts have usually failed. 
That this may not be the case with this 
class of exhibits at our next show we 
now send out for the use of the press a 
brief summary of the prizes offered for 
practical exhibits. We hope that you 
will feel that it is of sufficient interest to 
your readers to merit publication in your 
paper.” .

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Practical experience is a good thing, 
and we often read about what practical 
poultry farmers have to say on chicken 
matters. Being practical and having 
had experience makes these men’s 
Opinions appear very valuable to the 
average reader. 
choice sample of practical reasoning 
from an exchange: 


“Dwight Herrick, of Ogle county, IIL, 
in the Practzcal Farmer, writes: After 
ten years of experience and observation 
in the management of poultry, with its 
successes and its failures, with incubator 
and sitting hens, with roup and cholera, 
with this breed and that breed, breeding 
for points and breeding for eggs, with 
artificial heat and without, with great 
anticipation and utter discouragement, 
I would, if commencing over again, 
choose the Plymouth Rocks as the best 
general purpose fowl for the farm. They 
are. good layers, good sitters, good for 
market, either as broilers or when full 
grown; compact in build, have yellow 
legs and skin, handsome plumage and 
breed quite true. Bee, 

Yes, the Leghorn is a better layer, but 
who wants to eat a Leghorn? or wants to 
take such miserable little eggs to market 
tor the same price that full-sized eggs 
bring?” | 

Thousands of farmers have no doubt 
read the above paragraph, and to many 
of them it will be law and gospel. But 
it is a very mischievous ‘“‘stickful of 
type” to travelthe circuit. It does the 


Leghorns a great injustice, to say the 


least. There are plenty of people with 
less practical experience than Mr. 
Herrick that wz// eat Leghorns, 


especially when the latter are young and 
tender. The Leghorn makes a very fair 
broiler, very nearly as good as the 
Plymouth Rock. As to the size of the 
eggs, we would advise the Illinois 
gentleman with practical experience to 
visit the New York markets. He will 
find the Leghorn eggs in great demand, 
excellent in size, and -bringing higher 
prices than the average brown eggs. 
There are less culls among Leghorn 
than among Plymouth Rock eggs. This 
holds good as a rule with all white eggs, 
in comparison with brown eggs, where 
the choicest products or selections. are 
marketed. ‘There is not the slightest 
doubt that well selected brown eggs from 


Brahmas, Langshans, Wyandottes, and 


Plymouth Rocks are very saleable and 
also surpassing in quality, but the egg 
machines—-the Leghorns—will be found 
the most profitable as layers of all fowls 
known. ‘They are very closely followed 
by Minorcas, Andalusians, and Anconas 
in the number laid per pullet or hen, 
while eggs of the latter average larger 
in size. Where quality and not quantity 
is desired, the beautiful large white ego 
of the La Fleche is unsurpassed. 
* 
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Richness and quality of the edible 
part of the egg is dependent more on 
the food taken by the hen’ than the 
variety she belongs to. There are 
plenty of eggs poor in quality laid by 
hens that have been forced for big yields, 
and certain breeds are often unjustly

Bros. of England. Theartist (?) evidently 
did the block with a view to airing his 
printing capabilities, for the inscription 
forms the major portion of the cut, and 
is executed with many an artistic flourish.

On 
the second day of 1894, the total gate 
money came to £504 12s. 5d., while this 
year, notwithstanding the inclement 


weather, no less a sum than £565 9s. 2d. 


was taken by the society. ‘I‘he number 
of visitors who passed the turnstiles in 
1894 was 12,504, while the total at the 
exhibition held last week, notwithstand- 
ing the dull surroundings, was 12,526.” 
‘The attendance at Preston show last 
week showed, we regret to say, a great 
falling off from that which patronized 


_ the Bolton fixture last year. ‘The figures 


were: First day, Bolton, 4,152; Preston, 
2,423; second day, Bolton, 9647; Preston, 
7,500; third day, Bolton, 19,551; Preston, 
11,554.” | | 
Compare the above figures with those 
at our best attended shows in this country 
and it will dawn upon the unsophisticated 
that we are ‘‘not in it” with the English. 


We believe 14,000 people patronized the 


New York show two years ago, and this 
included six days. It may suit certain 
ignorant scribes on this side of the 
Atlantic to sneer at English fowls and 
breeders, but the solid. fact remains that 
England is a small country of many 
fanciers, while America 1s made up of 
few fanciers ina very bigcountry. What 
fanciers we have are doing grand work 
under almost discouraging circumstances, 
but as the country grows older and people 
begin to get back from King Mammon’s 
influence to solid enjoyment of country 
life, the love or fancy for fowls and other 
stock will increase greatly and there will 
be less shows ‘‘go up the flume” for the 


want of public patronage.

Poultty and Eggs. 


The census report of poultry and eggs 
for the year 1890 shows that in the 
United States there were 258,871,125 
chickens, 10,844,060 turkeys, 8,440,175 
geese and 7,544,980 ducks, or a total of 
285,699,440 fowls of-all kinds, which, at 
25 cents each. are valued at $71,469,860. 
There were $18,249,201 dozens of eggs 
produced, which, valued at 12} cents per 
dozen, amount to $102,281,150. This 1s 
a large sum for one year, and reaches 
now probably $200,000,000 per year for 
both poultry and eggs, being not yery 
far behind the wheat crop in value.

Notes and Comments.

I note that a correspondent of the 
Washington Poultry Journal is having 
trouble with coyotes. If the coyotes of 
that far western state are any worse 
than the domestic tom-cat of the state of 
Ohio, I have a deep sympathy for 
western breeders. } 

I lost nearly one hundred fine Black 
Wyandotte and Light Brahma chicks by 
the depredations of a single white tom- 
cat during the month: of July. -I hired a 
man to watch several days, and got out 
of bed long before daylight several 
mornings before I finally got sight of the 
intruder. He came bounding over the 
fence with a chick in his mouth, and was 
loping away with a satisfied expression 
on his countenance when a load of No. 8 
bird shot from my trusty breech-loader 
caught him fairly amid-ships. For about 
two minutes the air seemed to be full of 
tom-cat. He took high leaps in the air, 
his bushy tail standing as straight as a 
broom handle. Thinking best not to 
take any chances I favored him with the 
second barrel which effectually quieted 
him. The neighbors flocked out en- 
masse thinking some tzrrible case of 
homicide was in progress, and were 
rather dissappointed at finding only the 
corpse of a large white male feline lying 
peacefully on the turf with the body of 
an eight weeks old chick at his side. 

I havn’t lost a chick since, but the kill- 
ing came too late todo me much good. 
I will be very short of chicks this season, 
the depredations of this single cat losing 
me several hundred dollars. It is re- 
markable -how many chicks a cat will 
destroy when the despicable habit is 
once formed. The above deceased cat 
while robbing me of about too chicks 
was busily engaged killing chicks for 


}several neighbors. His decease was an 


occasion for rejoicing in the neighbor- 
hood.

The Southern Poultry fournaé re- 
marks as follows: 

‘“‘We notice that several breeders are 
offering, through the different poultry 
journals to sell young chickens at a low 
price. We think this would be a good 
plan for both buyers and sellers. ‘The 
seller gets rid of all his surplus stock, 
has ny culls left and avoids the risk of 
loss while the buyer oftentimes secures 
extra fine birds at a low price. Our 
people want birds, and we think they 
will snap up offers ot this-kind, especially 
from those who have the reputation of 
breeding only fine stock.” 

There are, however, grave objections 
to this plan among which is the fact that 
the purchase and sale of half-grown 
chicks is, as arule, simply a -chance 
game. Except with some solid colored 
breeds, nothing certain can be known of 
the ultimate outcome of a chick until he 
has his complete mature plumage and 
form. The result is that the fancier 
takes the risk of selling his very best 
birds for a song, and the purchaser of 
buying birds which may, ina few months, 
be fit only for the pot. On the whole it 
is better to deal in older stock.

How many times do we see pictured 
before us some drawing made to 
represent a perfect specimen of a breed, 
and in that drawing we can see the 
outlines of an ideal we have been 
striving for but never have been able to 
produce. | 

The picture may differ from our idea 
cf perfection, it being the 1deal type of 
another country’s breeders, but knowing 
what they strive to produce we can but 
admire their success, while we doubt the 
degree of perfection we see outlined 
when we compare it mentally with our 
own efforts and the best birds of our 
prevailing type we have ever owned or 
seen. When the breed happens to be an 
American production, as in the -case 
following, it is apt to come home to us 
the more forcibly, and while we would 
congratulate the producer, there is a 
lingering doubt in our minds that the 
picture is overdrawn. % 

In the July 26th issue of the -Fanczers’ 
Gazette, England, appears a delineation 
by Chatterton of a Silver Wyandotte 
hen, a great winner in England. The 
illustration appears the more striking 
when ranged alongside of Mr. Lenton’s 
trio reproduced from a photograph in 
Poultry Monthly for August. The 
English illustration shows a hen with the 
Sebright type of lacing, and looks very 
beautiful. While the American breeder 
has never tried for this type, the success 
as depicted by the English artist has 
never been approached with the same 
regularity in our best specimens of our 
heavier laced type as bred in this country. 
With the rush for open centered birds, 
not even by accident has a female ever 
been produced in this country with laced 
teathers on both breast and back, with 
the same width of lacing on each, of the 
narrow Sebright type bordering the 
entire feather. 

Passing from this to the American 
birds, we see a much heavier lacing 
identical with the best specimens we 
have so far been able to produce. It is 
just possible that at the time popular 
fancy drifted awav from what we call 
the ‘‘old Houdlette type,” the English 
fancier kept on, with the resuit we see 
depicted in the Fanczers’ Gazetie., Still, 
I am loth to believe our brothers on the 
other side have made greater progress 
in perfecting the breed than we.

lacing. Itis not a Wyandotte lacing, it 
isa Sebright lacing, and our fanciers 
will do better to try for the more medium 
type first before flopping from one 
extreme to the other.

OSCAR F, MITTENDORF, 
Lincoln, Ill., July 25, 1895, 


Wotm Pits For Fouls. 


Ld 

You can easily convince yourself of the 
avidity of hens for worms and insects, 
which they prefer to the best wheat. 
Authors who have studied the question 
of hens’ food have only spoken very 
vaguely of the employment of insects 
and worms. Worm pits for feeding 
fowls seem to have been employed long 
ago. Olivier de Serres, who wrote dur- 
ing the reign of Henry IV of France, 
mentions artificial worm pits, but he 
does not seem to have employed them. 
He merely says that they can feed a 
large number of fowls, and keep them in 
good condition. Rosier states that he 
employed them with great success, add- 
ing that if an unlimited supply is given 
to the fowls they become too fat, which 
injures their laying qualities. Too much 
of anything is bad. Fowl keepers now 
know, or ought to know, that to derive 
profit from animals they must have dis- 
tinct food for fattening and for laying. 

Artifictal Worm Pzts.—The construc- 
tion of artificial worm pits for feeding 
fowls is very beneficial. ‘The grub of the 
meat fly is very palatable to fowls, and 
when exclusively fed with it the hens are 
fertile, strong, and very healthy-looking. 
The larva of the meat fly seems to con- 
tain a principle or fixed oil which posses- 
ses in the highest degree nutritious, tonic, 
and stimulating properties. Chickens 
from the age of four to five days can be 
fed exclusively with this grub. Those 
which receive this food grow strong and 
rapidly develop; they are free. from 
languid diseases which destroy a large 
number the first twenty days after birth. 

In 500 pullets reared by this system 
not one died of weakness or debility. 
For those who rear chickens on a large 
scale, the employment of larve has the 
double advantage of being an economic 
food capable of insuring success. 

Young Turkeys, so difficult to rear 
until a certain age, thrive wonderfully 
when fed on fly larvae, chopped onions, 
and some entire grains of pepper. 
Pheasants and Guinea Fowls also thrive 
well on fly larvee, which can be employed 
instead of ants’ larvee. 

Construction of Pit.—The pit intended 
for worms should be dug in a dry place, 
exposed to the sun and away from the 
wind. As fermentation takes place un- 
pleasant exhalations escape,consequentlv 
these pits should be at some distance 
from the dwelling house, on the one 
hand, in order to avoid the influence of 
putrid miasma, and on the other to pre- 
vent the complaints of neighbors, who 
would have a right to complain to the 
sanitary authorities. 

The capacity of a worm pit may vary 
ad infinitum; however, the conditions of 
success and the speedy development of 
the larvee demand certain geometrical 
proportions. 
generally due to the excessive depth of 
the pits. When casks are employed suc- 
cess is only partial on account of the 
great depth comparatively with the sur- 
face. 

Geometrical Proportions of Pzt.—The 
best dimensions for rapid development of 
larvee and their multiplication is 3 feet 
3 371 inches deep, and 6 feet 6 742 wide. 
The length is of no consequence, and may 
vary according to the number of hens to 
be fed. Fora flock of 3000 fowls it may 
be to 936 to 16 4o4 yards 1n length. The 
bottom of the pit should be hard enough 
to imprison the laryee, which on reaching 
the period of metamorphosis into chrysal- 
ides endeavor to bury themselves in the 
ground. ‘This bottom then can be made 
of flat stones, united with lime moftar. 
Clay kneaded and beaten also prevents 
the larve from passing. ‘There must be 
an enclosure wall, which can be built of 
stones or bricks, united by lime mortar. 
This single wall, with one row of stones, 
should be 3 937 inches to 5 906 inches 
above the ground. The last row of 
stones should project 2 to 2% inches over 
the pit to prevent the larvae from escap- 
ing. Small galleries should be made in 
the thickness of the enclosure wall to 
provide a refuge for a certain number of 
larvee, which for want of a better place 
enter them to be metamorphosed into 
chrysalides and flies. By this simple, 
easy method the materials which com- 
pose succeeding pits are more rapidly 
charged with flies capable of reproducing

Failures we heard of were 


The heat of fermentation hatches flies 
at all seasons, which multiply larve by 
their laying. Shelters are necessary to 
protect the pits against wind and rain; 
rain or water is very injurious. A straw 
shelter is quite sufficient. A door must 
be made in the enclosure wall to a level 
with the soil in order to be able to collect 
the crop of larvae: this door consists of a 
sliding board, which runs in two grooved 
posts fixedin the wall. ‘The following 
are the materials requisite for 3000 fowls: 

I. Rye straw chopped rather fine, 33 
inches thick on the bottom of the pit, 
3 qrs. 4 185 lbs. 

II. Fresh horse dung, 1% inch thick, 
spread on the top of the straw without 
pressing. 

Ill. Vegetable mould, 1% inch thick. 
Hotbed mould is preferable on account of 
the large amount of humus it contains. 

IV. The substances above mentioned 
are sprinkled with 22 pounds of blood 
from slaughtered animals, or entrails or 
remnants of meat from such animals are 
placed on the top. | 

V. Asecond layer formed of all the 
above substances. 

VI. A third similar layer. 

Maize straw can be employed instead 
of rye, but wheat is not so good. 

All these materials should not be 
pressed too much, as the larve require 
air and freedom to develop. 


Attention to be Given to Worm Pits. 
—Having described the construction of 
these pits, we shall now speak of the 
further care required to keep them in 
proper condition, and for this purpose 
cannot do better than quote from Trazfe 
Ratsonne de Gallino Culture. The 
hens must not, under any circumstances, 
be allowed to enter the pit; in summer 
they can be covered with brambles, and 
in winter with straw mats, or better with 
glass garden frames. If the rain water 
entered 1t would destroy the larvz; ‘in 
all cases dampness and cold delay their 
development. 

Transformation of Larve into Chrys- 
alzdes.—The materials of which a worm 
pit is composed, once collected and 
arranged as described, quickly begin to 
ferment, and soon a multitude of small 
larvee appear, hatched from the eggs of 
several varieties of carnivorous flies, 
most of which are green or brilliant blue 
in color. At first these larvee are small, 
but they soon grow, some to the size ofa 
grain of wheat, and others to- that of a 
fine barley grain. In this state they 
contain a white juice—milky, aromatic, 
and very nutritious for fowls and fish, 
Hens and pullets are exceedingly fond of 
them, and, as we remarked before, they 
abandon allotherfoodforthem. During 
summer these larve acquire complete 
development in eight or nine days. The 
substances of which the pit is composed 
imperceptibly grow dry and spongy, a 
certain and clear proof that the larve 
have exhausted the juices produced by 
fermentation of these substances. The 
moment has now arrived to begin the 
harvest of larvee, and distribute them to 
the hens. Just as plants purify the air 
in absorbing the gases injurious to 
animals, in the same way the larve of 
flies are born, live, and grow in the 
midst of these gases. The larvze seem 
then to be commissioned by Proyidence, 
by consuming these gases and the sub- 
stances from which they are formed, to 
remove the causes of infection which 
depend upon the putrefaction of veget- 
able and animal substances. 

Metamorphosis of Larva.—They 
begin to be transformed into chrysalides 
about the twelfth day after birth. 
Firstly, they become hard and then 
begin to turn yellow at the extremities, 
and then in the centre. They are then 
devoid of motion, yellow, hard, and in 
this state they contain, like larvae, a 
white aromatic, milky juice, equally 
nutritious. The hen, pullet, young 
Pheasant, young Turkey, and Guinea 
Fowl are just as fond of the chrysalides 
as of the larvee, and the same results are 
obtained. In the state of chrysalides, 
the motionless larvee, like the larvz or 
eggs of ants, can be preserved long 
enough to form a winter store, but a 
low temperature is requisite for mainten- 
ance of this state of things and for their 
preservation. 

Remarks.—When the larvee have con- 
sumed all the juices of the materials 
composing the pit, which are then dry

modus operandi is rather odd, and 
denotes a very high degree of the instinct 
of self-preservation in these tiny beings. 
When escape is possible they make a 
kind of noise; this is the trumpet note 
ordering an advance, and indicating the 
road to follow. Firstly, larvee seem to 
be sent out as scouts to find safe quarters 
suitable for metamorphosis into perfect 
insects. All these preliminaries con- 
cluded, the larve sally forth in regiments, 
following each other like ants and sound- 
ing their trumpets; they clear a road for 
themselves, and all being well, they 
quickly evacuate their birth-place and 
leave nothing to the poultry keeper to 
remunerate him for his labor and ex- 
penses.. As we can observe, the fly-larvze 
has the instinct of social animals, and 
imperious Nature teaches it that, for 
metamorphosis, it must find solitary 
hidden places with a suitable tempera- 
ture. These wonderful instincts are a 
sufficient proof that the keeper should 
take all the precautions in construction 
which we have indicated. 


Seasons.—Can these pits be constructed 
in all seasons? Yes. Yet one might 
think that during winter it would not be 
possible to construct them, and that thus 
it would be necessary to feed fowls during 
this season with grain and other food. 
This ida is merely the result of not fol- 
lowing the instructions given. ‘The re- 
sults are not so quickly obtained in 
winter, but they can be completely. 
However, to hasten fermentation the 
quantity of fresh horse dung must be 
doubled. It has been proved for a long 
time that at all times of the year it is 


possible to obtain fly larvee, Carnivorous | 


flies, called also meat flies, like all those 
which only live long enough to propa- 
gate the species, are destitute of digestive 
organs. When arrived at the state of 
fly, or perfect insect, they do not eat, 
therefore they seek no food. ‘Their only 
occupation, during this ephemeral exist- 
ence 1s laying to propagate by their eggs 
their species.. This propagation and the 
places where these flies deposit their 
fertile eggs are yet, in the case of very 
many species, a mystery unsolved by 
man. We sometimes observe the carni- 
vorous fly on butchers’ meat, dead bodies, 
not to eat, as it has no digestive organs, 


and therefore could not doso, but merely 


to find some suitable place for hatching 
its eggs, and assuring the existence of 
its progeniture. Its instinct of propaga-— 
tion aids it to discover the means of 
penetrating even the most hidden 
anfractuosities of dead animals, the fold- 
ing of a membrane, the interstices of the © 
muscles. These are the favorite haunts 
of this fly when it finds dead bodies.. In 
such favorable conditions as those offered 


by a pit composed as we described, this — 


fly finds all the. elements requisite to 
ensure success in hatching its eggs, 
which are laid with startling rapidity.

Crop of Larve.—When the larve 
have acquired their full development as 
we described, they must be given to the 

hens twice daily. To collect them with 
_ ease and profit you must open the door 

of the pit and with a wooden spade you 
take about double the amount you intend 
to give on account of the mixture of 
substances forming the pit. By making 
a recess on the side of the pit, outside 
the enclosure wall and lower than the 
ground on which the pit rests, and 
placing a narrow vessel, or even a cask 
with one end knocked out, in this recess, 
you can obtain a lot of larve without 
mixture with anything. You can under- 
stand that there must be an opening in 
the enclosure wall furnished with a pipe 
for the passage of larvee on a level with 
the ground of the pit. When the larve 
_are fully developed and are about to be 
metamorphosed into chrvsalides, they 
escape by this opening and fall into the 
vessel placed there for their reception. 

This method has the advantage of 

making it possible to ration the hens, 

and nothing is easier than to mark a 

scale on each vessel to indicate the 

weight ot larve necessary for each 
distribution. A number of these vessels 
can be placed around the pit. | 
_ Destrzbution of Larve.—The larvee 
should be distributed on hard ground, 
because on a loose soil many of them 
would make their escape. A weight of 

2 ozs. 1°863 drachms to 2 ozs, 13.151 

drachms of larvee per day, according to 
the breed and size of the hens, is 

sufficient to well feed a fowl for twenty- 
four hours. A greater amount, though 
favorable for fattening, would injure 
laying, and with less the hen would need 
some additional food, not for nourish- 
ment, but to ballast its stomach. 


OTHER KINDS OF PITS, 

Brewery grains can be employed for 
making worm pits. This fresh residue, 
yet charged with moisture, soon begins 
to ferment, and betore long the surface 
is covered with small fly larve; these 
last lot only go away from it when the 
fecula is exhausted. The mass then 
becomes dry and spongy. Perhaps, also, 
‘other kinds of straw than those we have 
mentioned might be employed for worm 
pits with success,. but we have not 
sufficient information to express an 

opinion in this matter. We do know, 


~~ however, that the refuse of starch works, 


and wheat and barley bran, damaged 
flour and grain, potato fecula, can be 
employed for their construction. In 
summer the limbs or pieces of dead 
quickly 
become filled with larvee, which fall off 
when the time of their metamorphosis 
into chrysalides has arrived. It is

These larvz are very

insects. The larve and perfect insect 
live not merely on animal substances in 
a state of decomposition, such as 


carnivorous flies which come to deposit 
their eggs in the worm pits. This Silpha 
attacks and devours its own larvee when 
deprived of other food. 


Another variety of Silpha is mentioned 
by naturalists as attacking and destroy- 
ing caterpillars or larve of the butterfly 
found on young oak leaves. Our Silpha 
resembles this last in its tastes, if not of 
the same variety. We have not yet 
invented a method for arresting these 
destructive insects in their invasion of 
worm pits, but their ravages are greatly 
limited by killing them as soon as thev 
appear, because they remain at the 
surface, and penetrate very little into 
the thickness of the substances arranged 
as we described. 


Products of Pits.—We found the 
expense for constructing a pit of the 
afore-mentioned dimensions to be 12s.; 
but from this 1s. 3d., the annual interest, 
is to be deducted.

Remarks.—In summer a pit of the 
dimensions indicated gives much more 
larvee than in winter. Sometimes it 
gives more than 2 qrs. 3'258 bushels and 
2 qrs. 6'o10 bushels, which further 
diminishes the cost ot food by one-half. 
We also said that the quantity of larvee 
given to the hens should not exceed the 
prescribed ration for fear of the hens 
becoming too fat, which would injure 
laying. We likewise remarked that this 
amount of larve sufficient to nourish 
was, however, insufficient to properly 
ballast the hens’ stomachs, and that a 


supplement of some cheap little nutritious. 


food should be given. Hens can also be 
fed on various animal products. Insects, 
worms, molluscs, crustaceans, fish, may 
be profitably placed on an economic bill 
of fare. It can be quickly understood 
that this system of food cannot be 
general or exclusive, but these products 
can be utilized with great benefit ac- 
cording to the seasons of the years and 
in localities furnishing  supplies.— 
Poultry, England. 


The Possibie Contents of an 
Egg. | 


ees 

At the seventy-fourth annual meeting 
of the Monroe County Medical Society, 
held May 29th, at Rochester, N. Y., a 
paper was read by Dr. William N. 
Brown, of Brighton, on-‘‘Bacteria in 
Hens’ Eggs.” It was in part as follows : 

“The subject of bacteria in hens’ eggs 
is one that has been ‘little discussed, and 
yet it presents itself to me as a source of 
danger sufficient to cause us to look into 
the matter. My object is to show that 
the egg from a hen that has been allow- 
ed to feed on refuse infected with specific 
germs may be a source of contagion. 

In 1888 Schrank made an investigation 
of this subject; he made cultures from 
yolk and albumen of fresh eggs, and 
found them free from bacteria, 


they obtained access to the eggs through, 


injured places in the shell, although, in 
exceptional cases, he thought the egg 
might be infected in 1ts passage down 
the oviduct. 

That eggs do contain bacteria, even 
when fresh, has been proved, contrary 
to what Schrank says. Eggs may be 
perfectly fresh, and immediately coated 
with any impervious substance, and still 
they will decay. 

Dr. McClintock in, Sczence, 
18th, 1893, says that in thescientific labo- 
ratory of the University of Michigan a 
number of experiments were performed 
to determine the question, whether the 
putrefaction of eggs was due to bacteria 
entering egg as it passed ththroug the ovi- 
duct, or through the shell after it was 
laid. Many cultures were made from 
stale eggs, to determine whether the 
putrefaction wasdue toaspecific germ 
or to a. number of different germs; 
several different species were found. 

A healthy laying hen was washed in 
solution of corrosive sublimate several 
times and afterward with sterilized 
water; was put into a sterile cage and 
continued to lay every other day. Eggs 
were obtained as soon as possible after 
being laid. Some of them were put in 
sterile cotton and in an incubator. All 
decayed and swarmed with bacteria. 
The other eggs were taken as soon as 
laid and cultures were made from the 
contents. Some of the tubes developed 
and others did not. After some days 
the hen was killed under proper aseptic 
condition; cultures made from different 
parts of the oviduct most of the tubes 
developed. ‘This seems to-show thatthe 
bacteria entered the egg as it passed 
down the oviduct. 


The small farmers and gardeners, 
around Rochester atleast, are in the 
habit of feeding their pigs and chickens 
on garbage collected inthe city. They 
collect the eggs and sell them to your 
grocer, perhaps at your own door. 


My attention was called to this matter 
more particularly a short time ago, when 
our servant brought me an egg. shell 
which she had just broken, and on in- 
spection it showed what seemed to be 
the impression of a piece of newspaper 
on the inside of the shell. Further ex- 
amination with a microscope showed it 
to be actually a very. thin film of paper 
with printer’s ink onit. The specimen 
which I shall show you isthe one, and 
you may read for yourself. 

The question came to.my mind at 
once, how could the paper get there?— 
having to travel through the whole ali- 
mentary canal. I took ahen and put 
her ina cage, and fed heron ground 
corn and oats. For several days she 
was very constipated and after killing 
her I found undigested husks of the oats 
and particles of straw, etc., in the rectum 
and cloaca, which proves that straw can 
go through the gizzard without being 
disintegrated. Would it not be wise to 
know that hens are properly fed? I 
have been told that tubercle bacilli have 
been foundin eggs, but have not been 
able to find any account of it. 

Now if the straw, etc., could pass 
whole through the gizzard, why is it not 
possibie that the paper could as well; 
and.if paper and other things pass from 
the rectum in recognizable form, might 
we not expect to find any form of bacteria 
there which the hen may have eaten? I 
certainly think so, and if they are there, 
they certainly may occasionally get into 
oviduct and into the egg.” 

At the conclusion of his paper Dr. 


Brown passed around for examination 


the eggshell with the piece of newspaper 
sticking to the inside of it. The ad- 
hesion is photographic in its distinctness 
and legibility, being perfectly easy to 


read. It presents the appearance of a 


very thin film, as if the printing had 
been done on the thinnest kind of 
tissue paper. Indeed, it is so extremely 
thin that it presented the appearance of 
having been transferred from the origin- 
al paper tothe interior coating of the 
egg. ‘Phe doctor vouched. for the truth 
of the phenomenon, for the girl brought 
the typographical egg to him as soon as 
she broke it, and while it wasstill wet

It’s dollars against dough- 
nuts that officer Heaney is a fancier, and 
under similar circumstances our veriest 
novices would be likely to play the latter 
day Solomon.

Take it allin all, the old bird racing 
from the extreme or 500 miles point this 
past season has been an unsatisfactory 
one, both with us and abroad, and 
particularly to our brethren in England 
and Belgium, where the losses have been 
exceedingly heavy. ‘‘Aerial,” in “a 
recent issue of Zhe British Fanczer, in 
his Homing notes, writes very much to 
the point when he remarks: ‘‘There is 
always considerable speculation on the 
result of long races, fair or foul as a 
start may be, owing to the varying. and 
oppressing forces which are encountered 
in districts through which the birds fly, 
and which 1t is quite impossible to foresee 
owing to currents which, like stratums, 
often shatter the highest hopes of the 
liberator,, as they also do at times 
surprise him. ‘There may be some 


‘comfort but perhaps more encourage- 


ment to my readers. to know that most 
all have suffered alike, and teach a 
lesson to those who are not inured to 
these disappointments that there are 
many circumstances over which no 
control or foresight can be exercised and 
enable them to see that breed or training 
is not at fault in many cases. It may be 
as well to say that the future success of 
the sport will not be assured if fanciers, 
after the severe losses which have arisen, 
decide to yo in for a less expensive and 
therefore inferior bred bird another 
season, so as to save the great pecuniary 
loss. Rather I would suggest having 
fewer birds of xood quality, and not to 
put all the eggs in one basket. There 
have been cases in which a large loft has 
been almost entirely destroyed through 
sending too many birds to a race which 
proved disastrous.”

In recent notes I alluded to a proposed 
tour to Belgium by a party of English 
Homing pigeon fanciers, chaperoned by 
that well known and popular fancier, 
Mr. Alfred Darbyshire, and arranged 
for about the middle of July or Belgian 
Grand National race week. I anticipated 
some interesting notes for my readers in 
connection with this proposed trip, and 
regret therefore exceedingly to learn, 
and with surprise, that the tour did not 
take place owing to the responses to Mr. 
Darbyshire’s invitation being so meagre 
that no alternative to abandoning the 
project presented itself. Mr. Darbyshire 
was subsequently taken seriously 111 with 
pneumonia, but I am very gratified to 
learn. of his convalescence, vand hope 


‘that long ere this his health is again 


firmly established. This prominent 
fancier has, very many friends in the 
flying sport both in England and in 
Belgium, and deservedly so.

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The time is now opportune for me to 
call attention to a common error made 
by clubs and individual fanciers in 
shipping birds to race or training 
stations, and an error that can and often 
does have serious results. /¢ 2s 2gnoring 
a distinct separation of the sexes. ‘The 
hens should always occupy a basket or 
baskets distinct and alone. Many hen 
birds are certainly now in course of 
training for the young bird concours, 
and very many are sufficiently matured 
to have mates among the young cocks. 
All are now of an age to form sudden 
attachments, There is no more persistent 
and tireless driver than a young cock, 
and he is often more vicious and rank 
than an old one. Let him and the 
young hen to whom he has become 
mated happen to be in the same shipping 
basket 1n transit to point of toss, and the 


chances are that before liberation her 
head will have been picked raw, and in 
any case, if she should escape such 
punishment, she will have little or no 
rest from her lord and master in his 
persistent attentions until liberation 
takes place. In the loft and at home he 
is bad enough, but in a roomy shipping 
basket he seems a great deal worse. It 
is also not infrequent that a cock bird 
becomes annoyingly attentive to a 
strange hen when imprisoned in the 
same basket, particularly when she 
avants to feed, drink, or be at rest, and 
it is senseless to jeopardize the chances 
of any good voung bird by such over- 
sight and practice of mixing all cocks 
and hens together. I recently had a 
basket of birds sent to me for liberation 
by an eastern fancier, and one of the 
inmates—a clean, smart looking hen— 
was 1n a pitiful condition, head picked 
raw and swollen to nearly twice its 
natural size. ‘To confirm my suspicion, 
I put-her and her suspected mate at 
liberty in my loft, and sure enough-in a 
very short time heresumed his attentions 
to her despite their new and strange 
surroundings. If any young fancier 
questions the accuracy of what I advance, 
let him place a few of his pairs in a 
large shipping basket in the morning, 
and before sundown next day he will be 
thoroughly ‘satisfied with the advised 
precaution. Of course, there are ex- 
ceptions to the case, but.so much can be 
advanced in favor of shipping cocks and 
hens 1n separate baskets that I warmly 
recommend all clubs and _ individual 
fanciers to so practice invariably. 


Among the Pigeon Flyers. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER : 

While upon my vacation, I managed to 
spend half a day with the pigeon fanciers 
ot Newark, N. J., and a very interesting 
and enjoyable half day it proved to be. 
The home of Mr. C. A. Mahr was my 
first objective point. but was disappointed 
in hot finding the gentleman at home. 
His sister, however, kindly showed me 
his loft, where among other fine birds I 
noticed Daniel L., Little Dot and Little 
May, the last named being the winner of 
the Wordld’s trophy, two gold medals 
and: four diplomas. His young birds 
returned from their first training fly 
while I was there, and a promising lot of 
youngsters they appeared to be. Mr. 
Mahr has the walls of his parlor adorned 


with the pictures of various noted flyers} 


of this country, while upon his center 
table [ noticed two elegant prizes won by 
his birds. He has fitted up an old market 
as a loft, where he now has for sale the 
old stock of Mr. Whitely of Newark, the 
famous importer, which stock Mr. Mahr 
has but recently purchased. 

I next made my way to Mr. Eli 
Morton’s, where the first question which 
greeted me was, ‘‘Have you been to 
dinner ?” After partaking of asubstantial 
meal my host showed his loft of eighty 
birds, while letting his youngsters out 
for afly. Mr. Morton has his ioft in his 
yard; aloft which is two stories high, 
which is kept in first-class condition and 
which contains as choice an assortment 
of birds as any in the country. While 
there, a bird came in from the five hun- 
dred mile station, thus putting Mr. 
Morton in very good humor. He accom- 
panied me down to see some of the other 
fanciers. We first called upon Albert 
and Alfred Whatten, who courteously 
showed us through their extensive button 
manufactory, after which we saw their 
Homers. Both gentlemen show a fine 
lot of birds, and in another year will 
probably be at the front. Mr. Albert 
Whatten joining Mr. Morton and myself, 
we proceeded to the home of J. F. Dore- 
mus, where, among other noted birds, we 
noticed ‘‘Petroleum.” While this loft is 


not up in keeping with its neighbors, it 


has one of the finest traps I noticed. 

We next visited the loft of Mr. Howarth, 
where we found about sixty birds, the 
majority of them being rather under- 
sized, but very gamey, and they would 
undoubtedly make a good showing in 
races. While I was there, Mr. Howarth 
discovered a stranger in his loft, which 
had stamped upon its wing the name of 
Chas. H. Jones of Philadelphia. 

‘The last loft 1 saw was that of Mr. 
Conrad Hebler. As he was away from 
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home the ladies of the house kindly let | 


out the birds for a fly and ourinspection, 
showing us between sixty and seventy 
very fine birds. Mr. Morton and Mr. — 
Whatten saw me off upon the train, after 
having extended to me every courtesy as. 
gentlemen and as bird fanciers. 

I regretted much my inability to carry 
out my purpose of Visiting T. Fred. 
Goldman of Brooklyn, but in Troy I saw 
Geo. Smith’s large loft of nearly one 
hundred birds, including some of the 
finest White Pouters I ever saw. While 
Mr. Smith was unable to show large 
flVing records this year, he has long 
pedigrees from the best stock of this 
country. While in Hoosick Falls I 
visited the loft of Mr. W. H. Hull, where 
I saw about eighty birds of several 
varieties, among them being some fine 
Homers; the most valuable of which are 
Blue Boy and Belle of Hoosick, both 
having a record of five hundred and 
eleven miles.

THE BRUNNER POUTER. 


This is a diminutive variety of Pouter, 
closely allied to the Pigmy and_ Isabel, 
but entirely devoid of leg feathering. 
They came to us from Germany and by 
some are known as the German’ Pouter. 
They are a dainty little bird and much 
esteemed by their admirers. Standard 
characteristics are: 

Szze.—Less than that of the Pigmy. 

Carriage.—Very upright, full 
activity. He 

Color.—Solid or self-colored, and of all 
the various hues known to pigeons. 
Some also have white wing bars. 

FHlead,—Long and narrow, torehead 
quite high. 

Beak.—Spindling, dove shaped, 

Fyes.—Full, but mild in expression, 
orange in color, except in case of whites,

Neck,—Long in proportion to body, 
crop full, but elongated in form instead 
of globular. 

Breast,—Narrow, straight and long. 

PBack.—Long, narrow and rather con- 
cave. 

Body.—Long, slender, tapering nicely 
to tHe tail. 

Winges.—Narrow, carried close to the 
sides and closely folded, flights meeting 
at the tips above thetail. Barson White 
Barred varieties clear and distinct. 

Tazl.—Short, carried low. 

Legs.—Medium length, entirely free 
from feathering, ending in small shapely 
feet. Color, coral red. 

Disgualzficatzons. —- Foul  teathers, 
eyes not matching in color, absence of 
crop, feathered legs, absent or illy defined 
wing bars in Barred varieties. Disease 
or deformity of any kind. 

BIG EYED TUMBLERS. 

This is a variety of Tumbler peculiar 
to Philadelphia and vicinity, being rarely 
if ever met with ico miles from there. 
The peculiarity that gives them the name 
is a broad yellowish colored cere that 
surrounds the eyes, smooth and fine in 
its texture, but still having something of 
the appearance at a distance of the cere 
of the Carrier. While they are met with 
Red, Yellow and Dun in color, Black is 
the prevailing color, and this of the most 
intense and lustrous hue. They have 
the same shaped head and bill of the 
Long-faced Tumbler, but should have 
pearl eyes, and the tail insteAd of the 
standard on feather, should have fourteen 
innhumber. They should be cleanlegged, 
with legs of medium length and small 
feet, coral red in color. While members 
of the Tumbler family, like many others 
of their kind, they rarely if ever Tumble. 
How they originated I am unable to say, 
but am under the impression they were a 
sport that was fostered and improved. 
At one time, some 25 years ago, they 
were much sought after, but being 
searce, commanded high prices for 
Tumblers, $10 and $15 per pair being 
frequently paid for them. . They were 
always attractive, their peculiar charac- 
teristic standing out in bold relief and 
making them marked objects in any flock 
of pigeons of which they were members.

Homing Gossip and Echoes 
From the Flying Fancy. 


BY ‘‘FRITZ,” 


One frequently hears in Homing pigeon 
circles the remark, ‘‘Haye young out 
fying, from young of thzs year,” usually 
given with a tinge of braggadocio and 
generally about this period. These fan- 
ciers are invariably the ones who set up 
a howl, as soon as New Year's day has 
come and gone, for their seamless bands. 
Must have them at once; cannot wait ; 
have young in the pans, etc., etc. There 
is no more senseless nor more stupid 
practice in the flying fancy than this 
unreasonable haste to commence breed- 
ing operations; nor can the young fan- 
cier handicap himself more than to per- 
mit his young flying stock to assume all 
the responsibility and. cares of raising 
young, with the consequent expending of 
vitality and strength that more reason 
ably should be employed in the concours 
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It is perfectly natural and reasonable 
for young birds that are hatched in /uz- 
uary and February to follow as repro- 
ducers in the footsteps of their parents— 
about July and August—for by this 
period the set is not alone quite firmly 
established, but the birds are now at an 
age that invariably responds to the dic 
tates of nature—and the result? Manya 
good young bird has been ruined, and 
failed to respond to the demands of a 
head wind over a 100, 150 or'200 miles 
course, coming home either hours behind 
the winners, or not at all, and all because 
the youngster has been handicapped in 
prematurely raising a family, weakened 
by laying and driving and missing the 
invigorating training and conditioning 
because of its sticking to its nest-pan and 
eggs. It should be manifest to the most 
inexperienced fancier that of all things 
to be avoided in the perfect development 
of a well-bred youngster, and for the 
necessary training for 100, 150 and 200 
miles flying work, axzd do zt well, is the 
debilitating effect of feeding and raising 
young and the natural inclination to 
inactivity while at nest which follows. 
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This annoying state of affairs—for it is 
an annoyance to the real fancier-—is 
mainly the.result of foo early breeding, 
and the novice who permits himself to. 
become aconvert to this unreasonable 
school of Homing pigeon keeping does 
so without reaping any material benefit 
whatever, in fact, he is handicapping 
himself against the rational April and 
May breeder who is rarely troubled 
seriously with his young racing stock, 
laying or feeding young, and who never 
brags he has young out flying, bred from 
young of that vear. 

Young birds at 4,5, and 6 months are 
remarkable for being yery close sitters, 
and the most careful and attentive of 
parents, but itis not the mission of the 
fancier. of-racing pigeons, nor do his 
needs demand any such reproduction. 

Many will say, ‘‘But how can we guard 
against our young. birds laying and 
breeding?” ‘Ihe answer is very readily 
given. ‘‘By notraising them in January 
and February and early March, and 
keeping them in a loft where there are 
no inviting nest boxes and nest pans 
at their disposal.”’. 

This permitting young birds to go to 
nest, and raise young is really a very 
serious obstacle to successful young bird 
flying, andis often the explanation of a 
favorite and choice youngster omg 
light and moping away, the inevitable 
result of retarded moult, and unreason- 
able tax and drain uponits system. 

The novice in Homing pigeons will do 
well to ignore the braggart who in July 
and August talks loudly about having 
young, bred from young of that year, 
and he may rest assured that such are 
rarely found near the top in the concours, 
and, if at all well up, never by the aid of 
young birds hatched unreasonably early, 
and who have been laying and feeding 
young at a period when their best effort 


are called upon in the concours, : 


I regret exceedingly to learn that o

The birds were to have been liberated 
on Saturday, July 13, but bad conditions ~ 
prevailed on this date, and they 
were let goon Sunday, July 14, at 5.45 
A. M., weather fine, but trying winds, 
and rather late for so long a journey. 

No birds were reported day of toss, for 
the course lay in the track of storms and — 
heavy rains. First bird was reported by 
M. Vanderlinden, of Schaarbeek, on 
Monday, second day out at 4:39 A. M., 
M,. M. Tonpy at 6.10, Swiggers at 7:46, 
and the invincible Pletinckx at 
This grand.loft always manages to be 
well up. From the 4157 birds tossed on 
July 14, at the end of the third day out 
but four hundred had been reported to 
headquarters in Brussels. 

The entries would have been much 
larger this year but for certain attractions 
offered the flying fancy there in races 
from extreme distances such as Bordeaux, 
Bayonne, ‘Madrid and Ajaccio. 

Last year the prizes were all won by 
7 A. M,, day after toss, this year not until 
Wednesday, the fourth day after libera- 
tion, something very unusual. 

From my foreign advices, bearing date 
July 19 and July 20, an estimate is 
formed that some three thousaud birds 
were missing, very many of which would, 
no doubt, prove a total loss. 

fHloming News in mentioning the 
event remarks that ‘‘The recollections of 
the event will be marred by the fact that 
at the last moment after the birds had 
been sent away the discovery was made. 
that an imprudent fraud had been! 
attempted in connection with the mark- 
ing, which this year was done by means 
of rings. 

Upon suspicion being aroused the com- 
mittee of management directed that 
instead of announcing the arrivals by 
telegraph as formerly, all the birds must 
run 7m to admit the actual verification at 
the time.” 
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Mons. Gigot writes in Le Martine? of 
July 20th: ‘‘It has taken three days with 
four thousand one hundred and fifty-seven - 
pigeons to verify some four hundred 
returns. If the number yet to arrive be 
put at the highest one can hope for, no 
fewer than three thousand pigeons will 
be in final default. There is no such 
disaster in the annals of Colombophilism. 
Whilst recognizing all that is justly laid 
upon want of rest, sudden change of © 
food, and prolonged incarceration 1n the 
panniers under great heat, the incommen- 
surable disaster is after all really due to 
the atmospheric elements,” The win-

Game Bantams. 


[From W. F. ENTWISLE’s Great Book on Ban- 
tams. | 

These are undoubtedly the most popu- 
lar, and the most extensively kept of all 
the Bantam tribes. The best known 
colors are the Black-breasted Reds, com- 
monly known as Black Reds; Brown 
Breasted Reds (abbreviated to Brown 
Reds,) Piles, Duckwings, Wheatens, 
Whites and Birchen Greys. There are 
also (or there were) Blacks and Blue 
Duns, but we have not seen any of these 
two latter for some years, and fear they 
have become extinct; they were never 
popular as show birds. 

Of the above colors the Black Breasted 
Reds are the chief favorites, and present 
the least difficulties in breeding true to 
color, next as favorites come the Red 
Piles, then the Duckwings, and then the 
Brown Breasted Reds, which are still in 
few hands, though we hope there will be 
a change in this respect, two or three 
spirited fanciers having commenced in 
good earnest to try and improve the 
breed, and, if possible, wrest from 
Messrs. Dan Clayton & Stretch the 
position they now hold as chief winners 
in Brown Reds. 

In all colors of Game Bantams the 
chief points are style, good color, hard 
feather (z. e., narrow, short, small, and 
closely fitting feather throughout,) and 
small size. | 

With most judges and breeders style is 
considered of the greatest importance, 
and so we-place this first. By style we 
mean, or include, the carriage and the 
general shape of the bird, which should 
be erect, tall, smart and racy; the head 
long and narrow, forming with the neck 
asgraceful curve; the neck itself long and 
rather slender (not ‘‘throaty” nor ‘‘bull- 
necked,” and full and thick in hackle, 
which is @ very great fault;) the neck 
feathers cannot be too narrow and close 
fitting, thus greatly adding to the appar- 
ent length and slenderness of neck, and 
showing off the shoulders to greater 
advantage. These should be carried 
rather prominently forward, and be 
broad and square; the back flat and 
short, and tapering off to a very fine, 
narrow stern; the chest rather broad, but 
not too prominent, .the thighs long, 
muscular, and. set well apart, and rather 
forward; the shanks long, straight and 


slender, and as round as possible (not 


flat on the front nor square, both of 
which are signs of weakness;) the scales 
on the legs small, fine, and close fitting; 
the feet and toes sound, the toes being 
long, straight, and well spread out flat on 
the ground; the hind toes a good length, 
set on low, and exactly opposite the mid- 
dle toe, so as to give a firm foothold. 
The hind toe is of the greatest import- 
ance, and should always be carefully 
considered in the breeding pen, as any 
fault here is almost sure to be transmitted 
to the progeny. Ifset on too high, the 
toe is usually too short, and only the tip 
of it touches the ground; that would be 
considered a bad foot, but not a disqual1- 
fication. Very often the socket of the 
hind toe is faulty, and the toe itself grows 
sideways, and bends forward and in- 
wards; the bird is then said to be ‘‘duck- 
footed,” and that is a disqualification. 
The breast should be firm and meaty; 
the sides of the body well rounded, and 
the wings short and well curved, fitting 


the bird is said to be- ‘‘goose-winged,” 
and both this and the opposite extreme, 
wings carried low and drooping, are 
great faults,,which must not be tolerated. 
Many Game Bantams are too long in the 
wings, and also ‘‘flat-sided” (z. ¢., the 
wings long and straight, without the 
well-rounded curve, which enabies the 
wings to clip the body tightly;) flat sides 
are to be avoided in all Game, both 
large and small. The tail must besmall, 
and carried tightly together, and at a 
very slight elevation; the tail proper (7 @., 
corresponding to the hen’s tail) should 
not have more than 14 principal feathers, 
and they should be narrow and _ short; 
and the cock’s sickles should be as fine 
and narrow as possible, a small ‘‘whip 
tail” adding greatly to the appearance of 
a good bird. Besides this, we require in 
ail Game Bantams good, large, bold, 
prominent eyes; in Brown Reds, as 
nearly black eyes as possible (they are of 
various shades of brown, but the darker 
the better;) and the same applies to the 


Birchengreys; all the other colors should | 


have bright red eyes—some say ruby 
red—and on the whole we prefer this 
term, as it is understood to mean a clear, 
distinct bright red; others say blood-red 
is the proper term. We also look for 
fine skin, as smooth as possible on the 
face and throat, with thin, small, neat, 
wellserrated, perfectly erect,and straight 
combs; small ear lobes, quite free from 
any white, though this is a difficult point 
to secure, and the general practice Seems 
to be the removal by scissors of any white 
from the centre of the ear lobes. 


It is, however, far better to breed out 
the faulty white lobes; z¢ has been done 
in some of the best strains, and with 
care, white lobes should be soon a thing 
of the past in allGame Bantams. Hard- 
ness of feather is desirable in all the 
colors, but is more rare in Duckwings 
and Birchens than in any other color. 
Hardness is partly the result of feeding, 
but more of careful breeding to secure 
this end. It is especially necessary that 
the cock bird should excel in this point; 
but this hardness is usually accompanied 
with a deficiency in color, the hardest 
feathered, as arule, being far too dark; 
soit is often necessary to mate these 
cocks with hens lighter in color than the 
standard for shows requires, in order to 
produce bright colored chickens. 


Size is the next point to be considered, 
and our remarks on a former page will 
show that we are not in favor. of exces- 
sively small birds; the desire to produce 
the smallest has rendered some strains 
almost worthless; they have become so 
delicate that they are only fit to be kept 
as cage pets. The best test for size is 
the eye, and zf the birds look small 
enough, then the more they weigh and 
the harder they feel, the better; provided 
they are under 18 ounces as pullets six to 
nine months, and 20 ounces as hens; 20 
ounces as cockerels of six to nine months, 
and 24 ounces as cocks; Game Bantams 
about two ounces off these weights, otten 
appear really .small birds. Another 
couple of ounces can easily be taken off 
such birds in training them for show, but 
the weights given above are those of 
birds in high condition for breeding. 

We have now to describe color; and as 
this point alone counts 15 to 20 per cent., 
it must be carefully considered. . The 
Black Red cock should have face, throat 
and top of head a good healthy looking 
bright red; if not dubbed, his comb, 
waitles and ear lobes should all be of the 
same color (brightred.) Beak, dark horn 
color; his eyes, clear, full, rich red, or 
ruby-red—dark brown eyes, or. yellow, 
or pearly (daw eyes) are very objection- 
able both 1n cocks and hens, and practi- 
cally often disqualify. His neck hackles 
should be clear orange, or light orange- 
red (the fashionable color now being 
considerably lighter and brighter than it 
was twenty or thirty years ago,) the back 
and wing bow, bright crimson (or, in 
many birds, rich orange red, but crimson 


is preferable,) the saddle hackles orange, 


to match the neck. The wings should 


have the butts black, shoulder coverts 
and wing bow crimson, wing bars steel 
blue, flight coverts clear rich bay or 
chestnut, breast and thighs biuish black, 
belly black, and free from any rusty 
color, tail glossy blue-black, legs and 


feet willow or olive.

too high, and meeting across the back, —

cock of this color, though breeding cock- 


erels like himself, breeds nearly all his 
pullets foxey or rusty on the wing, and 
rather pale in breast. 

Generally the best pullet breeding 
Black Red cocks are much of one shade 
of red all through, from head and hackle 


down the back and the wing bow, and 


shading off to slightly more orange color 
on saddle hackles. ‘This description of 
cock is not a favorite in the show pen. 


The standard colored Black Red hen 
must match the cock in color of eyes, 
beak, legs and feet, and have red. face, 
comb, wattles and ear lobes; the feathers 
on head and hackle golden, with narrow 
but well-defined black stripes on each 
side of the shaft, and rich golden edge 
all round the black; her back and wings, 
and the outer feathers of tail, should be 
all of one even shade of color, a light 
brownish drab, each feather very finely 
pencilled all over and perfectly even with 
black; the effect being that at a short 
distance the color appears to be plain 
brown. Ii the pericilling is too large in 
pattern itis termed ‘‘coarse,” and con- 
sidered very: objectionable. Any red, 
foxey or rusty colored feathers on the 
wing denote across with the Wheaten- 


reds, and though birds of this description 


are among the best of cock breeders, 
they fail in color as exhibition hens. 
The tail of the hen should be black, but 
if the upper and outer feathers show the 
same color as the body and wing, it is an 
improvement rather than otherwise,.and 
denotes purity of the pullet breeding 
strain. The throat should be light 
salmon, the breast rich salmon red, with 
the shaft of the feather a shade paler, 
and shading off to ashy-grey on the 
thighs and belly. Hens of this color 
(which is the standard color for showing) 
can breed perfect colored cocks if mated 
to well-bred cocks of equally sound color. 
Many breeders, however, for breeding 
their cockerels, favor the lighter shades 
in hens, with more or less of Wheaten 
blood. ‘These are paler in breast, less 
striped in hackle, lighter in back, and 


~and generally they show more style and 


harder feather than the best colored hens 
do. | 
The Brown Red cock should have a 
dark gipsy face (z. ¢., dark mulberry or 
purple,) the darker the face and eyes the 
better, if not dubbed, the comb should be 
of the same color as face; wattles, dark 
red; beak, the blackest horn color; legs, 
feet and toe nails, the darkest bronze, 
nearly black; head and neck feathers, 
lemon, striped with black, each feather 
haviny broad margin and shaft of lemon 
or straw color, with narrow black stripes 
between; back, wing bow, and saddle, 
lemon, rich and bright fn color, breast, 
rich Diack, each feather showing pale 
lemon or straw-colored shaft, and margin 
all round, giving a beautiful laced appear- 
ance; the lacing may come down on to 


‘the thighs, and all the rest of the feather 


should be black, and as bright and lust- 
rous as possibie. The above has been 
the fashionable color for several years, 
but it is seldom we find 1n this color the 
hardness of feather which is desirable, 
and, consequently, there are good breed- 
ers and judges who would substitute 
golden for lemon, or even go as far as to 
advocate bright orange; but, whichever 
shade it be, the laced breast and hackle 
must be clear and distinct. There are, 
again, those who like a red face or pur- 
plish red face in Brown Reds, but a very 
jJarge majority prefer the darkest gipsy 
faces, which are much easier to obtain in 
The Brown Red 
hen must have a gipsy face and comb, 
and the darkest shade of brown eyes, 
nearly black; her legs and feet must also 


_ match the cocks; and the beak be black, 


or the blackest horn. Her head and neck 
hackle straw color, with a narrow black 
stripe on each side of the straw colored 
shaft of feather. Pale golden hackie: 
are next to straw color in value, but dark 
or coppery hackles (which passed muster 
twenty years ago) are now quite ‘‘old- 
fashioned” and disliked; the breast must 
be beautifully laced with the same shade 


as the hackles, and all the rest of the 


feather must be sound green-black if 


intended for the show pen. _ 
: Birchen Greys are so very evidently 
first cousins to the Brown Reds, that we 


- 


This is the proper color for the show | will take them next; and very few words 


will suffice to describe them, as they are 
exactly the same in markings as the 
Brown Reds, the only difference in color 
being that the Birchen Greys are black 
and white where the Brown Reds are 
black and straw, or lemon. 

Duckwings are most beautiful in color 
when up to the standard requirements— 
viz., the cock’s head and hackle feathers, 
creamy white, and if perfectly free from 
black stripes all the better. Back and 
wing bow, clear and even orange, or 
golden yellow, shading into straw color 
on the saddle hackles; wing butts, breast 
and thighs, sound blue-black; belly, 
black, free from grey or colored feathers; 
wing bar, steel blue; flight coverts, clear 
white, free from red or sandy color, but 
each feather having on the end a blue- 
black spot, the whole wing when closed 
looking as if there was a bar or stripe of 
blue-black above the white, andthe more 
clearly defined thisis the better. Nearly 
ali Duckwings faii in this point. The 
tail should be blue-black, and sickle 
feathers quite free from any other color, 
either in their shafts or edges; the face 
and eyes as bright red as in the Black 
Reds and Piles; legs and feet, willow or 
olive green. The Duckwing hen must 
match the cock in color of face, eyes, 
legs and feet; her breast must be salmon, 
like the Black Red hens, shading off to 
ashy-grey onthe thighs and belly. Like 
the Black Red, she must be very finely 
and evenly pencilled with black, but ona 
French Grey or very pale slate-colored 
ground: her head and neck hackle white, 
striped with black, like the Black Reds; 
tail, black, the top outer feathers marked 
like the back and wings. 


The Silver Duckwings are just like the 
Golden Duckwings, except that the 
Silver cock has white hackles, back, sad- 
dle hackles and wing bow, andthe Silver 
Duckwing hen 1s of a lighter shade all 
over than the Golden Duckwing; they 
are a handsome variety of Game, and 
breed very true, if not crossed; but they 
are often crossed, both with Black Reds 
and Golden Duckwings, toimprove color 
in the latter breed. 


Red Piles, commonly called Piles, are 
very handsome. They have red faces 
and eyes, and either yellow or willow 
legs and feet—yellow preferred; the 
beak must correspond with the color of 
thelegs. ‘The cock should be the counter- 
part of the Black Red; only, instead of 
being red and black, he is red and white, 
and as any red feathers in the breast of 
the Black Red cock are considered a 
blemish, so they should beinaPile. He 
should be a pure, milky white in breast, 
thighs, belly and tail, white on the wing 
butts, and white on the wing-bar; his 
head and hackle orange red, as free from 
white as possible (though there is gener- 
ally a little white in the lower part of the 
hackle;) back and wing bow,rich crimson, 
shading into orange or orange-red on the 
saddle hackles; flight coverts, rich chest- 
nut or bay. If the tail feathers are 
slightly ‘‘peppered” with black, it is not 
considered much of a fault, if any; such 
birds have generally the hardest and 
best quality of feather. 

The Pile hen should have red face and 
ear lobes, and red eyes; golden hackle— 
z. €., aS golden as possible, each feather 
has a white stripe down its centre. and 
in many hens the hackle is more white 
than gold, but it should be otherwise, 
her breast rich salmon red, with alighter 
salmon stripe down the shaft of each 
feather, shading off to creamy white on 
the thighs and belly; her back, tail and 
wings Should be aclear creamy white— 
as white as possible; but many very 
stylish birds are ‘trose winged”—z. @., 


have rusty red markings on the wings, 


like the cock breeding Black Red hens 
have, and these hens often win, through 
superior style, in spite of the faz/ty 
marking, for faulty we must eall it, how- 
ever much some people may admire it. 
A great number of Lemon Piles are 
bred every season from the very best 
colored birds, and though these are 
sometimes useful as stock birds, they are 
not welcomed in the show pen. | 
‘The Lemon Pile cock is pale lemon in 
hackle, orange or lemon on back and 
wing pow, pale lemon in saddle hackles, 
and the rest of his feathers white, or 
sometimes slightly colored with chestnut 
on the flight coverts. | 
The Lemon Pile hen is a more pretty 


bird than her male companion. She has|ably mated to produce winners of one = 


pale lemon and white hackle, palesalmon 
breast, and all the rest milk white, and 


generally very good orange or willow 


legs. Such hens are of great value in 
breeding. 
White Game Bantams should be very 


pure white in feather, with good yellow 
legs, feet and beaks, red faces and red 
The Whites originally sprang 


eyes. 
trom a strain of Brown Red Bantams, 
which we commenced to make about the 


years 1862-63, and into which we bred a 


cross of apparently pure Black Game, 
afterwards finding that this Black Game 
was herself the result of a cross with 
White Game. and it is a fact, weli known 
to all breeders of Brown Red Bantams, 
that to this day pure white chickens 


come out of nearly every large hatch of 


Brown Reds.. Black Game Bantams we 
produced in the same way, and by the 
same cross. In color these Blacks were 
very lustrous, and they had faces ofa 
dark or purplish red, and dark brown 
eyes. 

The Wheaten Bantams are the cock 
breeding strains of Black Reds, Piles and 
Duckwings. They are called Wheaten, 
from the resemblance in color of the hens 
to wheat. There are Red Wheatens, 
and Grey Wheatens or White-necked 
Wheatens, and Pile Wheatens. 


In the old fighting strains of Black Red 
Game fowls, the hens were generally 
wheaten or cinnamon color. So also in 
Malays, and so in Game Bantams, and 
the cocks of these Red Wheatens are 
generally the most perfect in color of all 
Black Reds. In tact, at one time we 
hardly ever saw a really good, bright 
colored Black Red cock that was not 
Wheaten bred at least on one side, if-not 
both. And so it was with the Duckwing 
cocks; unless they were ‘‘Wheaten bred” 
they had black stripes in their hackles, 
and lacked the bright, lustrous and _per- 
fect colors. 

The Wheaten cocks, then, are either 
Black Reds, Piles or Duckwings. The 
hens we will now describe. Red Wheaten 
hen: Beak, greenish horn; legs and feet, 
willow or olive green; face and comb, 
red; eyes, red; head and neck feathers, 
golden,and as free from black as possible; 
breast, pale fawn or cream color; thighs 
and underparts, creamy or pale buff 
(but the fluff is dark underneath;) back 
and wings, pale cinnamon or wheat 
color; tail, chiefly black, and the blacker 
the better, but the top outer feathers are 
generally edged with wheaten color like 
the body coior. 

The Duckwing Wheaten hens are like 
the above, except that their neck hackles 
are white, or white slightly striped; but 
the freer from black or dark colored 
stripes, the better. 


Pile Wheaten hens are of a nice cin-. 


namon body color, with the hackles 
showing rather more gold; the under 
fluff is white, and the flight feathers are 
white where the Red Wheatens show 
black; and the same with the tail feath- 
ers. In fact, the only difference between 
Pile Wheatens and Red Wheatens is the 
substitution of white for black, and in 
Pile Wheatens, yellow legs are preferable 
to willow. 

The Wheaten hens we had more than 
thirty years ago were as good in color as 


those we have to-day, though style has 


improved immensely, and we now have 
them much smaller. 

Blue Duns and Blues have been pro- 
duced in Bantam size by crossing Black 
Red or Wheaten Bantam hens with Blue 
or Blue Dun Game cocks, and we have 
had this color three or four times. They 
are not very attractive in color, and are 
not worth breeding for the show pen. 

We must, now pass on to consider how 
to mate the birds so. as to produce the 
best results as to color, ete., and will 
begin with Black Breasted Reds. 

Many people say that it shows bad 
breeding on the side of one parent, if not 
both, when equally good cockerels and 
pullets cannot be bred from one pair of 
old birds. On this point opinions differ 
considerably we know, but without con- 


tradicting such an assertion, we must. 


point to the results obtained from mating, 
specially for cock breeding on the one 
hand, and for pullet breeding on the 
other, and undoubtedly these results 
show that higher class and more perfect 
specimens are produced, and in greater 
average proportion, when birds are suit- 


sex only. To give a recent illustration, — 
we may instance the Black Red Bantam 
classes at the Crystal Palace show, 1889, 
and there we find the Rev. Fred. Cooper — 


shows eleven cockerels in the open class — = 


of thirty-five entries, winning cup, and 
challenge cup, and first, second, third 
aud fourth prizes, and winning them 


easily, with birds which out-distancedall 


others a long way in richness and purity 


of eolor, and these were especially ofa 


cock breeding strain, with just enough 
Wheaten blood to keep the color perfect, 
and to enable Mr. Cooper to head the — 
lists at nearly every show he sent to, the 
season through. 

On the other hand, there are the 
Messrs. Ainscough, who have bred, quite 
pure, the finest pullet breeding strain in 
existence, and at this same Palace show 
they win first, second and third with old 
Black Red hens, and first and challenge 
cup, and second, third, fourth and fifth. 
with pullets, just as easily as the Rev. 
Mr. Cooper won with cockerels;' but 
Messrs. Ainscough, with ten cockerels 
(rare good birds, too, of the pullet strain) 
could only secure high commendation, 
because they lacked the lovely color and 
bloom of the cockerel strain. Had the 
point of color been ignored in the judg- 
ing, we think two or three of Messrs. 
Ainscough’s cockerels would have been 
placed high up in the prize list, as in 
shape and style, and shortness of feather, 
they were second to none. 


We could give many more cases as 
conclusively proving our point, but think 
it unnecessary, and will, therefore, pass 
on to describe how we should mate the 
birds. First, for cock breeding, we 


-Should choose a very bright colored 


Black Red cock, with good, sound colored 
willow legs, not under a year old, nor 
over three years, and he must excel in 
every point. We wish to see in our cock- 
erels fine, long, lean head; smooth skin 
on face and throat; bold, prominent, 
fiery eyes; upright carriage, short wings, 
long legs, good sound feet, broad should- 
ers, short back, fine, narrow stern, and 
close whip-tail; and with him mate two 
or three, or at most four hens (two-year- 
old hens are better than pullets for cock 
breeding.) These hens need not be full 
Wheaten, for such are generally of too 
light a willow in legs to match well with 
the puilet strain, when pairs are shown 
together, but if they are half Wheaten 
Reds, we probably may find it quite 
sufficient. The hackles of these hens 
must be especially noted, as they are a 
sure guide as to their value, provided 
style and size, length and fineness of 
limb are correct; and they should be 
composed ot very narrow, short, close-- 
fittine feathers, of a light, but-bright 
golden shade, with hardly any black 
stripes visible; the back and wing may be 
either plain wheat color, or show slight 
Partridge marking (we prefer the latter;) 
the breast very pale creamy white, or the 
palest salmon color; eyes, fiery red; ear . 
lobes, as red as possible. From this pen 
we should confidently look for the very 
best colored Black Red cockerels that 
can be bred, and pullets similar in color 
to their mothers. Now,inorderto breed | 
the most perfect pullets for showing, itis 
absolutely necessary that we obtain a 
cock of the pullet breeding strain (and 
this no one can positively tell from his 
appearance, when an adult cock,) and 
mate him with perfect+colored hens. 
These cocks are generally, though not 
always, of adarker red, and of a more 
uniform color (not so bright in hackle and 
saddle as the cock breeders,) and darker 
willow or olive green in iegs. | 

It possible, it is best to select one that 
has not been dubbed, for one can then 
see whether he has asmall, neat and well 


serrated comb, and good red ear lobes; 


or to what extent they are defective. 


These points require more careful con- — 


sideration in the selection of pullet breed- — 


ers than in the cock breeders; as if,in 


the latter, they are faulty, all the faults 
are removed in the dubbing. A plan 


which, for very many years, we have __ 
adopted, is to select a number of our ~ 


pullet strain cockerels, when about eight — 


to ten weeks old, giving the preference to ZS 
those whose feathers on wing and back _ 
are nearest to the correct shade and 


marking of the pullets, and from these — 


choose out, when they havematured, the 


best birds to retain as future pullet breed-_ 


ers; and if our readers will adopt the 
same plan, they will find it the safest 
guide they can follow. it will be found 
that, to some considerable extent, we can 
influence the relative proportion of pullets 
and cockerels, according to the ages and 
numbers of birds bred from. ‘Thus, 
when most cockerels are wanted, a small 
number only of hens should be in the 
breeding pens, say two, three, or at most 
four, and they should not be less than 
two years old, and quite in their prime. 
On the other hand, if a large proportion 
of pullets are wished for, mate an old 
cock (four or five years) with a large 
number (six or eight) of pullets, and the 
result will often be as high as-80 to go 
per cent. of pulletsin the produce. In 
our own experience we have proved this 
over and over again. : 
But we must not lose sight of the fact 
a that a great number of Bantam keepers 
ce _ and breeders cannot afford the room, nor 
Be * the time and trouble involved by breed- 
as ing from separate pens for cockerels and 
a pullets, and, therefore, we will give our 
| advice as to breeding when only one pen 
is available. In such a:case, we should 
try to select as bright and good colored a 
cock as possible of the pullet breeding 
| strain, and put him with two very light 
golden hackled Wheaten,or half-Wheaten 
hens to breed cockerels from, and two of 
the best colored pullets possible to obtain 
for pullet breeding, and early in the 
season, at feeding time, we should give 
more stimulating food to the Wheatens, 
to induce them to lay earlier than the 
others; in fact, give all the tit-bits to the 
Wheatens. When the chickens are eight 
to ten weeks old, mark all the cockerels 
from the Wheaten hens, so as to distin- 
guish them and not breed from them, 
though they may be great. winners; we 
say not breed from them—z. ¢., if we 
want to breed show pullets—because 
5 their pullets will, as a rule, be foxey or 
: rusty on the wing. 


When sufficient numbers of chickens 
are hatched from the Wheaten hens, 
remove them—z. ¢., the Wheaten hens— 
from the breeding pen, and you will then 
be certain as to the later hatched cock- 
erels being puilet breeders. It is better 
to hatch the Wheaten-bred cockerels a 
month or six weeks before our show 
pullets, as the cockerels take longer to 
feather than pullets do. 

If this be considered to involve too 
much trouble, it will be best to run only 
the Wheaten hens with the cock at first, 
and in this way there will be no fear of 
the two strains getting mixed, and so 
spoilt. 

Brown Reds of the standard color now 
breed very true to feather, and often we 
find own brothers and sisters heading 
their own classes at shows. 

Pullets caz generally be bred up_ tothe 
standard color from the highest type of 
winning cockerels and pullets; but there 
is a tendency in the cockerels to fall short 
of the desired extent of color on the back 
ae and wing-bow. It will come all right 
= after their first moulting season, but for 
Eee many fanciers that will be too late. Itis 
' better, therefore, for cock breeding, to 

select hens that have the desired pale 
straw colored hackles. well laced breasts, 
and evenly laced back and wing-bows, 
the feathers to be as rich green-black as 
possible, but their edges distinctly laced 
with pale gold or lemon color. 

Brown Reds cannot be improved in 
color by crossing with any other color of 
Game, except Birchens, but as new blood 

is sometimes needed, there has sometimes 
been a cross with either Black Reds cr 

Duckwings. The results of either cross 

show plainly to a practised eye, and it 

takes several times breeding in, and back 
to the Brown Reds, before any depend- 
ence can be placed on their breeding 
true. The Birchen Greys are the result 
of crossing Brown Reds and Silver Duck- 
wings, and the surest way to produce 
_ good Birchen Greys is to mate a perfect- 
colored Brown Red cock with a very 
pale-breasted and silvery-backed Silver 

Duckwing hen. In the first cross there 

will be some very perfect colored Birchen 

Grey cockerels, and possibly some rich 

colored Brown Red cockerels; and the 

pullets will be chiefly Birchen Greys, 
with too much lacing on the feathers of 
wing and back; any other than Birchen 

Grey pullets had best be killed, or at any 
rate not bred from. The only advantage 
gained by Brown Reds from this cross 


breeding strains; 
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(Birchens) isin a paler lemon shade of 
color where lemon is desired; but we are 
quite sure that this advantage is very 
heavily discounted, if not more than 
counterbalanced, by the longer and softer 
feather, which always accompanies it, 
and generally also by a lossin the dark- 
ness of the eyes. 

Birchen Grey hens, of the first cross 
from Brown Red cock and Silyer Duck- 
wing hen, must be bred back to a good 
Brown Red cock, and their Birchen 
pullets again bred back to a sound Brown 
Red cock, in order to produce any large 
proportion of perfectly black wings, back 
and tail, with good grey hackle, and 
silvery lacing on the breasts, of the 
Birchen pullets. The cockerels of this 
cross, while sounder in the black, will 
many of them show straw or lemon color 
where they should be white; if. however, 
their top color is too straw colored for 
showing, their chief value lies in their 
being fit for breeding good Birchen Grey 
pullets from the show Birchen Grey hens, 
and also breeding the fashionable lemon 
Brown Red cockerels. 

We wish it to be understood, however, 
that we are not much in favor of Birchen 
bred Brown Reds, because they are too 
“feathery.” On the other hand, we 
greatly admire a handsomely marked 
Birchen Grey cock or hen for zts own 
beauty, which we think fully equals that 
of a similarly marked Brown Red. 


It may be gathered from the foregoing 
remarks, and when the Birchen cockerels 
come with too much straw or lemon 
shade, it is necessary to revert to the 
first or the second cross from the. Silver 
Duckwing to recover the pure white top 
color. And, we may add, considerable 
scope for skill, in breeding back to one 
side or the other, presents itself in the 
production of winning Birchen Greys, 
because we are almost certain to have 
lacing on the wings and backs of the 
pullets, or most of them, whose brothers 
are correct in color and lacing. © 

Duckwings must now, for ashort time, 
claim our attention; and in order that we 
may best understand how to proceed in 
mating our birds together, to breed per- 
fect specimens, let us look back a few 
vears and see what the birds have sprung 
from, and how the beautiful winners now 
seen have been produced. 

About thirty-five years ago, we now 
and then could meet with a Silver Duck- 
wing, but very seldom with a Golden, in 
Bantams. Our first was a Silver cock, 
which we mated with Black Red pullets. 
From these we bred several good colored 
Duckwing pullets, about twice the size of 
our Game Bantams of to-day, but all the 
cockerels had heavily striped hackles, and 
none had clear gold backs. The cross of 
Wheatens eventually produced the de- 
sired clear color in the cockerels, but the 
two strains—z. ¢., the pullet strain and 
the cockerel strain—had to be kept quite 


distinct, as one spoiled the other when-. 


ever they were interbred. 

At the present day, however, through 
the more frequent use of the very bést 
Black Reds of the pullet strain, we have 
strains of Duckwings that for many years 
have been so carefully bred for color, 
that a large percentage of their chickens 
may confidently be looked for to come 
true to feathers, especially the pullets, 
There are, on the other hand, clever and 
skilled breeders, who, in order to breed 
their prize Duckwing cockerels, select a 
bright colored, clear hackled Black Red 
cock to mate with their Duckwing hens, 
and generally get afew good Duckwing 
cockerels with clear creamyhackles. All 
the pullets bred in this way are certain to 
be Reds or Wheatens, but no Duckwings. 
These pullets are in turn useful to breed 
with Duckwing cocks again. 

Much care must be taken to avoid 
breeding from those Black Red hens that 
have dark caps—z. ¢., dark feathers on 
the top of the head, where they should be 
golden—for the Duckwing pullets bred 
from these hens are sure to have brown 
caps, which look worse on grey heads 
than on golden ones, inasmuch as the 
contrast is greater; and further, the 
Duckwing pullets bred from such hens 
almost always fail in color of back and 


wing's, though usually they have beauti- 


ful salmon breasts. As Golden Duck- 
wings, then, are the result of crosses 
between Silver Duckwings and Black 
Reds and Wheatens for the cockerel 
and for the pullet 


breeders, 
Duckwings and the pullet breeding 
strains of Black Reds, it has often proved 
a very difficult task to get these constitu- 
ents in exactly the right proportions, and 
much skill and judgment is required, 
even now, when introducing fresh blood, 
that there be not too much of the Black 
Red, or the produce will be chiefly of 
that color. We are even more particular 
in choosing our pullet breeding Duck- 
wing cockerels when in their chicken 
feathers, than our Black Reds; there 1s 
not only the same fineness of marking to 
look for, and the same fineness of head 
points, neat and perfectly straight comb, 
red lobes, etc., but there is the silverv- 
ness of the feathers on the back and 
wing, which 1s lost in the change to adult 
feather. This silvery sheen is a very 
important point to note, and may be 
taken as a sure guide as to the color we 
must look for in the pullets bred from its 
possessor. 

Remember that we want our show 
Duckwing pullets to have a fine silvery 
margin to all their wing and back feath- 
ers, and we can best ensure this by 
breeding from a Duckwing cock which 
showed the same point, in a marked de- 
gree, while he was a chicken. 


We think that: nowit is easier than, 
perhaps, ever before, to find the best 
materials for Duckwing cockerel breed- 
ing, and we prefer to use a very bright 
colored, clear hackled, Black Red cock, 
mated with pale-breasted Duckwing 
hens, with just a little Wheaten blood in 
them. Of course it would be perfectly 
useless to expect a single Duckwing pul- 
let from such a pen, but there should be 
plenty of rich colored Duckwing cocker- 
els, and Black Red cockerels, and cock- 
erel breeding pullets ; some ot these lat- 
ter might be useful to mate with a good 
colored Duckwing cockerel or cock for 
another season. We have said nothing 
yet about the breeding of Silver Duck- 
Wings, but it will be necessary to note 
that there are different strains of Silver 
Duckwings, as of Goldens—z. ¢., there 
are Silver Wheaten hens, the cockerels 
from which are just the same color (ex- 
cept, perhaps, a clearer white hackle), 
as the cockerels from the Silver Duck- 
wing, or, more strictly speaking, Silver 
Gray hens. | 

At the present time, we can place our 
hands upon perfectly reliable strains of 
each of these varieties. The Silver 
Wheaten strain is useful, occasionally, to 
cross with Black Reds to produce Golden 
Duckwing cockerels. The Silver Gray 
Duckwing strain is the foundation of the 
show Duckwing pullets, both Golden and 
Silver, and this strain cam be, and has 
been, in-bred for very many years with- 
out deterioration. | 

Just now we observed that the Silver 
Wheaten strain of Duckwing cocks have 
clearer hackles than the other Silvers, 
and very often the hackles are perfectly 
clear silvery-white. Such cocks, when 
mated with the cock breeding strains of 
Black Reds, are perfectly reliable for 
breeding Golden Duckwing cockerels and 
Wheaten pullets, but if they were mated 
with the show hens of Duckwing variety, 
nothing but disappointment might result. 
It is, therefore, necessary to know the 
origin and ancestry of the stock birds 
bred from. The Silver Grey Duckwing 
cockerels, when half grown chickens, are 
of exactly the same color and markings 
as the pullets, and these are always re- 
liable pullet hreeders, when mated with 
exhibition Black Red, or Duckwing hens 
or pullets. 

Red Piles are not so difficult to breed 
up to the required standard as are the 
Duckwings. They were originally pro- 
duced by crossing the Black Red and 
pure White Bantams, and for years large 
numbers of the chicks used to revert to 
one side or the other; but now it is a 
yery rare occurrence for a pure White 


chicken to be bred from Piles, though 


far too many are so pale in color as to be 
called Lemon Piles or White Piles. In 
such cases where the light chickens are 
the major portion, it is best to select a 
sound-colored Black Red cock, and mate 
him with the Lemon Pile hens,especially 
the yellow legged ones, and the result, 
nearly always, is a good majority of rich 
Red Pile cockerels, but too many Black 


Red pullets ; these can be bred back toa 


Pile cock of good color, with good results. 


the crosses between Silver quite often enough to revert to the Black 


Red cross, in order to keep up sufficient 
color in our Piles. 

Even in this breed it has been found 
desirable to maintain two distinct strains, 
one for cockerel breeding and the other 


for pullets, and it will readily be seen 


why—for the same rules hold good in 


this color as in the other varieties, Black _ 


Reds, Brown Reds and Duckwings, viz., 
that the best pullet breeders hardly ever 
produce many cockerels with sufficient 
color on the wing bow and saddle. The 
best cockerel breeding Pile hens usually 
are ‘‘high-colored,”’ or ‘‘rosed,” on the 


wing, instead of being milk white, and 
they are also laced with gold on the 
back, and have more golden hackles. 
Some very excellent ‘Pile cockerels are 
bred between Pile cocks and Red wheaten 
hens.

These cockerels have, as a rule, 


Occasionally a few 
Pile-wheaten pullets are produced, and 


they should certainly be‘retained as cock 
breeders, for which purpose they are in- 
valuable. 


Yellow legs (as deep an orange yellow

but if yellow legs only are bred from, in 


a few years the color decreases, and 


nearly white legs become the rule, rather 
than the exception. 
fore, to cross yellow-legged with willow- 
legged birds, and by this means we keep 
up the bright orange legs. 
in three years is often enough to cross 
the yellows and willows.

In breeding 
Piles, special care should be taken to 


secure very hard-feathered stock birds, 
especially the cocks, for all the lighter 


colored breeds are apt to become soft- 


feathered. Generally,a good hard feath- 


ered Black Red cock is the best bird to 


use in order to harden and tighten the 
feather in Piles. 


If, however, in thus 
crossing with Black Reds many. of the 


chickens show distinct bars of stone color 


on the white ground, where the feather 
should be pure white, then itis proofthat 


there is quite sufficient Black Red blood 


in the Piles, and they should be either 


bred in-and-in, or else bred back to Piles 


only.

Judges. 

There is a great amount of paper and 
printer’s ink used up by the continued 
and oft-repeated criticisms on the work 
of judges, and their other merits and de- 
merits, and the American Poultry Asso- 
ciation is appealed to and implored to 
lead in a reform in the matter. Number- 
less suggestions are made; for instance, 
for the A. P. A. to appoint a committee 
to pass on the qualifications of those 
aspiring to that eminent position, speci- 
fying such men as may be familiar with 
certain breeds to be known as specialty 
judges, a certain number of persons to 
act as judges in each state, and the like. 
Then, again, to require judges to score 


alike and the same, both on the farm or. 


yard and in the show room; and still 
more, to require all judges to score alike, 
which means that judges shall look at 
fowls and their defects from the same 
standpoint, and to measure their good 
points and defects alike. 

There is no doubt but that the A. P. A. 
can recommend certain persons as judges 
and require them, before that is done, to 
be examined as to their qualifications for 
such position, but in that event will all 
societies and assotiations employ them? 
If they did not, would it not lead to 
another rebellion, in comparison to which 
the score card affair wouid be a pigmy? 
Would it not furnish pabulum for poultry 
writers to ventilate their literary attain- 
ment fro and cow for along time? The 
judge, to suit all, must be especially en- 
dowed with certain qualities, among 
which might be mentioned well versed in 


the business, which means tact and ex- 


perience ; he must be quick, agreeable, 
absolutely accurate, unvarying in judg- 
ment, have a retentive memory, pos- 
sessed of patience, and to be able to 
measure up defeated exhibitors he must 
be a phrenologist, a physiognomist, and 
a psychologist, or hypnotizer. In fact, 
such a man cannot be found, and there- 
fore resort must be had to those possess- 
ing fewer virtues. If a judge is required 
to use a score card he will have between 


We have found that once in five years is| twenty and twenty-five subdivisions of a 


fowl to examine, each of which may be 
detective in from one to six or more 
places, and all such defects will vary in 
from one-fourth to five or more points in 
valuation, and in a class of twenty fowls 
his mind or attention, it is possible, will 
be or may be brought into direct opera- 
tion over 7,000 times, and what is ex- 
pected is that he shall go over and over 
these same twenty speciments time and 
time again and have the results exactly 
alike; or if after a week has elapsed a 
few of the specimens included in the 
twenty named meet him elsewhere, he is 
expected to place them in the same 
notches again as atest of his expert skill, 
ability and honesty, no matter what 
changes may have been made in the cir- 
cuinstances and conditions surrounding 
them—a thing impossible, and its like or 
its analogy is not found in all nature, a 
thing which cannot be done whatever 
system of scoring he uses, or whatever 
committees or associations recommend 
ee 3 him ; and it issafe to say that it is impos- 
oa Bes sible for a judge to score fowls in any 
aa considerable numbers, or at different 
times and places, and make the scores 
exactly alike when done twice or more, 
but with a few extra or fine fowls he may 
_ Score sufficiently close to have the results 
N appreximately alike. 

There are now used three systems for 
applying the Standard in scoring fowls, 
viz.: ‘The standard score card, the deci- 
mal score card,“and comparison. The 
manner of doing the work, z. ¢., marking 
down or valuing the defects, section by 
section, on a card on-each fowl one after 
the other in the class, while in the. latter 
the same detects are sought for and car- 
ried along in the mind throughout the 
class, and final judgment is based upon 


vam impressions as gained in passing through, 
- and it must necessarily follow that in a 
Bf large class it would be impossible for him 
G ; to memorize all of the defects in each 


specimen in his haste to do the work, and 
for this reason there can be no doubt but 
that the decision of an expert on a cer- 
tain class -would be more correct and 
safer by the use of a card than by mem- 
ory, In the writer’s own efforts in judg- 
ing during a series of years both systems 
have been repeatedly used, and it is only 
fair to admit that more self-satisfaction, 
as to the correctness of the awards, has 
always been derived from the use of the 
score ecard. 

No matter what system of judging may 
be used, it is necessary that the judge be 
. eonversant with his work, familiar with 

the Standard, and posted on 'the breed, 
both in nature as well as in the books. 
No poultry expert cap afford to be dis- 
honest in his judgement, which needs no 
aryecment; hence. the question lies with 
the management of the various societies 
as to who shall be engaged as judges, 
lif they are not decided as to a suita- 
Eid ble person, they can soon determine by 
looking over the proceedings of the 
various exhibitions. —B. N. Pierce in 
Ohio Poultry Journal.

The 
sergeant was hurrying to the reporting 
place, when, coming down in the middle 
of Market street, he saw ‘‘Bob” Tong’s 
ducks,

drake in the lead, The ducks waddled 
é as they came, and a desultory conversa- 
tion. appeared to be going on, judging 
from the quack quacks. that were heard 
along the line. The sargeant was inter- 
ested, and, as he was ahead of time, he 
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The ducks stopped under the first are 
light and ate the large pile of insects 
which had been killed or maimed by the 
lights. When all the bugs had been de- 
voured, the ducks went on to the next 
electric light, and kept on until they were 
so gorged with bugs that they could only 
barely waddle back to Tong’s stable. 

The secret was out. The ducks had 
been living on bugs. So well did they 
love the diet that they gorged themselves 
until they\could eat no other kind of 
food.

Fettility of Eggs. 
To THe AMERICAN FANCIER: 

How soon after the male has been 
admitted to the pen will the ezgs be 
sufficiently fertilized to set? and how long 
after he has been removed will they 
remain fertile? are two questions which 
have been variously answered, and upon 
which definite knowledge \is not very 
abundant. I have recently come across 
the account of a very careful experiment 
made to ascertain the answer to these 
questions, and the tacts seem of sufficient 
importance to deserve repeating. 

C. E. Spiers selected forty Leghorn 
pullets that had never been allowed to 
run with a male and confined them in 
three houses, each 7x8 feet in size, with 
arun that was 6 feet wide and 16 feet 
long. On the 18th day of February, 
1894, three Leghorn males were selected, 
and one was placed in each pen. The 
eggs were gathered every day and 
dated, and then incubated with the 


following results:

An examination of this table shows 
that the eges began to be fertile on the 
second day after the introduction of the 
male, on the third day the fertility had 
reached 50 per cent., on the fourth day 
60 per cent., and on the ninth day 95 per 
cent. Of-course, with other yards of the 
same breed or with other breeds the 
results might have been somewhat 
different, and yet this experiment may, 
perhaps, be regarded as a fairly safe 
guide in practical breeding operations. 

On the first day of July, 1894, the 
males were removed in order to obtain 
an answer to the second question, How 
long after their removal will the eggs 
continue to be fertile? and the following 
are the tabuiated results:

For eleven days it will be seen the 
eggs remained quite fertile, the eleventh 
day showing 67 per cent. of fertile eggs. 
After that until the 15th of the month, 
when the experiment ceased, the fertility 
rapidly decreased, alth »ugh it is possible 
that some of the hens might have 
continued to lay fertile eggs much 
longer. Ihave read somewhere of much 
more remarkable cases of continued 
fertility than these, so remarkable, in 
fact, that they naturally provoked doubt 
as to their verity. But even such 
continued fertility as 1s recorded in this 
experiment has a decidedly practical 
bearing. As this can be better under- 


followed the ducks, walking quietly aid |stood from a specific example, let me 
give a leaf from my own experience.

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The first Indian Games which I im- 
ported consisted of a trio of fowls. 
Early in the season the cock died, 
apparently from an apoplectic fit. I 
continued to save the eggs, however, 
and many of them, which were laid after 
the death of the cock, hatched. What I 
did, and what this experiment proves 
can be safely done, any other person 
who has the misfortune to lose a valuable’ 


male bird and who cannot readily replace 


him can do. He need not use the eggs 
for culinary purposes; they can be set 
and hatched. 

The experiment also seems to 
demonstrate the fact that quite a number 
of eggs are fertilized at once, not one or 
two or three as some suppose, but many 
more than that. Granting that these 
hens laid every other day, there must 
have been not less than seven eggs 
fertilized and in the hen at the date of 
the removal of the male. We need, 
however, more experiments of just this 
kind before we begin to get dogmatic. 

If, as I think this experiment proves, 
as many as seven eggs can be fertilized 
and unlaid within the hen at once, and 
if, as seems to have been demonstrated 
by other experiments, the change of the 
males—the removal of the first and the 
introduction of a second male to the pen 
—will be followed in three days by 
chickens possessing the characteristics of 
the second male, we reach a queer 
conclusion, that it is possible for a 
chicken to have two fathers but only one 
mother. Either this is so, or the sperms 
of the second male destroy those of the 
first through their superior vigor, a 
matter which, so far as I] know, has 
never been demonstrated. At any rate, 
here is a field that promises interesting 
results to the careful experimenter.

The Wood Duck. 


The Wood, or, as it is otherwise 
known, the Carolina or Summer Duck, 
says H. S$. Babcock in American 
Agriculturist, is one- of the most 
beautiful of the aquatic fowls, and is 
only surpassed, if at all, by the Mandarin, 
to which it bears a considerable re- 
semblance. The plumage of the male is 
most gorgeous and varied. The adult 
drake has a red bill, with a black margin 
extending nearly to its tip, and with a 
black spot between the nostrils. The 
eye is orange, the front and crown of the 
head, with its crest, is of a rich, bronzy 
green hue, running into vioiet, and 
marked with a white line, extending 
from the mandible over the eye, and 
with another white line starting back of 
the eye. The throat is marked with a 
crescentic. white collar, the points of 
which extended nearly to the rear of the 
eye. The cheeks and the sides of the 
upper part of the ‘neck are violet, the 
breast of claret color, marked with small 
white spots, increasing in size as they 
extend downward. The lower part of 
the body is white. At each side of the 
breast, near the shoulder, is a large 
white crescent. immediately back of 
which is a broader one of black. Beneath 
the wings the body is marked with fine, 
wavy, parallel black lines upon a ground 
of yellowish drab. The flanks are 
variegated with broad, semi-circular 
white bands, shaded with black. About 
the sides of the vent the color is light 
violet. The long, hairlike tail coverts 
are deep black, tinged with yellow. The 
back is dusky bronze, with a green tinge. 
The scapulars are dark green and purple. 
The tail is black, with green gloss above 
and dusky below. The wing spot or 
speculum is green and blue. The legs 
and feet are of an orange color. The 
duck has a small crest, much smaller 
than the drake. The head and neck are. 
a dark drab; the breast a dusky brown, 
marked with white spots; the back and a 
portion ef the wings a dusky, bronzy 
brown; the wing spot like the male, but 
less brilliant; the chin and throat white, 
and the bar behind the eye white. While 
beautiful in plumage, itis a beauty of a 
more sober kind than that which her 
male possesses. The tail of the birds is 
rather long, and the feet are provided 
with strong, hooked claws, fitted for | 
grasping the limb of a tree. Indeed, 
these birds derive the name Wood Duck 
from the fact that they flit about in the 
woods and build their nests in the 


hollows of old trees. Their flieht is ee 


strong, well sustained, and nearly noise- 
less. 


The nesting time of this duck isin the _ 
months of April, May and June. They  — 
lay only a few eggs, oval in shape, and — 


in color closely resembling polished 
ivory. They can be bred in confinement, 


but only under most favorable circum-_ 


stances, and, though deservedly kept by 
many fanciers abroad, and by a few in 
this country, the rearing of them is a 
delicate and difficult operation. The 
Wood Duck, at the best, has never been 
more than half domesticated. Its great 
beauty, however, would seem to warrant 
much care in the attempt to make it a 
thoroughly domesticated fowl, as has 
been done with the Rouen Duck, 
evidently the lineal descendant of the 
wild Mallard. | 

Though the adult Wood drake is 
dressed in such gorgeous plumage, he 
has his period of humiliation, like the 
Rouen and Mallard, for about June the 
plumage begins to change, and from 
then until about September he is dressed 
in the livery of his soberer hued mate. 
But, with the return of the crisp air of 
autumn, he again bedecks himself in his 
gay colors, not to change them until the 
approach of the heated term. The Wood 
Duck is small in size, but, if it were 
thought desirable, could probably be 
considerably increased in size under 
domestication. If the heavy Rouen could 
be bred from the Mallard, there is no 
reason why the domesticated Wood 
Duck might not be made to reach a 
much larger size than it has at present. 
For ornamental purposes, pure and 
simple, the smailer the duck the better, 
but for practical purposes an increased 
size would be desirable. It will be a 
long time, however, if ever such a time 
arrives, before the Wood Duck enters 
into competition with the Rouen, the 
Pekin, the Aylesbury, and the Muscovy, 
as a practical and profitable aquatic 
fowl. 

The period of incubation of the eggs 
is twenty-five days. In the wild state, 
according to Audubon, the young, when 
hatched, if the tree containing the nest 
is placed immediately over the water, 
‘‘scramble to the mouth of the hole, 
launch into the air with their little wings 
and feet spread out, and drop into their 
favorite element, but whenever their 
birthplace is some distance from it the 
mother carries them to it, one by one, in 
her bill, holding them so as to not injure 
their tender frames. On several occasions, 
however, when the hole was thirty, 
forty, or more yards from a pool or other 
piece of water, I observed that the 
mother suffered the young to fall on the 
grasses and dried leaves beneath the 
trees, and afterward led them to the 
nearest edge of the next pool or creek.” 
The Wood Duck bears confinement well, 
and increases in beauty with age, as the 
crest grows to a larger size, the markings 


become more pronounced, and the luster. 


of the plumage improves. 


This interesting duck is found in 


various parts of the country. They are 


usually found in pairs or in smali flocks 
n these days, but Audubon states that 
he has seen them in flocks of hundreds, 
and known fifteen to be killed at asingle 
shot, something that even the most 
elastic imagination of our modern 
Nimrods has not ventured to conceive. 
When Audubon wrote, the country was 
less densely populated, and all game was 
more plentiful. It is not, therefore, 


intended to discredit the accuracy of his. 


statement. As the population increases, 
tHis beautiful fowl will tend to grow 
scarcer still, unless it is propagated by 
man in a more or less domesticated 
state. Its great beauty ought to stimulate 
breeders to seek for its preservation by 
concerted and sustained efforts at do- 
mestication. 3 3

plainly see the lost ground. 


Many local or county fairs close their 
gates to the outsider. But a few can 
stand the strain put upon them by the 
professional exhibitor, and if those who 
of necessity come under this head are 
driven from such fairs as the New York 
State, they will seek the locals. 

While we are compelled to look at this 
question trom a professional standpoint, 
we realize that by our presence at a 


local fair with a string of birds gotten 


together for the sole purpose of winning 
and breeding winners we knock out the 
representatives of the county in which 
the show is held, and remove their 
incentive to buy good and breed good 
stock. 

This state of affairs is now in evidence 
in my native county, and should more 
than one-third of the usual entries be 
made at the coming exhibition I shall be 
pleased and agreeably surprised. 

-How to provide a class for the pro- 
fessional and resident county exhibitor, 
and encourage and foster the latter as 
every county should encourage exhibitors 
within its borders, without barring or 
handicapping the visiting breeders, is a 
knotty question and one that is bound to 
come to every county fair that does not 
bar outside competition. 

The barring of outsiders is a narrow 
and unpatriotic method, and does not 
whet the appetite up to the pitch attained 
by general competition. 

The county fair used to be. a _ good 
subject for theatrical scenes laid in the 
rural districts. That day is past. We 
are all interested in our county fairs, 
and no doubt as exigencies of this kind 
arise a remedy will be found.

All About the Norwich 
Cropper. 

It was with feelings of the greatest 
pleasure that I read the announcement 
that there was to be an essay on the 
above charming variety of the pigeon 
race, as I think that this class has not 
had the amount of attention due to it. 
Therefore, I shall endeavor to give the 
readers of the Hanuczers’ Gazette a short 
but true account of its ways and habits, 
mode of breeding and flying, selection of 
stock, style of loft necessary. etc. 

I shall not go back to the origin of the 
Norwich Cropper, as it is sufficient to 
say that it is of very old date, but shall 
commence by giving a description of 
this, the merriest and most sociable of 
the feathered tribe. Its name will at 
once strike the reader’s attention as 
having connection with its shape, viz., 
having a crop of good size and of 
globular formation, hanging neither too 
much on either side, and which, when 
inflated, should have the beak resting 
uponit. It should be of smart, upright 


‘appearance, showy, and graceful, slender 


in girth, and tapering towards the tail. 
In markings they should resemble the 
Pouter, though, unlike that variety, they 
should have clean legs, but a slight 
feathering is no disqualification. The 
ways and habits are sufficient to attract 
the attention of any fancier, for, by its 
attachment to its owner, it takes such a 
hold of his affections that it 1s verv 
rarely discarded, as one of its prettiest 
ways is the greeting which its owner 
receives upon entering his loft by day or 
night. It likes to be made a fuss Of, 
and allows itself to be coaxed- and 
handled, especially where kindness is 


|extended when they are young. ‘There 


is nothing more attractive in a show, 
where classes are provided for them, 
than the Croppers, for upon approaching 
the show pen they commence bowing 
and want notice taken of them. Having 
given this slight description of the 


‘Norwich Cropper. I shall now proceed to 


give afew hints respecting the selection 
of stock. Of course, anyone going in for 
the fancy would naturally like to have 
something decent to start with; there- 
tore I would advise them not to go to a 
pigeon shop where they are packed in 
small pens and about as graceful as a 
Runt, as you would run the risk of 
getting not only inferior birds, but off- 
springs from crossings of all colors, and 
therefore not to be depended upon in the 
least; but I would advise writing tosome 
respectable fancier who has secured 
prizes with this variety in the classes 
provided for them and obtain good 
shaped birds, and not too foul, as by 
getting good shape you can depend upon 
the birds having other good qualities in 
them. Respecting colors, this, of course, 
rests with the taste of the fancier, but 
whatever it may be I would urge them 
to get them sound. ‘The standard colors 
of the Norwich Cropper are blacks, reds, 
yellows, whites and blue pieds. There 
are also many what are called off colors, 
comprising cinnamons, duns, cloths, 
ereams, livers, irons, lark-tailed whites 
and others. In breeding it is advisable 
to keep the colors to themselves, as by 
crossing one color with another the off- 
springs are not always to be depended 
upon. The generality of this variety 
will feed and rear their young, though it 
is advisable where several are kept to 
have a pair or two of feeders in case of 
accident. The Norwich Cropper is also 
highly valued for its flying qualities, 
there being matches held in Norwich, in 
connection with the Norwich Cropper 
Club, at their annual show at Christmas, 
when the judges go round to the com- 
petitors’ lofts, and the birds are let out, 
and it is a grand sight to see them spring 
from their ighting boards. They should 
not start off in the same way as the non- 
pouting varieties, but should rise about a 
yard from the board by a spring, then 
fly off and go round in circles with their 
backs hollowed and tails opened in the 
Shape of a scoop, returning most 
suddenly on to the board. Respecting 
the ailments to which the Norwich 
Cropper is subject, if kept thoroughly 
clean they will be few, but the one likely 
to give the most troubie is their propensity 
to gorge themselves. This is a more 
frequent occurrence on their return from 
shows, when they have perhaps been 
¢ } 


traveling a long distance without food or 


| water. I have found the best prevention, 


when the birds are at home, is to keep a 
hopper well filled with food, so that the 
birds can help themselves at their 
leisure. Should a bird gorge itself, I 
have found the best plan to be to hold 
them: up, head downwards, and gently 
press the crop, when generally most of 


the food or water will drop out of their | 


mouth; then give a dose of either castor 
oil or Epsom salts. 

The accommodation for this variety of 
pigeon should be large and lofty, as thev 
require plenty of room, also well 
ventilated, but without draught, for 
although the Cropper can stand a fair 
amount of cold, like other pigeons, it 
cannot stand draughts. There should 
be perches or brackets inside, placed 
about six or eight inches from the walls, 
to give them room to turn round without 
damaging their tail feathers. The most 
suitable arrangement for nesting places I 
have found to be as follows: Two lobster 
boxes placed on end on the ground, 
facing each other, with a board across 
the top, and the nest pans inside them, 
the ground being the most convenient, so 
that the birds can walk straight on to the 
nest, as many accidents occur through 
having nest boxesin an elevated position. 
If possible, the loft should have a flight 
or aviary attached, but with a roof to 
keep off the sun, as it spoils the color of 
the plumage.in most birds. The bath 
should bé in this aviary, as the Norwich 
Cropper is passionately fond of a bath. 
Above all, there should be no lack of 
whitewash, sand and grit. 

In conelusion, I hope to see classifica- 
tion for the Norwich Cropper at the large 
shows, as the members of the Norwich 
Cropper Club are thinking of guarantee- 
ing the classes'and providing specialist 
judges. This would tend to increase the 
popularity of this, one of the most pleéas- 
ing varieties of the pigeon race.—H. J.

When the’prisoners were arraigned 1n 
court yesterday Page had with him two 
pigeons which he claimed were stolen 
from Beyer’s place in Steinway avenue. 
He said he saw them on sale in John 
Hock’s place, in Avenue B, between 
Fifth and Sixth streets, New York. He 
bought the pair and brought them to 
court. He said that if liberated the birds 
would immediately find their way to 
Beyer’s coop. 

Clerk Hendrickson stamped Justice 
Ingram’s name under the wing of one of 
the birds, while the words ‘‘August 15, 
1895” were written in ink on the other 
bird. They werethen taken down stairs 


by the court officer and liberated. They. 


soared aloft for a minute or so and then 
darted off in the direction of Steinway. 
Several officers boarded an electric car. 
and on arriving at Beyer’s coop found 
the two mute witnesses there billing and 
cooing with their companions from 
whom they had been separated. 

The police believe they have hit upon 
a nest of thieves. Muller's house was 
seached, and in it were found a bunch of 
fifty keys, three complete sets of carpen- 
ters’ tools, a steel jimmy fourteen inches

‘and if he has very little color on the 
shoulder or wing-bow, ail the better for 
e pullet breeding, and next season let 
him occupy the place of his sire.

The food used for the fattening of the 
fowls in the Bourg and Louhans districts 
varies somewhat, though of course this is 
limited. ‘The chief idea seems to be that 
people shall use such food as 1s produced 
upon their own farms, and thus save the 
purchase of anything that can possibly be 
avoided. The chief exception is in the 
direction of rice, which is considerably 
used for feeding the young chickens. 
Maize, buckwheat, oats and pollard are 
all utilized, while milk is extensively used 
both for chicken feeding and also for 
fattening purposes. In several cases I 
noticed that whey from curdled milk was 
employed. and the La Bresse fatteners 
declare that this has a most beneficial 
influence upon the flavor of the flesh. 
The same fact is true in this country, 
namely, that soured milk is preferred for 
the purpose of fattening, and I believe 
that some of the cases where novices 
have not succeeded as well as they could 
have desired, was simply that they had 
used the milk fresh. I noticed at one 
establishment in the Boure district that 
the milk had been mixed with the meal 
and allawed to stand until a measure of 
fermentation had actually taken place. 
I know that some of the crammers in 
Sussex mix the food immediately after 
one meal and allow it to stand in the 
machine for twelve hours, until the next 
time of feeding, sour milk havine been 
used in preference to sweet. For the 
actual fattening of the birds, however, in 
La Bresse buckwheat meal and maize 
meal aré chiefly depended upon, and in 
the majority of cases these are mixed 1n 
equal proportions. -The meal, as a rule, 
is partially cooked hy scalding, and I 
beheve that either scalding or actually 
cooking the meal is of great help in the 
work of fattening. I may mention that 
the flesh of fowls produced by this system 
is maryellously white, and the customary 
plan is to blow the feathers of the breast 
on one side so that the color of the flesh 
may be seen. 

Of course before killing, the birds are 
starved for about 36 hours. The plan 
adopted in killing is not one to be recom- 
mended, and I was very sorry to see it 
used. Paletting—that is, piercing the 
brain with a proper killing knife—is a 
rapid and excellent method, but in the 
La Bresse country they do not carry it 
out anything like so effectively, bnt in 
many cases the roof of the mouth is 
simply cut with a fine, sharp pair of 
Scissors and in a transverse manner. 
The bird is thrown down and simply 
bleeds to death. I saw in one or two 
places the work thoroughly done, but in 
others the birds had evidently been suf- 
fering in this way for hours. ‘The Sussex 
plan of dislocating the neck, although by 
no means attractive, is certainly much 
more humane and to be preferred. 

As soon as the birds are killed, pluck- 
ing takes place, and this’ work is ex- 
peditiously and thoroughly performed. 


would be certain to come either all black, 
or, what is more probable, a mixture of 
the pure Black and Brown Red—z. e., 
the cockerels would have some colored 
feathers in hackle, saddle and wing-bow, 
and the pullets would be entirely black 
with the exception of a little color in the 
hackle. ‘The average size of these would 
hardly exceed ordinary Game Bantams, 
say 13¢ pounds for full grown cockerels, 
and 14 pounds for pullets.. The strain 
would then be so far made, that only a 
judicious select and inbreeding between 
the above families would be required to 
perfect the Black. Aseel, ortriplecombs, 
would keep cropping up, now and then, 
but would be in a minority, and increas- 
ingly so each season, if they were not 
bred from. There would be no difficulty 
experienced as regards the. color of the 
legs, for, with very little variation, they 
would be the darkest olive or nearly 
black, just showing a little yellow under 
the feet and between the toes. ‘This 
would be our plan. But there is another 
way, and that is to select a small Black 
Game hen or pullet, and run with her a 

ure White Game Bantam cock: but. if 
we tried this plan, we should not trust to 
one hen only, we should have either two 
or three, as 1n all probability many eges 
would prove clear. When once the 
first-cross chickens are grown up, it 
would be necessary to select the blackest 
eockerel to mate with the White cock’s 
own sisters or relatives—pure White 


cock with his own Black pullets, and then 
breed between the two families. By 
this means you would gain the advantage 
of certain fixity of single combs, but you 
would as certainly lose hardness of 
feather, and fine whip tails, and the 
bright red face and eyes now required in 
Black Game. 

Many times within the last three or 
four years, we have been asked, ‘‘Are 
there any Blue or Black Dun Game Ban- 
tams now?” We fear not, but there may 
be; for, the last time we. stayed a few 
days in Edinburgh, it was at the house 
of a gentleman in Grange Road, who had 
a few of our old Blue Duns, and was 
trying, from them anda pure Blue Old 
English Game cock, to raise a strain of 
pure Blues of Bantam size. 

If any of our readers are so inclined as 
to make a strain of their own, it can 
easily be done now by procuring a sound 
Blue Game cock, the smaller the better, 
and breeding with him and pale Lemon

It is claimed by La Bresse breeders that — 


one of the great virtues of the fowl 1s 
that the feathers come out so easily and 
leave the skin smooth. Certainly the 
appearance of the birds lends credence to 
this statement, and I am inclined to 
think that the La Bresse fowls have not 
so much in the way of plumage as is the 
case with other breeds. <A very few 
minutes suffice to pluck the bird clean, 
and, the whole body and wings are 
denuded of feathers except a few upon 
the head and neck, left there to prove 
the class of fowl. Then comes the 
peculiar shaping which is so striking in 


the case of this breed, distinctive from: 


any other elsewhere to be met with. For 
this purpose two cloths are used, the 
first of fine linen, and the second, which 
is shaped something like a wine bottle. 
These are stitched round the bird firmly 
and tightly. The effect of this shaping 
is to give the fowl when it is taken out 
the appearance of a, champagne bottle, 
the head being the mouth. The birds 
are allowed to remain in this cloth until 
they are completely cold and set, the 


cloths being dipped in milk or water, 


which has the effect of smoothing and 
whitening the skin. All birds, even 
those which sell as low as four or five 
francs, are shaped in this ‘way. . 

It1s somewhat difficult to learn the 
extent of the trade done in La Bresse, 
but it must be very extensive indeed, 
and there can be no question that this 
industry has a most important influence 
upon, the success. of the district. The 
fact is that the La Bresse fowls are in 
evidence pretty nearly everywhere; even 
the hotel keepers in their general adver- 
tisements call attention to this industry, 
and in the shops of both Bourg and 
Louhans sweetmeats and souvenirs of 
various kinds are modeled after these 
fowls. It would be useless to quote the 
figures from the last decennial French 
returns, because they are so old, but 
when the new census 1s issued we may be 
able to say something upon this question. 
Fowls from this district are sent to all 
parts of the country, but particularly to 
Paris and the Riviera. During the 
Mediterranean coast season the demand 
from the latter district is very great, 
though I do not think they take quite the 
quality of the La Bresse poultry which 
are sold in Paris. | A fair number of the 
cheaper kinds go to Switzerland, and | 
met with them in the poulterers’ shops at 
Geneva, though they were not the best 
quality. 

»o far as prices are concerned, these 
vary considerably and in accordance 
with the time of year. Probably the 
ordinary rates range from three to eight 
francs for fowls, and a good substantial 
bird may be bought for six to seven 
frances. The chief prices, however, are 
for capons and poulardes. I was asked 
in Boure market by a country woman 
twenty francs for acapon. Of course it 
was a beautiful bird and I stippose 
weighed over a dozen pounds. She sold 
itimmediately afterwards at the price 
named above. These capons make 
special dishes, and the demand is of 
course, while considerable, more limited 
than for ordinary poultry. 


»o far as practical vaiue 1s concerned, 
it is alittle difficult to say whether the 
La Bresse fowl would bear introduction 
into this country. That it isa splendid 
fowl for table purposes cannot be ques- 
tioned; its great length of keel, rapid 
growth and readiness to fatten, with 
splendid quality of flesh are all strong 
recommendations in its favor. Some of 
these best qualities of French table fowls 
haye not proved hardy enough for our 
more northern climate, and it may be the 
case that the same would apply to the 
La Bresse. I should think, however, 
that there are parts of the United States 
where it could be introduced with advant- 


age, more especially in the Southern 


States. It may be interesting to mention 
that we are having experiments carried’ 
out as to its adaptability to the English 
climate. One thing I should like to 
mention in conelusion—it is that the La 
Bresse breeders realize the importance of 
having a definite type of fowl, of giving 
attention to its improvement, and not 
spoiling it by the introduction of-foreign 
blood. I saw in a few cases crosses with 
other breeds, but I am bound to say they 
were much inferior to the pure La Bresse.

me This branch of the poultry business 
3 ae has become well established, not only 
with the few who at first held the mys- 
tery, but itis universally recognized as 
an important factor of the poultry indus-. 
try. | . 

A capon is neither a hen nor a rooster, 
and is nothing more or less than a capon. 
‘The capon 1s to the cock what the steer 
is to the bull, the barrow to the boar, the 
wether to the ram. They grow larger 
than cocks, can be kept at less cost, and 
produce more meat for the food con- 
sumed than other fowls. ‘Their flesh 1s 
delicious, and they are considered a deli- 
cacy in the markets, bringing double the 
| _ price the year around of any other birds. 
aS ‘There are many advantages attached 
73 to caponizing which commend themselves 
to the poultryman. When poultry is 
kept for a profit, and we believe all fowls 
should be so kept, it behooves the keeper 
to be alert to every advantage which 
may increase the revenue from his yards. 
The farmer sees more weight in the 
steer than in the bull, andin the same 
proportion this applies to the cock and 
the capon. 

‘The art of caponizing has in a measure 
solved the question of caring for the 
cockerels. ‘There is a tendency invari- 
ably for the males to predominate in 
every brood hatched, and the practical 
poultryman knows the trouble and in- 
convenience of raising the usual number 
of cockerels hatched each spring. ‘hey 
are continually chasing about the yard 
fighting, worrying the hens and pullets, 
and are in general a hindrance to the 
business. A cockerel 1s aravenous eater, 
loses flesh almost as rapidly as gained, 
and, in fact, isa loss to the yard in the 
end. 

By caponizing these ills are averted ; 
he becomes very quiet and docile, spend- 
ing most of his time in quiet and con- 
tentment. His entire nature ischanged; 
he assumes the characteristics of a hen, 
never quarreling, and he may be con- 
fined with profit toa small space. ‘This 
change of nature, and his quiet dispo- 
sition causes him to increase rapidly in

weight, and his, flesh becomes juicy and 
tender, rivaling in flavor and delicacy 
that of a spring broiler. Instead of 
carrying to the market a poor and flesh- 
less cockerel, you supplant it with a bird 
that equals a turkey in size and weight, 
while the cost of raising the capon is 
even less. 
BREEDS FOR CAPONS. 
The small breeds such as Leghorns, 
Hambures, Bantams and common “fowls 
should not be caponized as ‘the gain in 
weight in these would barely pay for the 
trouble. Large size birds with tull 
round breasts are the class that make the 
bést capons. Always use such birds as 
- the Brahmas, Cochins, Plymouth Rocks, 
a Javas and Langshans. <A fine capon is 
| produced by a colored Dorking cock and 
a Brahma or Cochin hen; an Indian 
Game male on Langshan hens, or an 
Indian Game male on Dorking hens. 
The best breeds to select males from are 
colored Dorkings, Indian Games, ‘Grey 
Dorkings, -Houdans and Langshans. 
The hen may be from the Brahmas, 
Cochins or Plymouth Rocks. ‘These give 
size and hardiness. 
TIME TO CAPONIZE. 

Hatch your cockerels early in the 
Spring so that they may be cut before the 
hot weather begins; this is an advan- 
tage, yet good results may be had.at any 
time durine the year. The months 
usually taken for caponizing are June, 
July, August, September and October ; 
at these times the young chicks from the 
spring hatches have arrived at the 
proper age and weight, and this affords 
ample time for marketing during Janu- 
ary, February, March, April and May. 
Cockerels may be caponized when eight 
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member the capon’s comb does not grow 
like that of a cock, but shrivels away 
after the operation; its sickle feathers 
are not carried upright, and in appear- 
ance it 1s more like a hen. Cockerels 
should be caponized as soon as their 
combs begin to grow, as birds with 
combs will not sell so readily =in the 
markets, and are likely to be taken for 
fowls, ?

HOW TO CAPONIZE. 

Caponizing is easily learned and 
successfully practiced by beginners by 
following directions, but more quickly 
and satisfactorily by witnessing the 
operation. Birds apparently suffer but 
little pain from the operation, and the 
per cent. of loss is quite small. The 
only birds that die under the operation 
are those having developed combs. ‘The 
old Chinese tools when their use is 
understood are very satisfactory. In 
caponizing, to avoid making slips 
requires care and experience on the part 
of the operator. He must have a good 
chance to work, with plenty of sunlight 
and the chickens well emptied of food. 
Chicks that weigh one or two pounds are 
the best. Keep them from food 30 hours 
before you begin. Never try to caponize 
a chick with full intestines, as it takes 
more time, and the chances of success 
are not nearly so good. 

Supposing now that you have your 
chicks well emptied of food and plenty 
of sunlight; next take a flour barrel with

There is no, difference in the food 
given them and other fowls after the 
_first few days. They are, of course, 
without food from 24 to 26 hours before 
being operated upon, and are quite 
hungry. They should, however, be fed 
very sparingly for the first day or two 
on cornmeal, with a little salt in it.

After that they can be given more. 
After the first week give them plenty of 
food; you will find them very ravenous 
_ for a month or two, then they gradually 
ease up and eat much less. When they 
are confined give bone meal. broken 
shell, etc. Give plenty of fresh water. 
Fig. 23 shows a capon dressed for the 
market. It will be noticed that the 
spurs are not developed as in the case 
of the cockerel shown in Fig. 24. The 
comb and wattles are also undeveloped, 
while the plumage is very brilliant. It 
will also be noticed that the head of the 
capon does not look like the head of 
either a hen or a rooster. ‘The cockerel 
shown in Fig. 24 is the same age as the 
capon. <A glance at the two illustrations 
will show the difference between the two 
birds and the advantages of caponizing, 
DRESSING CAPONS FOR MARKET. 
‘The capon should be allowed to grow 
until at least one year old, as by that 
time it will have attained an imposing 
size and becomes a beautiful bird. Some 
keep them even longer than a year. 
There is a vast difference between 
breeding the capon and other fowis. 
When the capons are ready for market 
select such as you propose ‘killing and 
confine them. Keep them without food 
or water for 24 hours, that their crops 
may be entirely empty. Prepare the 
- place for killing and dressing. Drive 
- two heavy nails about one foot apart in 
_ the beam or pole overhead. Make two 
_ hooses of strong twine, each noose long 
enough to hold one of the legs of the 
= bird. ‘The capon should hang low enough 
to be convenient for picking, 
_. _Next-procure a table.on which to dress 
"~~ tne fowl. Make a frame on the same 
principle as a box without ends. In this 
lay the capon and remove the intestines, 
When everything is in readiness take 
the bird and suspend him by his legs.

CAPONS AS MOTHERS. 

One other advantage the capon has: 
over cockerels is that 1t can be used for 
raising chicks, while the hens go back 
to laying. With a little training the 
capon makes anexcellent mother, taking 
the best care possible of a brood of 25 or 
30 chicks. ‘They will care for young 
chicks all season and yet get fat them- 
selves, Their large size enables them to 
care for twice the number that a hen 
would, besides he can scratch and 
protect them better. When a capon is 
nine or ten months old he is ready to 
assume maternal duties. if you have 
chicks ready catch the capon and pluck a 
few feathers from his breast, and at the 
same time switch him with a cedar twig 
or anything that stings him a little. 
This will cause his breast to itch. Place 
him in a dark box, about two feet square 
and low enough to prevent him from 
standing. Then put two or three chicks 
with him, ‘These he will probably kill; 
then he should be taken out and switched 
again on the breast, after which he may 
be placed back in the box, and more 
chicks given him, This time he will 
probably be glad to have them huddle 
under hlm; he will cluck to them eagerly 
and treat them as kindly as an old hen. 

Keep him under the box 24 hours with 
the chicks, giving them a few bread 
crumbs and a little water. Have just 
light enough for him _ to see the food and 
water, and be sure that he is far enough 
from the old hen to prevent the chicks 
hearing the call. The next day he may 
be put in.an open coop and as many 
chicks given him as is desirable. ‘They 
Should be kept here for several 
days and then may be aliowed to roam 
at will. .. ue | 

Other chicks may be given him from 
time to time, but always at night, at the 
same time taking the chicks that are 
large enough from him. In this way 
one capon will bring up a great many 
chickens in a season, and the hen’s time 
is not lost.

He reports poor luck in breeding, especi- 
ally in Jacobins, but he has a few good 
ones which he intends to carry off the 
honors at the coming fairs with.

The ail absorbing question now 
agitating the minds of young fanciers is 
how far to fly their young birds this 
season, and many and varied are the 
letters of inquiry I have lately been the 
recipient of upon this interesting and 
constantly recurring subject. And right 
here I wish to say that the fauczers 
themselves are the sole and best judges 
upon the question ot how far ¢hezr 
youngsters should be trained and raced 
year of hatch. One may establish the 
line of limit ‘or training young birds in 
their first season merely for the benefit 
of the young novice just launching out 
in the sport of pigeon racing and as an 
index finger of caution, but even this 
limit of reasonable distance, whatever it 
may be, may, and no doubt has, often 
been the burial ground of the bird. One 
cannot draw a line of action in training 
young birds during their first season 
which all alike can follow to the letter. 
While many authorities deem 75 and 100 
miles an ample distance for the education 
and advancement of the young racing 
Homer and strongly advocate the young 
novice zo stop for the season at this 
point, if his stock has done it, and donxe 
zt well, my experience among young 
tanciers is that but-very few follow such 
advice and very) many more = are 
absolutely unwilling to check their 
enjoyments in the pigeon racing fancy 
with such a curb when they have stock 
in hand ft and strong. They oftem 
chafe under the restrictions of such a 
conservative and painstaking course of 
training, that to them has merely the 
future of the bird as its main argument, 


‘and often ask themselves ‘‘Why should 


they deny themselves the pleasures 
connected with the 150 and 200 miles 
racing points of the club merely because 
some pigeon racing authority sees fit to 
issue his mandate against the very young 
birds of very young fanciers ?” 


x * 

As I have written in former notes, the 
fancier who wishes surely to establish 
the foundation of a successful racing 
loft he must go slow. Carry along his 
birds’ edueation by easy progression, 
and*be patient, observing and very 
conservative in his training, farlzcularly 
if hts stock and means are limited. 
At the same time, if a young fancier has 
plenty of young birds, well bred, and zz 
good condition, there is no earthly 
reason why the 1oo miles station should 
end his participation in that season’s 
sport, as many recommend. But he 
must observe his birds closely. A 200 
miles fly in favorable weather and under 
favorable conditions does not leave any 
ill effect in the bird, nor is sucha journey 
calculated to undermine a youngster and 
spoil him for further work after a suitable 
rest. <A stiff north-easter on him from a 
hard 75 or too miles fly, nine times out 


of ten renders the youngster unfit for __

further speedy work ‘that season and 
often a serious and permanent disruption. 


Not always perceptible to the fancier, | 


but surely lurking beneath the surface is 


a weakness that rarely survives the 200 
miles station the season following. I 


have proved this often. The time in- 
tervening between the races of the young 
bird race schedule is but one week, and 


the young fancier will do well to note — : %

proper stop. But as soon as a young 


bird after any journey shows an in- 
clination ¢o mofe or fails to rally 
promptly, itis most excellent evidence 
that the limit for that season has been 
reached, be the distance 50, 75, 100, or 
150 miles, and no amount of doctoring 
with revivers and hemp seed will restore 
it sufficiently to engage successfully in 
further work that season. Here is where 
the observing fancier comes in. Some 
young birds are more precocious than 
others, some more readily yield to 
punishment, and some get into racing 
condition more readily. Some youngsters 
partake»more freely of food in the 
baskets and from home than others, and 
some are less handicapped in the matter 
of wing power and weight. I have had 
young cocks in my training baskets that 
it would have been madness to send 
beyond the 75 or too miles station, 
much 


weight to carry for their age and 


- development, but such birds when two 


or three vears old, matured by easy 
progression, always become sturdy and 
experienced racers from the further 
distances. 


* 
* * 


. It is idle, theretore, in a positive way, 
to tella young fancier just how far he 
should race his young birds year of hatch. 
The distance must be regulated by the 
bird’s condition, mentally, morally and 
physically, and with a view to future 
progress. : 

The staying out over night by a 
young bird in 100, 150 or 200 miles racing 
is one of the very worst experiences that 
can happen, and I have little or no use 
for any such subjects. Weed them out. 
A young bird of 4, 5, or 6 months, well 
bred, and in fit racing condition, can 
safely do his 150 and 200 miles under 
fairly favorable conditions, and prove a 
valuable chap to his owner in his second 
year. But the bird with but asoor 75 
miles racing experience can prove equally 
valuable in its second year, and also the 
chap who never saw the inside of a train- 
ing basket year of hatch. 

The young fancier is therefore to map 
out the work for his birds by observation 
and judgment, and this is governed by 
such a variety of conditions and cir- 
cumstances that he must not blindly 
follow the teaching and experience of 
any single authority, or pursue the same 
tactics of certain of his club members 


who with larger resources and means, 


can take larger risks. He is naturally 
ambitious to engage his birds through- 


~ out the entire race schedule, and yet he 


often does so at considerable sacrifice, 
and with little or no. distinction in view 


or possible. 


This is the period in his career when 


he must know when to draw out and

when he feels he is handicapped by age,

- Itmay bea fluké, never to be repeated, 
and merely a chance shot that 1s un- 
fortunately, too often taken advantage 
of by the fancier who is in the game for 
revenue mainly, to advertise young from 
uch at fancy prices, and often mislead- 
ig. Also do not too hastily condemn a 


_ youngster for occasional slow work, or 


failure to return. 
These short comings are often the 
result of the fanciers’ incorrect handling 


and poor treatment, and a bird slow from 


one race station may yet redeem itself 
rom the next, or the following season. 


For the chronic slow comer and stay 
out I have no use, and the only treat- 
ment for such is fhe r£uzfe, asl have 
often advised. The old saying that 
races are often won at home is quite true, 
and guick trapping is of course an im- 
portant and essential feature in pigeon 
racing. : : 

The novice will do well, therefore to have 
the entrance of his loft as simple as 
possible, and his birds quite accustomed 
to enter quickly, and with little or 
nothing in its construction that may 
serve to attract their attention or obstruct 
the wayin. A very common error in 
the construction of flying lofts 1s the 
inside aleghting board which 1s too 
frequently taken up with mmates of the 
loft not engaged in the races, and who 
often seriously interfere with arrivals in 
a speedy passage through the wire as 
they return. 

Let the loft entrance be a_ straight 
drop intozt by the birds as they left the 
wires, and see that the bolting wires are 
light in construction and not exceeding 
Six or seven inches in length, otherwise 
they are apt to trail, or lay onthe back 
of the bird, and too often inducing with- 
drawal. Some birds trap more readily 
than others, and this part of the young 
bird’s education should be well advanced 
before putting fo pass the wires on the 
road, otherwise many valuable minutes 
will be lost when the actual racing takes 
place. ae

In this past season of ordinary veioci- 
ties, and disastrous tosses it is refresh- 
ing to read occasionally of some good 
racing, and some extraordinary velocities 
were made by some of our Belgian 
brethren in a recent race from Bayonne 
organized by the’society La ‘Trompette, 
of Ghent, and thrown open tothe fan- 
ciers of the two Flanders, and the 
Province of Antwerp, air line over 600 
miles. Monsieur George Gits, a name 
well known here, was the winner with 
the splendid velocity of nearly 1700 yards 
per minute, second prize by M. Andries 
of Duffel, speed 1616 yards, and third 
prize, M. Cleempoel of Ghent, 1614 yards. 
All prizes were won day of toss, and the 
last arrivais registered over 1200 yards 
velocity. The toss was at 5:50 July 2oth,

Below we publish three good para- 
graphs from the Scottzsh Fanczer: 


“There are three overs which form a 
Snare which young fanciers are very apt 
to glide into, viz., overcrowding, over- 
feeding, and overvaluing. To prevent 
overcrowding, begin to thin out as soon 
as a chick displays the true symptoms of 
a fatal fault. Some experienced fanciers 
begin to thin by the time the brood is 
three weeks old. To prevent over- 
feedings, watch the feeding performance, 
and never give more than the birds will 
devour greedily. To prevent over- 
valuing your birds, do not count too 
much on long-winded pedigrees or 
winning strains, nor reckon too much on 
quality according to length of price paid. 
Visit all the best shows you can, and 
compare your birds with the winners of 
their kind there; and above all cultivate 
the gift of correct comparison, and do 
not fall into the egotistical and idiotic 
error that not a few do when beholding 


the winners at a good show, that they 


‘have far better at home.’”’ 
“Comparison is an organ said by 
phrenologists to be situated in the 


middle of the upper part of the forehead, 


Those who possess it in a high degree 
are said to reason more by means of 
analysis and comparison than by logical 
deductions. Be that as it may, there is 
no doubt but this faculty enables its 
possessor to compare color, weight, form, 
size, &c., and these areaids to knowledge 
which the fancier above all things has 
need of,” 

“It is a pity, though an acknowledged 
fact, that some tanciers either do not 
possess the rudimentary elements of this 
faculty, or else will not allow themselves 
to be governed by its dictation, for, 
compare as they may, they invariably 
come to the conclusion that there is not 
an exhibit on the scene that can compare 
favorably with theirs, or as I once heard 
an exhibitor, who actually had on ex- 


hibition about the worst pen in the show, — 


sum up—‘There are none here better 
than mine, and, what’s more, there are 
none here so good.,’”’

_ New York State Fair. 


A Beautiful Display of Thor 
ousghbred Polity. 


The fitty-fifth annual fair of the New 
York State Agricultural Society was 
celebrated at its permanent home in 
Syracuse last week in the usual fashion 
characteristic of the present board of 
managers. The Empire State is the 
greatest live stock centre 1n America, 
and never belies its reputation. The blue 
blooded cattle were there as in the past, 
as were the surpassingly fine sheep and 
swine, while the equine exhibit was as 
grand as ever. All these sections of the 
live stock department had commodious 
quarters, and could be seen without a 
microscope or a dark lantern. 

The poultry however fared differently. 
Notwithstanding the fact that many of 
the finest birds in the state were on 
exhibition, the quarters furnished them 
were a disgrace to the great State of 
New York. The same unstitable build- 
ine with its small aisles and coops was 
provided, notwithstanding the fact that 
the officers promised to remedy the evil 
of last yeat. The old veteran superin- 
tendent, Oscar J. Lewis, was powerless. 
He tried all he knew how to get the hide- 
bound officers of the New York State 
Agricultural Society to provide suitable 
quarters for the poultry, but without 
success. ‘The society receives substantial 
financial aid from the state for encourag- 
ing live stock exhibits, but the poultry- 
men get it ‘‘where the chicken got the 
axe.” Instead of taking a small part of 
that appropriation toward making the 
feathered race comfortable and satisfy- 
ing the exhibitors, money is squandered 
on showy cupalos and other things of 
secondary consideration. 

So serious has this mismanagement of 
the funds of the state become, that heroic 
measures shovld be taken by the vast 
number of poultrymen in this state to 
~ compel the managers of the society to 
place the poultry department on the same 
footing with other live steck departments, 
There was a magnificent display of birds 
that had they been properly cooped and 
arranged would have rivalicd the great 
New York show at the Madison Square 
Garden, New York, but when five birds 
are huddled in one small coop and that 
coop located in a narrow aisle on the 
floor, humane poultry fanciers will send 
up a howl of indignation and deservedly 
so. Itis safe tosay the two judges, F. 
B. Zimmer and J. H. Drevenstedt, never 
had a harder task to judge birds than at 
Syracuse. It took three times as long as 
it should have done under favorable 
circumstances, besides it made the placing 
of the awards extremely d‘‘Ticu!lt. 


_The American class was of course well 

filled, a splendid lot of White Plymouth 
Rocks and White Wyande@ptes being 
shown, while the Barred Ply mouths, 
Golden and Silver Wyandottes were up 
to a high standard. 

Barred Plymouth Rocks a large class, 
and some quite good birds showa, 
particularly those in the breeding bens. 

White Plymouth Recks also a sarge 
class, and amone the winners some 
rare good birds. One pen of large, well 
developed, nice colored, good shaped 
chicks would have been a hot second out 
for the white in the lobes of one of the 
pullets. 

Nothing wonderrnl in Buff Rocks, 
several of this variety showing white in 
lobes, and of course were out of the race 
entirely. 

Silver Wyandottes made up a strong 
class and although old birds were heavy 
in mouit the winners show up well in new 
feathers, coming cockerels and pullets 
rather small, but first pen of chicks a 
good one, 

Goldens fully up to Silvers, the first 
cock being a grand bird in color. | 

White Wyandottes, the gem of the 
American class. Old birds, excellent, 
shown in fine condition, but the youngs- 
ters surpassed anything I ever saw at a 
fall show. Notably: fine was the first 
prize cockerel and pullet. ‘The latter 
was a perfect ideal, beautifully formed 
and white as the driven snow. ‘The 
cockerel was a grand bird and should 
develop into a clinker. The second 

prize pullet was thinus her tail, but will 


develop into a wonder later on. ‘She 1s 
grand in head, ‘comb and body. . 

Buff Wyandottes, very fair. There 
was a good display of Javas. Asiatics 


were weaker than in years past, but 
sufficient quality was present to make 
the class attractive. In Light Brahmas, 
the winners had rather an easy time of 
it, while in Darks the competition was 
limited to a few good birds, The same 
would hold good in Partridge Cochins, 
but in Buff Cochins the competition was 
keener and honors pretty well divided on 
good birds. 

Langshans were better than usually 
seen, the winnine cock securing the 
ribbon on account of his excellent 
condition, but I believe the second cock 
with new plumage will beat him. He is 
a grand, good bird. 

Leghorns an immense class and fell of 
quality. Single: Combed Whites were 
about as strong and good as I ever saw 
at any show, some of the birds being 
shown in marvelous condition for the 
season of the year. The winning cocks 
were white as snow, fine in lobes and 
combs, while the hens were excellent, 
albeit a trrfle pale in legs. "The first hen 
was. a model in style and comb. ‘The 
first and second cockerels were beautiful 
specimens, their fine condition beating 
other birds nearly up to them in quality. 
In pullets, however, the battle was a 
royal one, I never handled two birds 
that were so near to each other in 
quality. The first was a nicely turned 
bird, with splendid comb and rich orange 
yellow legs. The second was magnificent 
in style, the best I ever saw, but lost in 
comb and color of legs. When she 
develops should make a hard one to beat 
anywhere. Both the winning pens were 
beauties. Single Combed Browns the 
best class I ever ‘saw at Syracuse. In 
cocks the excellent comb and lobe and 
good style of the winner beat the second, 
the latter being out of feather, but when 
full feathered and in condition should 
beat the former. In hens the winners 
had an easy time. Cockerels were 
numerous, but the splendid style, 
beautiful lobes and combs and good 
color of the winners were in a class by 
themselves. The first and second pullets 
had rather an easy win, being well 
developed and even in color. A fine pen 
of chicks beat a really excellent pen of 
fowls, but it was no disgrace to be 
beaten by such a lot of birds, Rose 
Combed browns and Whites not up to 
the Single Combed varieties in numoers 
and quality, although a few good birds 
were shown. There was a grand display 
of Buff Leghorns, W. H. Atkinson, of 
Rome, N. Y., making his first exhibit 
and scooping in the hon’s share of the 
prizes. All but the cockerels were fully 
up to a hieh standard, the latter, except 
the winners, being too small to determine 
their exact value. The hens. were 
especially xyood. There was a large and 
fine display of Black Leghorns. 


Andalusians above the average, the 
winning cockerels and pullets being of 
good size, style and color. oe 

Black Mutrorcas a beautiful class, not a 
poor bird being shown. The first hen 
was a well-known winner and holds her 
own against all comers, but there were 
others there very close to her. 1 noticed 
some particularly fine cockerels that 
really approach the American ideal of a 
Minorca. There was a total absence of 
clumsiness of bodies, and the lines were 
graceful from hock to head, while the 
combs were just large enough to ‘make 
up asymmetrical bird. White Minorcas 
an excellent class in quality, the best I 
have seen in a number of years. 

Hamburgs made up the largest classes 
in the show, the Golden Pencilled leading 
in numbers. A few excellent Silver 
Spangled chicks were shown, and quite 
a good lot of Golden Pencilled and 
Blacks. 

Silver Campines were good, but the 
Goldens only fair in quality. 

A very nice dispiay of Red Caps 
reminded one of the continued existence 
of this excellent laying fowl. 

The Polish classes were well filled and 
some fine specimens shown, particularly 
in the Silver Bearded, White and W. C. 
Blacks. 


Houdans.

“The exhibition 
was held under a large tent which was 
not as conspicuously shown as it might 
have been, for many-pairs were pressed 
in acoop large enough for a single 
specimen. Found the ribbons placed as 
follows: 1st, pair L. B. fowls, cock bird 
rather small, off in breast, and body in 
fairly good feather; the hen larger of 
about. the same quality; 2d a better 
male, but his mate was nothing to speak 
of except she was small and pinched, and 
weak in color. Chicks, 1st pair fairly 
along to show their good and bad points, 
should say will make fair birds if no set- 
back befalls them. 

Dark Brahma fowls and chicks were 
wanting in proper quality and substance.

I notice that the extract from a private 
letter to Mr. Holmes, of the Poultry 
Monthly, regarding fall fairs as a place 
for exhibiting fowls, has raised quite \a 
breeze in certain circles It is funny, 
but every year for the last five years at 
least I have written articles urging the 
fancy to pay more attention to the fall 
fairs, and yet but little attention was 
attracted to the subject until Bro. 
Holmes published the extract from a 
letter not intended for publication. at all. 
Possibly it may have been the treedom 
used in the expressing my opinion in the 
privacy of that letter which has startled 
the old timers and ruffled the moss on 
their backs. At all events, in a western 
paper some of the ancient uncles and

Let me try and impress my views on 
the subject of fall fairs through THE 
AMERICAN Fancter. I lay it down as an 
axiom in the fancy, that the true fancier 
wishes to see as many fanciers as 
possible. He wants to see the fancy 
extend until every flock of fowls through- 
out the land shall be a flock of thorough- 
The keeping of fine fowls means

more profit to our people. To sell or 
give a fine flock of thoroughbreds to one 
who will bestow no care on them is a 
case of ‘‘throwing pearls before swine.” 
Before the general public will properly 
care for fine fowls it must be taught to 
value them. ‘There is more in fine fowls 
than dollars and cents. To me the 
dollar 1s of the least value of the good 
fine fowls do and can do. Nothing 
under the sun can do more for a people 
than a love for the beautiful in nature 
and in nature’s works. Cultivate the 
beautiful and the love of it will do the 
rest. Make home, our farm homes, all 
homes attractive, and the nation is safe, 
for the young will grow up filled with 
the idea that there is no place like home, 
and the old will find in the beauties 
added to the home by the application of 
an intelligent love ot the beautiful on 
their own part a greater pleasure than 
can be derived from a mere bank 
account.

To interest and educate the general 

public in any subject beyond mere 
“money making, the object lesson is the 
only lesson which can be learned. How 
can this object lesson be given? When 
and where can the lover of beautiful 
fowls best innoculate the great mass of 
the people with their own intense love 
of the feathered beauties? This is the 
question. I answer it by saying the fall 
fair is the time and place. How can the 
fancier best do this at the fall fair? I 
answer this by saying, by showing 
young fowls only, and those to be 
hatched early enough, so they are in 
prime show shape. I understand as 
well as any one that the great bulk of 
our chickens are not now nor will they 
ever be hatched early enough to be in 
prime show form in August, September, 
and October. But enough should be 
hatched in January, February and March 
to fill the pens at the fall fairs. It is 
these very January and February hatched 
Asiatics which reach maturity and lay 
and set, so as to reproduce themselves 
in the iollowing January and February. 
The February Brahma and Cochin pullet 
is laying in November and December. 
The January cockerel will fertilize the 
eggs. Ihave rooms 6x8. ‘This is ample 
to keep and rear therein from 25 to 30 
January or February chicks until spring 
and warm weather provides the open air 
for them. In the west January and 
February are usually better months to 
hatch chicks under hens than in March 
and early April. In the above is the 
germ of the how to get fertile eggs 
early. Itis the fully grown out pullets 
and the January cockerel which will do 
much to solve the problem.

While I hope to see September and 
October become the show months for all 
purposes, I don’t expect that result in my 
time, and yet there are many over- 
powering reasons why they should take 
the place of the winter months, but that 
1s another story. 

The various objections to the fall fairs, 
as 1 gather from the poultry press, are to 
me without force, when we consider that 
the real end and object of poultry 
exhibits is to extend the fancy, to make 
more fanciers, and to the one who is in 
it for money only to extend his trade. 

-'To extend trade, advertising is essential. 
The best of all advertisements of~any- 
thing which will stand the test of 
examination is ocular demonstration. 
Then where the buying public most does 
congregate is the place to make the 
exhibit. Men in other avocations do not 
stop to inquire about premium lists, cash 
prizes, entry fees, who will judge, &c., 
but only ask how many thousands of 
people can they reach, and they are 
willing to pay for the privilege and. for 
Space to exhibit. It pays them. It 
would pay the fancy, even if it had to 
pay for the privilege of making an 
exhibit, to see to it that a grand display 
is made at the fall tairs.

Of course, this thing cannot be done at 
once. If I get the fancy seriously 
thinking in that line time will solve it. 
And with the fancy preparing each year 
for an exhibit at the fall fair of the 
following year, we shall see an end of 

the much cussed huckster, who has 
business sense to see the value from the

dollar standpoint of our fall fairs, and 
goes in and makes the money which 
others lose and take it out in writing the 
huckster down in the poultrv press, 
instead of profiting by the lesson taught.

I wish to see the poultry industry take 
its place in our agricultural economy, 
side by side with other improved live 
stock. Push it to the front at the fairs. 
Fanciers join the fair associations, take 
charge of the poultry department, select 
the judges! Don’t stand off and cuss 
a fair management which ignores the 
poultry department because they do not 
understand its importance, go in and 
help.. That’s the way our western fan- 
ciers can give the eastern chaps many 
pointers. The state fairs of Nebraska 
and Missouri have for years made the 
poultry department one of dignity. Itis 
the rule in those states and 1n Kansas to 
have expert judges, the reason is, the 
the poultry breeders see to it themselves. 
Let the fanciers of each county organize 
a county poultry society and then go in 
and help your fair association. It 1s 
easier to do this now than 1t was 20 years 
ago, it will be easier every coming year. 
Go in and claim that your pets are to be 
classed along with improved stock of all 
kinds, favor recognition, keep at it nntil 
recognized. But when the fancy prefers 
to go it alone, to hold only winter shows, 
to leave the fair to the huckster, don’t 
scold if you and the fancy are taken at 
your own estimate. If you then wish to 
bring the fancy before and push it with 
the general public, go where that public 
is, and that will ever be at the fall fairs. 

It is amusing to read the criticisms on 
the excerpt from my letter to Mr. Holmes. 
The keynote of objection seems to be the 
score card. I verily believe lots of the 
moss backs would rather see all poultry 
shows, yea all fancy poultry obliterated, 
than to see a show not a score card show. 
The score card 1s to them asis the wooden 
idol to the Chinese, or a fetish is to the 
African. It is the grave yard rabbit’s 
hind foot. I advocate showing at fall 
fairs, and the keen scented moss back 
smells comparison judging and he is 
forninst the fall fairs. One writer 
forcibly reminds me of Mr. Dick and 
King Charles the Second as per David 
Copperfield. Is there any reason under 
the sun why well grown chicks cannot 
be scored in September and October as 
well as chicks the same age can be in 
January and February? But then comes 
in the moulting old fowls, they can’t be 
scored at the time of the fall fairs, well 
let them stay at home where they belong. 
I don’t believe much in showing old 
fowls any time, let the youngsters go to 
the shows, but let us push the fancy 
everywhere. ‘The fall fairs popularized 
will add two months to the present show 
season, and will add two months to the 
occupation of the poultry judge, will push 
the fancy far and wide amongst those 
who attend fall fairs, and all that is re- 
quired 1s to hatch enough chicks to fill 
the pens early enough to be grown out at 
fair time. The per contra of one 
mossback is, that this will require the 
use of an incubator, and ‘‘an incubator 
and comparison judging is destroying the 
fancy.” The only answer to such rot is 
the one Victor Hugo putsin the mouth of 
Cambronne, the last of the old guard, at 
Show your best at the fall 
fairs.

I guess that’s all right, but a ‘‘sudden 
change” occasionally would work ad- 
mirably.. Oats is certainly a grain that 
should be used generously at certain 
seasons and under certain conditions, 
and one of those conditions is’ when 
fowls are confined in limited runs, I 
soak what I use, and consider the hull a 
benefit rather than an evil. For a ground 
food ration hulless oats should work 
well.

Duck Culture. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 


It is seldom that I read anything in 
your columns relative to duck culture | 


and to the duck fancy, and, as a general 
thing, I see no class for ducks among 
your classified advertisements, although 
I am satisfied that there are many 
readers of your excellent weekly visitor 
who breed ducks for the fancy and 


more still who breed them for the. 


market. Although the raising of ducks 
is no hobby of mine, I never consider 
my flock of poultry quite complete and 
never feel that I have satisfied the 
innermost cravings of my soul unless I 
raise each year a few ducks of some 
kind or another. I have raised before 
now Pekins, Rouens, Aylesburys, and 
Colored Muscovys, and have young stock 
now of the last three named varieties. 
I do not usually keep them the year 
around, but kill them for the table in 
the fall and early winter, and buy eggs 
from some reliable dealer in the spring 
and summer. For several years past 
the eggs which I have purchased have 
invariably hatched well, and in the early 
fall a nice flock are ever ready to quack 
my welcome approach whenever I have 
anything to give them which will make 
flesh and feathers. 

It may be a curiosity to some of your 
readers to know why I raise ducks, and 
to such I would give several reasons for 
my doing so, which; however, may be 
the very reasons why they would choose 
not to keep or raise them: 

ist. I keep them for their company. 
If there is anything under the sun or 
above: it which is good company and 
which will make one feel contented with 
his lot, it is a duck, or rather a sociable 
flock of ducks. If I were deprived of all 
association with members of the human 
family and were to pass my remaining 
years in solitude, one last request of him 
who would doom me to such a lot would 
be that I should be given a, flock of ducks 
to keep me company and add to my 
happiness and length of years. If any 
of your readers have observed a flock of 
ducks sporting and feeding in the water 
or on the green sward, they know full 
well what endless amusemeat they 
afford to one who is not surfeited with 
this world’s pleasures. 


2nd. I like to see them grow. If there 


is anything that delights me more than. 


a square meal, it is to see a flock of 
ducks enjoying theirs. Every time I go 
forth with pail well filled with provender 
to feed the beautiful quacks, I get 
enough enjoyment to add materially to 
my girth and waistband. It is an honest 
fact that until I began to feed and 
observe ducks I was but a living organism 
of skin and bones, with an occasional 
tuft of hair, but a few years’ observation 
of the manifestation of their appetites 
and capacity for food has rendered 1t 
necessary for me to wear an obesity belt 
and to take a Turkish bath once a week. 

3rd. I keep them for their beauty. 
Although I take enjoyment in raising 
several varieties of gallinaceous fowls, 
none of these please me more in point 
beauty in form and outline, in beauty of 
plumage and their adaptation to the 
mode of life designed by nature, than 
the duck. | 

4th. I raise them for the great enjoy- 
ment they afford me when roasted, and 
when steaming hot in the center of our 
dining table they call forth exclamations 
of delight and satisfaction from all who 
may be so fortunate as to sever their 
tender, juicy flesh with gum or tooth. 

These are four reasons why I like 
ducks and why I raise them. In my 
next communication on ‘‘Ducks” I will 
tell what variety I prefer and why I 
prefer it.

THE AUSTRALIAN BRONZE WING PIGEON. 


This bird while called a pigeon, and in 
fact much resembling the pigeon in its 
habits, is really a species of dove. It 1s 
about 15 inchesin length or about the 
size of the English Carrier. Its bill is 
about an inch in length, slender and 
dove shaped, black in color at the end, 
shading to reddish brown at the base. 
The forepart of the head, the streak 
beneath the eyes and the throat are 
white. The crown and back part of the 
head, brown with a reddish tinge. At 
the base of the skull isa broad fillet or 
shell of dusky cochineal red feathers. 
Cheeks and sides of neck are bluish 
gray, the lower part of the neck and 
breast purplish gray, abdomen and 
vent gray, slightly tinged with pale 
lavender purple. ‘The back, scapulars, 
rump and upper tailcoverts, brown, with 
a greenish bronze sheen in some lights, 
shading towards the end of the feathers 
to lighter brown, lesser and greater wing 
coverts bluish gray. The exterior web 
each with a large ovate metallic spot, 
exhibiting various tints according to the 
light in whichitis viewed. Quills, brown 
on the upper surface, the inner surface of 
the inner webs, deeply margined with 
pale reddish orange, which is also the 
color of the auxillary feathers and under- 
wing coverts. ‘Tail, bluish gray, with a 
broad, black fascia or band about an 
inch from the top slightly rounded. Legs, 
red, with two rows of scales in front, the 
sides reticulated or netted. Itis anative 
of Australia and many of the islands of 
the Pacific ocean, and is frequently 
brought to us by ships from that section, 
but does not long survive the voyage, no 
doubt owing to the change of climate, 
water and food. In its native haunts it 
frequents sandy and arid situations, and 
is usually seen upon the ground or some- 
times perched upon the low branches of 
the shrubs that grow in such localities. 
It breeds in the hollows of decayed 
Stumps of trees near the ground, and not 
unfrequently upon the surface of the 
ground itself, making a rough nest of 
twigs, like the true pigeon, and laying 
two white eggs. The time of incubation 
is about 10 to 18 days, and it feeds its 
young lke others of the dove family by 
taking their bill in its mouth and raising 
the digested food from its crop for the 
young to imbibe. It usually lives in 
pairs and not in flocks lke the pigeon, 
and its place of retreat is easily discovered 
by its loud sonorous cooings, which at a 
distance are said to resemble the lowings 
of acow. Its food consists of seeds and 
berries and a fruit resembling a cherry of 
which it appears to be very fond. Itisa 
plump bird of fine flavor and a favorite 
atevery table, and takes its name from 


_the lustrous bronze color of its wings.

every protuberance on the floor. Of 
course 1n a well kept loft these are not 
allowed to remain long, but as often as 
they are gathered up they will collect 
again, and so in gradually decreasing 
numbers until the moult is complete. 
All birds do not pass through the differ- 
ent stages of moult at the same time, but 
there 1s no harm done by feeding all 
alike. There has been at times a ‘‘hue 
and cry” raised about the use and useless- 
ness of the so-called Douglas Mixture, 
but as at this time a little Iron tonic is 
certainly beneficial, I have always been 
in the habit of, say three times a week, 
when giving fresh water adding about a 
tablespoonful of the mixture to each 
gallon of water, and according to my 
judgment, with beneficial results. There 
might be damage done by making the 
dose too strong, and perhaps this misuse 
of this noted tonic is what has-led some 
to dry it.Many pigeons atthis time and 
particularly Faniails fall to shed the 
quill on tail and wing feathers, and they 
grow to full length surrounded by this 
quill, which eventually hardens and pre- 
vents the feather from expanding. It is 
hard to account for-this freak of nature, 
but is probably owing to a lack of 
stamina or poverty of condition. By 
earefully splitting this quill with a sharp 
knife, being carefui not to cut so far 
down as to draw blood, it will gradually 
drop off and the feather expand. ‘The 
grain fed at this season should be of the 
sweetest and best. Only old grain 
should be used, as new grain is more 
than likely to produce scouring, thus 
further debilitating the birds and weaken- 
ing their constitutions. The practice of 
separating the sexes at this season, thus 
preyenting a desire to breed, is to be 
commended, for if allowed to run 
together, some of them will persist in 
nesting, resulting in impaired constitu- 
tions and really injuring them for the 
next season’s work. Then the late 
hatched squabs are just about ready for 
their first moult as cold weather comes 
on, and while some are hardy enough to 
survive the sudden fall changes, the 
majority contract roup, colds and sickness 
and die, and we have lost the young and 
impaired the breeding powers of the old 
birds. Lice also at this time, even inthe 
cleanlest lofts, are apt to make the 
young squab’s life a burden, so this too 
counts-as a factor against rearing young 
birds so late. Five months of breeding 
is enough for any of the high class 
pigeons and pushing them beyond this 
jeopardizes the constitution of future 
progeny. During the moulting season is 
the best time to thoroughly renovate the 
loft for winter, cleaning up the nests and 
thoroughly whitewashing the walls, thus 
rendering it sweet and clean. It will be 


necessary to remove all the birds to pre- 


vent them from interfering with the 
work. This can be done by catching 
them all the night before and confining 
them in separate rooms or cages. ‘This 
confinement need only be ot short dura- 
tion, for as thé’wash dries very quickly, 
they can soon be liberated again, and 
what a delight it is to visit the lofts after 
the renovating process has taken place. 
Birds and man alike seem to rejoice at 
the change. ‘This little Owl ‘‘crowing” 
about his bright clean nest, that stately 
Pouter puffing, blowing and_ strutting 
about the floor, and the bulky Trumpeter 
sounding his notes.of joy from a distant 
corner, all bespeak the pleasure they 
reel at the cleanliness and purity ot their 
home. Here we have an evidence of 
‘whatever is worth doing at all is worth 
doing well,” and all such work done at 
this time of the year is ‘‘work well done.”

On the ship arriving at the 
latter place the birds were handed over 
toa Mr. Miller, who on examining the 
marks wrote to the secretary of another 
club at Cardiff, who disclosed them to the 
owner of the birds, and he telegraphed 
their numbers to the club house, after- 
wards verifying them. When called 
upon for an explanation he ejaculated 
that it was merely done as a joke, but 
the committee present thought otherwise 
and promptly expelled the participators 
from the club.” Good. Examples of 
this kind always have a healthy effect, 
but with us fraud in racing from a 
similar distance is impossible. Our 
English brethren extend a far longer 
limit of time for the reporting of returns 
in distance racing than we do. In such 
a race with us the certified telegram 
must be filed day of toss, and vérified by

This at least opens a train of thought 
whether if wé are now producing the 
right kind of timber for pigeon racing. 
Can we say our arrangements for ship- 
ping—liberating—and knowledge of 
weather and wind conditions over the 
course is on the same line of progress ? 


I am afraid not, and I think the fancy © 


is not in sufficient touch with these im- 
portant features of the sport Iam fully 
satisfied that we proceed very blindly 
and in half measures in much of. these 
important requisites to successful pigeon 
racing, and time will most assuredly dis- 
close and remedy some of our crude and 
imperfect methods of to-day in this 
direction. Not aseason passes by but 
one can read of this disaster, and that 
disaster, over-crowding in baskets, im- 
perfect feeding, imperfect accommoda- 
tions in training and at liberating point, 
stupidity of this liberator and that liber- 
ator, lack of water and lack of proper 
food, days of detention in the baskets 
awaiting clearing, and weather at start- 
ing point favorable; with storms and ad- 
verse winds not many miles away and 
throughout the home districts, etc., etc. 

I have often thought how remarkable 
it is that the average flying fancier gives 
so little thought and action with regard 
to the weifare ot his birds when once 
they pass into the hands of the secretary 
and race committee for counter-marking 
and shipment, and yet is so painstaking, 
exacting and carefully particular about 
them in the home loft. 

I may perhaps exaggerate somewhat, 
but it 1s nevertheless a fact that so very 
many flying fanciers are supremely in- 
different regarding their birds when 
once they have passed out of their hands 
for a race. Many seem to think their 
duty and interest here ends. I mean 
mainly by this that they do not interest 
themselves sufficiently to discuss and 
perfect all means towards correct hand- 
ling during transit to race station, and 
while in hands of liberator, and to re- 
main so content in the thought that xo 
doubt allis right, without makzng sure 
that all is right. 

I think myself that we have a corps of 
liberators who are both careful and very 


accommodating, and some who are bet- — 


ter than others, but I have long been of 
the opinion that the fee for service and 
care of the birds is often sadly inade- 
quate, and that during delays at the 
starting point the handling of the im- 
prisoned racers is not always what ad- 
vanced pigeon racing calls for, and the 
importance of the bird’s condition and 
comfort demands, to say nothing of the 
customary silence which reigns between 
the home officials and liberator, and 
broken only by a daily wire, ‘‘cannot 
liberate, raining,” ‘‘wind stiff northeast, 
hope to liberate to-morréw,”’ etc. 

‘Too much entirely is left I think to the 
judgment and knowledge of the liber- 
ator, and our indifference is perhaps 
more heightened by the fact. that so very 
few of us employ any professional or 
experienced convoyeur for the birds, re- 
lying mainly upon service from zon- 
fanciers and without any  fosszble 
knowledge that their conveniences and 
care ot the birds is correct and thorough. 
It is in this particular part of the pigeon 
racing sport that I think the spirit of in- 
vestigation should be cultivated and a 
more perfect means of prompt communi- 
cation between liberator and club secre- 
tary or race committee arranged.

Poultry at Worcester, Mass. 


Poultry showed up in good numbers, 
as usual, at the Bay State Agaicultural 
Fair, held at Worcester, September 3-6. 
Out of the 597 entries 1n pairs, 184 were 
for Bantams—quite a respectable show. 
Cards were all up and books ready when 
THE AMERICAN FANCIER’S argus eye drop- 
ped in to size up the show. | 

Judge Henry 5S. Ball placed the awards 
and to the satisfaction of the exhibitors. 

In the Light Brahma class, which was 
well competed for, the ist pair fowls were 
well up in size, but cock would hardly fill 
the bill for flatness and broadness of back 
and spread of tail; comb, too, was not 
just right, being light 1n the rear; in 
color the hackle lacing showed smoky; 
stripe good 1n color but broken; tail good 
for the amount the same shows; in the 
wings the white color predominates in 
primaries. ‘The hen is large, has bad, 
uneven comb; hackle, wing and tail fair; 
good toe feathering. Second is anarrow, 


pinched pair, not up to the notch in size; 


color of cock’s wing and tail is good, the 
hen about matching him 1n most sections. 
In chicks the ist an early pair, cockerel 
showing nice head and comb, only fair 
color, sickles showing considerable white, 
so do flights. Pullet nice in shape, quite 
dark in color, even to the undercolor. 
The 2d pair of chicks not so old and 
neither as good, even at their age. Of 
the chicks we shall speak, but only those 
that are far enough along to show their 
worth. | 

Dark Brahmas, too, came out as usual, 
and good ones at that, the 1st cock very 
little out in shape and color, large and 
prepossessing. The hen is too dark for a 
nice show bird, but shows good pencil- 
ing, nevertheless. Second cock is mot- 
tled in breast, not so good an all around 
bird as 1st. Hen wins her place easy. 

Buff Cochins were not up in amount of 
feathers and _  profuseness, therefore 
showed scant in booting and fluff. First 
cock has too much tail outside of cushion; 
both birds showed a mixed color. The 
2d cock bird and hen have deeper color 
and are lower to the ground, but not 
large and underfeathered for Cochins. 

Partridge Cochin 1st cock and hen are 
large birds, tiptop in color, except cock’s 
hackle, which is on the lemon color in 
lacing, and stripe shows shafty; not very 
choice in toe feathering, has good comb, 
eyes and head, but lobe shows a streak 


|of yellow, The hen has a bad eye, is

good in serration and shape.

good in ground color and penciling up to 
the cushion where the plumage becomes 
salt and peppered; scant in toe feathers. 
The 2d prize cock has bad comb behind, 
not so good color. Hen, too, is off and 
not up for a big one. 

The Whites were the poorest in all 
that goes to make an eyesore, viewed 
from a fancy standpoint. 

The Blacks cut a figure for they were 
far ahead of all, except the Partridges. 
The winning pair shown in good condi- 
tion, of which the cock was a rouser; 
elegant in Cochin outline and the color 
was of a rich, unbroken one, his comb 
being his only real out. The hen looked 
small on his side, but she was a fit com- 
panion. Second cock has a much better 
comb, is some smaller in size but hen 
beats him there; are not so good in 
feathering and not quite so rich in all 
sections in color. 

Black Langshans, of which the 1st 
prize cock was a ‘‘Shang” one in all but 
one unfortunate flight feather, evidently 
overlooked by the judge, owing to his 
other superior qualities. The hen would 
make some of the winners of by-gone 


days laugh and hustle, comb being her 


worse fault. Second cock not big enough 
to suit ail and off in shape of back; not 
so good in color; in pretty good con- 
dition. 

Barred Plymouth Rocks showed up a 
small class for Worcester. ‘The 1st cock 
has good size, is off in breast and shape 
of back, has a wretched comb and nota 
strong colored eye; stout, round legs, 


grand in color—for a cock bird; color is: 


fair in hackle, too dark and smoky across 
shoulder aid saddle, nice in wings, 
breast and fluff. Hen shows not a sharp, 
well defined barring, 1s good in shape, 
has bad colored legs. Second cock fails 
in breast, has better bars but behind in 
color to first; comb is too high, otherwise 
Hen is 
good in bars but too dark; has good legs, 
bad flights and secondaries. 

White Plymouth Rocks, 1st cock quite 
a gay one, white as chalk and good in 
shape. Hen not in first-class condition, 
showing too much of her old garb. Sec- 
ond cock much behind; hen is in better 
condition than ist, but will not beat her 
later on 

Siiver Wyandotte fowls, showed a good 
winning pair in size and color for cock; 
hen small but good otherwise. Second 
is much behind in shape of cock bird, 
also in color. Hen is larger and about 
as good 1n color, 

In White Wyandottes there is always 
close competition at Worcester, and so 
will take pretty good ones to do the win- 
ning. ‘The ist pair fowls, of which the 
cock bird has figured before, leaves the 
same good impression in all that makes 
a ‘thot one.””. The hen, too, has the best 
of the 2d one. 

Golden Wyandottes fell short in num- 
bers, but more so in quality. 

Black Javas came out with a ripping 
cock bird, while his mate was quite up 
on his side. The 2d prize pair not so 
large nor rich in plumage. 

S. C. Brown Leghorns were a large 
class’ but nothing extraordinary was 
shown, the old birds being in poor feath- 
er and chicks too young. First cock has 
all together too much comb, not extra in 
lobe, much out of condition to show prop- 
er; is good color except saddle and 
hackle. The hen is a good one all 
around, and if it were not tor a few 
shafts shown in cape, would go much in 
color of plumage. The second cock bird 
to all appearances, will make a good one 
piumage; has nice comb 
and big white lobes. The hen beat his 
chances of capturing the blue ribbon, she 
not being a fit one to win in his company. 

In S. C.Whites there was nothing very 
remarkable. Noted the 1st cock off in 
position of tail and small in outline. 
Hen’s comb hangs bad and with not very 
rich colored legs; cream colored lobe. 
Second hen is a nice bird, but cock a 
much slower male in all and all. 

Blacks showed up a cock with fine 
breast and sharp, convex lines to a 
nicety, good comb and fair colored lobes 
for a black. Hen, too, is a good one. In 
2d pair, cock has too straight a tail and 
very much off in lobe. Hen, too, is fa 
good one, she not having as nice falling 
comb as ist. : 

Buff Leghorns, 1st cock not one of the 
best, but the best shown up that way. 


Sea” 
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Hen is good size but fails in color to 
match the male. 

Black and White Minorcas were a large 
class but, to be candid, there were no 
clinkers among the whole number. 
Some of the Whites fell below the re- 
quired size. 

Andalusians, the ist pair showing 
prominently and in good feather; not 
often one sees such and as good 1n ail 
sections for show birds. ‘The 2d cock, 
should say, is a better breeding bird, but 
shows tairly well. Chicks early ones 
and are well up tothe mark of good ones. 

Sumatras found 2d cock the very best 
of color and if he had a better position in 
carriage and tail, caused by being too 
high up in legs, he would be a hard one 
to beat. First was a dandy in shape up 
to the very part that should show the 
most prominence, which is the tail; in 
color he failed, however. Hens both 
good. 

Black Hamburgs showed a good all 
around pair in 1st fowls, but the balance 
of this class was rather tame, inasmuch 
as neither the color nor other valuable 
sections showed the best results. 

Polish came out strong’, chiefly so the 
Plain Whites, of which the 2d cock isa 
rouser, though not now in so good con- 
dition as ist, has better ornaments 
becoming to the variety than the winner. 


W. C. Black were a little behind, but 
showed good, clear crests and black 
bodies, 

Games were in bad feather but never- 
theless showed their good and bad points 
even at the sacrifice of plumage. ‘There 
was not a single bird 1n the whole class 
that would fill the bill of such that have 
been before the fancy. 

Bantams.—B. B. R. Game tst cock 
carries tail too high and 1s bad in neck, 
not flat and prominent at shoulder, long 
in stern, but has good reach and color. 
Hen is quite a gay one, nice station, 
wings, shoulders and position ot tail, and 
a Bantam in size. Brown Reds fell 
short. Golden Duckwing Ist is a reachy 
bird, not quite right in shape of shoulder 
and stern. Hen 1s better. Silver Duck- 
wing Game ist fowls a respectable pair, 


stands well up and good in color; male’s 


tail and wings are too large. 


The Silver Sebright 2d cock bird is as 
rich a one in silver, white and metalic 
black lacings all around the feathers as 
one would wish for, but has bad comb 
and not an extra choice mate. First is 
not so good in color but better in comb, 
and has better hen. Golden Sebright rst 
hen a nice one in all but color of tail and 
wings. The cock carried her, having a 
rick golden brown and metalic black 
lacing, choice tail and wings. Second 
ones far behind. Black R. C., the tst 
pair had a choice little hen, good in comb 
and large white lobe, with a rich color. 
Cock has too much wing and a discolored 
lobe. Buff Cochin cock, 1st a nice little 
one, grand in shape; a little off in wing 
and fluff color. Hen equal in shape but 
fails in color. The winning Black Cochin 
fowls were the smallest shown so far, 
with good color and shape. 

Water fowls and Turkeys were out in 
geod numbers and showing good points, 
but most were not highly matched an 
therefore would have shown to better 
advantage had the best ones been shown 
singly. mee 

Pigeons were there as an extra attrac- 
tion, for who would not stop to inquire 
after the pigeons while at a show? 
There was but a smal! exhibit made, 


mostly by amateurs, and not just rightly — 


classed for competition. ; 

The Worcester people are fully up to 
show their good intentions to all comers 
—visitors, exhibitors and even to the 
paper men, as they call a scribe here.

The poultry department is a feature that 
the managers always look for to have a 
well filled house with good birds and 
jovial breeders to compete for the prizes 
which are awarded on pairs both old and 
young. Of the 450 entries, but 408 were 
present, making in all 816 specimens. 
No pigeons were exhibited. Some of the 
classes showed up well and contained 
good ones of the right sort. Judge, W. 
Atherton, placed the awards, getting the 
ecards up onthethirdday. Light Brahma 
fowls showed up 13 pairs with 7 pairs of 
chicks. First cock a good sized one, 
partly in new feathers, except tail, which 
is only part started, to show the futurity. 
Has too thick a comb behind, otherwise 
good as are wattles and eyes. The 
hackle full in stripe and flow, the first 
might reach up higher into the neck, has 
clear lacing, back broad at shoulders, 
somewhat narrower juncture at tail, the 
latter showing spread and good color for 
astarter. Breast, broad, and so full and 
deep so as to fill the bill. Wings, well 
carried and sound color, good stout legs 
with befitting toe feathering. Hen, 
good mate in size and color to cock, 
wings being her worst outs, has good 
head, eyes and dentlap, and is quite a 
Brahma. second, the largest of the 
three, will make a beauty by December. 
Not in proper condition, but showed well. 
Comb and head are not extra good, 
neither is his neck, but tail and flights 
are good for an old bird, has a flat back 
with spread tail, good leg and toe feather- 
ing. Hen, is one of the best, and in 
hackle 1s great, as are wing, but tail fails 
as does her comb, but nevertheless she is 
a hard one to beat even in a Boston com- 
pany. Third, another one of those giants 
well on with ample new plumage to show 
the nice color that showed in him while 
in his cockerel garb. Hen has extra 
good body, only fair comb and little full 
in back, with not over too spreading tail. 
She also has a great hackle. 

Chicks, first, fairly on in size and 
plumage to ‘‘guess’” what they would 
come to. Cockerel has nice head, mean 
eyes, only passable shape, with consider- 
able yellow in the parts that show plain. 
Pullet, has fair hackle, not so good in 
wing, but tail is not dense enough. Sec- 
ond, not so yellow on surface, but not a 
pair one.would look for to win ina winter 
show. Third, are younger, both behind 
very much at that. 

Dark Brahmas, 9 pair fowls. First 
cock out in breast and shoulders, carries 
wings not right. Hen, while large and 
shapely, fails in color of plumage. \Sec- 
ond has better back and breast, is not 
forward enough, good undercolor. Third, 
this is the original pair in all that goes to 
make up a losing one. Chicks, as well 
as most of the young stock, were not half 
grown, therefore not in condition to 
criticise. 

Partridge Cochins, 11 pair. First cock 
has good comb, head shoots forward, a 
little crossed by the beak, was not curved 
right, shanks too high for a Cochin and 
is rather close feathered. Hen, has good 
mahogany red color but not much pencil- 
ing take her throughout the plumage. 
Second, stands higher still, has about the 
same faults, breast is better than first, 
well penciled but brownish in feathering. 
Third, not so large a bird but consider- 
able lower down to the ground, comb is 
badly disfigured, good clear yellow shank 
and feet, but not well booted. The hen 
is below the average, small in structure 
and behind in other points as well.

Full Feathered Buff Cochins, 13 pairs. 
First cock, too much comb and wattles, 
but is thoroughly feathered throughout 
and pretty good color, main tail feathers 
projecting about four inches outside from 
saddle cushion, fair breast and back. 
Hen is too light in color to match the 
cock bird. 

American Buff Cochins. First, not 
bad colored bird, not ideal in shape and 
tail but an abundance of feathers and toe 
furnishings. Second; neither cock or 
hen as large, would not make ‘‘marvels” 
even if in their best. 

White Cochins, 12 pair fowls. First, 
large bird but off in Cochin shape, fair 
color, nct very good comb. Second, hen 
is too small and cock has his faults, 
could be bettered. 

Black Cochins, 4 pairs. First pair 
shown did not reveal the clearness of the 


breed, but average fair birds. 


Black Langshans, 4 pairs. Cock and 
hen, 1st, stands well, bad comb, in color 
both have a large per cent of purple in 
their plumage. Second, badly out of 
condition to speak loud of them. 

White Langhans, 6 pairs. First, not 
extra large but good in shape, comb 
might be. better arched. Second, a 


large male, with not extra good colored 


shanks or eyes. Hen is a good matchto 
cock. Third, a large bird but bad in 


legs, showing quite yellow in plumage. 


Barred Plymouth Rocks, 6 pairs. Only 
a small class, which is surprising. First 
cock and hen not right in shape of back 
and roundness of breast, but promises of 


being spread, only fair comb, wanting 
better and more surface color, undercolor 
is good in all but hackle, back and fluff. 


Hen, has lots of her comb to leave, is 
fair in shape allaround, but she does not 
come under the free list of acceptance for 
Second, carried this prize. 
Third, another pair that leaves a pile to 
be desired. Cockerels and pullets, first, 
quite even in undercolor, but surface 
shows rather open, strong dark bars, has 
nice comb, head and eyes, saddle shows 
two shades lighter than balance of color. 
Pullet too long in head, bad beak, pair of 
fine legs, very irregular in color. Second 
and third about the same style of birds. 
Cockerel does not match, is much lighter 
in color. Third, follows the second pair 
close in most respects. 


White Plymouth Rocks,18 pairs. First 
cock not over large, carries wings a 
shade too low and a bit flat in breast, the 
position of tail not just right, has elegant 
head, comb and wattles, very clean in 
color, legs allright. Hen shows a rather 
long head, holding a comb that would be 
cut 14 points per score card. Back is not 
broad enough and tail pinched too much, 
stands close between legs, which are not 
extra choice in color, plumage shows 
some creamy. Second cock is a larger 
bird, not so good in comb, fails in back 
and tail, more so than 1st, not clear in 
plumage. Hen 1s better in all but comb. 
Third, very much off in shape, drops 
down behind, altogether too big a comb, 
not in condition to show. Hen, 1n a 
nutshell, not the one I would look for. 
No. 280, entry No. 2, showed as neat and 
trim a hen as one might find on a long 
journey, allowing one and one-half for 
her comb it would make the judge smile 
when passing over her and sized the bird 
up for shape, which is about as near 
right as they make them, shown in the 
best: of condition. First chicks well 
advanced, showing good care and feed- 
ing. Cockerels comb trifle large, back 
too long, plumage not fully white. Pul- 
let nice large one, good in all that goes 
to make up a neat bird. Second, not so 
large, but fairly good shape.  Pullet 
much younger. ‘Third cockerel is not as 
old as his mate, a fair pair. 

Buff Plymouth Rocks, 6 pairs. ‘There 
was nothing remarkable in this class for 
color, yet the bird showed some Plymouth 
Rock characteristics in shape. 

White Wyandottes, 16 pairs. First 
cock small, faircomb, wants more breast, 
tail not out. Hen is off in body, has 
faircomb and color 1s good. Second, a 
larger cock, is bad in comb and wattles, 
has poor shape. Hen, has a wicked eye 
and shows yellow in plumage. Third, 
not in condition, deserves the place 
however. 

Silver Wyandottes, 14 pairs. First 
cock, good inshape allaround, out in color 
on saddle, otherwise good. Hen, has 
bad comb, rather smutty hackle, but 


otherwise is a good one, in color black 
and white with even centres. Second, 
bad head, not very good shape nor color, 
Hen, is as good as first, believe she will 
lay her in the shade by next winter. 
Third, smaller and weaker in ail points. 
Chicks were young, however, one pullet 
was nice, barring an unfortunate second- 
ary. ° 
Golden Wyandottes, 10 pairs. First 
cock, extra good in shape, but rather 
uneven in color, good comb, not a choice 
eye. Hen, not sorich in bay center as 
one would look for. Second, would want 
a good touching up before they would be 
fit to show in a show like New York. 
Third, about in the same boat and only a 
modest pair. One pullet showed up that 
was a good one in color but doubt of her 
ever making a good shaped bird. 

Buff Wyandottes, 4 pairs. Noticed 
black, white and frosted showing con- 
siderable in these on exhibition, and in 
the main color called for much off, also 
in shape they come quite up to the 
Wvandotte. 

American Dominiques, 6 pairs. Fowls 
all good size and fair shape, considerable 
outin color. Chicks too young. 


S. C. Brown Leghorns, 18 pairs. First 
cock, nice comb, fairly good lobe and. 
wattles, an ideal, white in face, off 1n 
hackle and saddle, good breast, tail 
stands too upright. Hen, good comb 
also, 1n color except breast, free from 
shaftiness. Second cock a darker bird, 
comb overlarge. Hen, has a wretched 
one, and is bricky and shafty 1n feathers. 
Third, a big one, coarse comb both in 
texture and serrations, stripe in hackle, 
good breast color. Hen is fair in shape, 
out in most of her plumage. First 
chicks, nice pullet, cockerel is not 1n full 
feather. 

S. C. White Leghorns, 12 pairs. First 
cock has lost part of comb, some red in 
lobe, fairly white, tail not in. _Hen,a 
large bird comb was worse fault. Sec- 
ond cock not so large as first, has better 
lobe and comb, but not near as good 
shape. Henis small, notin good con- 
dition. ‘Third cock, bad comb, lobe and 
wattles, as is the hen, nothing choice. 
Chicks, cockerels and pullets showed 
nothing full, of promising nice points. 

R. C. Whites and Browns were there 
by a long string, but nothing was seen 
that would speak for itself. 

Black Leghorns. First cock, lost 
serrations in comb,-except this he 1s 
quite a bird. Hen also is good. Second 
has not as good a comb nor lobe, and as 
much can be said of the hen, which 
showed gray in her plumage. ‘Third, 
the best colored bird in the lot but not 
great otherwise. 

Dominique Leghorns were on exhib- 
ition and would say are far from what 
the standard demands. Buffs tooshowed 
up, but far from the mark to be good to 
even breed from such as were cooped up. 

In Black Hamburgs there was some 
nice birds, not over much in size, but 
first cock showed nice lobe and color, 
otherwise the makeup of a clinker. Sec- 
ond, good, alsosomewhat iarger. ‘Third, 
has bad lobe and face, not so rich in 
color. 

S. S. Hamburgs were all on the small 
side, wita only fair color in depth of 
spangles and smoothness of lines. 

The Polish were quite a class and they 
always attract a great deal of attention 
from the yisitors. I noticed nothing 
bang up, but quite the contrary, were 
rather measley in the sections that are 
strictly fancy.. : 

Houdans were there of good Size, 
notably the cock in first pair. The hens 
were rather under-sized, failing in head 
properties so becoming to this variety. 
I was surprised to note the absence of a 
string of Bantams as it is the ‘case at 
most shows, those few that were shown 
were those common kind of ‘‘Banties,” 
with no variety attached to them, save 
one pair of old fashioned Buffs. Games 
too were not in line, only a few shown, 
one pair each of White and Black were 
fairly good birds. Nota single pigeon 
showed up nor any pet stock, it was an 
exclusive poultry show. 

In Water-fowls I noticed a choice pair 
of Pekin ducks among the first also two 
dandy pairs of Embden geese. ‘The first 
Toulouse had fine gander, but goose was 
not in it on his side. ae

Mtr. Glasgow Explains. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 

In arecent issue of your paper attention 
was drawn by you to an editorial written 
by me on the subject of the coming 
shows, more particularly what I had to 
say respecting the Mount Gretna one. 

I should have replied to what you said 
at an earlier date, but deferred doing so 
until the show had come and gone, as it 
could not then be said I had any 
personal antipathy towards the venture 
or its promoters. The event having 
come off, my hands are now untied, and 
lam prepared to defend the stand I took 
in the article in question. 

In the first place, permit me to dispose 
of your editorial par. Init you state as 
a reason why I fell foul of the Mount 
Gretna affair was because it was not 
advertised in my own paper, 7he Live 
Stock Monthly. Now, | don’t happen 
ever to have owned a cent of pecuniary 
interest in that paper beyond what the 
sole proprietor, Mr. Warner, paid me for 
my work, and at the present time am not 
even officially connected as editor of the 
pigeon department, and prior to writing 
that article I had informed Mr. Warner 
it was my intention to relinquish my 
post for reasons of my own. It cannot, 
therefore, be said the article in question 


was in any way conceived upon the 
assumption you have thought proper to. 


make. The proprietors of papers devoted 
to the fancy, however, have their rights, 
and to my mind it is the duty of those 
employed by them as editors to protect 
these rights. Some considerable time 
ago, when Mr. Blauch was making his 
arrangements for holding the show, he 
wrote me requesting that I, should write 
a good article booming the show and 
publish it in the Zzve Stock Monthly. 
This I declined to do upon two grounds 
—firstly, because I am not accustomed 


to boom anything in my writings I do 


not honestly believe to be in the best 
interests of the fancy, and any show 
formed upon the lines of the Mount 
Gretna affair, and especially so early in 
the season, I could not support with 
entries myself, and I‘ consider as editor | 
of a paper devoted to the interests of 
fanciers I should-have béen doing a very 
wrong thing to have advised others to 
Support it; secondly, as Mr. Blauch 
informed me it was not the intention of 


the promoters to advertise the show in 


any paper but THE AMERICAN FANCIER, 
I told him that under such circumstances 


ol considered it was the duty of that 
paper, which was a good medium, none 


better, to do all the booming, as I did 


not consider I should be doing justice to 
my employer in using my. editorial space | 
purpose of drawing attention to 
t the. promoters deemed it] 

to adverti ise elsewhere. 


Personally in a pecuniary sense it ‘dia 


not make a cent of difference to me 
whether advertised or not in the Zzve 
Stock Monthly. You make a point in 
saying that THE AmerICAN FANCIER 
every week in publishing the list of dates 
of holding of shows has in the past and 
will continue to give free advertising, as 
well as in your current issue ve reports 
of shows when supplied to you. This is 
news to your readers in each. instance. 
Not so what Mr. Blauch requested me to 
do, nay, said he considered it my duty as 
the rights of a subscriber to our paper. 
Rights, forsooth! I take it that every 
reader of the Lzve Stock Monthly and 
‘similar papers published at 50 cents per 
annum get full value for the money they 
pay, as I venture to say that sum does 
not cover the cost of the paper they are 
printed on, much less the cost of printing 
and other outlay in connection with 
their production, without in addition 
expecting free advertising. Proprietors 
of newspapers devoted to the fancy 
cannot live on air, and I think it is high 
time fanciers should clearly understand 
advertising matter of any kind should be 
paid for, as from this source alone can 
any paper keep its head above water and 
be of any service in disseminating in- 
formation for the advancement of the 


fancy and instruction to the uninitiated 


beginner. 

When onthe subject of free advertising 
I may be permitted to express an 
opinion too much laxity is indulged in by 
many papers in permitting individuals to 
boom their own stock in free  con- 
tributions to their columns. The proper 
place to do this is in the show pen, and 
subsequently in the advertisement 
columns of the different organs they 
favor. : 

This method would help executives of 
shows to pay their debts in the first 


| instance, and in the second keep papers 


alive and thereby help to extend the 
fancy, instead of, as has been the case 
in the past history of the fancy in 
America, for them to have a lingering 
existence and an ultimate loss to the 
roprietors of the money they have 
invested 1n them. 

Barnum was a great man in his day, 
and made rich out of the gullibility of 
the American public. We have quite a 
few Barnums in the American fancy. 

The Mount Gretna show has come and 
gone, and according to your editorial 


‘note 1,000 single entries (query poultry), 


47 breeding pens, and 200 pigeons, in the 


month of August at that, is indeed some- 


thing colossal, considering the intrinsic 
yalue of the inducements offered for 
competition. _For Mr. Blauch’s sake I 
am pleased to hear of such a ‘‘howling 
success,” as he has simply out-Barnumed 
Barnum in his efforts.

Floming Gossip. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 


In my letter of August 17th I inadvert- 
ently called the name of Samuel L. 
Smyth of Troy, N. Y., Geo. Smith. I 
think however, that most of the pigeon 
fanciers knew whose loft I meant, as the 
gentleman is so well known. It was 
while here that I saw a very beautiful 
Homer, ‘‘Lady Bower,” a bird of fine 
style and carriage and with an especially 
good pedigree, being out of ‘‘Darby,” 
whose record is 1183 miles in 15% days 
and ‘‘Lady Lockwood.” I also saw here 
a number of birds from the loft of Ferd. 
Prinz, among them being ‘‘For-get-me- 
not.” Mr. Symth has some imported 
birds with a 550 miles record, and also 
some White Homers, which while hand- 
some to look upon do not, in common 
with most White Homers, possess good 
records. I never saw a White 500 miler. 

I am taking three journals devoted 
exclusively to pigeons, but cannot get 
along without ‘‘Fritz,” in THE AMERICAN 
Fancier, and I find that many other 
fanciers besides myself would like- to 
hear something from him each week. 

I notice in the Washington County 
Post an account of Dr. Niver of Cam- 
bridge, N. Y., sending to President 
Cleveland at Buzzard’s Bay, four Hom- 
ing pigeons. ‘The President liberated 
the birds and sent to Dr. Niver a tele- 
gram giving time of release and direction 
of wind. ‘The journey of 195 miles was 
made in three hours and forty-five 
minutes.

Queries and Answers. 


1. What is the cause of black legs and 
feet in Tumblers ?—It is difficult to give 
the cause of black legs and feet in young 
pigeons. But the experience of all 
pigeon breeders is that it frequently 
happens, but-as the pigeons mature the 
legs assume the normal color of coral 
red. 

2. How old must young pigeons be 
before I can mate them?—There is no 
fixed age at which young birds. will 
mate. Some mature much earlier than 
others. But until they do become fully 
matured they will show no inclination to 
mate. When nature asserts itself and 
the desire for a mate is developed, they 
will soon make it manifest, and until 
that time no art of the fancier can force 
a union. 

3. Why is it that my young Inside 
Tumblers do not tumble ?—The habit of 
tumbling does not always manifest itself 
in young pigeons from the first, although 
they may betwell bred. If you have any 
outside flying birds, let them fly with 
them, and the faculty will gradually 
develop itself as they increase in age. 
Some birds are very erratic in this 
respect, at times tumbling closely, and 


again flying high without a tumble, and. 


yet in the end making close ‘Tumblers.

Orange County Fait. 


As predicted, the Orange County 
Agricultural Society at its annual fair 
held in Newburgh last week eclipsed the 
State fair in the number of birds shown 
and also in the quality, except in a few 
classes. Thirty-five hundred birds were 
cooped, but owing to a mistake in not 
ordering a sufficient number of Spratts 
coops many birds were compelled to 

- linger in their owners’ coops. This 
certainly did not improve their chances 
of winning any too much, and we hope 
next year such an arrangement will not 
occur again. It was no fault of the 
superintendent, but of the officers of the 
society, who failed to realize the possi- 
bility of such a large entry;until it was 
too late. 

Most of the classes were classified 
fairly well, but the Bantams were 
scattered over the entire building, making 
judging a difficult and burdensome task. 

J. H. Drevenstedt was announced to 
judge the show, but the society with its 
usual liberality when necessity demands 
engaged four extra judges, C. E. 
Rockenstyre, W. J. Stanton, J.. H. 
Thompson, Jr., and T, Farrer Rackham. 
With this force all the awards were 
placed by Thursday afternoon. 

The American classes were well filled 
and, as arule, good in quality.

The Light Brahma class: was a dis- 
grace to the lordly bird and it was no 
surprise at all when the judge withheid 
the cards and no doubt he took pity on 
even those he placed. 

Of the cock birds and hens with one 
exception, there were not a Brahma 
fancier present that would not set this 
class down:as ‘‘duffers,” besides the 
whole showed neglect. 

The chicks showed much better credit 
to both the breeder and the race, mainly 
so the first prize pen, which contained 
four well matured pullets and a cockerel 
that for size and general type were the 
best yet shown this fall. 

Dark Brahmas came in on the quiet 
with the exception of the cock bird and 
two hens in the collection pen. The 
winning hen is of good size and shape, 
partly in new feathers, penciling good 
First cockerel and 
pullet looked as if they would not disap- 
point their owner and later on make a 
good pair. 

Partridge Cochins were a tame class. 

White and Black Cochins came out 
small and behind in quality. 

Buffs trotted out strong, both fowl Sad 
chicks, but not a bird was shown that 
would fill the bill for a Buff fancier. 
First cock was by far the best old bird 
on exhibition. ‘The first Buff hen is a 
rousing one both in size and shape in all 
that goes into the make up of a Cochin 
female and was shown in good condition. 

Black Langshans did not show up big 
but the few that-were there are fairly 
good birds. ‘Phe first cockerel 1s too 
short in shanks, a big bird and good 


color, with few exceptional purple bars. 


‘The hen is fully up in shape but not very 
sound in color. ‘The first pullet has a 
promising future, is a gem in shape, for 
a Langsnan fully old enough to show up 
well, has an extra choice back and Lang- 
shan tail; color might be better and also 
worse. First pen of chicks looked an 
even lot headed by a cockerel that in a 
couple of months will shake more ad- 
vanced youngsters.

Buff Wyandottes were there but nothing 
near the notch to get wild over. The 
White Wyandottes were nothing way up. 
Single Comb Brown Legherns was one of 
the most interesting class, chiefly so the 
cockerel class, which showed several 
good birds, two of them as good as were 
ever shown ‘in Rhode Island. Sinele 
Comb Whites came next in order of com- 
petition, and in the younger stock showed 
promise of some good strong birds fully 
up in legs and shape. The first cock 
Rose Comb White, barring a little too 
overhanging comb and bad legs, is as 
good a Rose Comb as has been shown for 
many years. Buffs and Blacks were not 
a bad lot. Silver Duckwings, 1 pair 
chicks showed up nice, the cockerel a big 
high stationed bird with good color and 
feathers. The Polish as a whole were 
decidedly a very mild class outside of 1st 
Plain White cock which was a little out 
of condition and 1st Bearded Golden 
Polish cock barring histailin color. The 
Black Hamburgs had the best of their 
cousins, one Black cock, 1st, will stand a 
lot of competition, for it will take a bird 
that would be perfect to beat this one, 
his only real cut is size and that is ofa 
happy medium style. S. S. and others 
were miles behind, some too small for 
even Hamburgs. Colored Dorkings 
showed a pair of chicks that left little to 
be desired, and showed good care and 


/féeding. The pullet was extra choice in 


color and shape. 

It would be an injustice to pass the 
turkeys, geese and ducks, as not often 
one meets with such qualities as those 
shown. The 1st Bronze turkey cock, 
now 18 months old, was shown in the 
best of condition and while not as large 
as the 2d prize gobbler deserves his place. 
The 2d gobbler is a giant in bone and 
frame, a little out of condition, but was 
by far the best show turkey on the 
grounds. His loose plumage and back- 
ward condition left the judge to give his 
next neighbor the blue card. When in 
full plumage he will beat many such that 
now have the preference, his bronze bars, 
shape, silver lacings to saddle feathers 
and extra choice wings leaves very little 
to be desired and he will make close to a 
forty-five pounder this winter. The 
White Hollands too were a good pair of 
this variety. Pekin ducks, both old and 
young, had a walk over, and stood the 
week’s showing well. ‘The rst Rouen 


‘duck is one of the best shown of late. 


Drake, while good, fails in that richness 
of color this variety 1s admired for. One 
pair of Embden geese that have won 
many blues for their owner kept it up, 
and no doubt will do so for one would 
have to travel a long route to find their 
equal as show geese.

To my mind this is no addition to 
the beauty nor quality of the bird, and 
while I admire a hood that reaches well 
forward over the head, a mane that 


stands erect and unbroken, and a chain 


that is heavy and reaches well down and 
I should 


forward across the bfeast, 
prefer to see a closer feathered bird than 
we are in the habit of seeing at the 
present day. This great length and 
looseness of feather I mention, is apt to 
show its defects, in drooping wings and 
mane, the wing instead of being closely 
folded and carried well up, droops and 
looks disordered, and the mane instead ot 
standing stiff and erect as if starched, 


| separates in the middle and falls back- 


wards. Happily there are many of these 
long feathered birds that show no such 


defects and that are beautiful to behold, 


but if we could see this fine neck and 
head development, combined with close 
body teathering, it would be the acme of 
breeding. There has been of late years 
also,*much improvement in beak and 
head properties, and instead of the long 
narrow head and ~-beak, we see a well 


‘rounded skull and short down-faced beak. 


The pearl eye, an especial feature ofa 
good Jacobin, is now found in all the 
various colors, the Whites- not excepted. 
Twenty years ago the White Jacobin was 
rarely seen with pearl eyes, then they 
were always dark hazel or bull, but 
modern breeders have fixed this quality 
in the Whites so that it is now rare to see 
a bull eye, and by the way a bull eye in 
any Jacobin I consider one of the worst 
defects that can make itself manifest. I 
know many good breeders use bull eyed 
birds to breed from when they have, to 
use a breeder’s<term, plenty of ‘‘stuff” 
about the head and neck, but it should be 
the aim of every breeder to eliminate 
all tendency to bull-eyes from his flock. 
All the colors peculiar to Jacobins are 
produced of high quality except Blue, 
but although nature seems with this color 
to be particularly hard to control, still 
advances are being made, and I continu- 
ally note improvement with the better 
class of breeders. When Blues can be 
produced as fine as some of the Blacks, 
Yellows and Reds I have seen, we shall 


usually classed 
among the Toy pigeons, should if attrac- 
tiveness of appearance and difficulties in 
really 
counted among the high class varieties, 
for the qualities necessary to make a 
good Jacobin are fully as hard to produce 
in perfection, as those of the Carrier, 
Pouter, Barb or Short-faced Tumbler, 
but as the custom has always been to 
consider it a Toy, I suppose it must so be 
considered until the opinions of. old 
authors and breeders are set aside, and 
the Jacobin placed where it rightfully 
belongs among the aristocrats of the 
If ancient lineage has 
anything to do in making aristocratic 
families, the Jacobin can date its history 
back to the earliest of writers on ornitho- 
logical subjects, for Aldrovandus as far 
back as the year 1600 makes mention of 
them, and describes them as being of two 
kinds, ‘tone hooded, the other smooth 
headed,’ some as being plain or clean 
legged and others still as being booted, 
In the 
295 years that have elapsed since this 
writer described them, there has been 
much improvement in many ofits dis- 
tinguishing features, particularly in the 
Its size also has 
been somewhat increased, although it is 
not yet what might be called a large 
The tendency in breeding has 


‘of my own had eggs in a small dovecot 


to the kitchen, where they remain for 
hours quite heediess of what is going on, 


follow suit. 


I will now endeavor to give the points I 
consider most essential in the show pen. — 
Allow me to remark before going further 
that the Frizzled pigeon is sometimes 
mistaken for the Frillback. Now I have 
had both, and I hold that they are a 
totally different varietv; various reasons 
have I for saying so, one or two I might 
here state. The Frizzled pigeon is much 
softer, meaning by that a sort of want of 
vigor about it, and not nearly so good in 
shape, and a great want of sprightliness. 
about it so much seen in some strains of 
Frillbacks. Now to the show points of 
the Frillback. The head is very much 
like that of acommon pigeon, only the 
beak should be of a pinkish color; crests 
are often to be found, and I take no 
objection to them, in fact, some crests 
rather add to their beauty; the chest 
broad and rather full, with the shoulders 
prominent; the legs short and, I must 
say, free from feathering on the feet, as 
it gives the bird a much’ more lively 
appearance. Now the most important 
point is the curls; they should be ofa 
fair size, and running in even rows across 
the wings. I say in rows, because I con- 
sider this the main distinction between ' 
it and the frizzle. A fault often met 
with, and one I do not like to see, is the 
want of curls well up on the shoulder; 
get them as far up as possible, as it adds 
considerably to its beauty. In size|the 
Frilback resembles the majority of toys; 
in shape it is inclined to be rather long. 
Iam trying to get my stock shorter in 
body, as I think itimproves their appear- 
ance by a bit. At shows they are gener- 
ally to be found in that‘home of refuge,” 
viz., the variety class. —JAMEs LAIDLER in

have a Jacobin that will be as attractive 
as any of the family. Crosses with the 
better class of Blacks or Duns, should it 
seems to me, be the right way to breed 
tor improved qualityin Blues. Ihave no 
doubt that the lovers of Jacobins have 
tried many different crosses for improve- 
‘ment, and the one that they find giving 
the best results 1s the one to stick to. 
The girth of a Jacobin, like the Pouter, ' 
needs to be small, but there isa tendency 
in most allthe birds seen, to thickness. 
This feature is not so much noted as it 
should be, and in the loose feathered 
birds I have mentioned, it is not as likely 
to be apparent as in a tight or close 
feathered specimen. +The Jacobin 
naturally is a sprightly,upright{carriaged 
bird, and when at liberty in the loft and 
in good health, as merry a pet as you 
could wish, but in the exhibition cage it 
is right the reverse, being timid, shrink- 
ing and lifeless, consequently it is a trying 
class to judge, for at the least movement 
it is likely to draw back and crouch in 
the corner of its cage. . No doubt the 
length of the hood prevents its seeing 
distinctly, and consequently it is in con- 
stant fear that something 1s gcing to 
disturb or injure it. The true way to 
judge Jacks is to have a large cage and 
place strange birds together, this arouses 
their pride and combativeness and in this 
way they will ‘‘show up.” In breeding 
for color it is a good plan to mate Blacks 
and Duns or Blacks and Reds together, 
and then pair this progeny back to Blacks 
and some good colored Biacks will be the 
result. Some of these Blacks with red 
blood in them will if bred to Yellows 
throw good Yellows. Reds and Yellows 
also produce good Yellows, Reds being a 


strong color also breed well together, ee 
and an occassional cross of the Black}; To the Pigeon Clubs of 
from Reds will strengthen the color of A metica. 


the-Red. Yellows bred together are apt 
to throw pale colors. A Dun withstrong 
Red blood in it is a good cross for a 
Yellow. From some of these crosses 
there will be produced a color known as 
Strawberry, this color is good to cross 
with all the colors except White. Much 
advice might be given in this line, but 
experience after all is the best teacher in 
bréeding Jacobins as well as in the more 
important thing's of life.

No bids 
or samples wefe received from English 
makers. 

Enclosed herewith you will find 
samples, with the names of their makers 
attached. Each maker offers four 
different sizes. In justice to Mr. Willets, 
it should be mentioned that he has not 
been making enamelled bands, and he 
has, therefore, given but one size in 
enamel, the dies for the different sizes 
being very expensive. Attached to his 
sample, however, are four aluminum 
bands, which give the four sizes he 
proposes to make in the enamel.

The White Frilloack. 


This is one of the beauties of nature. 
Having made this variety a special study 
for a few years, I thought a few hints on 
it might be of some little interest to a 
few—yea, far too few—lovers of the 
variety, as it is both beautiful and inter- 
esting, and, let me add, affectionate. I 
may here state that Frillbacks are also 
remarkable for their hardiness, and that 
they are very free breeders. For instance, 
during the very severe frost we experi- 
enced in the early months of 1895 a pair

They do not thrive well in confinement, 
rather the opposite.

F. S. Peer, of Rochester, N. Y., the 
well-known expert judge of cattle and 
horses, contributed the following timely 
letter xe the Toronto fair in the Country 
Gentleman of September 28: 


“T attended the fair this year as a 
visitor, but owing to the absence of Mr. 
Cooper, who was to judge Jerseys and 
Guernseys, I was drafted to administer 
the medicine of disappointment to the 
breeders of these two classes; but several 
years’ experience in the show rings at 
Toronto, Montreal and Quebec had 
shown me that the Canadian breeders 
take their portion like true sportsmen. 
The same may be said of Americans as 
a class. The breeder that makes a 
judge’s task a burden is usually the 
beginner. I have often said of the 
Canadian breeders, however, that they 
ace in some respects superior to the 
American. Itis a gift, an inborn love 
and taste for animals. One has only to 
notice the hundreds of people surround- 
ing the judging ring to become aware of 


the interest that is taken by old and 


young, men and women, who stand for 
hours watching every motion a judge 
makes—to see that the interest in 
domestic animals is not confined to the 
exhibitors and their friends. I do not 
know in Canada one man who in this 
country would be termed a_ fancy 
breeder; they are simply plain farmers, 
whose bread and butter depends upon 
their skill and judgment. and from whom 
itis possible to select such animals as

Mo.; and F. W. Hitchcock, of Greenleaf, 
Kansas. Additional judges will be used 
if the necessities of the occasion call for 
them.

So far as style and general build are — 


concerned, the SZamo (better known as — 


the Japanese Game) might be taken for — 
an inferior Cornish Indian or Malay by 
one not familiar with these varieties. 
While the Jap resembles these 1n some — 
respects, there is in reality considerable 
difference, even in build. All have an 
Oriental look, caused by the thick head, 
prominent shoulders, heavy legs, low 
carried tail, and close feathers. That 
these three breeds and the Aseel are 
more or less closely allied there is 
probably no question, but as they are 
known and bred to-day each has its 
fixed type. While more nearly approach- 
ing the Malay and Cornish breeds than 
the Aseel, the Jap has, as stated, a style 
of its own, but to describe it there is 
perhaps no easier way than by com- 
parison with those breeds. ‘The head is 
coarse and ugly, not so broad across the 
skull as Malay, but with eyes more 
sunken than Cornish or Malay. “The 
beak is heavy and more hooked than 
most Indians, though not more so than 
some Malays. The comb is usually pea 
and small, wattles very small. The red 
skin of the face runs far out on to the 
beak, eyes light, neck very long and 
more curved (‘‘ewe” shaped) than in any 
other fowl. (This I consider one of the 
distinguishing features of the breed.) 
Throat very large and the nap of the 
neck very meaty and muscular. The 
shoulders, like the other breeds referred 
to, are prominent, but not just the same, 
being more angular and ‘‘sharp” and 
carried further up on the neck, as a rule. 
The back is longer than Cornish or 
Aseel, though perhaps not exceeding in 
length the Malay back. The tail is 


drooping and composed of numerous 
side feathers or hangers, and these are 
narrow and not so stiff as in Aseel, 
Cornish or Malay. The legs are rather 
long and set well back, with hocks more 
or less bent, thighs muscular and shanks 


thick and bony. ‘The plumage through- 
out is close, tough and glossy. Japs are 
bred in nearly all colors, though reds for 
the cocks are probably the most common. 
Hens are found in buff, wheaten, brown, 
black and other shades. All colors of 
shanks are recognized, though yellow is 
perhaps the most desirable. Cocks range 
in weight from six to ten pounds. The 
Japs are hardy, and being large 
quantities of meat make excellent table 
fowls, and the cocks are nearly as useful 
to cross on other kinds as the Malay or 
Cornish. Like the Malays, Japs are shy 
layers, but lay large heavy shelled eggs. 
In disposition they are like the other 
breeds of this family, very quarrelsome, 
and for this reason the hens are very | 
poor sitters and mothers. Unlike the 
Malay and Cornish Indian, the Japs are 
a Game fowl, and when pure and of the 
proper sort the cocks will ‘‘die trying.” » 
Being slow and awkward, they are of 
but little value to the cocker, except to 
use in crossing on Pit Game, imparting 
to the cross-bred stock strength, wind — 
and endurance.

PIGEONS.

Perhaps no pigeon among all the old 
favorites is harder to breed in perfection 
than the one that I purpose writing 
about. Doubtless it is for this reason it 
is never seen in great force at our ex- 
hibitions. It would seem, being only of 
two colors, and these colors regularly 
distributed or placed, that it might be 
an easy matter to produce any number 
of perfect birds. But facts and ex- 
perience prove that the.perfect birds are 
few, while the imperfect ones are 
abundant. Try as we may, select as 
carefully as we know how, it seems to be 
almost impossible to so balance the 
coloring blood as to produce clean cut, 
full flighted birds. If we get a cleanly 
cut bib and a breast pure and white, we 
are almost sure to find the flights, 
instead of numbering ten, to count ouly 
Six and seven or perhaps eight on one 
side and six and seven on the other. If 
the flights number ten full colored ones, 
you are almost sure to find the black of 
the head extending back into the cap, 
the bib reaching too far down on the 
neck, and the breast spotted with color. 
Here is where the skill of the ‘‘fakir” is 
brought to bear. The offending feathers 
are deftly removed, leaving no trace of 
the trimming, and we see before us in 
the exhibition pen a seemingly perfect 
Nun. Many an unsophisticated fancier 
has purchased such a pair of birds, 
believing he had the foundation for an 
ideal flock, and in the course of six 


weeks found his supposed perfect Nuns. 


to be nothing but the ‘‘baseless fabric of 
a dream.” Knowing of these ‘‘ways 
that are dark and tricks that are vain,” 
I always regard a seemingly perfect Nun 
with suspicion, and yet they do exist, 


‘but so rarely that in all my years of 


experience I could count them on my 
fingers. The Nun is not a small pigeon, 
strictly speaking, but about like the 
Jacobin, Magpie, Helmet or Archangel. 
It has always been a favorite, but has its 
ups and downs simply from the un- 
certainty of its breeding true to markings. 
I have known many a fancier grow 


enthusiastic over the variety and take 


them up confident he could so mate them 
as to produce perfect birds; but as the 
years went by and he found he had made 
no advancement he gradually tired of 
them and changed them for something 


else not so baffling in its breeding. The 


late R. G. Wilson, of Bridgeport, Conn., 
was at one time very enthusiastic over 
the Nun, and did really breed some good 


birds, but he fared like many another J 


have known, and finally disposed of his 
flock and took up something else re- 
quiring less care and patience. While 


‘ten colored flights, with a clean white 


cap, acolored tail, and a clean cut bib 


are the requisites for perfection, still if 


the other points are near perfection, I 


would not quarrel if there were only 


eight flights instead of ten or eight one 
side and seven the other.

Anothet Exclusive Pigeon 
Shou for Boston. 
To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 

A meeting of pigeon fanciers of Boston 
and vicinity was held on the evening of 
September 23, at the club room of the 
New England Pigeon Association, for 


the purpose of talking over the ad- 


visability ot holding an exclusive pigeon 
show in Boston this winter. Dr. W. G. 
Kendall was appointed chairman of the 
meeting, and after some two _ hours’ 
discussion, during which alarge majority 
of those present expressed a desire to-see 
an exclusive show, C. E. Twombly was 
appointed secretary and a unanimous 
vote was passed to hold an exclusive 
show in Horticultural hall, December 
4,5, 6, 7, 1895, Thetime being so late, 
it was thought best to adjourn and call 
another meeting at an early date for the 
purpose of organizing, which was done, 
On the evening of September 26 a 
meeting was held in the Quincy House 
parlor, which was well attended, con- 
sidering that the meeting was called so 
soon and several who were interested 
did not receive notice in time. Dr. F. H 
Martin was made temporary chairman 
and C. E. ‘Twombly secretary. It was 
then voted to proceed to organize an 
association for the purpose of holding an 
exclusive pigeon show on the same 
principle as that held last season. It 
was voted that the organization becalled 
the Boston Pigeon Association, after 
which the following names of fanciers, 
whose names had been put in nomination 
for the offices of the association, were 
read: Dr. W. G. Kendall, president; Dr.

Query.—I have a squab that mopes 
around and don’t seem to care for his . 
food. Ifyou would kindly tell me the © 
trouble and what to do I would be truly 
thankful. | WTS ha aie

Answer.—\t is difficult to tell the 
cause of the moping from the brief 
description and without seeing the 
sufferer. Examine it for lice, and, if 
found, dust with Persian insect powder. 
If not lice, give a pill of butter and 
cayenne, or black pepper, equal parts, 
making pill size of asmall Canada pea; 
or give it one or two pepper corns, 
which can be got at any drug store. If 


fully fledged, examine the oil gland. 


Sometimes this becomes clogged, when 
it should be soaked with warm water 
and gently squeezed till the hardened oil 
is removed. Pulling a few feathers from 
the tail sometimes benefits. 


Query.—I have a young bird that has 
one of its eyes sore, so that it runs, and 
a kind of gum forms around the eye and 
on its shoulder on same side of the sore 
eye. Please tell me through your paper 
what is the matter with it and how to 
cure it. a 

Answer.—The trouble with your 
young bird is cold in the eye, which 
produces inflammation and a discharge, 
which is the cause of the gummy ac- 
cumulation about the eyelid. Rubbing 
the eye on the shoulder to relieve the 
itching and pain causes the gummy ac- 
cumulation there. Wash the eye with 


warm milk and water to cleanse it, or a 


warm weak solution of blue vitrol. After 
this, dust it with powdered burnt alum; — 
also dust some on the shoulder. Separate: 
it from the other pigeons, and place in 
its drinking cup about a dozen pellets of 
the homecepathic remedy, sulphur.

wash the eye every day.

Faking. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: | 

One of my correspondents says:

Faking is one of those 
slang words that many times convey 
better idea of the subject referred — 
than good plain English. By it is mean 
all those subterfuges resorted to b 
unprincipled exhibitors to make their 
imperfect fowls and pigeons appear ¢ 
near perfect as possible, and so de 
unwary judges and credulous vis 
and purchasers into believing tha 
are faultless.

When grown and 
fully developed he weights the tails of 
his Fans to give them the proper spread 
and irons them to make them flat. If it 
is a finely shaped tail and has a few 
colored feathers, he removes these and 
substitutes white ones by inserting them 
into the openings left by the removal of 
the colored ones. A bird may have a 
twisted beak; askillful application of the 
‘knife removes the blemish and gives an 
almost perfect beak. The application of 
a few wires or a few pieces of cork will 
make a Carrier’s wattle that was lop- 
sided and flat a well tilted, peg shaped 
affair. JI remember reading of a suit at 
law in some of the English courts where 
the plaintiff in the case had purchased 
an English Owl cock that had won a first 
prize and a medal at a prominent show, 
paying a high price for it because it was 
a premium bird, with a wonderfully 
rounded skull. Some time after the 
purchase he noticed what appeared to be 
two scrofulous lumps on top of the head, 
and on examination saw two pieces of 
string extending from the skin. On 
removing these the flesh resumed its 
normal condition, and the head lost its 
rotundity and became quite flat, thus 
ruining the apparent quality of the bird 
and exposing the fraud. In this case the 
work must either have been very skill- 
fully done, or the judge and the purchaser 
must have given the Owl a very super- 
ficial examination not to have detected 
thg trick at sight. Sometimes an almost 
perfect bird may, as in the case of a 
Pouter, have a few feathers. which 
removed from the crescent on the crop 
will leave it in perfect condition. Or in 
the case of a Swallow who has one or 
two feathers on the breast, or of a 
Magpie whose line of breast marking is 
slightly irregular, or of a Bald Tumbler 
who has a few dark feathers on its pate, 
or a Black Trumpeter who has a small 
white feather in its booting, all this 
might be termed legitimate trimming, 
and there 1s no doubt but that it is 
continually done just before all ex- 
hibitions, but it is nevertheless ‘‘faking,” 
for it does not allow of a bird being 
shown-in its natural condition, and the 
practice of it may give a bird a premium 
over another that naturally is the best 
bird and really entitled to the prize, and 
actually is deprived of it by fraud. Take 
Nuns, for instance, one of the most 
difficult birds to breed clean in the whole 
list of fancy pigeons, and how many do 
we see shown in their natural condition? 
I might say none, for every one I ever 
saw shown hada clean back, neck and 


breast, a feature so rare that it is atonce | 


noticeable in a flock of Nuns when seen 
as Nattre made them. But the novice 
- will say—Why does not the judge detect 
these frauds and at once disqualify such 
birds? Well, for various reasons. Some- 
times his work crowds him so hard in his 
desire to finish it, so that the premiums 
may be announced early, that he has not 
the time to handle every specimen and 
detect the cheat. Again, asin the case 
of foul feathers, the work is done so 
carefully that it is next to impossible to 
tell where the feathers have been taken 
from, and in the case of weighted and 
ironed tails there is nothing to indicate 
that the tails are other than natural. One 
can be suspicious of fraud, but with no 
- direct evidence it becomes a delicate 


. matter to accuse any exhibitor of such a 


; practice. Frequently, where time allows 
of careful handling, we find in otherwise 


abs _almost perfect specimens a flight feather 


or tail feather’ missing. The owner is 


supposed to be an honest exhibitor, and 


_ to accuse him of having intentionally 
removed these would be a great hard- 
ship, But in justice to his neighbor, who 
has almost equally as good.a bird with 
full tail and flights, we must pass him by 

_ and place the premium on his neighbor’s 

_-vird. But while this prevents the bird 
from winning a premium, it could hardly 
be called faking, because faking means 

‘doing the work so cleverly as to render 


premiums, 
while the bungler is detected and his 
exhibit disqualified. Some one might 
ask—Cannot the practice be stopped? 
The 


For this reason the. 


only way would be to set rogues to catch 
rogues, and rogues do not make reliable 
judges. This being the case, just so 
long as faking can pass undetected just 
so long will faking be practiced.

Perhaps we ra 
fewer good specimens than our Englis 
cousins do, but that is simply the fault of 
the commercial side of the fancy. Inthe 
British Fancter just at hand we readan 
article on Bantams and believe the fol- 
lowing portion relating to Sebrights will 
prove of interest to our readers: a 
“In poultry books we generally find 
descriptions of the Sebright Bantam, 
which are rather ideal than representative 
of what is found in existence. We must 
take things as we find them, and if in © 
the show pen the very best specimens _ 
failin some material point, itis practically _ 
impossible to disqualify 1t or pass it over 
because it does not approximate in that | 
one point to what is recognized as the 
standard. The following description is 
that of a winning pair of birds at the 
National show at the Crystal Palace,and 
as these birds were typical Sebrights of 
the highest type, as exhibited, the 
breeder will be able to see whether or 
not he has a. chance of effecting a good 
sale or of taking a prize in the show pen 
The birds were extremely small, with 
tiny, well formed combs, red faces. dark 
red eyes, large well rounded wattles, 
blue legs, and red ears slightly tinged 
with white. The last-named point will 
not, perhaps, commend itself to those 
who have a standard in their eye. The — 
color—for the birds were of a golden 
variety—was clear light golden bay. the 
shafts of every feather being slightly 
lighter than the web. On the body 
every feather was edged with some clear- 
ness with black, but we may remark 
here, as a point of some importance, 
showing that the markings of exhibition 
birds are not always mathematical, that 
the ends of the feathers were more 
heavily marked or laced than the sides— 
a very distinct fault—and that the 
coverts of the tail were marked or ticked - 
only at the ends of the feathers, the 
sides being practically devoid of lacing — 
altogether, while the feathers of the tail 
proper were smudged throughout with 
black, and absolutely deficient in | 
characteristic marking. Although the —_ 
tail of the cock was female in character, — 
otherwise hen feathered, it was distinctly 
larger than the tail of a hen, and with — 
sickles. The bird had the characteristic 
drooping wings, and was throughout the | 
body and hackles perfectlyhenfeathered. 
The hen did not match the cock. The 
eyes, for example, were dark brown, ~— 
whereas those of the cock were dark red. 
The wattle and the comb were of a — 
purple shade, while the ear, as is very ~— 
common in the breed, was alight purple _ 
color. ‘There are doubtless many persons 
who are not au courant with exhibitions 
of Bantams, who would fear to show | 
either of these specimens on account of — 
the faults which they possess. In the | 
case of a pen of Silvers which attained 
the same distinction, the eye was gravelly. 
red in color, and the earlobes were of a 
bright, clear red, both points being — 
contrary to the old-fashioned standard — 
of the breed. Again, the hen was dark ay 
eyed, and the tail feathers of the cock 
were imperfect. In neither cock nor hen 
were these feathers laced; they were 
simply tipped very coarsely with black, 
and supplemented by a quantity of the 
usual smudginess.” ee 
After reading the above, our Sebright 
fanciers need not feel alarmed at the 
prospect of competing against imported 
birds. We have this season seen some 
very promising young Silvers with e: 
cellent tails in both sexes. - It seems we 
are getting the color and lacing all right, 
but shape in many specimens is very 
faulty, and size is also objectionable 
We are aware there is no more diffic 
breed to handle than Sebrights, but th 
very obstacles in the path that leads

Poultry at Suffolk Co. Fair, 
Rivethead, N. Y. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 


The annual fair of Suffolk county, N. 
Y., was held as usual at Riverhead, the 
county seat, the first week in October. 
This society has always done much to 
encourage improvement inthe poultry of 
the county and. the breeders have shown 
their appreciation of this effort by 
coming forward each succeeding season 
with increased numbers and varieties, 
thus giving a fine display and taxing the 
accommodations provided for it to its 
utmost. So large was the exhibit this 
fall that the superintendent of this de- 
partment, Mr. H. A. Reeves of Green- 
port, L. I., said it was evident to him 
that they wouid have to enlarge the 
building and rearrange the whole in- 
terior to do justice to their exhibitors. 
The building when first erected was 
abundantly large to accommodate all 
without crowding, but this year it was 
so full that half could not be seen to ad- 
vantage. Almost every variety, old and 
new, was represented and. all of good 
quality, in fact many of the pens were 
of superior quality, notably the Barred 
and White P. Rocks, Buff Cochins, Dark 
Brahmas, White Wyandottes, Langshans, 
Indian Games and Silver Wyandottes. 
Light Brahmas were conspicuous by 
their absence as there was only two pens 
of this variety and one of them was dis- 
qualified on account of black feathers in 
a hen’s back. Formerly they were a 
large class, but they seem to have given 
place to other breeds. Leghorns were 
well represented, but still not as abun- 
dant as formerly. I noted one pen of 
fine young Buffs with clean, bright yel- 
low. legs and good colored plumage. 
Also a few pens of excellent Blacks,some 
fine Minorcas and Black Hamburegs and 
one or two pens of Rose Comb Minorcas 
which it was difficult to tell trom the 
Black Hamburgs. Among the newer 
varieties I noted Pea Comb P. Rocks, 
Black Wyandottes, Columbians, Buff P. 
Rocks, Rose Comb Buff Leghorns and 
White Indian Games. Also a sport in 
shape of Frizzled Golden Polish. 


The Game class was quite lagge, but 
many of them had been over shown and 
looked as if it-were shop worn. Some 
specimens of different varieties were 
shown quite immature, in fact so much 
so one could not determine which was 
the male. Naturally such birds could 
receive no award and it seems foolish to 
exhibit them as representatives of a 
breed as they occupy valuable space, the 

time of the judge and attendants and are 
really no addition in a practical sense to 
the exhibit. 
~The importance of little things was 
well illustrated here in the case of a pair 
of White Wyandottes, They were a 
handsome pair, well matured and typi- 
cal Wyandottes from the comb down, 
but alas, in handling them a few black 
lines were detected in the tail feathers, 
so small they had actually escaped the 
notice of the judge, but not the keen eye 
of a competitor, and the cry at once went 
up that it must be thrown out, and so a 
deserving pen was deprived of its rights, 
under the ruling of the standard makers, 
which disqualifies for a sign of color in 


____any part of plumage. I came to the con- 


clusion that the owner was not well up 
in preparing fowls for exhibition, or else 


= = a very honest man. Had it been other- 
~- wise those feathers would never have 


been left for the critical to find fault with. 
- Bantams were well represented,especi+ 
ally in the Buff Pekin class and there 
- were among them some very excellent 

specimens. I noted also some nice White 


with the writer on Tue American 


Pekins and a pen of very fine Silver Se- 
brights. Turkeys were not numerous, 
but those shown were large and of fine 
quality. Geese were fewer in number 
than I ever saw here betore. Nota pure 
bred pair in the lot. Ducks were 
quite numerous, but composed princi- 
pally of Pekin, of which there were sev. 
eral fine pens. We were right in the 
neighborhood of some of those immense 
duck farms on the old South Bay, L. I., 
and it is not surprising that the quality 
was good. There were also one or two 
pairs of good Aylesburys and some of 
the best Cayuga I ever saw; a few pair 
of wild Mallards, also Grey Call and a 
variety peculiar to this locality known as 
Decoy. They are bred from wild Black 
ducks and are trained to be anchored 
and gradually toll the wild duck towards 
the blind of the hunter, who flushes the 
wild duck and shoots them on the wing, 
thus not injuring the decoy. 

Pigeons were quite numerous, consist- 
ing of Fantails of all colors, Owls, Tur- 
bits, Antwerps, Trumpeters, Magpies, 
Dragons, Tumblers, Satinettes, Bluettes, 
Barbs and Commons. ‘They were not in 
good feather and. showed the effects 
caused by over showing. It was a new 
feature to the fair, however, and proved 
attractive to many who had never been 
in the habit of seeing fancy pigeons, and 
consequently did not iook upon them 
with the same feeling that an expert 
would. Another season will no doubt 
bring a larger and better display. 

Vhe miscellaneous class included Rab- 
bits, Squirrels, Fish, Crows, Diamond 
Backed Terrapin, Dogs, Cats and Ra- 
coons. 

Among the exhibitors I noted E. L. 
Miles, G. C. Morris, W. B. Sherry, O. 
W. Hubbard, H. W. Smith, G. E. Al- 
drich, J. Sheridan Wells, Joseph Murphy, 
Thomas L. Chapman, Edwin R. Foster, 
Chas. H. Nesbitt, W. W. Hallock, G. S. 
Raynor, S. E,. Ferry, Clinton Elliot, D. 
H. Hallock, John E. Walker, Ferguson 
Bros. and Millside Farm. The manage- 
ment was excellent and much credit is 
due Mr. Reeves, the superintendent, and 
Mr. 5. R. Foster, the secretary. They 
are determined that the pouitry interests 
of the island shall be encouraged and are 
putting forth their best efforts to this 
end. The weather was delightful and 
everything. tended to make the fair a 
SUCCESS.

~ Trenton’s Big Show. 


5,500 Birds on Exhibition. 


‘The leans fair, held at Trenton, 
every year, is the biggest thing of i 
kind in the United States. The build. 
ings are excellent, and the secretary, 
Jno. Guild Muirheid a rara avzs of his 
kind. 

The people that came by the’ thous- 
ands are always satisfied with the attrac- 


‘tions, while the educational and artistic 


parts of the fair are of considerable value. 

No finer accommodations for horses, 
cattle, sheep and swine can be found 
elsewhere, and we will add that the en- 
tire live stock exhibits are well taken care 
of except the poultry and pigeons. 

Here is the weak spot at the great 
Trenton fair. It is true that the 
directors have provided two large well 
lighted poultry buildings for the birds, 
but nevertheless they were too small 
for the avalanche of birds that arrived. 

The most serious error made was in 
accepting entries up to almost the open- 
ing of the show. . With the fact of having 

_number of * coops 
staring the superintendent in the face, 
he should have refused late entries. 

We know that Assistant Superintend- 


-ent Corey was handicapped in more 


ways than one, but as long as he was 
compelled to take full charge of the 
poultry department he should have in- 
sisted on running it on correct lines and 
not allow himself to be swamped . with 
unnecessary work, 

Everything was chaos when we 
arrived on the second morning of the fair, 
many coops being still unpacked in the 
poultry department. In the pigeon 
building the judges, Koons and Darling- 
ton, assisted the superintendent to 
straighten out the entries and could not 
ae the work of judging until the third 

ay. 

When judges are compelled to award 
prizes on birds that are scattered all 
over a building and in narrow aisies 
thronged with visitors, it becomes the 
hext thing to a farce. Four and five 
tiers of birds, some way down in the 
dark, on the floor, is enough to discour- 
age the most salamander judge in 
existence. That some birds were missed 
in the hunt I do not doubt. The judges 
worked hard to find every bird entered, 
and discovered some without a number 
on the book, but the work was unsatis- 
faccory to the judges, as it must have 
been tothe exhibitors. The latter did 
not kick over the awards, but they did 
kick over the loose way in which things 
were being managed, and | do not blame 
them. 

‘THE AMERICAN FANCIER engaged two 
good men to obtain the awards from the 
books but they, after repeated attempts, 
gave up the job, as so little interest was 
taken in the matter by the officials that 1t 
seems as if the poultry department was 
simply a necessary evil. It is a pity that 
Secretary Muirheid could not “have 
stepped in and seen the condition of 


things. lam certain he would have done 
allin his power to straighten out the- 


mess. Itis the devout hope and wish of 
every exhibitor that he will give his 
personal attention to this department 
next year and see that the superintendent 
attends to his business and not allow his 
assistant to become overworked or get 
entangled in such a mess as happened 
this year. Another queer proceeding 
was that all departments were provided 
with badges for the judges, but the 
poultry and pigeon department for some 
unexplained reason had none to give to 
the four judges officiating, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that secretary Muirheid in- 
formed me that the badges had been sent 
to the superintendent. I regret to 
chronicle these criticisms of facts, but 
justice to secretary Muirheid and to the 
exhibitors and judges demand it. To 
give an intelligent idea of the birds 
present would require not only genius 


but a combination of foresight and hind- 


sight not found in ahuman being. Isaw 
of course all or nearly all the birds at the 
show, but many of them were in such 
unfavorable positions that their good 


qualities were hidden.

The 
winning chicks were however stowed 
away on the floor where few people could 
see them. 

White Plymouth Rocks excellent, 
notably first pair of old fowls and first 
and second pair of chicks. With more 
age the second pair of chicks would no 
doubt win over the first. They were ex- 
ceedingly promising. Wyandottes were 
an average lot in all classes, nothing ex- 
traordinary in quality being noticeable. 
Several very good pairs of Dominiques 
were shown. 

Black Javas contained some really ex- 
cellent specimens, the best I have seen 
in many a day. 

Leghorns, except Browns, not up to 
the highest notch. ‘The feature of these 
classes was the Single Comb Brown 
Leghorns exhibited by George V. Cres- 
son. They were not only good in color 
but excellent in combs, lobes and style. 

Several pair of good Buffs might be 
mentioned and a few really good White 
Rose Comb Leghorns could be singled 
out of large entries. 

The Black Spanish and Black Minor- 
cas were far above the average at fall 
shows. 

Hamburghs and Polish, large classes, 
many old winners being shown.

There were plenty of Cats, Rabbits 
and pets and a large display of fine 
Pigeons present. I noticed some grand 
Owls of Mr. Eckert’s, also a beautiful 
display by George Fetterolf of his Arch- 
angels, while ‘‘Ben” Ivins had Fantails 
of different colors in silk attire. H. W. 
‘Vahle made his usual large display of 
Pigeons cage birds and pets. The 
awards. we were unable to get. The 
only regrettable incident was the fact 
that one exhibitor was _ unfortunate 
enough to find the majority of his birds 
afflicted with the pox -and his brother 
exhibitors afflicted with a big score. A 
number of very roupy birds were also, in 
the show. As there were something like 
5,500 birds in the two buildings, the 
chances are that many will be infected 
by the disease, The more I think over 
the ‘Trenton show the more 1 become 
conyinced that heroic measures must 
be taken to protect the legitimate 
exhibitors. Quality rather than quantity 
is what such first class fairs as Trenton 
should strive for, Entries should close fully 
two weeks before the show opens, and 
proper classification introduced. This 
every decent exhibitor and conscientious 
judge should insist on. 


Impressions Gathered at ihe 
Michigan State Fair. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER. 


With Mr. Sternbereg’s article on poultry 
at the fall fairs to stimulate me, I took 
advantage of a few leisure hours to look 
through the poultry department at the 
Michigan State Fair recently held at 
Grand Rapids. 

It was a pretty severe test to put one’s 
enthusiasm to, and I will venture to say 
that in that stifling atmosphere, sur- 
rounded by a piltering crowd of humanity 
and a dejected, discouraged looking lot 
of fowls, whose every attitude was a 
protest against such unseasonable treat- 
ment, with the thermometer at 96 in the 
shade, where soon the lemonade fiend 
and the fakir were obliged to succumb 
to the depressing conditions, where 
frankfurts could be fried in the sun and 


peanuts roasted by the same process. I 
say that, under such circumstances, I 
doubt it even Mr. S. could have written 
so glowingly of the advantages of the 
fall fair as a place to exhibit poultry; 
much less could I see anything to enthuse 
over or even feel greatly interested in, 
but in every direction were living texts 
for sermons on cruelty to animals. Much 
of this, of course, might have been 
obviated by having a more suitable 
building in which to coop the exhibit, 
but I am commenting on things as I 
found them. 

Under favorable conditions the display 
of fowls would, I am sure, have been a 
creditable one. Old fowls were in better 
plumage than is usual at this season of 
the year, but a great many of the chicks 
were too young. Many of the best 
breeders of the State were not repre- 
sented, preferring, 1 suppose; to wait 
until winter before showing their season’s 
work. This was especially true of the 
Wyandotte breeders,. although the 
Concord Poultry Club was the exception. 

I had my attention called to the first 
prize Silver Wyandotte pullet at Toledo 
two weeks before. She was a fair 
specimen of the open laced type, but had 
all the faults common to that type to a 
greater or less degree. With very little 
penciling she showed an abundance of 
white fringe and lacing that could hardly 
be called black; body and fluff quite light. 
With her was a large, well put up 
cockerel, but of the same _ general 
character as his mate; fine hackle, large 
centers, grayish black lacing and heavy 
white fringe. . Together they were an 
object lesson to those who are disposed 
to carry the breeding of large centers to 
an extreme. 

In an adjoining coop was another pair 
which was far more to my liking, because 
they showed more strength of color. In 
other words, they were dlack and white. 
The cockerel had rather a narrow head, 
a bad eye, and rather a poor hackle, but 
in other sections was good. The pullet 
may develop some more penciling as a 
hen than the lighter specimen, but as a 
foundation to breed from she will prove 
the better, in my opinion. 

The new Buff varieties were well 
represented so far as numbers went; but 
nearly every one of them was a living 
argument against the practice of naming 
the result of an experiment after some 
popular breed, regardless of its qualifica- 
tions or disqualifications. I believe Iam 
within bounds when I say that neither 
the Buff Wyandottes nor the Buff Rocks 
have any of the characteristics that 
would entitle them to their names. 
Understand, I am not saying anything 
against these pretenders. My interest in 
their development, financial and other- 
wise, will not admit of that. I am willing 
to accord to them great, beauty (when 
carefully bred), great utility, and a great 
iuture, but from the standpoints of the 
originals of these two breeds the one is 
not a Wyandotte and the other is not a 
Plymouth Rock. As some readers may 
think I am getting away from my subject, 
I will say that this opinion was confirmed 
by evidences of the recent introduction 
of Cochin blood in some of the exhibits 
of these varieties at the State fair under 
consideration. 

Barred Rocks were a good lot, and the 
chicks seemed to have had the advantage 
of early hatching, and will be heardfrom 
at the shows next winter. 

I am sorry that I am unable’to go into 
the merits of this show more in detail, 
but the heat was so terrific that after 
looking over that part of it in which I 
was more directly interested I beat a 
hasty retreat, promising myself that the 
next time I took in the sights at a State 
fair the mercury would not be trying to 
forceits way tothetopofthetube. C., 


English Pickings. 


For an egg to be good, the part that 
appears black must be completely de- 
tached from the part that appears white. 
In other words, the yolk and albumen 
must, through the transparency of the 
shell, be seen to be quite separate. The 
white looks as if it radiates about the 


central nucleus, and this nucleus is. 


simply the embryo of a chicken, which, 

being denser, floats in the liquid which 

nourishes it. 3 : 
Hens will tear around the barnyard 


like old scratch if there is a thing to be 


found by the effort. Scatter a small 


quantity of corn aroundthe manureheap, 


and the hens will tear the heap all to 


pieces and find the last kernel without  — 
mistrusting they are doing better pulver- — 


izing than the hired man with fork and 
shovel. 


Bury their feed and make them 


scratch for it, then they will keep out of 
mischief, such as egg eating, feather 
pulling, &c., and the exercise will also 


prevent them from becoming too fat to _ 


lay. Exercise isa great essential to the 
health of the fowls, and scratching and 
picking should be encouraged by furnish- 
ing a bullock’s head or entrailsfor them 
to tear at as a regular occupation. 


Ducklings thrive best on soft food. 
One part corn meal, one part bran, and 
a small portion of animal meal, mixed 
with cooked potatoes or turnips, makes 
an excellent mess for them. ‘The drink- 
ing vessel must always contain plenty of 


water, so the bills may be cleansed by 


the ducklings, as they are liable to die 1f 
their nostrils are clogged. ‘They also 
require water to assist in swallowing 
their food, but should not be allowed on 
ponds until well feathered. 


Nip disease in the bud by watching the 
development of ailments, and curing 
them when they are but slight. Fowls 
that have roup, chicken-pox, or any 
trouble affecting the face, should have 
their face and nostrils washed at least 
once a ‘day with castile soap and warm 
water, or the virus off the matter dis- 
charged may poison the face and eyes, 
causing considerable swelling and may- 
hap blindness. After washing, dry 
tenderly, and anoint with vaseline.— 
British Fancier.

Moulting. 


We have before written about moult- 
ing, but as the season comes round we 
find it well to remind our readers of the 
special points to which care should be 
given in the poultry yard. We should 
expect fowls to be late this season in 
going into the moult; summer heat 
generally hastens it, and of that we have | 
had little enough as yet. At the last 
show, too, which we saw laie in May, 
birds were in much better plumage than 
they usually are at that time of year. 
Our birds have thus far, however, been 
most irregular in beginning to change 
their feathers; some have been quite 
ragged fora month, others are still in 
plumage fit for the show pen. ‘The year 
is strange, and many things come about 

contrary to expectation. As far as our 
observation goes the birds which have 


| been early to lose their feathers are those 


which have warm houses into which they 
are shut at night, and in which they con- 
sequently pass many hours in a much 
higher temperature than that of the 
external air; those still in plumage are 
the birds which roost under rough sheds 
and feel the cold and damp of night. 
Monlting may be hastened or retarded, 
therefore it is useful to observe the 
month in which we find it best for poul- 
try to moult. It is common to hear 
fanciers say in June, ‘‘See how well my 
birds are going into the moult.” For our 
part we prefer the birds not to lose their 
feathers till the middle of August, espec- 
ially the hens, for we have observed that 
if they begin to do so earlier the moult is 
almost always a partial one only, and 
they generally then fall into another in 
November, just when the exhibitor wants 
them to be in good plumage for the great 
shows, and they remain weak through 
the early winter, when everybody wishes 
hens to lay. With cocks the moult is a 
different matter; the reformation of tail 
and hackle feathers takes a long time, 
and the operation is rarely repeated in 
the same season; the sooner, therefore, 
that they begin to drop their strong quill 
feathers the better. ‘Those cocks seem to 
go best through the strain which first lose 
those feathers, and then when the new 
ones are half grown drop all the body 
feathers at once. These are rapidly re- 
placed, and the bird’s full plumage is 


seen altogether in its fresh beauty. 


How are we, then, to hasten the opera-. 
tion when we desire to have the birds in 
plumage for the autumn shows? We 
should separate cocks and hens now, and 
take care that all go into their houses at 
night. The former we should place in 


enclosed runs; small and warm quarters 


seem to promote the moult. Care must, 
however, be taken to keep all birds out 
of the sun when the fresh hackle and 
saddle feathers are coming; it would be 
sure to tinge all pale and delicate, and 
indeed almost all colors, and spoil them 
for the season. The moult of hens of all 
sitting varieties may be much more easily 
hastened. - By this time of the vear they 
become broody after laying small batches 
of eggs, let them amuse themselves with 
sitting fora month on a china egg or 
two. If they are then taken off the nest 
and shut up fora few daysin an exhi- 

bition pen they will go to pieces all at 
once, and we always find that hens which 
do this, even though they look for a week 
or two like skeletons, pass best through 
the moult and come most quickly into full 
plumage.

If the cocks become very pale in 
comb they may have a little Spratts food 
mixed, according to the directions we 
have often given, with other meal; but 
avoid stuffing them because they are 
moulting. Wehave known obese and 
useless birds quite cured by reduction; 
on the other hand, we have seen. several | 
instances in which peculiarly fine cocks 
have been fed highly with bread and ale 
and other dainties to get them on, and 
have died in sudden fits just as they 
were attaining full beauty and were 
entered for the Crystal Palace or Birming- 
ham. Hens, too, should have the iron 
tonic, but not anystimulant atall. Such 
foods only make them produce eggs 
instead of feathers, and excite them 
when the system should be somewhat 
dormant.— Poultry, England.

They lay two eggs and 
raise several broods in a season, and as 
they generally raise both of their young, 
naturally multiply rapidly. The nest is 
always placed in a sheltered situation 
and they tend their young with the 
greatest devotion. As they derive their 
name Rock dove from the location in 
which they live, so they are called Blue 
Rocks from their color which is a light 
greyish blue. The head is small, the 
beak medium length, slender and straight 
and dark in color, the neck short, and in 
the male beautifully colored with irri- 
descent hues of purple, bronze and gold. 
Across the wings are two broad black 
bars. ‘The tail is of moderate length and 
ends in a broad~ black bar, the outer 


‘feathers being edged with white, the 


lower part of the back and upper part o f 
the sides from near the shoulders to the 

tail are pure white, the eyes are full and 

bright, and a yellowish red in color, the 

legs are short, feet “small, free from 

feathers and reddish purple in color. 
In size they are a little smaller than a — 
good Antwerp.

Very many in the keeping of Homing 
pigeons are of the opinion that while we 
in America and in England are in con- 
stant dread of our birds destruction by 
gunners, etc., and dishonest trapping 
and detention, our Belgium bretheren 


enjoy a complete immunity from such 


dangers and losses. ‘This isnot so, and 
urgent measures are about to be taken in 
Belgium for the protection of Homing 
pigeons. A special fund is to be started 
in the fancy from which will be granted 
larger or smaller rewardsto any gendarme 
or agent of the public force who shall 
capture one or several individuals trap- 
ping or killing pigeons by means of 
firearms, gins, poisoned grain, traps, etc. 

These rewards to be sent to the officials 
giving evidence within a fortnight of the 
conviction of the offender, the officials 
having to send to the club’s offices a copy 
of the evidence given. Anexcellent plan 
indeed. A Columbarian Society some- 
what similar was already in existence, 
but that onlv gave rewards for the 
destruction of hawks and sparrow hawks. 
This method of Homing pigeon protec- 
tion is far in advance for practical effect 
over our state laws here, which merely 
punish and inflict fines upon the offender, 
a law which is seldom enforced, and is a 
dead letter, for how rare it is we ever 
learn of a fancier here going to such 
trouble. The Belgian fanciers from the 
leading sccieties presented recently a 
petition also to the home Minister calling 
attention to the large destruction of 
Homing pigeons, and as a result orders 
have been issued to the police to rigor- 
ously repress any act of cruelty by per- 
sons who in the country districts wound, 
kill or steal Homing pigeons in order to 


afterwards sell them.

In the last issue of the Arztzsh Fanczer 
which has just reached me, I read ofa 
novel pigeon flying match which to so 
many of us here accustomed only to 
pigeon racing from 100 to 500 miles, must 
appear strange and humorous, and yet 
considerable ingenuity, skill and sport is 
I believe connected with these short 
pigeon flying matches, quite common in 
England, and not infrequent in certain 
districts here also. ‘The match I speak of 
took place on September 14th at the 
Recreation Grounds, Staley Bridge, 
England, and wasfor 56 dollars between 
Spencer’s ‘‘Royal Blood” and Darby’s 
‘‘Bonnie Girl.” The distance was 770 
yards and the birds alighted on a box. 
The race was decided by time, and flown 
separately. Darby’s ‘‘Bonnie Guirl’s” 
time was to seconds, and Spencer’s 
‘‘Royal Blood” 12 3-5 seconds. Just 
think of these young Homing pigeon 
fanciers who so often keep patient vigil 
for hours at a stretch, waiting for birds 
that never came. The short distance 
flyer may not perhaps gain as much 
glory, but he has no deubt lots of sport 
and less vexation and losses, and can see 
his birds work from start to finish in 


which he has a very decided advantage 


over the long distance races.

The secretary being human accepted the 
proposition, because he thought it would 
add to the show. He wanted quantity 
and forgot all about quality. Neverthe- 
less, the man that entered these 200 or 
more birds heard that a rival exhibitor 
with a better lot of birds had entered, so 
he promptly decided not to show and 
went.elsewhere. The society built new 
coops to accommodate him, and when 
the fair opened there were plenty of 
empty cages. This isa fair sample how 
hucksters work the innocent fair 
managers, but as long as the latter are 
incompetent and soft the same thing will 
occur again and again.

that in the disqualifications a clause 


exists that would justify him in doing so, 
but the clause conflicts with the 
description of color in the Standard. The 
editor made a mistake in allowing the 
disqualification clause to remain as in the 
old Standard. The Wyandotte committee 
standard accepted by the A. P. A.

~ women of the household are careful, 
painstaking assistants, and are a great 
help to their husbands, 

A system of rearing is now very 
generally practised in the neighborhood 
as a sort of division of labor. Some 
people keep a certain number of sets of 
laying ducks, which means a drake and 
three ducks merely for egg laying. The 
eggs fetch in December and January 
from 8s, to 12s. per dozen, and later in 
the season they drop to 4s. and ‘55. 


- - thers come round the neighborhood 


and collect the eggs for another lot to 
set the hens and hatch the ducklings, 
whilst others, again, buy the ducklings 
and rear and fatten them for market. 
- But many of them combine all these 
callings and keep large numbers of 
_ breeding ducks, and it 1s no uncommon 
thing to see in some establishments from 
2,000 to 3,000 young ducks in various 
So of growth. Ducks are never 
allowed to sit, but} all are reared under 
hens, and two or three sittings of thirteen 
_ eggs are generally put down together,

First-rate prize birds, when well fatted, 
will reach ro lbs., but that weight is 
seldom attained, even by. the best 
specimens exhibited at Birmingham. We 
consider 7 lbs. at twelve months old 
almost beyond the average.

I have had several experiences with 
irauds and now lI intend to ‘‘air them up,”’ 
as I could not get any satisfaction by 
writing to them. I. shall not put the 
matter into the hands of experienced 
lawyers for adjustment ; but a ‘‘write-up” 
to save others from being ‘‘roped in” by 
the same frauds will be welcomed by 
many. 

In May, 1894, one W. F. Garrett, pre- 
tending to be a lawyer of Moulton, 
Appanoose county, lowa, saw my ‘‘ad.”’ 
in some western paper, so he wrote to 


me, puffing up a typewriter and an atlas: 
of his which he wanted to exchange for 


my 200-egg Excelsior incubator and wine 
press, as advertised. I.replied, saying I 
would exchange if he would send his 
goods. first. This he refused to do, re- 
plying for me to send my goods first. 
Doubting his responsibility, I did not 
quite know what to do; but, as I always 
wanted to do the right thing, I sent the 
incubator all complete, except legs,which 
I kept, intending to send them the next 
week with the wine press. But not hear- 
ing from him, | never sent the legs or 
wine press. The incubator went by 


freight, securely crated. The incubator 


cost me $25 cash, and I can’t afford to 
lose the amount; I will not, either, if I 
I wish the editor could 
inform me and anyone else whois ‘‘roped 
in,’ how asettlement can be reached with 
such parties who refuse to answer all 
letters sent them. Let me state that I 


sent the incubator on July 4, 1894, and 


not hearing anything from him, wrote 
several letters. The weeks went on till 


it became months, and nowits over a 


year. During this time I have written 
him eight letters and two postal cards, 
but never an answer, and all had my 
return card on, so as they were not re- 
turned he has them, or they got lost. I 
have never yet received the typewriter. 
What would you do in a case of this 
kind? Further, I wrote to the railroad 
agent and postmaster in Moulton to find 
out something about his character, but 
they never answered. 

Now for a more recent case. One F.

Cate With Poultry. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER : : 
The success in raising poultry depends 
upon the intelligent management of the 
flock. ‘The poultry business, as it relates 
to the production of fowls, is a source of 
greater profitfor the amount of money 


{invested than any other branch of work 


handled on the farm. The uncertainty 
of the business has caused many people 
to regard it as a risky investment, and 


they prefer to stand off and look on 


while the venturesome gather the eggs 
and supply the market’ with spring 
chickens. 7 
The time was when any old grand- 
mother could raise all the chickens she 
could feed, and at little or no expense for 
fixtures or appliances for their care. ‘The 
old hens would hide their nests in the 
weeds, and in due time would bring out 
a large flock of chickens. They were of 
the old dung-hill sort, and had no special 
ancestry that any body knew of. ‘There 
was no ‘‘breeding to feather” or plumage 
markings. It mattered not whether they 
came black or white or speckled ; the 
hope of securing a large number was the 
governing motive with the chicken rais- 
ers, and their anticipations were gener- 
ally realized. Cholera, roup and the ills 
now so common with fowls, were not 
known. The ‘‘varmints’ weasels, minks, 
rats and hawks were all the enemies that 
the old ladies feared in their poultry 
business. It is argued, with some effect 
too, that with the introduction ot the 
improved breeds of fowls came the 
diseases now so common with our poultry, 
and that the improved breeds are not so 
hardy as the old native ‘‘dung-hill.” 
This is a question that is not worth 
arguing, simply because the old dung- 
hill has been displaced by the improved 
fowl, and the evils of disease are every- 
where distributed over the country, let 
the cause of the introduction or origin of 
disease be traced to whatever source it 
may. ‘The question now is, how shall 
the flock be managed to make it most 
profitable? It is absolutely necessary 
that the poultry raiser be thoroughly 
posted on diseases, their symptoms and 
treatment of poultry under various cir- 
cumstances in order to steer clear of 


disease, This requires study and read- 


¢ 


ing upon poultry management. Persons 


who have made poultry raising a 


specialty for years have gained a knowl- 


edge of the work that is valuable to the 
beginner. They may, on a few pages, 
learn what experimenters acquired only 
by years of work and study, and often at 
the expense of hundreds of dollars. 
raising of poultry to be taken off by dis- 
ease whenever circumstances direct, such 
a fate, is not in the least encouraging to 
those who would engage in the business. 
To those who are not thoroughly posted, 
they stand as if their hands were tied, 
powerless to do anything to protect their 
flock, thus hundreds of persons are, each 
year, cleaned out of fowls and discour- 
aged in making further efforts. 
tions on diseases of fowls and their treat- 
ment should be in the hands of every 
person engaged in raising poultry. A 
good poultry journal should also be on 
their list of newspapers.

Pet Stock Ignored. 
To ‘THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 

I noticed in Turk AMERICAN FANCIER of 
August 3d, an article by Mr. A. Babbitt, 
concerning the neglect of the poultry 
departments at fairs. I also think that 
the rabbit departments are very much 
neglected. There are very few fairs that 
offer any large amount for rabbit pre- 
miums, and the schedules embrace only a 
few varieties. The New York State fair 
offers prizes of one and two dollars for 
Lop-eared, Angora and Himalayan rab- 
bits. The premiums are large enough, 
but I think that it would be better to 
offer smaller ones and have a larger list 
of varieties. What surprises me most is, 
that they omit the Belgian Hare, which 
is the most popular variety that is bred 
at present. The Bay State fair has a 
rabbit schedule which I do not consider 
very praiseworthy. It contains classes 
for common Angora, Lop-eared and 
Egyptian rabbits. As far as I can learn 
there is not a single specimen of the 
Egyptian rabbit in the United States, 
and besides leaving out the Belgian Hare 
they omit the Himalayan rabbit which is 
bred quite extensively. The Rhode 
Island State fair has the best schedule of 
all, but they slightly overdo it, having 
classes for every variety that we have in 
this country and every one that we do 
not have. The schedule embraces the 
following varieties: Lop-eared rabbits, 
Belgian Hares, common Hares, Angora, 
Himalayan, Silver Grey, Cream, Dutch, 
Patagonian, Tan, Egyptian and Asiatic 
rabbits. If the fairs and poultry shows 
would make larger schedules for rabbits, 
and employ expert rabbit judges, I think 
a much greater interest would be taken 
in the rabbit fancy. At most of the fairs 
the poultry judge judges the rabbits, 
and he very seldom knows anything 
about them. I was told by a friend that 
at one of the New England fairs several 
years ago, he exhibited some rabbits 
and was present when the judge came 
with the cards tojudge them. The judge 
looked at the rabbits and then said to the 
exhibitor: ‘‘Your rabbits look the best, 
but I know nothing about them, so you 
take the cards and put them where you 
like and say nothing about it.” That 
would be very satisfactory judging, pro- 
vided that I was always there to tack the 
cards on my own coops. I would like to 
suggest the following schedule for rab- 
bits: First and second prizes to be given 
for best pair of Lop-eared rabbits, Hima- 
lavyan, Angora, Belgian Hares, Black 
Dutch rabbits, Blue (or maltese,) Yellow, 
Tortoiseshell, Silver Grey, Any @ther 
Variety. Also a prize to be given for the 
heaviest rabbit, mongrel or thorough- 
bred. I hope that this will inspire other 
fanciers to arise and help to bring about 
the desired results.

THE AFRICAN OWL. . 


Among all the beautiful pets of the 


pigeon fancy, none come nearer to the 
fancier’s idea of perfection in pigeons 


than a small, well bred African Owl, and © 


particularly a White African, for I think 


the White variety appears to be, if it is 


not really so, the smallest of the family. 
The immaculate whiteness of its plumage 
deceives the eye and causes it to appear 
smaller than it really is. So the colored 
varieties appear to be larger than actual 
handling proves them to be. African 
Owls are by nature delicate, and the 
changeableness of this climate has not 
been conducive to success in breeding 
them to perfection. Their not being as 
prolific nor as easily reared as their 
English brother has had much to do in 
preventing their becoming more generally 


known and disseminated. They have 


likewise been so crossed and mixed with 
our commoner English Owl that they 
have in a measure lost their identity, 
and it is in truth a rare thing to see any 
true Africans at even the best exhibitions. 
And I know it to be a fact that some 
exhibitors have chosen the smallest 
specimens in their lofts and shown them 
as Africans and shown the larger 
Specimens as English, and although all 
bred from the same source, they believed 
they were in the right, thinking that any 
small specimen of Owl was an African. 
But the difference between a finely bred 
African Owl and a high class English is 
as marked as that between a thorough- 


bred Short Face Tumbler and their 


commoner and coarser Long Faced 
cousins. The first really fine specimens 
of African Owls were imported to this 
country by a Mr. Ives, of Ogdensburg, 
N. Y. He was an ardent admirer of

Such firm feathers, 
brisk actions and bright eyes were 
indeed strong vouchers for an ‘‘out of 
doors” regimen. On returning from 
this trip atter new ideas, my half-stifled 
Fantails were speedily taken from their 
too-sheltered habitation into the most 
airy location at hand, and canker began 
to lose its grip almost in a trice. The 
lesson then learned has since served to 
stamp out utterly the fatal throat trouble, 
which was due to no hereditary blood 
taint, but solely to -breathing a foul 
atmosphere. The urgency of gently 
forcing steady wind currents through 
pigeon houses 1s but little heeded by the 
average fancier. Large windows at one 
side are not adequate. Even with a 
wholly wired front, an interior may. be 
filled by almost stagnant air, vents to 


Drafts directly upon the pigeons are 
dangerous. Plan all air shafts to draw 
live oxygen above the Fantails in a 
gently moving stream. Aur baths are 
more potent than physic for pigeon ail- 
ments. 3 

The third essential for sound health is 
sufficient floor space to allow each cap- 
tive ample elbow room. Every modern 
writer on this subject has put forth pleas 
against overcrowding, and yet to-day 
most tanciers of my personal acquaint- 
ance persist in penning two or three 
birds in an area hardly enough for one. 
The evils of close quarters are countless. 
{In breeding season, the jealous pigeons 
bicker day after day ; nests become bat- 


|tle grounds, eggs are broken, squabs 


crippled or trampled to death, and gen- 
eral disorder reigns supreme. From 
this chaos a few sturdy youngsters man- 
age to struggle to maturity by virtue of 
superior strength, but the finer—and 
more valuable—progeny perish from pa- 
rental neglect, or the persecution of 
outsiders. When moult begins, matters 
do not mend much. Feverish and irri- 
table, every semi-invalid seeks for some 
quiet corner where drowsy ease can 
soothe the heated blood. But each 
corner has a dozen claimants, and con- 
stant scuffles for possession keep the 
whole throng in an uproar. Wing blows 
and cruel beak thrusts mar the unripe 
feathers and stir up further strife. The 
rough plumage and poor condition of 
those that survive this trying ordeal 
show plainly that pigeons cannot moult 
properly when massed in pent-up abodes. 

Making no pretense to exact medical 
lore, my writing must be confined to 
every day helps for diseases affecting 
the feathered stock, that has passed 
through my hands during twenty-three 
years. To cull treatments from the 
many books of standard authority would 
pad out this chapter nicely, but borrowed 
plumes ill beft a Fantail fancier who 
has publicly protested against faking of 
any sort.

Pigeon Breeders’ Mifficulties 


At this season of the year, when breed- 
ing operations are engaging the attention 
of most fanciers, doubts and difficulties 
crop up at every touch and turn, and 
often in the most unexpected quarters. 
The pleasures of pigeon breeding are 
many, and so are the perplexities that 
beset a breeder’s path. First and fore- 
most may be mentioned the afflictions 
incidental to stock hens. As most fan- 
ciers are aware, it is quite a common 
occurrence for hen pigeons to lose the 
use of their limbs immediately before, 
as well as after laying, and although it is 
generally the young hens that are victims 
to this sort of thing, it will be well to 
remember that none are exempt. It is, 
indeed, most annoying to find one’s 
favorite birds upset in this manner. 
How soon our brightest hopes may be 
dashed to the ground. Unfortunately, 
much valuable time, as well as the eggs, 
are lost when one or other of a matched 
pair go wrong. Very rarely indeed do 
hen pigeons carry out the process of in- 
cubation when they go ‘‘wrong” at the 
time of laying.| 

Touching the cause (or rather I should 
say causes, for they are many,) a great 
deal might be written, but on this 
occasion my notes must be brief. In- 
herited weakness is. certainly often 
accountable for the trouble I am discuss- 
ing. Presumably healthy and vigorous 
birds often manifest their inherent weak- 
ness at the time of laying, 1f not before, 
either in the. shape of leg weakness or 
loss of wing power. Almost invariablya 
eneral breakdown. of constitution is the 
result. The tallacy of attempting to 
breed from weakly stock cannot be too 
strongly condemned, for apart from the 
needless trouble involved, the offspring 
(if any) are debilitated, and consequently 
worthless. Equally objectionable is the 
present day failing of ‘matching up” 
quite young hens. Itis my firm belief 
that a hen pigeon should never be bred 
from until she attains the age of one 
year. I may go further than this, and 
have no hesitation in stating that two- 
year-old hens of some breeds are but just 
ripe for carrying out the laws of natureto 
the fullest extent. Many and many a 
promising young hen has been irretriev- 
ably ruined through breeding from her 
too soon; this interdict applies chiefly to 
the mottled breeds, and those in which 
an excessive development of beak is

But to return to. breeders’ difficulties. — 
Egg-bound hens shall next have atten-_ 
tion. Loss of wing power and leg weak- 
ness are symptoms of this trouble; indeed, 
egg-binding may be suspected whenever 
a hen suddenly droops or loses the use of 
its legs. At the commencement of the 
breeding season, that is during the pre- 
valence of cold weather, the soundest and 
healthiest birds are occasionally victims 
of this weakness. Whatever the cause, 
no time should be lost in causing theegg 
to pass, for there is always a danger of 
inflammation of the egg passage setting 
in. ‘The majority of cases will yield to 
simple treatment. The ailing bird should 
be immediately removed from the loft 
and kept in a quiet pen. First, let steam- 
ing be tried; this may easily be done by 
holding the vent for a few minutes over 
a jug filled with very hot water. Should 
a single steaming be insufficient, this 
form of treatment may be repeated 
several times a day. The insertion in

adventure that certain foods are required 
for egg production, and that, while there 
are also some foods that will help egg 
production, they have such a fattening 
tendency that it becomes necessary to 
use them sparingly, otherwise the hens 
will become too fat to lay many eggs. 
There is also a great difference in the 
‘effect of food upon the various breeds. 
The Asiatics are of a sluggish nature, 
not much inclined to search around, it 
they are too liberally supplied with corn, 
no matter how excellent a foraging 
ground they may have. Consequently, 
they should not be fed too much corn in 
any shape, and if fed too liberally of it 
during the hot season serious loss is apt 
to occur. : 

The Spanish breeds are very active 
and apparently take great delight in 
foraging over their runs, no matter how 
well they are fed. Their activity almost 
borders on nervousness, and on this 
account they can hardly be overfed. It 
is a saying that corn will fatten Asiatics 
like hogs, but that Leghorns will keep 
in prime condition if their food is almost 
exclusively corn, provided they have a 
good run: | ee 
~ Exercise in securing their food is what 
the fowls need more than do the chicks, 
though the latter must have a certain 
amount of exercise after they are several 
weeks old. This is necessary to make 
them strong. 
secure their food at the expense of much 
seeking—exercise. It would seem that 
itis wise to follow as near as possible 
Nature’s ways. This can best be 
accomplished with poultry by having 
good scratching grounds or pens in 
which to scatter the evening’s feed. 
Make the flock work for an hour or more 
to fill their craws at supper. In the 
winter time this exercise will keep them 
warm and allow them to go on the roost 
in comfortable condition. When the 
flock is thrown ice cold corn or other 
grain in winter, just before roosting 
time, they become chilled and pass half 
the night in a shivering condition, while 
the heat of their bodies is being robbed 
to warm up the grain. Knowing this 
fact, wise and humane poultrymen warm 
the grain in winter just enough to take

appearance. The feeding of “hens, as 
before stated, should be for an object. 
When the aim is eggs the food used 


should be what is known as an egg-- 


making one. The natural food of the 
hen is of a bulky nature, a predominance 
of grass, clover, coarse fibrous weed 
seed, together with a certain amount of 
insect food. This diet was all that was 
necessary for Nature’s requirements in 
the wild state of our fowls before 
domestication. The few eggs produced 
did not require more. Domesticated 
fowls are under very different conditions, 
Food of a mote condensed nature, 
deprivations of exercise in a great 
degree, change the conditions, and it 


can be truly said enforced egg laying is

It is a good plan to change or vary the 
ingredients of the mixed foods, Oats 
that have been boiled three hours are 
excellent for an occasional morning food 
in winter and evening feeding in summer. 
A good plan is to boil the oats in the 
evening and let them steam com- 
paratively free from excessive moisture. 
This is accomplished by setting the 
vessel containing the oats, after they are 


done boiling, on the back of the stove, 


when by morning they will be in fine 
condition for feeding. Buckwheat boiled 
is a great egg-making food for winter 
and late fall feeding. eee 

Everything that usually goes to the 
swill barrel can be turned to more profit 
on the farm if it 1s put in proper 
condition for feeding the poultry. Potato 
and turnip parings boiled are good to 
put with the mixed food. 
scraps make the very best of food; even 
the meat bones can be crushed, and will 
more than pay for the trouble in the 
increase of eggs. The buttermilk used 
in a scalding state, or sour or sweet milk 
the same, add increased nourishment to 
the mixtures mentioned. The whey 
when curd is made can also be utilized 
the same way. Whole grain should be 
fed at evening. Wheat, barley, buck- 
wheat, corn and rye are valued as 
respectively enumerated. The fowls 
show a prererence for corn, but if fed too 
liberally it will soon make the hens too 
fat for profitable egg layers. Of course, 
excessive feeding of wheat will have a 
like tendency, but in not as quick or so 
marked a degree. The aim in feeding 
laying hens, to induce continued egg 
production, should be to furnish as great 
a variety of food as possible, and when 
the season will not permit the hens to 
secure plenty of insect food, green cut 
raw bone should be given, as it is 


properly recognized as the missing link 


in egg production in winter. Char a cob 
of corn in the oven occasionally and let 
the flock have it. Crushed oyster shells 
or sharp gravel should always be ac- 
cessible to the hens. Water is a great 
essential. All the foods named can be 
given to growing chickens, and in 
addition cracked corn. Chicks will 
require more liberal feeding and oftener 
than fowls, as they are making flesh, 
muscle, bone and feathers at the same 
time, thus requiring a good supply of 
varied and nourishing diet. Wheat 
screenings may supply bulk. but a very 
little nourishment. The man who de- 
pends on such a feed for a flock won't 
have a flock very long to feed. Damaged 
grain of any kind should never be fed to 
the poultry. ee 

Cheapness in grain is generally at the 
expense of quality. Wholesome food is 
as essential to the good health of the 
flock as it is to human beings. Never 
have food of any kind around after the 
flock have been fed. Keep the flock 
with good appetites. It is safer to see 
the hens come for their food quickly and 
partake of it with relish than to see them 
indifferent about it. One is a sign of 
good health; the other indicates the in- 
different specimen is out of condition. 


Green food of some* nature is necessary

Duck Farms. 

We expected to see something wonder- 
fully fine when we came to Soo-chow, 
for does not the ancient proverb read : 


‘Above are the halls of heaven: below 


are Soo-chow and Hang-chow?” But we 
only saw what afterward seemed to us a 
typical Chinese city, and it is not to the 
cities that I would especially recommend 
sightseers to go. The fame and splendor 
of a Chinese city lie not upon its being 
any cleaner than others or upon its hav- 
ing wider streets, but upon the wealth 
of its merchants, the number of its 
pagodas, the georgeousness of its 
temples, the beauty of its tea gardens, 
and the like. Thus Soo-chow is great, 
and its women are called the belles of the 
world. There the floating duck farms 
and the multitudes of river craft interest- 
ed us the most. In a quiet reach of 
water beside the walls we saw many 
flocks of ducks, each containing 500 to 
1,000 birds. The shores were covered 
and the water was alive withthem. The 
herders sat idly in small boats, while the 
ducks swam freely about, each flock 
making a great tremulous brown spot 
upon the water. We watched to see one 
flock join another, and to discover~ how 
the owners would separate them after- 
ward, but they did not join forces, and I 
doubt whether they ever would. The 
drakes led their followers away whenever 
two herds came too near. On another 
day, near Soo-chow, we saw a duck farm

‘blocks of duck flesh and feathers? That 


was what was driven past us'on the 
Grand canal one day. ‘Two men in two 
boats were driving the ducks: before 
them, all as thick upon the water as they 
could swim. Each man carried a long, 
slender bamboo rod, with the heart of a 
palm leaf on the end of it. With this he 
kept the red and gray squawking mass in 
order. He whipped back into its place 
every duck that sagged out of the mass, 
or that lagged behind or showed a dis- 
position to make for the shore. Sud- 
denly several boats came along in the 
opposite direction—a big chop-boat and 
two or three smaller vessels. They were 
sailing swiftly before a fresh breeze 
directly down upon the acre or two of 
ducks. ‘There seemed no way of pre- 
venting a terrible slaughter of poultry. 


The big chop-boat, like a house blown 


before a gale, sped toward the advancing 
feathered host, and at last the birds that 
were in the way were almost under her 
bows. Then a flutter seized many 
square yards of ducks, the immense flock 
broke apart, a crack in it opened before 
the chop-boat and widened until the boat 
swept through a canai that divided the 


flock. Not one duck was run over.—

QOuery.—One of my pigeons, a Turbit, 
is getting so that it does not fly well and 
droops one of its wings. On catching — 


and looking at it, I found a little 


swelling on one of the joints, which — 
seemed hot and feverish. Please tell me 
through your columns what isthetrouble. — 
Answer.—This is one of the first 
symptoms of wing disease. If left un-— 


attended, it will continue to increase in : | 
|size, and eventually a tumor will be ~ 
formed, which will destroy the joint and 


render the wing useless. An attempt 


should at once be made to scatter the _ 


disease by bathing the joint two or three 
times a day 


painting it with iodine. If not too far 


advanced this will break it up. Also, ee 
give homoeopathic remedy, sulphur, six _ 
or eight pellets, ina cup of water, from 


which it can drink at pleasure. It is

_ The motley gathering of pigeons 
usually seen at our fall shows are as a 


rule no credit to the pigeon fancy. They 


are generally shown by the ‘‘rounders” 


or those who make a practice of travel- 
ing about from fair to fair, and are used 


in connection with their ‘‘string” of poul- 
try to ‘‘scoop in” the premium money, 


‘There being no entry fee charged, what 


is awarded them for pigeons 1s really all 
gain. To say that pigeons are no attrac- 
tion to the fair would hardly be just, as 
to many, in fact a majority, of the visi- 


= tors they are a novelty, and something 


that is only seen at such times. The 


numbers are varied enough to awaken 


an interest, andif the names are attached 
to the coops, those that take an interest 
in them, can. distinguish one variety 
trom another, and find some pleasure in 
comparing them. The unsophisticated 


are not inclined to be critical and so 


long as they look pretty they pass from 
pen to pen praising and admiring them 
regardless of their deficiencies. Not so 
the experienced visitor, for while some 
show good qualities and are praise- 
worthy, the great majority are sadly 
lacking. We see Fantails with small 
tails, thick necks, off in color, poor car- 
riage. Jacobins with bull eyes, long 
faces, poor hoods and chains. Owls with 
poor frills, long bills. Magpies with 
beard markings. Barbs with long faces 
and small eye ceres, and as to Pouters 
and Carriers, the less said about them 
‘the better. But they are Pigeons and 
their owners take the risk of showing 
them, hoping, as is often the case, that 
the judge does not know much about 
them, and so will pass them through as 
worthy of a premium. Now such a 
course as this it seems to me is of no real 
benefit to the society, norany encourage- 
ment to the careful breeder. He feels 
that to bring birds to compete with such 
company is a farce, and after a few 
trials gives up showing in disgust, for 
your careful breeder is fastidious and 
extremely choice ot whom he makes 
comparisons with. Such displays of 
pigeons do not carry out the object of 
the society, which is as I understand in 
all cases, to encourage and promote the 
breeding of pure bred stock. But some 
superintendent of the poultry department 
may say ‘‘how shall we better the con- 
dition and what dotoimprove it?” ‘‘We 
offer the premiums small as they are to 
encourage the breeder, but do not relish 
the idea of having them all awarded to 
really unworthy stock.” My suggestion 
would be to charge an entry fee, as in 
winter shows, offer larger premiums to 
encourage good breeders to come out, 
and then employ a judge that knows 
good from bad and will be severe and 
unbiased in his decisions, and not award 
a first or even a second, to a pair of 
Tumblers, one with booting and the 
other plain legged; to a pair of Owls 
whose eyes are off color and do not 


match at that; to Barbs with feathered 


legs; to Fantails with only 18 and 20 
feathers in their tails, and to the various 
pairs deficient in many other points that 
go to make up a good pigeon. The 
judging proves many times to the ignor- 
ant exhibitor, a splendid object lesson, 
and his eyes are opened and he sees 


failings he never dreamed of in his birds, 


We have plenty I might say of good 
poultry judges at these shows, but very 
few good all round judges, such as these 
fall fairs ought toinclude. Until pigeons 
are better understood and judged than 
at present we must expect to see just 
such stock as we often do, and just so 
long as societies allow them to enter free 
just so long will the rounder come for- 
ward with his retinue and carry off the 
cream of the prizes. Good stock would 
deprive him of this sinecure, and natur-

in this way the object of the societies is 


subserved, the stock improved and gen-

The question of judges is 
another important point, and this year 
the exclusive show will be judged partly 
by well known specialists and partly by 
one of the most expert and best known 
all round judges in this country. Every 
one can rest assured that their birds wiil 
be intelligently judged this season, and 
the best birds will win regardless of 
owner. A liberal list of specials has 
been provided by the association and 
individuals, and any fancier wishing to 
swell the list should make his wish 
known at an early date. It is very 
doubtful if there will be another” ex- 
clusive pigeon show ‘in the east this 
season, so make up your minds, boys, at 
once to take in the one to be held in 
Boston the first week in December, no 
matter what else you do.

Pouters, Barbs, 
Dragons, Jacobins, Trumpeters, Tur- 
bits, Fantails, Nuns, Antwerps, Mag- 
pies, Archangels, Priests, Dutchesse, 
Highflyers, Swallows, Mooncaps and 
Tumblers. The quality. varied in an 
even greater degree than the varieties. 
_ Pouters were ‘represented by 3 or 4 
- pairs, two of which were good in length 


of limb and body but they would not 


hold theit wind, their pouting qualities 
_ were only to be guessed at. The Barbs 
asa whole hardly deserved the name 
when we place them in comparison 
with high class birds. In Dragons 
there were several fairly good pairs. 
In Turbits a few nice ones of all colors, 
-Fantails lacked generally in size of tail, 
and carriage, but while nothing to 
compare with first class birds, had some 
merit that one was bound to recognize. 
I noticed one pair, however, mated to- 
gether in which one was_ stocking 
legg ved the other plain legged. Such a 
pair could naturally receive no notice. 
One pair white crested booted were 
good fair birds. Jacobins were repre- 
sented by a few good pairs, the rest not 


deserving notice. "Trumpeters: here were | 


some fine birds fit to win anywhere and 
consequently received all they deserved, 
afew others of minor value reveived 
no notice. Nuns, but a few pair, but of 
fair quality. Antwerps were out in 
force and represented by some good ap- 
pearing birds, did not hear, however, of 
any record breakers. Magpies, a few 
pair, nothing extra. Priests, a few 
good specimens. Black and Blue Dutch- 
esse, several large pair of good quality, 
these make good squab raisers, crossed 
with large white common pigeons.

Tumblers were abund- 
ant and of every known shade and va- 
rity, Plain legged, booted, bald head, 
mottled, splashed, g erizzled, badges, 
saddles, and solid color, By some this 
was classed as trash, to which I can- 
not agree, for while they belong to a 
class of pigeons that are “usually sold 
cheap, many of them, nevertheless, 
were well matched and had good Tum- 
bler points and color, and certainly Qs 
good birds of their kind, deserved notice. 
Others again were poor in color, poorly 
feathered, badly matched in color and 
badly matched in points. For instance 
a smooth legged put with a feather 
legged, and a ‘saddle placed with a badge 
for pairs. 
single birds nearly all would have re- 
ceived some notice, but pairs must be 
well matched in all points. Many 
through want of knowledge were en- 
tered wrong. I noted particular Ly two 
pairs of nice solid yellow booted birds 
entered as Almonds, another pair of 
brow) n Grizzles entered also as Almonds. 
The result of this lack of knowldege 
bars the pairs from competition.

Kansas Philosophy. 


BY THEODORE STERNBERG.

At the meeting of the American Poul- 
try Association at Chicago Mr. Forsyth 
raised the question, ‘‘Cannot the judges 
agree upon a certain definite cut for 
certain definite defects?” Mr. Forsyth 
had in mind particularly Brown Leg- 
horns. His idea being that if the breed- 
er could but know what the cut would 
be he could act understandingly when 
he received an order for a fowl to score 
93 say. This is a matter of prime im- 
portance to breeders, | 

IT could not at the time understand 
how the matter could be arranged, but 
now it seems clear to me how it can be 
done. in my last I discussed the pro- 
priety of the A. P. A. issuing standards 
to judges with perfect feathers bound 
into the volume as a visible standard of 
perfection by the same token. The A. 
P. A. can make selections from each 
breed, of feathers which have the usual 
color faults of the breed, and decide 
that such a one shall be cut so much or 
from 4 to5, according to the proportion 
the defective feather bears to the per- 
fect one, giving the least cut and the 
greatest. Ina general way by the use 
of actual fetthers it is perfectly pos- 
sible for the A. P. A. to indicate plainly 
and almost to a dot what shall be the 
cut for the most usual color defects. 
Written languages, written descriptions 
are not always definite; are not always 
read the same in the application there- 

fby all. It is to turn the attention of 
he fancy generally and of judges and 
members of the A. P. A., particularly 
to the possibility of making score judg- 
ing almost an exact science by follow- 
ing the lines suggested that this is 
penned. A friend says to me: ‘‘Would 
not your standard feathers fade and 
thus change in shade?” Yes they 
vould in time, but they woul last as 
to the shade of color long enough so the 
judges at least and measurably the 
whole fancy would know just what was 
standard and understand the standard 
and be breeding along the 
lines. Thus knowledge of standard 
colors would become so general that 
fading would amount to nothing and 
the feathers could be easily replaced. 


‘The fancy is progressing rapidly from 


day to day, more of uniformity is de- 
manded both i in breeds and in- judging. |! 
To my mind the breeder practically fol- 
lows the judges in their application of

feet of lumber the same because they 
see the same measure, but if they were 
called upon to cut a board ten feet long 
by eyesight neither would be apt to hit 
it just ten feet, and the boards would 
not be apt to be of the same exact 
length. 

Don’t understand me as saying that 
the application of the feather idea in 
cutting could be made absolutely exact 
toa hair. It could not be for there are 
many minor defects which could not 
well be reached in that way, but still 
the leading color faults could be reduced 
to mathematical accuracy in the cut- 
ting, and to that extent scoring will be 
reduced to an exact science. | 

I know some advocate colored plates 
in the standard. To my mind this 
would be simply adding difficulties; by 
no chromo process can the exact color 
of the living fowl be reproduced so that 
would only result in an approximate 
color. Leaving opinion still to be the 
guide it would really add nothing to 
the written descriptions. 

As to shape. The outlines in the sup- 
pressed standard satisfy me that no out 
line drawing will be of real value in 
teaching shape. 

I have recently been looking over in 
some magazine half-tone pictures from 
photographs of famous statues, and I 
was pleased to see how well these pic- 


tures reproduce the statue, the light 


and shade and perspective is there. The 
only way I can see, to picture shape in 
the Standard is by half tones from 
photographs of a model. Suppose for 
instance that the Cochin Club agree up- 
on a Cochin shape and causes a model 
shape to be made, this model can be re- 
produced by photograph and_ half-tone 
to any extent and from any point of 
view. I realize that an absolutely per- 
fect fowl cannot be had for the purpose 
of a model. Ialso know how difficult 
it is to get a live fowl to pose before the 
camera so as to get a picture to serve 
asastandard. Thus it is that a model 
shape must be made out of some sub- 
stance, clay or plaster or wood for 
cheapness. A clay, or plaster, or wood- 
en model could hardly be made so as to 
show in Cochins exact hock, leg and 
toe feathering, and so perhaps similar 
difficulties will arise in each breed. But 
this can be done, a wooden frame could 
be made, over which the skin of an 
actual fowl, feathers and all can be 
mounted, and this could serve as the 
model for photographing, feathers 
could be fastened here and there so as 
to make a perfect shape. Now the 
number of shape models required is not 
great, one gives shape to all Cochins, 
one to all Brahmas, one to all Ply- 
mouth Rocks, one te all Wyandottes, 
one to all Leghorns. In short only 
models for each breed type is required. 
Why cannot the specialty clubs each 
move in this matter, each for its own 
breed, and when a model of shape is 
agreed upon let the model be presented 
to the A. P. A. , and by. it copyrighted 
and the half-tone pictures be inserted 
in the Standard? By this course shape 
is made absolutely certain and half- 
tone photographs can be made of life 
size, front, side and back views. Then 
in judging shape the judges places be- 
fore him the picture of the model, a 
glance shows the departure from stand- 
ard shape, judging is expedited and

ion as now. I do not claim to have 
solved the ‘difficulties, but along the

As to the fowls on exhibition, no de- 
tailed criticism is possible. Many of the 
gems in a class were lost among the 
hundreds of birds that crowded the 
coops. 

It was impossible for the regularly 


employed judges to get through all the. 


classes, so J. D. Nevius and R. G. Buf- 
fington were added, which resulted in 
all the awards being placed by Thurs- 
day afternoon. G. O. Brown and J. H. 
Drevenstedt judged the Asiatics, Amer- 
icans, Polish, Hamburghs, Games, In- 
dian Games, Houdons, White and Black 
Cochin Bantams. J. C. Long took the 
pigeons and nearly all varieties of Ban- 
tams; Mr, Nevius judging the Mediter- 
ranean classes, Dorkings and several 
varieties of Bantams, Mr. Buffington 
placing the ribbons on Turkeys, Ducks 
and Geese. 

The Asiatic classes were very large 
and in several instances remarkably 
fine. 

Light Brahmas were good, the win- 
ners being of high quality, but the class 
was not up to former years’ exhibits. 

Dark Brahmas were plentiful, the 
winners being first-class, but there were 
many ordinary specimens on exhibition 
sadly lacking in color and penciling. 

Buff Cochins were simply grand and 


about as fine a class as I have: seen out- 


side of New York. It is doubtful 
whether two finer hens than those 
shown by Lynnhurst Poultry Yards 
were ever exhibited in this country. 
They were grand in size, immense in 
cushion and feathering with no trace 
of vulture hocks. while the color was 
that even buff so largely looked after 
by Cochin fanciers. Not only were 
these hens good, but there were some 
magnificent pullets, cockerels and 
cocks on exhibition, both Mr. Logue and 
Mr. Ingram showing birds that will 
take a lot of beating. 

Partridge Cohins very good in adult 
birds. 

Black Cochins contained some extra 
fine birds, but there was not the finish 
to them there was to the Buffs. “White 
Cochins were large in numbers and well 
up in quality. 

In the American classes competition 
was red-hot, especially in Barred Ply- 
mouth Rocks. The winners had to be 
well up in every section to get the cov- 
eted ribbons, and many a ood bird was 
close up to the more fortunate ones, 
size and condition counts of course, but 
it is doubtful whether the first cock, 
cockerel, hen or pullet can be beaten by 
any of the younger or not fully moulted 
birds on exhibition, although the second 
prize cockerel mig ‘ht possibly crowd the 
winner.

Andalusians contained some very fine — 
birds.

Polish classes were filled with plenty 
of quality. Indian Games immense in 
numbers and well up in quality, but — 
birds were too closely cooped todo them | 
justice. Games were plentiful and quali- 
ty was a conspicious feature in Black 
and BrownReds and Golden Duckwings. 
Hamburghs were out in full force, but — 
the Silver Spangled and Golden ‘Pen-— 
cilled varieties were far ahead of the © 
others. A finer exhibit of Silver Span- 
gles has not been seen at Hagerstown.

Of the Bantams J. C. Long writes: 

One of the most important features 
in the poulty department of the Hag- 
erstown fair was the display of Bantams. 
Never before has it been my privilege 
to see so large and varied a display. 
The location devoted to them was 
crowded to overflowing, all the cages 
provided by the society being filled, and 
tiers of private cages piled on top of 
these, besides numerous private cages — 
eft standing on the floor. In fact there 
were too many to make the task of ex- 
amining them a pleasant one. The 
visitor becoming confused and tired 
long before all were seen. Then as 
usual at such displays the varieties 
were much scattered and difficult in 
consequence to compare. There were 
Sebrights, Golden and Silver, Pekin, 
White, Buff, Black, "Japanese, Black

They are no attraction, 
and only occupy valuable space for 
nothing. With such a numerous and 
varied collection the task of the judges 
was no easy one. First locating the 
birds, then climbing to the fourth tier 
to examine a pair or pen, running to a 
distant pen to see another; lying down 

_ on the floor to see another, peering into 
a dark corner to see others.and so back 
and fourth, up. and down until tired 
nature rebelled and called for rest. 
Under such conditions is it any wonder 
that awards are made that are not at 
all times satisfactory. Some might 
ask well why were things in so dis- 
ordered condition? I can say that it 
was really no fault of the management, 
but arose from the fact that they in 
their generous manner ask no entry fee, 
and allow entries to be made up to the 
opening day. The consequence was there 
was such an influx of entries there was 
‘no time to arrange them in an orderly 
way and they had to be placed as they 

_ best could be, to allow the judges to be- 
gin their labors. Another year thing's 
will be different as a movement is on 
foot to avoid the delays in entries and 
likewise to guard against such a horde 
of miscellaneous varieties. The Bantam

those that have acquired the bad habit 
of occasionally staying out over night when 
the flying conditions would not warrant 
it, and also those birds averse to trapping 
quickl he is merciless in his judgment, 
a nee unreliable subjects in his loft 
are removed, he wants noneof them. He 
allows no question of doubt to warp his 
ju BA nor does he waste valuable time 
ealing with possibilities. He may ex- 


cuse a tried old bird for poor performance 


under unfair flying conditicns when re- 
sults are frequently a mere question of 
chance, but he will not saddle himself 
with the additional perplexity of selection 
in young birds which have performed 
poorly when a fair proportion of the en- 
tries in a contest have worked fairly well 
to his own and other lofts, or breeding 
pairs whose young show up indifferently. 

Many fanciers argue that young birds 
which have performed poorly in their first 
season may show very marked improve- 
ment in the season following, in fact many 
accomplish something startling and bril- 
liant, but I caution the young fancier upon 
such a course of uncertainty and dangerous 
experiment. Much valuable time, labor 
and expense is often consumed in such 
‘‘ willo’the wisp’’ chasing, and the sooner 
the fancier determines to trust his fortunes 
to the working of a few reliable and speedy 
birds as against a larger and mixed lot, the 
better results will he get, and the fewer 
disappointments will he meet. Apart 
from the inconvenience, labor and expense 
of handling a large lot of birds of question- 
able quality and untried powers, is the 
credit of accomplishing good results with 
a few birds, both in breeding and flying, 
I therefore say weed out mercilessly all 
subjects in your loft that do not come up 
to the standard, and let your standard be 
a high one. 

It is not every good worker that shows 
up equally desirable as a producer, and 
there are many valuable breeding pairs 
which have no brilliant flying records to 
recommend them. I have several good 
reliable workers in my loft which, in their 
matings have never yet reproduced direct 
speedy and reliable young, and also sev- 
eral valuable breeders which have never 
accomplished brilliant work on the road. 
In all well regulated and successful flying 
lofts there are distinct breeding and racing 
stock, and the young fancier can only ar- 
rive at a successful solution of this per- 
plexing problem by experience, constant 
experiment and a close application of 
‘‘the survival of the fittest,’’ weeding out 
mercilessly season after season. 

By all means weed out now all question- 
able subjects in your loft, and retain only 
such few which have bred you gcod young 
and those which have done fairly well on 
the road. 


The Capitol City Homing Club, of 
Washington, D. C., completed its young 
bird race schedule from Kittrell, N. C., 
air line 200 miles, on the 6th inst., and I 
am pleased to be able to report a fairly 
good race.

Why flying men will so foolishly per- 
sist in these extreme tests with young 
birds is one of the mysteries of the fancy, 
and I am afraid will always exist more-or 
less. 

But it isa losing game and bound to thin 
down to a few in time. One of the main 
causes is the keeping of too many birds, 
and such fanciers become indifferent and 
reckless, often shipping further merely be- 
cause they have too many birds on hand, 
which is a poor argument, and no excuse 
for such unfancierlike and cruel methods.

On a narrow ledge running aloag on

breeds I saw. There was quite a num- 
ber of them, but now not a single one 
is to be seen, having no doubt found 
new homes. The old terminal station 
has now been quite renewed, and the 


birds have quite disappeared before the 


progress of improvement. 

In tearing down the old building, 
many young were found in the nests 
built along the ledge near the roof, and 
with the destruction of the nests and 


roosting places, the poor creatures who | 


had so long remained undisturbed com- 
menced to leave. 

With true Homer instinct a few kept 
returning at night, so one of the bridge 
police informed me, and kept up their 
old custom so long as a girder or ledge 
of the building remained for them to 
roost upon. What a vast number of 
such ‘‘squatters’? must be in existence 
throughout all our large cities, and no 
doubt. many Homers astray among 
them, bred from choice and valuable 
stock. This at least is part of the solu- 
tion as to ‘“‘what becomes of our lost 
birds?’’? Only the other day I saw a 
superb Red Checker Homer cock seek- 
ing food in the park in front of the City 
Hall, in company with a small dark 
Checker common looking hen, no doubt 
his mate; afterwards fly up to a shel- 
tered nook in the Court Building, where 
perhaps was their nest and young. He 


was a real handsome and proud looking 


bird, large in eye and beak wattle, 
seemed in perfect health and close in 
feather, and unquestionably a pure 
Homer, for I stood within afew yards 
of him. 3 

Perhaps some valuable imported 
foreigner lost in settling by some fan- 
cier, and became a ‘‘squatter’’ through 
taking up with a plebean mate that he 
no doubt met in his travels.

A 
friend of mine states that they have a 
Now I 
leave it to you to answer in your 
paper.’ 

The normal. speed of the Homer is 
accepted as at about 1200 yards per 
minute, but under certain wind and 
atmospheric conditions this speed has of 
course been greatly increased. We have 
on record journeys of i100 miles at velo- 
cities of 1600 to 1800 yards per minute. 
Even 500 miles at a speed of 1400 to 1500 
yards and 200, 300 and 400 mile flights 
at similar velocities, 

These are pretty near top figures. 
Apropos of this speed of Homers and 
the wind. I read inarecent issue of 
Homing News a very interesting short 
article which cannot but interest my 
correspondent and all fanciers. ‘If 
there be anything at all of importance 
to be known on the day of toss it is cer- 
tainly important to know the directron 
and speed of the wind. Itis then only 
that it becomes possible to form an ap- 


| proximate idea of the hour when our 


birds may be looked for at home. 

Meteorologists, after: many tests and 
long experience have arrived at some- 
thing like a consensus on the subject of 
wind-speed, and have given us a reliable 
basis on which to build our calculations 
when forecasting the result of the days 
work upon the wing.

To do so would bring outa speed on 
the part of the pigeon of 1202 yards plus — 
1410 yards or 2612 yards, whereas the 
pigeons speed in a tempestuous wind — 
and even as said with this in its favor — 
rarely exceeds 1960 to 1970 yards per 
minute. 

Looking at thing's from the opposite 
direction, with the wind against the 
bird, we find that if the wind be a mod- 
erate one or as put in the foregoing 
table a wind of 656 yards to.the minute 
the pigeon will attain a speed of 875 
yards per minute although to be in 
proper ratio with the wind it pr be 
only 546 yards or immediately there-— 
abouts, as will at once be seen cn reduc- 
ing the whole to figures as follows: 
1202 yards per minute equal normal 
speed of pigeon, less speed of wind, 
(moderate), 565 yards equal 546 yards, 
If the wind augment in force to 1202 
yards per minute or the normal speed — 
of the pigeon, the latter will still throw 
off at a rate of 650 odd yards per minute 
although the rate of speed in the wind 
against the bird being equal to the nat- 
ural or normal speed of the bird should 
the vetically seria the pigeon to a 
standstill.

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Winter Air as a Remedy for Colds. 


By H. 8. BABCOCK. 


When I brought my birds home from 
the R. I. 8. Poultry Association’s exhibi- 
tion, I closed up all the windows in the 
houses where they were kept in order to 
prevent them from taking cold. But 
in a few days there were several cases 
of severe cold and one or two that 
looked like incipient roup. These cases, 


however, were not confined to the birds 


which had been on exhibition but were 
among those that had remained at 


home as well as those that had been dis- 


playing their figures and colors to the 
thousands of spectators in Music Hall. 
What did I do? Why, I opened the 
windows of these houses and let in a 
flood of pure cold air. I left the win- 
dows open day and night. Did the sick 
birds all die? Not at all, they all re- 
covered, except one and he, at this writ- 
ing, is almost entirely well and prob- 
ably will be fully recovered before these 
words are in type. 
_ IJ know this seems like awful heresy 
and that it is entirely contrary to the 
advice usually given. But then I am 
dealing with facts, not theories and the 


facts are that the birds which were get- 


ting sick in warm houses recovered in 
cold ones, and that floods of fresh air 
were the medicines administered. 

I should not have dared to do this but 
for a previous experience. Some years 


agol judged several exhibitions in the 


South, and when I left home, in the 
dead of winter, I carefully closed up 
my houses to keep my stock warm. I 


had, however, a lot of chickens for} 


which there was no room in the houses, 


and the only shelter I could give them | 


was a summer roost, built against a 


board fence, the sides of which were 


made of laths about two inches apart. 


There was a good roof over their heads 


but in other respects they could hardly 
be said to be housed. The winds blew 


through the openings between the laths 


and the snow drifted in with the wind. 
When I arrived home after a month’s 


~ absence I found that roup had destroyed 
many of my fowls in the houses and the 
attendant could do nothing with it until, 
in despair, he opened the windows. 
~ Then the fowls began to recover. 
in this open roost there had not been a 


But 


‘single case of sickness and the only 


trouble experienced was that one or two 


SS 


single combed fowls have had_ their 
combs frozen. The pullets kept in the 


- summer roost were giving about twice 
as many eggs as all the others com- 


bined, and yet they were but a small 


fraction of the whole number of pullets 
and hens. Fresh air had kept them well 


and fresh air, despite of its being wint- 


ery air, had begun the work of recovery 
in the others. 

At that time I began to make careful 
inquiries to learn if others had had any- 
thing to correspond with my experience 
and I learned of a case in N. H. where 
large numbers of fowls were kept for 
laying in open sheds all winter, and 
lived well and kept healthy. I, also, 
learned of numerous other cases where 
varieties usually regarded as tender 
proved themselves able to withstand 
the severest winter weather in open 
sheds or houses with open windows, and 


sickness and death are inevitable. 
While I cannot advise a person who 
has always kept his fowls in a hot house 
to open the windows in the mid-winter, 
I do think it will pay every fancier to 
try this experiment. Next fall take 
two houses of equal size and put in them 
an equal number of fowls of the same 
variety. In one house do all that is 
usually done to keep the fowls warm, 
close the windows and doors on frosty 
nights and the like; in the other keep 
the windows open night and day 
throughout the winter. Keep a care-

Change in Express Rates. 


To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 

I am just in receipt of a circular from 
the heads of our great express companies. 
The rate referred to in the above is for 
fancy stock to be shipped, as I under- | 
stand it, only in crates strong enough to. 
allow a reasonable amount of rough hand- 
ling. 

While we have not gained all we bata : 
like to have in this direction, we have 
surely been favored more than. we ever 
were before, and the sale of fancy stock 
should be materially increased. 

We cannot make a shipping crate as 


light as a canvas coop, but merchandise 
rates are so scheduled that we will derive 


a great benefit. 


To make the matter a little more clear 
I will give an illustration which will ap-_ 
ply to all parts of the country. For in- 
stance 20 lbs. from Trenton to Chicago at 
merchandise rate- would be 80c. double 
first-class $1.60. To double this amount 
of weight at the old rate of shipping fancy 
poultry would be $8.20, but at merchan- 
dise rates would be only $1. I hope the — 
fanciers in the east and north who are in- | 
tending to exhibit at our western shows 
will get the right understanding of this 
matter and make their coops accordingly. 
Remember canvas coops dont go any 
more if you want the cheap rate. :

What 
the fancy needs from the money stand- 
point is as many poultry shows as_ pos- 
sible. The more shows the greater will 
be the demand for exhibition birds and 
the greater their value. To add a thous- 
and annual exhibitions of poultry to 
those we now have can best be done by 
making the fall fair an exhibit of ex- 
hibition fowls and keeping right along 
with the shows until the next season’s 
breeding season shuts them off. The 
objection to fall fairs is largely com- 
mercial. Suppose I was a dealer in ex- 
hibition poultry, a large dealer; that I 
made my living by selling poultry for 
exhibition. Suppose I did not raise a 
chick myself but depended upon four- 
teen farmers, on fourteen. farms to

raise fowls of which I had first choice 


for my business; suppose these fourteen 
farmers were not fanciers at all and 
only raised fowls to sell to me. Sup- 
pose these farmers did not care to be 
bothered with early~ chicks so they 
would hatch in the spring, and the 
chicks would not be grown out to, and 
come before January and I wanted to 
sell as exhibition fowls at exhibition 
prices. IfI were influenced by com- 
mercial reasons only I might urge in 
the poultry press winter shows only, I 
would talk learnedly about nature and 
natures laws, I would be apt to urge 
every reason but the true one against 
all shows but those which made my 


market and if I had been a dealer for 


many years and had my name in the 
paper for a long time I might make 
some fellows believe me to be disinter- 
ested. Ifthe fancy goes in generally 
to extend the show season and to hatch

The Almond Tumbler.

This beautiful and every way attract- 
ive little pigeon, once so popular that 


no exhibition of any note was consid- 
ered complete without a few specimens 
in its collection, has almost, as far as 
America is concerned, become extinct. 
There may be one or two of the old fan- 
ciers who still cherish a love for them 
and keep them in their collections, but 
ina general way they have surely be- 
come back numbers. Read the adver- 
tisements of pigeons for sale and how 
often do you see the Almond Tumbler 
mentioned to-day? I might say never, 
a sure indication that they are no lon- 
ger popular, and that no one has a sur- 
plus to dispose of. Once the Almond 
Tumbler was a favorite and justly so, 


too, fornone of the pigeon family are 


more pleasing to the eye nor give 
plainer evidence of careful and aristo- 


cratic breeding. They were always cor- 


rectly classed with the kingly carrier 
and pompous’ pouter. Really the 
dwarf member of this high bred trio.

little fellows, when well up in color and 


fancy points. Of course color, from 
which it takes its name, comes first, 
but color without diminutive size, broad 
prominent forehead and short, tapering 
beak, would not win.

The cock 
naturally is richer in coloring than the 
female, and grows darker as it increases 
inage, A cock is at his best as regards 
color between two and three years old. 
The hens are never as well broken in 
color as the cock, showing much less of 
the black and white on the almond 
ground, A very important quality is 
the head, which should be round, with 


a broad, very prominent high forehead — 


and full at the sides, thus preventing 
what is known as mousey-faced. The 
eye should be full and round and very 
light pearl or white in color. The beak 
should be short, tapering sharply to a 


point, or what is known as a goldfinch ~ 


beak. Color, flesh or pale pink. Its 


carriage is very proud and erect and it > 


usually walks on the front toes of its 
very small feet—tip-toe as some would 
say. | : 

I have given this brief description 
that the novice may have some idea of. 
this pretty little pet. It seems unfor- 
tunate that it is being so much neglect- 
ed, as it furnishes an object for a think- 
ing, studious breeder to study over and 
improve, and let us hope that these 
ideas may awaken in our fanciers a re- 
newed interest in a pigeon that is too 
fine and interesting to be consigned to 
oblivion.

The Huckster and Fall Fairs.

Tue AMERICAN FANCIER is to hand to 
time as usual, and notwithstanding the 
fact that it is the first issue from its new 


quarters its contents gives evidence of the 


master’s hand that guides its destiny. 

From its initial number until the pres- 
ent time the energy displayed in its man- 
agement has never been permitted to flag, 
and asa consequence it stands pre-emin- 
ently to-day at the head of all the papers 
published in connection with the poultry 
and pigeon industry in this country. 

Its fearless denunciation of everything 
tending to bring discredit upon the fancy 

has secured the support and good will of 

every individual connected with the rais- 
ing of either poultry or pigeons for pleas- 
sure or profit, whose good wishes are 
worth anything. 

On more than one occasion Editor 
Drevenstedt from his perch has inveighed 
against the huckster at fall fairs, and it is 
the plain duty of all and sundry to ren- 
der their assistance to crush this crying 
evil. That it can be done and effectively, 
too, in one or two seasons, I for one don’t 
entertain the remotest doubt, if gone 
about in the proper way. : eee 

The meeting of fanciers which took 
place at the recent Hagerstown Show is a 
step in the right direction and will un- 
doubtedly bear good fruit, and I hope to 
see many such meetings at the principal 
fall fairs when another season comes 
around, with'the object in view of raising 
the status of the poultry and pigeon sec- 
tions at these exhibitions... Many, nay, I 
may say the great majority of state fairs 
get grants from state funds to enable them 
to give inducements to exhibitors and 
owners of pure bred stock with a view to 
get them to exhibit and thereby educate 
the masses as to the advantages to -be 
gained by owning good specimens instead 


| of the mongrels they at present have run- 


ning around their domains. = 
That the funds set apart by the Mana- 


so mismanaged in the past that very little 
benefit to it has been acheived is generally 
admitted on all sides, and why? simply 


‘he American Facnier. 
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because those in whose hands the manage- 
ment was placed seem to know simply 
nothing about what they undertake to 
perform, and asa matter of course have 
frittered away the funds placed at their 
disposal. a ) 7 

The Fall Fairs have been the ‘* happy 
hunting grounds”’ of the Huckster right 
along, in many instances scooping in the 
dollars with specimens that were not 
worth the premium awarded to them at a 
single show, but this is not the worst feat- 
ure in connection with those fellows*who 


do the rounds of those; Fall Fairs. . 

It is a well known fact that even in the 
best equipped poultry yards a certain 
amount of disease has to be combated and 
any one possessed of a grain of common 
sense must perceive that to hawk about 
poultry for months at a stretch from show 
to show confined in coops in many 
instances of inadequate capacity for the 
number of occupants they contain, to say 
nothing of the cruelty, cannot otherwise 
than be veritable hot-beds of contagion, 


and leave a legacy behind them in every 


show room wherein they put in an 
appearance. | 

It is not to be wondered at that owners 
of valuable stock have an aversion to 
sending their specimens to Fall Fairs so 
long as such a state of things is permitted 
to exist. I have only exhibited at two of 
the early Fall shows this season and at the 
last, one of the best birds I had on exhibit 
contrated diptheric roup and died within 
a week of getting home, a bird worth at 
least from $40 to $50, which I have no 
doubt would not have happened had I 
kept my birds at home. 


It is much easier to complain than to | 


prepound aremedy, but ifthe best class 
of owners of stock are to patronize the 
Fall Fairs they must be protected by the 
managers against contamination from 
those truck loads of contagion carted 
around from show to show, by these pro- 
fessional ‘‘ rounders.’’ : 

There is no doubt that if the plan sug- 
gested at the meeting which took place at 
Hagerstown be adopted, of charging an 
entry fee on every exhibit and the entries 
close at least. nine days prior to the show 
by all fall fair managements it will have 
a deterent effect on the movements of the 
Huckster element but if they will go. fur- 
ther and ruthlessly cut out from their 
classification many almost obsolete varie- 
ties upon which these ‘‘gentry’ I am 
kicking against invariably rely upon ‘to 
fill their coffers; where there is no com- 
petition we should have fewer of them 
making the rounds, and if they did they 
wceuld require a better class of stock to 
make the game worth the candle. By 
cutting down the classification, charging 
a fair entry fee and giving more liberal 
prizes, a better class of exhibitors would 
put in an appearance and, as a natural 
eonsequence, the occupation of these fall 
fair rounders would be gone, as they 
would not then be able to secure suffic- 
ient premium money to pay their ex- 
penses against such warm competition. 
We should then have quality and not 
quantity at our fall shows. The poultry 
and pigeon sections would be more in- 
structive and entertaining to visitors, and 
I venture to assert the societies would not 
have such a drain upon their funds as at 
present is the case. , 

Acknowledged experts should only be 
employed as judges in both sections, 
poultry and pigeons, and where quality 
was lacking no premiums should be 
awarded. . ee 

Specimens having evident signs of over- 
showing or afflicted with disease should 
be ordered to be removed from the build- 
ing. 
~ Until some such stringent rules are put 
in force so long will our fall fair shows 
remain a reproach to the management of 
societies and the poultry and pigeon fra- 
ternity.

It is 
almost superfluous for me to touch up- 
on the benefits and importance attached 
to membership in our National Organ- 
ization. No body of flying fanciers 
should remain outside of its jurisdic- 
tion. - : be 

A regular publication of the flying 
work of each section in the official Jour- 
nals—A standing and complete record 
in the flying register of the National 
Race Secretary—Annual rewards to all 
sections of National Diplomas, and Cer- 
tificates of Record—Supply of the neces- 
sary stationery for conducting races; 
and a complete supervision and coach- 
ing by National Race Secretary, are the 
main points of advantage in member- 
ship in the National Federation of Amer- 
ican Homing Pigeon Fanciers, apart 
from the general acceptance of ‘all fly- 
ing records made under its supervision. 
The annual fee of one dollar per mem- 
ber is indeed trifling, as compared to 
the importance and benefits attached 
to membership, and while the roll now 
calls for over 400 members (much larger 
than it has ever been); the number 
should be at least 1,000. With a mem- 
bership approaching these figures, one 
can readily see increased benefits and 
facilities, and certainly so large a united 
body of men in any sport can command 
a more respectful hearing, and wield a 
greater influence whenever measures 
for the furtherance of their sport is ad- 
vanced. 

A largely increased membership in 
the National Organization means much 
for the pigeon flying faneier, and effic- 
ient as the office of the National Race 
Secretary now is, it -ould be rendered 
more so by an increased income and ad- 
ditional facilities. There is nothing in 
the make up of the National Organiza- 
tion, which gives any one section, or in- 
dividual, outside of the City of Phila- 
delphia, any one advantage over the 
other, and the only extra advantages 
the fanciers of the Quaker City enjoy, 
is in having the National Race Secre- 
tary resident in their midst, so that he 
can personally conduct and arrange 
their fiying contests, and personally 
attend to all the necessary, small. de- 
tails of a racing season. A labor done 
elsewhere, by the Club Secretary and 
National Race Representatives; but the 
Philadelphia fancier pays for this ser- 
vice by a tax-per bird for handling and 
countermarking, a tax all outside sec- 
tions or districts are exempt from inas- 
much as each is served gratuitously by 
its Secretary and Race Representatives. 

A line of National Diplomas are issued 
annually for old and young bird flying 
to each regular section or district, inde- 
pendent and distinct; and each section 
conducts its flying under its own man- 
agement, but subject to the National 
Race Secretary, supervision and. observ- 
ance of certain National Rules. The 
sections of the far west; north or south; 
big or small, stand upon an equal foot- 
ing, with the eastern sections; big or 
small; and I merely mention this be- 
cause it has occasionally reached me 
that certain fanciers and sections are 
given tothe remark: “Oh we cannot 
compete against the eastern fanciers, 
etc.” ‘‘We cannot expect to win any 
National Diplomas against the fanciers 
of New York or Philadelphia,’’ and 
such like complaints. Now, no section 
is competing one against the other for 
flying honors, for it was this very par- 
ticular unfairness that for years marred 
the advancement of the National Organ- 
ization to respectable proportions, and 
was the source of much controversy 
and disagreement. 3 

The healthy foundation of the Nation- 
al Organization, now is its District and 
independent sectional competition for 
National Sectional flying honors. It is 
absurd therefore for any district or sec- 
tion to make comparisons in the var- 
ious sectional results of the season’s 
work, and it is equally nonsenical for 
the Detroit or Milwaukee flying men, 
or any other section to think for a mo- 
ment that the New York Section, or 
Baltimore, or Washington Districts of 
the National Federation, enjoy advant- 
ages which they do not.

ly, because, as a certain misinformed 


and not posted, few hugged themselves | 


with the illusion that New York and 
Philadelphia flying men got all the 
honors and advantages of the National 
Federation, an illusion I quickly, dis- 
pelled, and broke up readily, showing 
the western flying men, that a district 
or section of our National Federation 


could be organized in any town in Mich- | 


igan, Illinois, Wisconsin, or elsewhere, 
which would receive the identical treat- 
ment, any of the large eastern districts 
received, no more, no less. 

One large influential National Union 
of pigeon racing men is all we need, 
and the one we now have fills the bill, 
and its record for the past year is an en- 
couraging one, Build up its. member- 
ship, and you will get still better re- 
sults. 

We have yet a great deal to acecom- 
plish here to place the pigeon*racing 
sport where it rightfully belongs, and 
is desired by all true lovers of the hobby 
of homing pigeon keeping; and I know 
of nothing calculated to further its in- 
terest more assuredly than a large and 
influential united body in the National.

Boston, Nov. 16.—Prisoners in the 
Middlesex county jail {at Cambridge 
have one among them whom they thor- 
oughly despise. He is a new- 3 
comer, a chicken thief, hails 
from Vermont, is not a ne- 
gro, and for years has adroit-

The other prisoners cluck at 
him. In the evening when 
all are locked in their cells, 
a barnyard chorus is started, 
combining a series of moth- 
erly chicken calls, gladsome 
ecackles, contented croons, 
raspy squawks, wing flap- 
pings, and defiant crowings. 
To this chaotic language 
of the barnyard Frank Pike, 
the new _ prisoner, listens 
without protest. He is 46 
years old, invented his own 
line of work, and has hever 
consorted with other thieves. 
People think he has stolen 
over 10,000 chickens. but 
neither by word nor by ex- 
pression will he give con- 
firmation to this belief. De- 
tectives have tried to com- 
pile his life history, but have 
failed. No tongue was ever 
muter than Pike’s, but while 
carrying on his business of 
roost robbing he kept an ac- 
count of his successes, the 
money derived therefrom, 
and the places visited. These 
entries ran back over two 
years. They told of the num- 
ber of chickens sold, and it 
was from this source that the 
police worked up their esti- 
mate of the 10,000 kidnapped 
pullets. Two weeks ago, 
when Pike was first arrested, 
the Pemberton square police 
thought they had an ordin- 
ary roost robber, but when 
the books turned up they 
changed their minds. Pike 
was then photographed, and 
his was the first portrait of a 
chicken thief to get space in 
the Boston gallery of rogues, ‘alarm and ran out with a_ shotgun.

Other poor people in Leverett 
street hailed him as the farm- 
er philanthropist , and _ be- 
stowed on him their broadest 
smiles. Oncein a while he 
made each of his Leverett 
street customers a present of 
a fat, yellow-skinned bird, 
telling them to say nothing, 
as he didn’t wish his kindness 
known to too many.

BY JOHNHOPEWELL. 
In my last article on this beautiful — 
variety of Pigeon I gave a brief idea as 


to what its shape and markings should 
be. In this article I purpose giving a 


few hints as to breeding them, but 
must say there is no iron-clad rule goy- 
erning their breeding. There is much 
of a chance connected with it, and in 


no variety of Pigeon is there more 


necessity of a thorough knowledge of 
antecedants than in this. Haphazard 
breeding can never be depended on, and 
even with a full record of ancestry, your 
matings may not produce what you ex- 
pect. Still this is the only correct 
course to pursue, although it may at 
times prove disappointing. The Al- 
mond throws a number of variations 
from the true color, such as, solid yel- 
lows, white and yellow splasher, agates 
red and yellow, solid reds and kites. All 
these are useful in again producing the 
desired Almond if only properly mated, 
and by knowing your birds well you can 
form a better idea what to unite to pro- 
duce desired results. For instance if 
you have a nice dark Almond Cock 
try him with alight Almond Hen, or 
place a Kite Cock with an Almond Hen, 
and right here for the instruction of the 
novice, I would say a Kite is a bird of a 
rusty brown color with flight feathers 
shading to Almond, and bred from AI- 
monds. This union may give you some 
fine broken colors. Then again mate a 
Yellow or Red Agate Cock with an Al- 
mond Hen or an Almond Cock with a 
Kite Hen, and a solid Yellow Cock with 
an Almond Splash Hen, being careful. 
to avoid any tendency in the yellows 
to blue rumps. Knowing your birds 
the aim is at all time to mate such 
birds together as you believe have the 
blood in them to produce the correct 
broken colors. In calculating for feath- 
er, account also must be taken of head, 
beak and body qualities, as although 
color is preeminent. To produce a true 
Almond he must have the rounded 
head with high broad forhead and short | 
gold finch beak besides a short compact 
body and the true dainty mincing step 
of the Almond.

Another reason why the Connecticut 
fowl is so popular is because the Connecti- 
eut butcher understands better than any 
other the art of ‘‘sticking’ a turkey. 
Long experience and experiment have 
made him as perfect inthe use of the knife 
as the most skillful surgeon. 

The towns in eastern Connecticut along 
the Rhode Island line are breeding places 
of famous gobblers. Westerly is the great 
shipping point for the farmers, and the 
fame of the birds in that region is prover- 
bial. Horace Vose, of Westerly, has for 
many years provided the Thanksgiving 
turkey for the White House. President 
Cleyeland’s fowl last year tipped the beam 
at thirty pounds, and was the pick ofa 
flock in North Stonington. Mr. Vose has 
never failed to receive a letter of acknow- 
ledgment from the distinguished recipient 
of his bounty. | 

Mr. Vose remembers the. turkey which 
he sent to President Grant. It was the 
largest one ever shipped from Westerly 
and weighed, when drrssed, thirty-six 
pounds. 

HOW TURKEYS ARE SHIPPED. 

The methods by which the turkey mar- 
ketman selects his birds and prepares 
them for market are interesting. During 
the year he makes agreements with farm- 
ers living within twenty miles of his farm 
to deliver to him all their product. A day 
or two before the times of shipment, at. 
Thanksgiving and Christmas time, he 
hitches up his four-horse teams and makes 
a tour of collection. The turkeys are 
delivered dressed and ready to pack. Mr. 
Vose has shipped as many as 15,000 Ibs. 
of choice birds in the week preceeding 
Thanksgiving. 

These New England turkey raisers have 
their own peculiar method of preparing 
their fowls for market. They never de- 
capitate a bird. They make a small 
incision in the fowl’s neck and bleed it to 
death. Neither do they scald turkeys—an 
operation that takes off not only feathers 
but patches of skin. They invariably 
perform the tedious operation of picking 
the turkeys clean. The effect is a clean, 
pink, wholesome look, without a blemish, 
which is in striking contrast to Western 
turkeys.

‘‘Sitters and Mothers.’’ 


BY F. M. CLEMANS, JR. 


The prevalent idea of the best setter 
is the hen which stays closely to her 
nest for the full three weeks period 
coming off a few times for food. This 
is erroneous. The best setter, or rath- 
er the best hatcher leaves her nest sev- 
eral times daily allowing the eggs 
to cool off and get ‘‘ventilated.’’ The 
fact is that the Asiatics are the closest 
sitters on earth, yet they are the poor- 
est hatchers. The active alert game 
hen is the ideal setter as a rule being to 
light and careful to break eggs and 
having sense enough to manage her 
clutch rightly in the matter of ventila- 
tion and frequent stirring. A Cochin 
hen will set her formidable keel bone 
down on a clutch of eggs, smash a few 
and sit with grim determination on a 
nest full of dirty unhatched eggs from 
morn until night. While the Light 
Brahma is often very successful on her 
own thick-shelled eggs, yet as a rule 
the same objection applies to her. 

It is remarkable how much ‘cooling 
off’’ a clutch of eggs will stand and yet 
hatch a fine percentage. Often I have 
known a hen to leave her nest on a cold 
March or early April day and allow the 
eges to become seemingly stone cold 
before returning, yet she would hatch 
a better percentage of her eggs than a 
close sitter next to her. Above all 
things an egg smasher is a nuisance as 
a sitter. Eggs smeared with the con- 
tents of two or three broken eggs won’t 
hatch and it isa big job to look over a 
lot of sitters every day and wash off 
the dirty eggs. Besides eggs so often 
handled don’t hatch well. This same 
hen is usually a chick murderer also as 


she is clumsy, awkard and apparently | 


without sense. The Game and Wyan- 
dott hens are ideal sitters and. mothers 
asarule. When aman gets a lot of 
select sitters and mothers he has a 
prize and should keep them as long as 
they are useful for the purpose.

twenty miles around us for hen fruit. 
It was not an easy task to secure the 
very best article, notwithstanding the 
fact that we paid considerably above 
the market price for eggs. After secur- 
ing all the cream of the good eggs and 
assuming other egg buyers did the same 
what could one expect to find in this line 
at the country grocery store? The 
answer is obvious. a 

Orange County is a land of milk and 
honey. A splendid climate, beautiful 
meadows and pastures, pure water are 
all conducive to poultry culture, but 
nevertheless the hen is a neglected 
beast in these parts. 

Recently we took a drive through

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PIGEON FLYING. 
BY FRITZ. 
—_— 

A correspondent writes me as follows: 
“The pair of breeders you sent mea short 
time ago seem to be very much at home 
with me—as do also two pairs of birds I 
bought that are of Mr. Offermans impor- 
tation to Red Line Loft of Mr. Verrinder. 
Do you think I could settle these birds— 
for [ hate to keep them locked in, and. 
birds must do so much better when out 
flying.”’ | | 

This is the oft told story repeated, and 
knowing my correspondent to be a novice 
in Homing pigeon keeping, it is but natur- 
al that he should feel as scores of us have 


felt before him, and hanker after the same 
experience all flying fanciers have had 
more or less during thas early apprentice- 
ship inthe sport. Sooty 
It is singular how general is the desire 
among young fanciers to try and settle 
strange old birds—birds that they have 
purchased with a full knowledge that they 
must be kept prisoners, and purchased 
oftentimes at fancy figures for the sole 
purpose of reproduction. It is singular I 
say how general is this desire to lose good 
birds and money by prematurely indulg- 
ing in the settling or staying process. 


Atany period the attempted settling 
of such birds asmy correspondent refers 
to isa risky and foolish business, but to 
engage in such experiments at this par- 
ticular season of the year, is both sense- 
less and inexcusable. 

About May or June when the fancier 
has two rounds of young out flying, sound 
and healthy, bred in March and April 
from his prisoners, then he may indulge. 
in the settling process of the old birds, 
for he has now at least something to re- 
compense him for the loss of them should 
they quit him and which in the great. 
majority of attempted settlings they do. 

But to risk settling them now before he 
has bred anything from them, or knows 
just how valuable they areas reproducers 
is too stupid to consider for a moment. It 
savors too much like throwing money in- 
to the street, and none but an ass is given 
to such doings. Purchased breeders are 
often settled at strange lofts, but oftener 
lost in the process of such experiments. 
and I strongly condemn any attempted 
settling of strange old birds until a fair 
supply of young from them has_ been ob- 
tained and are out flying at the loft. The 
progressive fancier who goes slow but 
sure will even. postpone this risky busi- 
ness of settling until he has made a fair 
test of the flying quality of the young of 
his prisoners. 

He does not let go until he is fully 
posted and secured, and this is as it should 
be. | 

In this question of the attempted set- 
tling of prisoners at a loft, various points 
are to be considered. 

Now in the ease of my correspondent 
attempting to settle the pair of breeders 
which I sent to him in July last. Such 
attempt could scarcely fail to be unsuc- 
cessful and would be particularly stupid. 
The loft of this fancier is located in the 
southwest direction from mine and both 
birds have journeyed several seasons over 
the course, the cock doing a 500 mile fly 
only in June of this year and the hen 300 
miles last year. 

It would indeed be strange for such a 
pair of birds to take up permanently at 
any such new home and any attempted 
settling should not be considered at pres- 
ent. But with imported birds the risk 
and trouble is not near so great. After a 
reasonable time has elapsed and the birds 
have had ample opportunity to daily view 
their surroundings from an appropriate 
and roomy aviary or trap and window. 
Such birds when set at liberty and seeing 
other birds constantly going in and out of 
the loft are more likely to remain or at 
least return to the loft and vicinity after 
exhausting themselves in a search for 
their old home, for on this continent theye 
know no other loft than the one they have 
been at for some time and are more likely 
to return to it than take up at a strange 
one tf permitted to do so. ™ ee 
But such birds are often caught at 
strange lofts and not permitted to return 
to their rightful owner and become mated 
up. | 

I once loaned an unsettled imported 
hen to a brother fancier in my vicinity 
that had passed a year at my loft as a 
prisoner and which escaped from him 
shortly afterwards by his accidentally 
leaving his loft door open when cleaning. 
He came running to my house breathless 
with excitement immediately afterwards 
to acquaint me with his blunder, and I 
could only hope that the years residence 
at my loft with such Opportunity to view 
the surrounding neighborhood as afforded 
by the large prisoners aviary attached to 
my prisoners coop would enable the bird 
to remember her previous home and make 
it after exhatisting herself flying about

interest and benefit. It often happens 
that he has no suitable accommodations 
for prisoners and resorts to the abominable 
practice of clipping their flights. 

It is an eyesore to me and positively re- 
pulsive and highly offensive to my senses 
as a fancier to view any of our game _ pets 
degraded by such mutilation, and I pro- 
nounce strongly against such practise. 

_ Can any fancier be so stupid as to 
imagine that any game bird with clipped 
flights and relegated to the floor of a breed- 
ing loft, or a possible handy low perch.— 


Certainly nothing beyond—is morally fit 


to transmit his best qualities to young? Is 
a bird or birds while in such mortifying 
degraded and crippled state calculated to 
reproduce desirable young for workers? 

Is not this sudden transposition and 
mutilation of his or her flight power cal- 
culated during such mutilation to dampen 
their ardor, destroy their best moral con- 
dition and render them almost useless and 
unfit for the reproduction of snappy in- 
telligent and vigorous young! 

My experience years ago and combined 
search in this direction fully confirm this, 


and I unhesitatingly pronounce against — 


this barbarous and stupid practise of so 
relegating a good bird to the floor of the 
loft for breeding purposes. 


To the thoughtful and thorough fancier — 


the continued imprisonment of Homers 


unclipped in a comfortable breeding loft 


with wired in aviary connected on the 
ground of ample dimensions and supplied 
with all natural necessaries. Except 
absolute freedom in the air is the only 
method to persue for the reproduction of

A good game cock bird which has

The flying fancy is now rapidly solving 
the true problem of unity of pigeon flying 
interests and we are nearer the true defi- 
nition of the national organizations motto 
of unity and integrity than ever before. 
Let the good work go on gentlemen and 
the American flying sport will speedily 
advance. 

I have received of late a number of let- 
ters from young fanciers throughout—re- 
garding the question of thinning down 
stock—and asking for information and a 
euide how to proceed in this important 
question. The trouble with many lays in 
the fact that far too much trash is raised, 
and harbored in the hope of improvement 
with age. 

The experience that my young friends 
in the fancy are now having I had my- 
self years ago and I cannot do better than 
to repeat what I have written in former 
notes upon the subject. When I first 
determined to keep only so-and-so many 
birds when separating for the winter, I 
was not equal to the denial, and the fol- 
lowing spring found me like my young 
friends are now, with far more birds than 
T intended and breeding and training with 
subjects that I should have destroyed. I 
could not part with this one because it 
was out of so-and-so, and that one because 
when it came very slow from 100 miles 
the weather was bad and I conjured up 
all kinds of excuses for it and possible im- 
provement when older and stronger, just 
as my correspondents are now doing, a 
very common error in homing pigeon 
keeping, and overlooking the important 
and all telling point that other birds to 
my loft homed quicker, and in less ex- 
hausted condition, and also to the lofts 
of my competitors. I kept this pair of 
birds because out of perhaps a dozen nests 
extending over several breeding seasons 
they had given me a pair or two that had 

flown fairly well and I retained for an- 
other season’s trial a pair that had come 
to me from some friend in the fancy highly 
recommended, or perhaps an importation 


of very blue blood, but all of which ‘had 


not stood the test in any one season as 
compared with other workers in my loft, 
and should have been weeded out. 


This weeding out procees is one that the 
young American fancier must study very 
closely, and to acquire it thoroughly, 
requires years of painful experience and 
self-denial and until he does accomplish 


and gain this desired end, he need never 


expect to be well up in the long distance 


races from 500 miles, year after year, as 
many of our prominent flying fanciers are 


to be found, and who have mastered the 
art of the knife as itis termed and true 
breeding methods. I say art of the knife, 
for by the knife alone, a great part of this 
weeding out process is to be accomplished 
and not by the training basket entirely as 
inany seem to think and follow. 

1 have long ago made it my practice 
never to sell a bird that I had condemned 
as no good, nor breed from such, nor pre- 


sent such to any friend or acquaintance, 
but to destroy tt. 


I repeat that to present or sell such 
birds to your friends or acquaintances or 


customers in far-away cities is not alone 
-- unfancier like, but you are not in the true 
sense of the word carrying out the only 


and real weeding out process, and further- 


' more like a boomerang, your undesirable 
~ unloadings will certainly return to you in

the shape of unfavorable criticisms of 
your loft and stock and your honest 

questioned owing to your own good wor 

with your other birds, and much such 
truck often goes in the baskets with your 
own and other good subjects to impede 
and handicap them. 


By ridding yourself of your laggards 
and physically defective subjects in sales 
or gifts you are not only perpetuating the 
amount of trash raised annually, but you 
are unjustly freéing your loft from dis- 
appointments, labor, expense, and poor 
blood to the loft of another. Of course 
certain lofts establish a certain standard 
quality and all young falling below this 
standard the true flying fancier mercilessly 
gets rid of. 

This stdndard in many cases entails 
such a high degree of excellence that the 
breeder can conscientiously unload such 
surplus by sales or gifts to lofts of lesser 
pretensions for the weeding out process 
here may contain many desirable and ex- 
cellent birds. but a trifle below the stand- 
ard retained by the breeder. 

But birds which have proved by actual 
tests of flying and breeding to the careful 
and conscientious fanciers to be sadly de- 
fective, mentally and physically, and such 
that do not come up to the standard of 
‘‘ fairly middling ’’ should be mercilessly 
knifed and the conduct of such undesir- 
able reproduction thus effectively and 
finally sealed up. 


‘*Sud Ouest’’ an old and very readable 
writer in the Belgian Journals on homing 
matters, once remaked ‘‘ ‘To Sacrifice’ is 
the motto of the fancier and if he but cul- 
tivates the courage to carry it out, he is 
certain to arrive at good and valuable 
results. He must kill, go on killing, and 
kill forever.”’ 

The same writer further remarked ‘‘The 
greater proportion of lofts are composed 
of a crowd of different tupes. 
now and again bring forth a choice bird, 
but should this disappear, the loft falls 
back again into inanition as regards all 
that. constitutes excellence. Matters are 
never thus managed by the true fancier. 

All his birds belong to the same variety 
or class. They possess the same essential 
principles and even supposing a good cock 
and a good hen disappear he is sure to 
recover the thread of the parent qualities 
in the descendants. It suffices to make 
after combinations of birds of different 
generations. . It is by following out this 
method that great fanciers avoid deca- 
dence. But this class of fanciers is a san- 
guinary individual, he sacrifices without 
pity or remorse, the obations and jades as 
fast as they appear.”’ 


The foregoing are the true principles of 
the foundation of a racing loft that is year 
after year fairly well up, and my corres- 
pondents who seek light on the true 
methods of thinning down stock and the 
weeding out process can profitably ponder 
upon what I have advanced.
